red Theophanezs the Hiſtorian with the Priviledges of the City 
. of Rome. Titus Veſpaſian beſtowed great wealth and honors 
. on Joſephus the ewiſh Hiſtorian, whoſe Statue was erected at 
- Rome: And ſo did Julian the Apoſtate upon Aurelius Vidor, 
the Roman Hiſtoriographer. The Egyptians who were care- 
full to preſerve their Hiſtories and antient Monuments, (light- 
ed the Grecians for their negle& herein, accounting them no

.without which an Orator either jn perſwading or. diſſwading, 
. will prove defeQive. It is alſo necefſary'for School: Maſters; 
. therefore Quintilian will have Padagogues to read Hiſtory to 
their Schollars , whereby they may have matter for their Exer: 
 ciſes and Orations: To bebrief, Hiſtory hath this prehemi- 
-nence above Oratory and Poetry, that Oratory bath been re- 
-zeced by the Lacedemontans; Poetry by Plato, Tertullian and 0- 
-thers, as two pernicious inſtruments in a Commonwealth, to 
pervert mens minds; but Hiſtory was never yet rejected by any; . 
-andhowcan it, abounding with fo much profit and pleaſure; 
for what can be more profitable then to learn Wiſdom by o- 
ther mens follies, to get experience by other mens coſt and la- 
 bours, and to be ſafe by other mens dangers ( Fulix quem faci- 
unt aliens pericula cautum.) Hiſtory is like a watch-Tower on 
. which we may ſee dangers a farre off, and ſo avoid them ; and 
. what can be more pleaſant then to ſee a Tragedie atedto the 
life ; which onely is to be ſeen in Hiſtory ; for here we ſhall 
fee the whole world, | but as a Stage on which men of all forts 
have adGed their parts; Pririces, Prelats, Peſants of all ages ating 
the ſame things, on the ſame Stage 3 who after they have laid a- 
fide their diſcriminating Vizards , and perſonating garments, 
they areallalike , as they were before they put them on : For

.clods of earth , whereof a little will content them , when their 
'vaſt and ambitious thoughts are laid as low as their-carcaſſes ; 
. then ſhall aſhort andnarrow Coffin contain thoſe , whom one, 
. or more Kingdoms will not content : Within how little room 
. was that :Pellean Youth ſhut up, whom one World could

Dowerries alfiſthd Olofernes ws him King: Bi 1: M, 
the' Rimans took part with Ariarathes, and eftabliſhed him in his kingdome itn 
ſpite of Demetrius. About whichtime C. Marius the Conſul ſubdued the Dalma- 
114ns, for moleſting the 1/yrians, confederates of the Romans ; and they were at 
laſt torally conquered by Cor. Naſica the Conſul. Aboutthis time Spain rebelled 
againſt the Romans, and Art:och againſt Demetriiss for his ryranny, inviting Alex- 
ander who called himſelf the ſon of Antrochws,/and claimed in right of his fa- 
ther the kingdortfe of Syria. * He was afliſted by Ptolemy King of Egypt, Aria- 
\ @ 74thes King of Cappadocia, and Attalns King of Aſia who ſucceeded his brother 
Enmenes;that had reigned almoſt 50. years.” Alexander having all this irength, - 
and the affiſtance alfo of Jonathas, whom he declared high prieſt; two great 
battels were fought, in the firſt Alexander was 'worſted, bur in the ſecond he 
, obtained the victory ; in which Demetrins Sorter or Saviour, fo called 
for the juſtice he did upon Heraclides and Timarchss, ( the two great oppreſſours 
of Babylon) loſt both his life and kingdome, Alexander marryed the daughter of 
Ptolemy Philometor. te | 
Demetrins Soter had two ſons, the eldeſt called alſo Demetrius was invited by 
Apollonius governour of Celoſyria, tro take up armes againſt 4lzxender, who gave 
20 himſelfe toall kind of luxury. This Demetrius having the aſfiſtance of the Creraxs, 
comes ſuddenly into Syria, but was overcome by Tonathas, and loſt 8000 of his 
men ; Joxathas takes in ye and Joppa, biurnes AFotws to the ground, and over- 
 throwes the Idol Dagon:tor which good ſervices he,is highly rewarded by Alexan- 
. der. Shonly after this, Pr#ſias King of Bithynia Gtning upon the Romans 3828, 
* kiſſed the threſhold of their Scnar,calling the Fathers his Gods) was for his wicked 
life flain by his owne ſon N:comedes, being aſſiſted by 4tralms King of Pergamns. 
- Pruſias indeed had intended to have flain Nzcomedes, and to have tet up his other 
. the Romans had ſent three Embaſſadors to reconcile the father witft his fon; 
. Theſe were the three which Caro ſaid, had neither head, feer, nor heart, becauſe 
zothe one had many ſcarresin his head, the other was gowty,and thethird was none 
of the wileſt. 
' Ptolemy was much incenſed againſt Alexander his ſon in law for his tyrannic 
and diffolute life. Wherefore he comes into Syria with a great army, pretending 
he meantto defend Alexander againſt his enemies, the gates of the cities are 
opened to him, ſo that all the ſea coaſt even to Selencia is delivered up.to him, 
then having taken his daughter Cleopatra, and beſtowed her upon Demetrine, he 
entred Antioch and put bot, the Crownes of Syria and Egypt on his head. Alex- 
ander brings an army out of Clicia, but is overcome and flyeth to Arabia, all 
- his ſouldiers revolting to Demetriws, Zabdiel or Diocles a prince of that countrey, 
46 cut off his head, and ſent it to Pro/emy, who not long after dyed, whileſt the 
- Chirurgians were curing of the wound he had received in his head. Hee 
reigned thirty five years, to whom ſucceeded his younger brother King of 
Cyrexe. 
7 hethird and laſt Carthaginian warre was occaſioried by the difference be- 3823, 
. tween Maſaniſſaand Carthage about ſome lands. The Komans would have recon- 
. ciled the difference, and Maſaniſſa was willing for peace ſake to yeeld up his right. 
- But ſuch was the pride of Carthage, that they would hearken to no reaſon: beſides, 
- againſt the aticles of peace, they had mee ared an army and flect. Gifco, Amil- 
cars ſon, was a great itickler,and cauſe of this war, and ſo incenſcd the people 
50 againſt Rowe, thatthe Roman Ambaſſadors were fain to flye, for *fear of aftronts. 
. The Rowan Senat was much exaſperated againſt Carthage,yet by the perſwafion of 
 P. Cor, Naſica, ten xe ſent thither to: try, if they would hearken 
to reaſon , the wars 1n Spary at this time, made the Romans the lefle willing to 
- quarrell with Carthage. The Ambaſſadors returning to Rowe acquainted the 
- Senat with the preparations of Carthage both by land and fea z whetefore war 
- is denounced againſt Carthage, and it was debated in the-Senar, whethcr that city 
- ſhould be utterly deſtroyed or not. Naſica would haye it reſerved,ſhewing it ſuited 
_—: not 
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- notwith. policy to deſtroy. that place, which exerciſed -the- Rewan forces, and 
- kept - 0d from: riding, nor was it conſonant tothe clemency of Rowe, to 
. deſtroy and undoe ſuch mulurudes of pedple.. Bur Cato told the Scnat, that ſo 
- long as Carthage ſtood, Rgme could neyer_be ſecure and quiet; this opinion pre- 
- vailed. As foon as the war was. proclaimed, Yt/ca fubmirted prefently, and (6 
. did Carthage,delivering u their ſhips apd tqwnes, which Z. Martizs, and M.Man- 
| lis Contuls, burned inthe fight of Carthage. Then command was given that 

all the chicf citizens epart from Carthage, and build them a city 10 


"-miles off from the ſea. This command was reje&ed; and fo they all reſalyed to 

- defend themſelves and city ; upon this the Conſuls fet down. be 

all fides fo beficge it, that no proviſion of corne could be brought into it, ma- - 
ny skirmiſhes , aſſaults, and eruptions there-were, in which - the Romans were 
ſometimes worſted ; ſometimes the Carthaginiens: this war was managed chiefly 
by P. Scipio Amihanwe, the fon of Amilias, but adopted by Scip:o the ſon

vice in Spain; where he obtained a murall or wall crowne, and being Tribune of 
the ſouldiers, advanced the Roman cauſe much in Africa.

Marcellus upon the Senats intrea- 
ty,and called him home from his baniſhinent, for which AR of clemency he is _ | 
ly commended by Cicero in his incomparable oration for M. Marcellus, but before 
he could returne he wis murthered by Magins his client at Athens. After the war 
wasended a liſt wastaken of the citizens, and there were not found aboye 150000 
whereas four years before,abour the beginning of the war, there were reckoned a- 
bove 400000 citizens. . Ceſar was now inade Conſul the fourth time. Heprepares 10 
tor Spain againſt Pompey's rwo ſonnes, Cn. and Sextus,but both their Flects were 
ſpoiled at Sea, after divers townes were taken by both ſides, a great battell was 
tought near the ciry Munda, wherein Ceſar at firſt was defeated, but upon a freſh 
encounter he got the day.

The civill war being every where compoſed, and Ceſar returning from Spain was 
honoured with the fifth triumph, the title of pater parrie,and r1 $j g's Ditta- 
zor,and that he ſhould be i#p3: x dova®-, that is, Holy or inviolable, but he conti- 29 
nued not long in honour ; for he returned from Spain to Rome in October, and a= 
bout the 1des or midſt of the next March he was flaine, this was not above five 
months. His great honours, felicity , and pride had procured him envy - for 
when the Fathers before the Temple of Yex»s came to confer theſe honours on 
him, he fate ſtill in his chair of ſtate,” and did not ſtand up, as hee ought : and 
though he refuſed to wear the crown which MA; Antoxie put on his head, in the 
Lupercall ſolemnities; but ſent it to Tpiter in the Capitol : yer when one had 
placed a crown on the head -of his Image , hee was content it ſhould remaine 
there, wherefore he thruſt the two.

| in the Curia ot Pompey, having received 23. wounds,whereofthe ſecond was on- - 
ly mortall which he had in his breſt, his murtherers fled ro the Capitoll, reſolved 
ro make ana@of Oblivion, to fling Ceſars body into the Tibris,and to ſeiſe up- 
on his eftate,but they feared the greatneſle of Antonims and Lepidus.Such was t 
rragicall Caraſtrophre of this brave Commander z who had fought fifty pirched 
barrels with the common enemies of Rome, beſides his many viRtorics in thecivill 
war.He made many wholeſome Laws, he reformed the Roman Calender by the 
help of af 4 genes the Mathematician of Alexandria, he not onely conquered his 
cnemies, but his paſſions alſo, in ad vancigg his greateſt adverſarics to honours 49 
and places of truſt, When he rook Powpey's cabinet at Pharſalia, and Scipio's at 
Thapſus, he burned all their Letters without looking into any one of them. Hee 
who was carriedo often intriumphant Chariots, and whom no forraigne force 
could ſubdue ; is now conquered by a few traitors at home, and carried by three 
| of his meaneſt ſervants. So horrid was this murther, that the Sun is ſaid to hide his 
face from it, by an eclipſe: and ſo far was his death the cauſe of peace , as his 
enemies thought, thatit preſently occaſioned more civill wars; and ſolittle were 
his cnemics ſecured by his murther, that none of all theſetraitors outlived him a- 
boyc three years, but all periſhed miſerably, yer deſervedly, even ſome of them 
with the ſame ſword that wounded him; he was 56 years old when he died, 50

Lepidus and Antonius being both proclaimed enemies by the Senat, and, 0&74- 
viws ſlightedas was ſaid, they had no other way td ſave themſelves bur by uni- 
ting their Forces, therefore 0Zavius imbraceth the occaſion , and. cloſeth with 
Antony, who otherways was reſolved to join his Forces with Brutss and Caſ- 
ſins who had the command of 17 Linen, but 0avins unworthily: baniſherh 
Cicero the eloquent mouth of that glorious City , leaving him as: a-prey t0 
Antonius his (worne enemy, who ſent ſome of his troopersto murther him,which 
they did;and placed his head and right hand on the Koſtra,to the great grief of the 20 
city; Falvia Antonics wife, abuſed the head with all kinde of indignities. In 
that proſciption of theſe Triumviri were baniſhed beſides knights 130. Senators, 
and not onely Cicero,bur all is family alſo: but Cicers's ſonne was recalled. 

Caſſins in the meane time poſſeſſerh Sytia, and vexes Judea with taxes. Mal;- 
chus who had poyſoned Antipater, isby his ſonne Herod flaine, Hyrcanns not 
daring to revenge this death of his friend Malichus,then Coyne takes Rhodes, and: 
Brutus ſubdues the Lycii, then they paſſe over with their army. ro Macedonia 
where neer Philippy Oct«wins and Antony fight with them, this ſecond bartell was 
fought with various ſucceſſe,in that farall field; the wing in which Brutus was, had = 
the better of 0&avivs, then ſick and not in the camp , but Caſſius his wing was 3@ 
defeated, who fearing Brutus had beeninthe like condition, forced his own fer- 
vant to kill him, the fouldier whom Can had ſent to bring tidings to Brutes, 
return-ng too late, found his Generall dead on the ground, wherefore-accuſing 
his ſlowneſle to be the cauſe of Caſſins his death, fell upon his own ſword. | Bru- 
tus a few dayes after fought againe z but as his death and overthrow were fore- 
told by his evill Genius the night before, ſo it came to paſſe, For ſeeing his Ar- 
my defeated, he thruſt Straros ſword through his left fide, and fo died immedi- 
ately. Here died the ſons of Cato, Hortenſins, Luculius, Druſus, Livius, Quintilins, 
Vari: $,and many more brave men. 

Sexrusthe ſon of great Pompey at this time returning from Spain, firſt ſciſed upon 40 
Meflana, then upon all Sicily,co whom there was great concourſe both from Italy, 
and from the brutian Army. The Senat had reſtored him to his Farhers eſtate, 
and made him Admirall of the Seas, when the Pompejan faction prevailed, now 
hee receives all fugitives and flaves, and with Piracics infeſts the Sea , which his 
Father had cleared, Antonins ſtayes to ſettle the Tranſmarine Provinces, Oavi- 
5s returnes to Italy, which he findes full of tumults. For F#lvia Antonies wife 
ſtirred up the old touldiers againſt him ; and L. 4»tonrins the Conſul, Markes bro- 
ther accuſed alſo Ceſar to the ſouldiers of his unjuſt dealing with them, and ha- 
ving raiſed an Army , marcheth to Perufia, at this day Perut a city in Hetruria: 

m which Ceſar hefiegeth him, who being forced by famine yeeldeth : and obtains 5g 
his life,ſo did Fulvia, and Plancus, and all the ſouldiers upon ſubmiſſion obtaine 
pardon,only the rown was thrown down; & ſo this war ended without bloudſhed. 
Embaſſadors from all paris repair to M. Antozy in Bithynia ; among the teſt 
were the prime men of the Jews , with an accuſation againſt Phaſelus and Herod: 
for incroaching upon Hyrcanss his Government, and for baniſhing unjuſtly A#- 
tigonns the ſon of Ariſtobulus: but Herod prevented them by bribing Antowns,

JUdea, Galilee and Samaria, were now in a combuſtion, becauſe Herod an Idu- 
mean had got the Kingdome, Herod finding (mall aid in- Artonies Legats, makes 29 
a journey to wr himſclfe, who at that time beſieged Samoſata, atown upon 
Euphrates, and afiſteth him to take it, whereupon he obtaines two Legions un- 
der the command of Soſixs, to ſubdue Jeruſalem. Withthelc he revengeth the 
death of his brother Toſeph, and of his fix Cohortes who were overthrowne by 
Machera ;, which gave occaſion to the Galileans to drown all they found of Herods 
faction inthe Sea of Tyberias, and becaule Papps had killed his brother Toſeph, 
and Antigonws cut off fas head : Therefore Herod having overcome the Galile- 
ans cuts off the head of Pappms, and ſends it to Pheroras his younger brother : 
Afﬀer this he beſiegeth Jeruſalem with 11 Legions and 6000 hoes beſides the 
Syrian Auxiliaries : the Jews ſtifly held out againſt the beſiegers, and would 3o 
not be adviſcd by Sameas a prime man in the Sanhedrin to ſubmit to Herod, till 
firſt the lower city and outward Court of the Temple were taken, and at laſt 
the reſt of the City and Temple was ſtormed,upon the Faſt day the inraged ſoul- 
diers ſpared neither man,woman, nor childe , 10 that Herod was God to hire 
them to give off, asking them whether they meant ro make him a King of bare 
walls i Herod had uſed all the meanes he could to make that ſtiffe-necked people 
accept him for their King ;- hee beſieged them in three Sabbaricall years, when 
they could receive no fruites of the carth for their releife ; he married with Ma- 
riamne the daughter of Alexander Antigonw his brother, he profeſſed the Jewiſh 
Religion, he promiſed them all the happineſle they could defire under any King ; 40 
but all this could not move them : ſo ar laſt. hee obtained by. force which hee 
could not by intreaty that kingdome, which art firſt after the captivity was ruled by 


Z orobabel, Nehemias, and other Princes,after them by Pricſts, and the 70 Elders, 
and at laſt by the Aſſamoneans 126 years. 


Antony by the perſwaſions and bribes of Herod, firſt crucified Antigonms and 


theri beheadedghim ; and becauſe he knew there would be {mall ſecurity for him, 


ſo long as any were left alive, that might claime title tothe Kingdome, hee in- 
vited Hyrcanws homie from Babylon ; Herod made great ſhew of love to him, in 
proffering a ſhare of the Government, in calling im Father, and uſing him 


with all civility, till he had ſet himſelfe faſt in the {addle, and then deſtroyes him ; 59 
he highly eſteemed Polo the Phariſec,and Samias his Diſciple, wo prime men of 
the councell , becauſe they counſelled the Jews to ſubmit to Herod, hee beſtowes 
upon Hepanelus the Pontificat z but upon the intreatic of Alexandra, ( whom 
notwithſtanding he ſtill ſuſpected and perſecuted) he took it from him, and con- 


ferred it on Ariſtobulus Mariamnes brother ; but being jealous of him alſo, 
in the ſecond year of his Pontificat he drowned him, for whilet hee was 
{wim- 
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ſwimming; Herod cauſed two that were ſwimming with him,as it were in ſport, t0.4. 


hold his head under the water,till he was ſtifled; of this Alexandra complained, and 
ſo did Cleopatra who defired a part of the kingdome of Judea; bur Herod with his 
bribes pacified Aztony, and fruſtrated Cleopatra;whom he would have killed, had 
hee not been diflwaded by his friends. © _ | | OT 
M. Antony having wholly devoted himſelfc to Cleoparra, and to all licentiouC. 
neſſe,and puft up with pride,wealth,and flattety,begins to deſpiſe 02Zavims,he puts 
away Ofavis his fiſter,he refuſeth to part with his triumyirat though the time was 
expired , hee calls himſelfe Father Liber, he deſires that Egypt and all the Pro- 
ro Vinces even to Euphrates may be conferred on his two ſonnes by Cleopatra.Ceſar 
underſtanding of this after his returning into the City, upon the conqueſt of Dal- 
- matia,and Sts, 10 the people ro make war againſt A4ntoxy and Cleg- 
= which was eafily affentcd to therefore he was made Conſul the third time, 
is Colleague was Meſſala Corvinus. Antony having ſubdued Artabanes King 
of Armenia, and having forced him to deliver up his treaſure, which was very 
great, was now full of money, yet Ceſar exceeded him in number of Ships, of 
good: Commanders and ſouldiers. Plancws, Dolobella and Demitizes revolted to 
Ceſar. M. Agrippa in the ſight of Amtonies Fleet rook Leucas a townin Leuca- 
dia, Patre a City-in Achaja (famous for the Martyrdome of St. Audrew) and 


>o Corinthalſo. The two Fleets fought at Adtium a pramontorie in Epirus, where 


Avguſtus after this built a town and called it Nicopolis from his vidtory, the fight 
laſted doubtfull rwo houres,at laſt Cleoparratakes her flight with 60 ſail. Antony 
follows after ; the ſoudicrs ſeeing this, ſubmitted to 0&awvins, who pardoned 
them. The ſame ſucceſſe he had by land againſt Aztony the next yecr. Ceſar per- 
ſued Antony and Cleopatra into Annes, the war 15 renewed, but Antonies 
Fleet revolting; his foot Forces _ beaten, and at laſt all his horfe defeated, 
he fledintothe Palace, and run him felfe through with his own ſword, and then 
fell into the armes of Cleopatra,whom he thought had been killed, and in her bo- 
ſome breathed out his ſpirit: the Queen courted Auguſtss with preſents, and 
30 thinking to gain his loye,betrayed to him Peluſowm neer Arabia Perrea , bur fearing 
that Ceſar would carry her in triumph , ſceing Alexandria and all was loſt, ſhee 
poyſoned her ſelf by applying an Aſpe to her Breaſt; thus ended the Ciyill War. 


Herod in this meane time being incenſcd againſt the Arabians , for killing 394, 


his Embaſſadours, raiſeth a great Army, and in twa bartels utterly defeats them: 
then hearing of Aztonies death and oyerthrow, he was much perplexed: fearing 
leſt Ceſar would unthrone him, for affiſting of Antony; therefore he reſolves to 

' repairto him; andto make his peace if poſſible; bur doubting leſt Hyrcanus 
might ſtep into the throne in his abſence, he puts him to death upon ſuſpition 
that he held ſecret intelligence with Maliches King of Arabia : whereas indeed 

40 he wrote him a letter upon the importunity of his daughter Alexaxdra, only that 
he would permit him being now 80 years old , to end his dayes quietly in his 
countrey,ſceing he could notin his owne by reaſon of Herods jcaloufie ovef him : 
ſo Herod having ſecured all at home, repaires to Ceſar at Rhodes, to whom ſub- 
mitting himſclfe,and promiſing him the ſame meaſure ot ſervice and loye he ſhe: 
cd to' Antoxy,and preſenting him with 800 talents, he was recetved into fayour, 
and the kingdome confirmed on him.

In Cyprus they flew-about 240000. they cut niany by the middle;and 
many they flung to wilde beaſts, and ſ\uch was their madneſle, that they cat mans 


Reſh, Bur they were ſhortly after ſubdued by Luciws and. Twrbay : andiit was 
made death fora Jew to enter Cyprus. So barbarous were theſe Jews, that they 
irded themſelves with the - guts yet bleeding of thoſe they ſlew, and: clothed 
emſelyes with their skins. The athes of Trajaxs body were iranſlared from thar 


town of Cilicia where he dyed,called Silinus, and from him 'Trajanopolis 4 and 
- brought to Rome with great ſolemnity,where he was buried alone , being-againſt xg 
the laws of the 12 Tables for any to be buried in the City. -His aſhes were buried 


under that magnificent pillar which he cauſed to be erected the 15 year of his 


reign, with his ſtatue on the'top thereof. This pillar is yet extant, andin ſtead of 


T»4jan now ſtands S. Peterin braſſe richly gilt, by S:xtus 9u-ntw then biſhop of 
Rome. Trajanafter his death was defiled; and called Dactcus from his victories 
over the Daci, which were engraven on his pillar. The Senar uſed to {alinetevery 
Emperor newly made with theſe words: Happier then Augi.ſtus, better then 
Trajan.

- P. eAilins Adrianws, the ſon of Adrian the Senator, who was couſin german to 


was now.Governour of Syria,who for his own worth-and neerneſle to Trejan,was 
ſaluted Emperor:that he might not be kept back from Rome, he quired all beyond 
Euphrates, contenting bimielf with the ancient bounds of the Empire. He ſent 
for Fulws Severys out of Britain into Syria to chaſtiſe the turbulent Jews,whoſe 
Capiain Bexcoghad, that is, the ſon of the Star (alluding to that Prophefie, A Star 
ſhall ariſe out of Facob) called himſelf the Meſſias,to make his power the greater, 
He held in Judga for ſcme years 50 caſtles, 980 Villages, and fortihed the 
town Bcrhoron, whence he {allied out divers times upon the Romans. But Adr:- 
ay returning into Syria b:ſiged Bethoron 3 years and a half : at laſt. took it 


by ſtorm, and in it Captain Bexcochab, but indeed BencoFbathe ſon of a Lye, as the 36 


deluded Jews now called him. The number of them that dyed by the plague,fa- 


' mine and ſword, was 500000 men. This fellow was a peſtilent enemy of -the 


Chriſtians, murthering them, where ever he found them. But Hadrian rebuilt Hie- 
ruſalem, and called it e£//4 by his name, in which he permitted Chriſtians -to 


dwell, but not the Jews; yea he made it death for any Jew,cither togoe neer jt, or 
tg look on it: only ſuch as paid a great ſum of money, were permitted to goe thi- 


ther and bewaile it. The Temple of Fupiter Capitolipws was now built, where 
Salomons Temple ſtood. Bherefore the rown was now called &liaa Capitolina, 


The Jews alſo were forbidto circumciſe themſelves : all their ſtrong Forts were 
ogerthrown. 46 
. Adriay being confirmed in the Empire, he made away thoſe whoſe greatneſſe 


he fuſpeRed, chiefly Celiſus, Nigrians, Palme, and Lucivs, being four eminent 
Conſular men. Having quieted all in the Eaſt, returns ro Rome, and -remits 
many debts due to the Exchequer, and withall the ſum of money which was uſed 
to be preſented tothe Victor called aurum coronarium, in lieu of the golden coro- 
nets, which of old they wont togive him. Pſamaroſſeris whom Trajan had made 
king of Parthia was {lighted by them, and ſo by Hadrian was made king of the 
next bordering countries. He was very courteous, affable, and familiar with his 
fricnds,chiefly when they were fick. He ſtill kept the ſouldiers in exerciſe, ever 
in time of peace, and uſed to feed with them on cheeſe, lard, and puſcaz which

He had adop- 
ted «-£livs whom he called Ceſar before he was Emperor, but he died ; there- 
fore he made Aurelius Antonins his ſucceſſor, called afterward Prxs for reſcuing 
diyers Senators from the fury of Adrian; who killed Servianws his fiſters hus- 
band, and his nephew oy. iy for finding fault with his adopting of Antoni; 
"When Servianme was to dye, he prayrd that 44rien might with for death;and nor

Under him alſo was 
Enſtschiuws called Placidus before his baptiſm, thartyred ; he had done good 
ſervice under Yeſpaſian againſt the Jews,and under T74jan againſt the Daci: He 
was firſt caſt to the Lions, but they ſpared him, at laſt he was burned in a hot bra- 
ſen Bull. In his time was Nicomedia overthrown with an Earthquake, ſo were 
Nicopolis, Nicza, and Czfarca, He called the city Uſcuduma in Myſia; from

Antoninus his father Aurelius was a Tranſalpin Gaul, Arrius Antoninus his 
Grandfather'by the mother had been twice Conſul. He was comely in his perſo- 
nage, but more in his conditions. So great was his authority that the- Indians, 
Bacrians, and Hircanians made him Judge of their differences. He appeaſcd all 
ſeditions,not with cruelty but gravity : he quicted the Jewes, Britains, Mores,Da- | 
ci and Germans. He placed a King over the Lazi a people in Scythia. -He kept off 
by his bare letters the Parthian King from Armenia.';\In no Princes time was there 
leſſe bloud ſhed then in his, whoſe ſaying was the ſame with that of Scipzo's* , 
I had rather ſave one ſubjett, then kill roo00 enemies. In times of dearth he reli- * 
ved the poor out of his own ſtore. When he came to ſee 0mwlvs his houſe, he in- 

. quired whence he had his marble pillars. 0»z#lus anſwered, that in another mans 
houſe he ſhould be both deaf and dumb ; with which anſwer he was well pleaſed. 
He rebuilt divers towns overthrown with Earthquakes. 

In his time Pope $ixtus ſuffered Martyrdome , not by any edi& from the 
Prince, but by the malice of the Senat againſt Chriſtianity. Then ſprung up Ya- 
lentinss the heretick, with his ſpawn of Canites, Scthites,and Ophutes,or Snake- 
worſhippers. As alſo Cerdop and his ſcholar Marcion whom Polycarpus called the 
divels fof begotten ſonne: and Apelles who gave Chriſt a fideriall or acriall body. 36 
Pope Teleſphorus with ſome others were martyred. So was his ſucceſſor Pope Hi- 
ginins. Antopinns dycd the 70 year of his life,and 23 of his Empire. In histime 
was ſeen in Arabia a mained Serpent, which eat up his own tail; 4 Lions ſo tame 
that they ſuffered themſelves to bee. taken; and barly grew upon ſome 
krecs. | 

Marcus Antoninus IQ 6 Hut being adopted by Piws & approved by the Senat, 
ſucceeded Emperor, to whom he joins his brother Lucius Yerus as his Colleague; 
ſo now two Emperors reign together. Marcus was every way an excellent Prince, 
both for armes, and learning ; whouſed to frequent the Philoſophy Schooles, 
after he was Emperor : but Lscius was given to delights and luxury ; which Mar- zg 
ens by his goodnefle covered as much: as he could ; and leſt his vices ſhould be 
too much obſerved, living in Rome in the eye of the world ; he got him tounder- 
take the Parthian war againſt Yologeſus, who had defeated the Roman Army, 
and moleſted Syria; but Lucizs at Antioch and Daphne,gave him ſelf over whole-- 
ly to his pleaſures,and committed the care of the war to his Deputies , amon 
which Avidins Caſſius defeated Yologeſus, took Seleucia upon Hydaſpes wit 
400000 men,and burned the-town : he took alſo Ctcfiphon,and demoliſhed Yolo- 
geſus his houſes. 

The Parthian war being ended , and Armenia ſetled, Lucizs after 5 years re- 
rurnes to Rome, where with his brother he was carryed in triumph. He brought | 
from Parthia not only Mimicks, Stage-players, Fidlers, and Jugglers great ſtore, 3® 
but the Plaguetoo ; which at Babylon brake out of a golden cheſt : which a ſoul- 
dier took out of Apollo's Temple, when the cheſt was opened ſuch a peſtiferous 
vapour burſt forth, as multitudes were infeed by it. At Rome they dicd fo faſt, 
that the dead were carryed out by cart-loades. After this Marcus and Lucius goe 
againſt the Germans ; who had all conſpired againſt the Roman Empire'; but

He was 
never without good Lawyers about him ; he deſired to hear what the people ſaid of 
him,rhat he might amend what was amifle. He hated cruelty, rherefore would not 
ſuffer the gladiarors to fight with ſharp ſwords. He thought it more reaſonable that 
he ſhould follow the. advice of his friends being many, then that they ſhould fol- 4 
low his being but one. He ſuffered not men and women to bath togerher,nor did on 1 
5ohe my riding or coaching within cities, he was ſtill preſent at their Parliaments, _— 
and neverdeparred till the fathers gave him leave. |

He diſtributes large gifts among the people and ſouldiers, makes 
larges promiſes of his good Government, bur ſome of the old Senators ſuſpe&ted 
the Fox, Who having ſtayed a while inthe City, prepares to march intothe Eaſt 
againſt Niger, who was ſporting himſelfe at Antioch. Great preparations are 
made both by Sea and Land, But fearing leſt A4/binus then Governour of the

the ſouldiers to c*xen him, for he had eſcaped agreat danger, his brother ha- 

ving an intent to kill him; which was falſe, He likewiſe flew his fathers Phyſitians, 

 forpreſerving him ſo longalive - he was called Caracella from the barbarjan gar- 
30 ment he wore, He marryed bis mother in law F»lia, ſhe animaring him thereto, 
and ſhewing him that he might lawfully doe ir, being Emperor, who was to give 
laws, not to receive any. He cauſed to be put to death all that fayoured his. brother 
Geta, 20000 at leaſt, belides Papinianus-caprain of the Guard, for ſaying, that it 
was eaſier to commit paricide,then to _ it.Becauſe the Alexandrians called him 
Oedipus, and his wife Focaſte, he gave the city to the plundering of the ſouldiers , 
who murthered there multitudes of all ſorts.He baked Ariſtotles books, becauſe he 
thought that he had a hand inpoyſoning his ſcholar Alexander. He regarded none 
bur the ſouldiers, feeding them ſtill with money. When F#/:a told him, that he was 
 tooprodigall, he laid his hand on his ſword, ſaying : I ſhaft never lack money, [0 

AO long as this is withme. Hedclighted muchin N and conjuring ; one 

time calle up the Ghoſt of Commodss , he heard a voice, ſaying : Goe to thy pu- 

niſhment. Under once of making a league with Abgarss King of the Oſrocni 

2 people between Syria and Meſopotamia , he caſt him into le and ſeiſed on 
his countrey.The Armenians fell from him. He would doe any ſervill work with 
the ſouldiers, he {lighted the Senat - he coyncd falſe mony,and offcred the ſword 
that killed his brother to Seraps the Agypean God, which ſword afterward was 
melted with lightning. He took great pleaſure in fencing,and killing of wild beaſts. 
In France he cauſed many officers to be put todeath. In Germany he killed mas 
ny thouſands, and thencalled himſelf Germanicus. In Afia he fell upon the Par- 
50 thians, pretending that Artabanus had denyed ro marry his daughter ro him' accor.. 
ding to promiſe, and took the city Arbela in Perſia and overthrew the Par- 
thian Kings Sepulchers, caſting away their boncs. Art laft amongſt his own ſoul- 
diers,whom he 4 much truſted, as hee was cafing of him felfe, betweene Carre 
and Edeſſa, he is ſlaine by Macrinus whom he had made captain of the Guards 


The Emperor having reccived letters from Rome, as'hec was at his ſports,gave 
them to Macrinus to read, among theſe he found one, written by fome ſoorh- 
ſayers tothe Prince, wiſhing him to oy of Macrinss, for he aimed at the.

In Caracalls's rime. the Tertullianiſts g{prung up' who taught" the traduGic 
of ſoules,.and thar after death they were convertediinto divels:'- 0rigew(calked 
Adamantinus for his indefatigable pains,') writes divers books, and viſits the Sec 10 
of Rome. The Chriſtians enjoy reſt from perſecution, for Axtvaizxs had ſnektd 
the breaſts of a Chriſtian, who m his. youth promiſed much goodnaſe, and was fo 
tender hearted,thathe wept, when, he-heard of any that were tobe flung ro wild 
beaſts, but when he was Emperor, God made hin a ſcourge tothe Romans who 
had ſhed the innocent bloud of many Chriſtians. Bs 
Opilins Macrinns an African, as untoward in conditions, as he was in counte- 


A.C, 218, Nance, was made Emperor by theSyrian Armies, and confirmed by the Senar, 


not out of any affe@tion to him, but out of hatred to Baſſianss, being guilty, both 
of paricide, inceſt, and all kind of wickednefle. He made war with pL Parthifans, . 
bur being worſted was fain to buy\hispcace ; that he might give himſelf over to © 
his pleaſures at Antioch, - whence he baniſhed Fuli/a Auguſta for ſome harſh wards 


' ſhe hadlerfall againſt him, and afterward procured her death: 'as he did of all 0- 
thers who repinedat his birth and Government. For his cruelty he was called Ma- 
 cellinus from, macellum a ſhambles, for his houſe was little better, Therefore for 


his cruelty, voluptuouſneſſe, and parcimony toward the ſouldiers , he was hated 
by thetn. He uſed to burn adulterers alive, binding faſt their bodies together, He 
incloſedtiwo ſouldiers into two oxen,their heads ſticking qut,thatthey might ſpeak 
and breath, 8& ſo there they remainedtill they dyed + for a rape committed ontheir 
hoſteſſe;He called.Diadumenge his ſon, Antoninuskuowing how grateful that name 
was to the {ouldiers,& made him Ceſar and his colleague in the Eonite, Bur Wife 
Fulia's ſiſter, which was the wife of Sever, had two daughters Sozmis Contubine 
of Baſſi4-#5,who of her begot Heliogabalus and Mammea,the mother of Alexander, 
Severus begot of her by Yarius Marcellus. This Maſia- by bribing the ſouldiers 
go. them.to fall off from Macrizusto her ſon Heliogabalns. Macrinus ſent Fulian to 
cſtroy boththe mother and ſqn,but the ſouldiers killedFulian,8 adhered to Hel;- 
bgabalys,whereupon a battell was fought;in which both Macrineand his ſon were 
lain, He yſed to puniſh informers withdeath,jf they failed in their proots,if not, he 
rewarded them; bur ſtill with diſgrace : he lived 54 years, and reigned 14 months. 
Varius Antouinus Heliogabalus was elected Emperor,with no lefle applauſe then

Ar laſt finding/his army wa- 
ſted with fickneſſe,and that he was not able to encounter with Spores the Perſtan, 
he offered to buy his peace, bur' Marrinus his &gyprian witch'z: who had i 
cetiſed himagainſt the Chriſtians, berrayes him ro Sapores; who ſo long as-hee | 
lived uſed him as his foorsſtoole when he took horſe,' ar” laſt flead him ve ;-this 
ſonne Gallienus deified him after his.death, whom he negleRed inhis life.  Fot'he 
rejoyced when he heard his Farther was dead ; that being freed from a cenſor, 
he might give himſelfe- ro his pleaſures, .leaving the Eaſt at-randome, _— 
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In Gallienss his time Po#humus rebelled in Gallia, and armed the Franci a pea# 
ple'neer the Rhene, not known or named before this time in any Hiſtorian, He 
overned with ;great moderation for 10 years, at laſt was {lain by his ſouldiers. 
Tn his time alſo beſides the miſery of war, there. were divers earthquakes , and 
ſuch darkneſſe for many dayes together, that people dyed with fear. So great 
was the plague at Rome and Achaja, that 50co dyed in one day. Macedonia is ©- 
verrun by the Gothes ; Aſia by the Scythians, who fpoiled and burned the Tem- 38 
ple of D1anaz Sicilia by the flaves; Gallia and Spain by the Francs. Sa/oninas = 
 Gallienus his ſon is killed by Poſthumins, and Gallienus fumſelf wounded ; his fa- 
ther a priſoner and ſlave in Perſia. Yet for all this Gatienvs muſt triumph at 
Romc over the Perſians by whom his father was beateny ſo that ſcoffingly a- 
mong the Perſian captives at Rome, inquiry was made for Yalerias the Em- 
rour. 
" The valour and fidelity of 0denatus, Generall of Galienns in the Eaſt, is res 
markable; for when all ſeemed to be loſt, heraiſethan army, takes in Niſibis 
and Meſopotamia, defeates Sapores, and makes him fly, ſciſcth on all his treaſures 
and Concubines, ſends the captive Perſian Nobility toRome, to be inſulted 0- 4g 
yer; in requittall of which good ſervice, he makes 0denatus his Colleague, in 
his Empire, cals him {eco and on his money ſtampt his viRtories, In the 
mean while the Scythians returning home with their booties and captives , were 
moſt of them drowned by ſhipwrack. And ſuch is the uncertainty of military fe- 
licity, that Odenatus by the treachery of Meonins his couſin germanis flain with 
his ſonne Herodesz and Meonivs ſhortly after by the ſouldiers.

But Gall:ens was not long after by Martia- 
mus and Herachanus murthered inthe dark, as he ſuddenly ran out of his tent,up- 
on a noiſe that the enemy was breaking in upon him. Avreol/»s was guilty of this 
ro murther , for he deviced letters in which were writtenthe names of the Tribunes 
and chict Captaines of Galienzs his Army whom he meant to ſlay., theſe Let- 
ters were {ecretly flung over the wall, and taken up, as if they had been loſt by 
chance. By this device Gallienus was ſuſpeRtd, and (o murthered, having reigned 

9 ycars alone, and 6 with his Father. He was deified by his ſucceſſor Claudrus ; 
bur vilified by the Senat, who decreed that his friends and courtiers ſhould bee 
flung down the. Gemonian ladders,and prayed the infernall Gods, that his place 

might be among the wicked. 

Galljenss was a wicked Prince yet mild towards the Chtiſtians, who put an end 

to the perſecution by his Father Yaleriay, under whom Pope X:#us was mar- 
zotyred; Cyprian beheaded ; and S. Lawrence the Deacon, broyled. About this time 
was the goun diſpute concerning rebaptization. « (op made hereticall baptiſm 
void. The Biſhops of Rome held itto be good ;, andio did Dionyſixe of Alexan- 
dria z only he made void the Baptiſm of thoſe hereticks which yk the Tri- 
nity. He alſo refuted the Millenarics opinion of Chrifts 1000 years reign. About 
this time ſprung up the Angel-worſhippers, called 4ngelici, who were quickly 
extinguithed , and the Apoſtolici, who held it ſin to poſlefle cither goods or wives: 
then was Samoſatenxe who denyed Chriſts Divinity,condemned by the Synod ar 
Antiochia: and depoſcd afterward by Awreliay.

He was born in Syrmium of mean parentage, his mo- 
ther was a prieſtcſſe of the Sun.' He was a valiant but cruell Prince. He cauſed a 
ſouldier for committing adultery with his hoſteſle, to be torn aſlinder between the 
bowes of two trees. He kept the ſouldiers in ſuch awe, that they durſt not quar- 
rell, nor be ſeen in Taverns, nor ſuffered to ſteal or rob the leaſt thing withour 
puniſhment. He recovered all the Roman bounds invaded by the Barbatians, He 
overcame the Marcomans, and in 3 great battels, to wit, at Placentia, at the river ,, 
Metaurus and in the Fields of Ticinum now called Papia in Inſubria.But not with- 
out great loſſe of the Romans, who preſumed ſo much on his valour, that they 
thought it needlefle to implore the help of the Gods. He returnes to Rome and 
appeaſeth the City ſeditions, having put to death the chief incendiaries, and ſome 

| Senators roo, for {mall offences,taking the witneſſe of one mean man againſt them. 
He inlarged and ſtrengthened the Roman wals, ſothat now they were 50 miles in 
cone.

Aurelian having quieted the Syrians,Perfians, Saracens, Armenians,and Egypti- 
ans,beſtegeth Palmyra,and in it Zenobia, whom he had already overthrown in bat- 
tels.She finding the townin danger, makes an eſcape, toward Perſia upon Dromo- 
daries, but is overtaken and brought back ro Arelian, who reſerves her and her 

childreny for the triumph. He ſpared the town, but flew Zonginws the Philoſo- 40 

phe, and the other Authors of this war. Having pacified the Eaſt, he retusns to 

"pt ; where he ſubdues the Carpi; in the mean time the Palmyrians rebell, 
fills the Garrifon, and delivers Achillews to his enemy.

Maximinus oo is ſent __ the Perſians, by whom hee firſt was beaten, 
Wherefore was harſhly uſed by Diocletian , when he came to meet him, for he 
ſuffered him in his purple robe to run before his chariot amile or two. Ar laft 
having recruited his army with old ſouldiers, marcheththrough Armenia againſt 
the Parthians; falls ſuddenly upon Narſ#s the the Perfiah King, wounds him, and 
drives him to the mountaines, and takes his wifes, children, Nobility, priſoners 
20and plunders his Palace and treaſure : and if Diocletian had not hindred him, he 
' had made Perſia aprovince. Yer the Romans got five countreys beyond Tigris, 
fo that the paſſing beyond the old bounds of Euphrates was not alwayes unfor- 
tunate to the Romans : as the ancient Oradles forerold : becauſe though M.Craſ- 
us; Valerian ,, and ſome others. miſcarriedy yet » Trajan, Odenatns, Carus, Pro- 
bus, and this Maximinns Galerivs, had good ſucceſſe. Carasſivs invaded Britain, 
which he held 6 years,till he was traiterouſly killed by his Colleague 4leFus, whom 
in 4 years ſpace Conſtantins by Aſclepedat us captain of his Guard,overthrew, and 
added Britain again to the Empire.

The Empire flouriſhed all this while, Rome, Carthage, Milan, and Nicome- 4,C.306, 
dia were fenced with new wals ; and the barbarous Nations feared the Romans. n 
But Djocletian abour the 19 year of his reign with Maximianzs, began tq rage a- 
inſt the Chriſtians, beginning firſt with the ſouldiers whom they caſheered, and 
ome they flew. Then publick edicts arc made for pulling downe the Chriſtian 
churches, for burning their Bibles , for degfding of ſuch as were in honour,and 
wWlaving ſuch as were free. All Biſhops and Paſtors of Churches , who would 
not deny Chriſt, or offer incenſe to Idols, were commanded to be ſlain. Then pro- 
50 miſcuouſly the ſword raged againſt all ſorts of Chriſtians. More cruell were theſe 
»> mengthen the wilde beaſts, who oftentimes ſpared thoſe , whom they murthered 
with all kind of tortures , which malice could device. 'Coſmns and Dawiduns at- 
rer.all ſorts of rorments, ar laſt were beheaded with three more of rheir brethren. 
Sebaftianus a Commander inthe army,was firft wounded with many arrowes, af- 
xerward recovering was whipt to death, None were ſuffered rodraw water , nor 
p their corn, till they had offercd incenſe tothe Idol. Pope Cjws ſuftered 
artyrdome, ſo did that Noble Roman Gobiniae, with his daughter Suſanxs.

4. .C, 304, diſeaſes, and an evill conſcience , fc!l madde, and fo both in one day reſigned up 
| their Empire, being content to live privately; Dzocletian was then at Nicomedia, 
Hercwleus at Millain. This betook himſelf into Lucania, rhe other to his native ſoil 
at Salonz. Both raging, that they could not with all their _ ſuppreſſe the re - 
ligon and name of Chriſtianity, D#ocletian poyſoned or ſtabbed himſelf, being 68 26 
Years old. Maximianss dyed of a loathſome and torturing diſcaſe ini his bowels in 
the 68 year alſo of his age. | 
Conſtantius Chlorus, and Galerius M4ximinus, are declared Emperors. Con- 
ſtantins was favourable ro the Chriftians, a Prince of an excellent temper, who 
cared not for wealth , holding himſelfe ſufficiently rich , if his ſubjets were 
rich. When Diocletian upbraided him for: his poverty,he prefently gathered great 
ſtore of wealth, which having ſhewed, he reſtored again to the right owners. He was 
the ſon of Extropins,a noble Roman,and of Claudia daughter of Claudivs Au ; tak 
Though Italy, Africk,Gallia, Germany & Britain were allotted to him for his 
of the Empirez yet he'contented himſelf with Gallia alone z which hee ruled with 30 
od laws and moderation: 
Galerins was a good ſouldier, and a handſome man, born in Dacia, of mean pa- 
rentage, for his father was a husbandman,and he himſclfe a Cow-heard, whence 
he was called Armentarius, Hee gave out that his mother had begot him of a 
Dragon, as 0lympiadid Alexander, He was indeed a Dragon to the Chriſtians, 
for his perſecution was the bloudieſt of all, to prevent which, multitudes of peo- 
ple fled to defart places and rocks, Urbanw prefident of Paleſtina put Appranus 
and Edeſivs his brother with many others to cruell deaths. Bur he himſelf was by 
Maximinus, (whoſe cruell commands he fo readily obeyed ) ſentenced 40 dearh, 
But Firmilianus worle then he, yaged over dead carcaſſes, ar bs, $11 buriall; 46 
which inhumanity the very Gentiles abhorred,when they ſaw wilde beaſts and birds 
carrying away mens limbes. When the friends of Pawmphilus faw, that his bod 
and 12 others lay four dayes in the ſtreets untouched by any beaſt, took the bold- 
nefle to bury them. And Firmilianns ſhortly after ſheathed the fame ſword in 
his own bowels, which he unſheathed againſt Chriſtians, ſo fierce was this Dragon 
' againſtall thar profeſſed Chriſt, within his Dominions of Paleſtina, Egypt, Syria, 
Meſapotamia, Pontus,Cappadocia,Ind Bithynis,that he burned a whole rowne of 
Chriſtians at one time. The Governour of Provinces proffering rewards to thoſe 
that ſhould find out new tortures. 

Abour the $. year of this bloudy Tragedy, both Judges and Torturers began to 50 
grow weary of acting, for they perceived that Chriſtians ran as cheerfully ro Mar- 
tyrdome , as the Remans did to a May-game. Therefore the tyrants fearing thar 
their citics would be left deſolate, were contented to put out onely one'cye, and 
ro break one of the confeſſors thighs, and to condemnethem to work in mines. 
Many Biſhops and Presbyrers ſuffered martyrdome intheſe times. But Conſtan: 
ztius was a friend to the Chriſtians, who did nor {uffer under him , but in the two 
years of Diocle tian and Maximianus.

Shee alſopur to deaththree prime men ot the 
Goths,for telling young Alaricas, that it ſtood not with the grearneſle of a Prince 
to bee under the mothers ferula, Bur ſhee for her good will rowards her ſonne 
and coulin, loſt her lifez tor by command of Theodatus (hre was ſtrangled in a 
bath. Bur Esdoxia daughter tq Yalentinian the third fo inſtructed her ſonne 
Childeyicus, that hee having obtained the kingdom of the Vandalsin Atrica, by

dericas murthered inthe. priſon, ſent Beliſarins with an Army, who drove Grlomer: 
into Numidia,took Carthage, which had been 95 yeares out of the Romans 
- poſſeſſion, ſince Genforces tooke it. Gilimer being beſieged and forced with fa- 
mine, was taken and carryed in ſilver tetters by Belrſarins ro Inſtinian, who as he 
was ledjtvrriumph crycd.out Vanity of vanities,and all is vanity. Thus was the king- 
dome of. the Vandals extinguiſhed in Africa, which kad continued fince their firſt 
comming thither 108 yeares. Tnſtizian divided Afric into ſeven Provinces,three 
Conſular;and feur Pretorian-thar is,three were appointed by the Conſuls and peo+ xo 
ple,and foure by the Empcrour,then Beliſarins being made Conſul is ſent into Sicily 
to. revenge the murther of the Queen Amalaſvents, who.in priſon implored the 
Emperours help.

Belifa- 
rins was inyited to Rome by the citizens, who takes it and repaires-the wallsz 26 
the Italians fall off every day to Beliſarivs, Yitiges joming with the Francs, raiſcth 
an Army of 150000 men, layeth ſicgero Rome, Bel:ſarivs ſtoutly defends it, ſo 
that 3a000 Goths were ar rhis fiege deſtroyed in one day. The fiege laſted a- 
boye a year, in which time there were 69 skirmiſhes, and the Goths at laſt driven 
from the ſiege. Pope Silverius being accuſed of rregghery is by Iuſtinian's com- 
mand baniſhed into Pontia an Iſland'in the Tyrrhen Sea, called Porce. In whoſe 
place Beliſariss ſets up Yigilins, and then raiſeth the ſiege before Ariminum. Bur 
the Goths aſſiſted by the Burgundians, take Millan upon ſurrender,and pur all to 
the ſword, it's thought at leaſt 300000. of all ſorts, the women were beſtowed 
on the Burgundians. 50000 dyed of the plague at Picenum, and ſo great was the 3@ 
famine, that mothers cat their children. This famine drove the Francs back again

_ tranflated from Hiſpalisto Toledo. Ezgenivs the firſt, ordained that Bithe 
ſhould have peculiar priſons for Delinquent Clergy men. Cindaſnindss king of 
Spain, repairesthe Churches which were demoliſhed by the hereticks, Perey fuc- 
ceedeth to Paul in the ſeat of Conſtantinople. To Pope Eugenins who fate almoſt 
3 yeares ſucceeded Yitalins who was Pope 14 years : from the firſt year of Clota- 
rius which was the 662 yeare of Chriſt,rillthe 750 which is about 90 yeares, ro 
40 wit, till Pipin the Father of Charles the Grear,the Major Domus or Steward of the 
Kings houſe managed the kingdome, the kings themſelves taking their pleaſures, 
and pecaring themſelves to the people bur once a year. The Saracens under Aw 
havias GiFad expelled the Romans andVandals out of Africa; Pope Adeoderss ſuc- 
ceeded to YVitalins,and (ate 4 yeares.

680, was' the fixt 0zewmenicall Conncell,in which the five former were confirmed, and 
the Monorhelites condemned for hercticks : among which were Sergins, Pyrrbus, 
Cyrus, Paulus, Petrus and Pope Hoporins, who lived in the time of Heraclius. Bur 
ſome excuſe him in that he held there were not in Chriſt two contrary wills. Thes- 
pbanes the Abbot was made Biſhop of Antioch. Alexandria and Jeruſalem, ſent 
no Bifhops, being now in the poflefſion of the Saracens. Pope Agathohis Le- 
gats had the chief place in the Councell next the Emperour.

Leoptivs after three yeares 
reign was by Tiberius Apfimarus (whom his Army had made Emperour, upon his 
retutn from Africa) ferved,as he ſerved Fuſtinian, for he cur off his Nole, and 
then thruſt him into. a monaſtery : then he'fent his brother Heracli#s into Syria 
40againſt the Saracens, who rooke and ſlew of the ercmies about 200000, The Ar- 
menian Princes killed their Agaren Governours, and returned to the. Roman 0- 
bedience, But Mahwmet Prince of the Arabians, ſubdued the Armemians again, 
and burhed their princes alive.

He gave-many honors,and crea- 
ted many. Nobles, of ſuch as had done him good ſervice. He had' alſo good 

x0 ſucceſle in Spaine againſt the Infidels; bur in his return he loſt the oreateſt part: of 
his /Arimy among the Pyrenzan hils, the Vaſcones being berrer acquairited with 
thoſe places deceived them, and cur them off. , Herein were {laine Eginhardus, 
Anſhelmus, Roland, and many more of his chick commanders.

{waſion had renewed the rebellion. Him hee condemnes of treaſon, and then 
{cnds him to a Monaſtery. Charles alſo ſuppreſſed the Hungarians, who were 50 
Thaſj#toes aſſociates, and had invaded Germany, So having after $ years warre 
{ubducd the Huns, arid quicted Pannonia, Charles afſembleth a Synod at Franc= 
turdof 300 Biſhops, wherein Neſtorianiſm is condemned, which Elipandss and 
Felix two Biſhops had renewed , and it was defined that Chriſt according to 
bis fleſh was the truc ſonne of 'God, and not adopted, and that in his huma- 
nity he ſhould be worſhipped, nolefſe then in his Divinity. Image worſhip is 
condemned, and the ſecond Synod of Nice rejected. 4!phonſns alfo "w_ of

crimes objeted againſt him, eſcapedout of priſon, and either 
by miracle xeccived his fight again, or elſe hee did nottorally 
| loſe it, theexecutioner taking pity on him, Charles was at 
Paderborn in Saxony with his Army, when the Pope came 5 who made no delay 
to follow his ghoſtly Fathers condu&t to the Imperiall City with his Army, where 
having called a Synod toexamine the crimes objected againſt the Pope; he was 
told, that the Biſhop of Rome was not to be judged by any man, And therefore no 
crime being there alleadged againſt him, hee cleared himſelfe by his owne oath,and 
ſo was abſolved, and placed again, tothe great griefe of his enemies, in his pontifi- 40 
call chair. To requite this fayour of Charles; in S. Peters Church upon Chriſtmas 
day, the Pope ſolemnly pronounces him Emperour,ſerting the crown on his head, 
and the people with loud acclamations, ſaying : Long life aud vitory to Charles 
Auguſtus , crowned by God, the Great, the Peace-maker, Emperonr of the Romans. 
Hence came the cuſtome,that the Weſtern Emperours received their Crowns from 
the Popes, For the Eaſtern Emperours had been now for a long time lighted ar 
Rome, eyer os they oppoſed Images.Charles now intends to ſubdue Sicily,but is 
retarded by Ireyes Emhaſſadors,who promiſed marriage with her;this Embaſſic was 
acceptable to Charles, who hoped by this marriage to unite the two Empires again. 
Bur Aerivs the Eunuch, who endeayoured to have his brother Leo then Governor 5g 
of Thracia and Macedonia to be Emperour, marred this match;and he was alſo de- 
ccived;for Nicephoyus (as we have ſaid) obtained the Empire. | 
Nicephorus a perfidious and covetous man, ſpared not thoſe by whoſe helpe hee 
obtaincd the Empire, Hee got by his faire promiſes Bardanas the Patrician whom

Bernhard 
King of Italy being dead in the monaſtery, where his Uncle put him, LZotharins 
is made King of Italy, and Czſar by his father Z»dovic, who marryed to him 
Irmengardi the daughter of one Hugo. Afterward he ſent him into Italy, and 
defires Paſchals the Pope to proclaime him Emperour. This Paſchaliswas cle&ed 
Pope by the Romans, without the Emperours knowledge; at which he was diſf- 
Po but quickly pacified again by the Popes excuſe : who purged himſelfe 
oath, that hee had no hand in the murther of the Emperors ſervants at Rome. 
To Paſchalis ſucceeded Eugenius the ſecond who fate 4 yeares, andthen gave 406 
place to Gregory the fourth, who ſate 16 yeares. 
In LZ«dovic's time the Danes by Ebbe Archbiſhop of Rhemes were converted 
to Chriſtianity, who cauſed Heraldss (that was lately after his baniſhment, ſet- 
led againin Denmark by Czſar's means) to be baptized at Mintz, with a great 
multitude of Danes. Abour the time that Ranimir Tacceſiour ro Alphonſns in 
Spaine obtained a great victory of the Saracens, wherein Were ſlaine 40000 Bar- 
barians : bur this joy laſted not long , for the Dane was expelled by Godefrids 
ſonnes; the Saraceris out of Spaine waſted Barcinone or Barcellone in Arragon 
row, but'in Aquitain of old ; the Bulgarians plundered Pannonia ; for which 
cauſe many of their Commanders and Officers for their negle& wete caſhee ted.

by. a Synad at Conſtantinople. Baſtlins by-Nicephorns Phocas drove out of Apu- 
lia (which wirh ſome other places adjacent belonged upon agreement to the Greek 
Empire) the Carthaginian Saracens which had invaded it, and rook Raguſium (a 10 
city in Sclayonia, where Epidaurus of old ſtood). from them, by rhe help of Lu- 
devicthe ſecond Empcrour, and of the Venetians. Hee overthrew the Saracens 
power at Sea, and converted many Jewes to Chriſtiagity, ro the profeſſion of 
which he perſwaded alſo the Rofſi:and ſo he did the Bulgarians, whoſe King having 
entred into a Monaſtery, delivered the government ro his ſonne ; bur ſhortly after 
perceiving that he was falling back to Gentiliſm, reaſfurhes his own power, depo= 
ſeth his ſonne, and puls our his eyes, and then makes his other ſonne King, Baſe- 
lizs alſo overthrew the Mahumetans, and flew Chriſochires their Prince, who had 
invaded the Greek Territories. Hee tooke in C{arca of Cappadocia, and laid 
waſte many of the countreys of the Agarens. The Saracens of Tarfis with their 
Amiras wrote defying letters to Baſilins ſhewing that neither he, nor the ſonne of 
Mary ſhould be able to breake his power : againſt theſe Bragadoces Andrew a20 
Scythian and Patrician is ſent, who ſo quelled them, that few of all that bragging 
Army were left : but Andrew is depoſed for not taking in of Tarſus, and Stypejo- 
t8, whoſe tongue was nimbler than his hand, was ſent.

Ladovic and Baſil joining their Forces together ſuppreſſed the Weſtern Aga- 
rens, and tooke the Sultan priſoner , who being brought in triumph to Capua, 
and ſuddenly laughing at the yolubility of the chariot wheeles, was asked why he 
laughed, he anſwered, that he ſaw inthe whirling about of the wheeles, rhe Symbol 
of humane inconſtancy. For this ſaying Ludovic re ceived him into favour, but hee 3g 
was deluded by him, when he perſwaded him to tranſplant to ſome other places 
the chiefe families of Beneventum and Capua, roprevent inſurreRions,rhen he in- 
formed thoſe againſt whom hee gave this advice, that Ludovic meant to remove 
them, whereupon they fell off from hiw, and carryed back the Sultan into Afri- 
ca, yetat laſt they were forced to ſubmit to Ladovie. Baſil having reigned 20 years, 
one day in his hunting was wounded by a Stagge, of which wound he dycd- the 
Stagge got him by the girdlc on his horns, a CSakier for drawing his ſword to 
cut the girdle, was unjuſtly put to death, as if hee intended to kill the Emperour. 
Dee left behinde him three ſonnes above named, the fourth Conſtantine was dead, 
his _— hee ſhutup in Monaſtcries. About theſe times ſome write that Pope 40 
Foan the woman lived, whom ſonfe call Fob» the ſeventh, ſome Fohn the cight. 
Nicolaxs the firſt fate 9 years,to him ſucceeded Adrian the ſecond, who was Pope 
5 years. Photiss the Patriarch calls a Synod at Byzantium —_—— Nicolans, 
upon this aſchiſm is made between the Greeke and Latine Churches; and then 
openly the proceſſion of the Holy Gboſt is oppoſed by the Greckes. Cyrillns and 
Methodius preach to the Sclayonians, and Dalmatianss Pope Adrian the ſecond 
wasthe firſt that crowned E/fred the fixt King of England.

Hatto 39 
being ttoubled in conſcience for cauſing ſo much bloud to be ſpilt, removed himſelf 
fromthe Court,and was eat up by rats. After this Conradm fals ſick; who notwith= 
Randing that Henry was his enemy, yer knowing his power and worth, names him 
Emipefor,8 fo dycd:he reigned 7 years,8 was the firſt of the German Emperors.

Againſt the Danes he ſet up the Marquiſat of ScWrſuic, whence came the 
word Danimarchia or Denmarck : againſt the Henets he erected the Marquiſat 
of Brandeburg : againſt the Polonians and Bohemians the Marquiſats of Zansberg 
and Miſze : and againſt the Sorabi or Suevi, the Marquilatof Leſat;a. He began 
alſo to build the Churches of Miſnic or Meyſlen in the upper Saxony, of Bren- 
deburg , and of Havelburg. He cauſed Charles the {imple (fo called for his ftu- 
pidity) to ſubmit the kingdome of France to the Empire, and to reſtore the king- 
dome of Lorrain,which he took from Rudbert the fonne of King 0do,which Kud- 


20bert he killed in a battell, when he claimed from Charle, the kingdome of France- 


This Charles was ſhortly after apprehended in Gaſcony, and there committed to 
priſon where he dyed the year following : his ſon flew into. England: Rodslphus 
King of Burgundy takes poſleſſion of France, his kinſman Ludovic having extor- 
tcd from Berengarins the kingdome of Italy, which he ſhortly atter loſt, and his 
eyes to boot. But Berengarivs recovered Lombardy, who would have forced:

But Manfred aiming at the Empire of 30 
Italy and Sictly, poyſoned Conradws, four years after his Fathers death; a juſt 
reward for him, who had cauſed his younger brother Herry, and his ſon Fre- 
derick to be murthered : Marfred alſo commanded Conradings, the ſon of 


- Conradss, to be poytined, having undertaken his tuition 3 and-then fals upon 


the Towns of 4pulia, and of the kingdome of Naples, which he took from the 
Pope, and ſo made himſelf King, giving out that Corradinxs was dead, but 
was not : After this he ſeiſerh upon Sicily, and tomake himſelfe the ſtronger 
againſt the Popes power, he makes a match between Peter the ſon of Jaxres K. 
of Arragon, and his daughter Conſtantia. Upon this, Urban the 4. Alexanders 
ſacceſſor, curſeth Manfred, and armeth Charls of Anjon, brother to Lewis the 40 
French king, who encountring with Manfred, defeats and kills him, and ſo 
obtains both kingdomes, paying to the Pope fourty thouſand Crownes 
early.

This contains all the rites and 
lawes concerning the Emperors election, and ſhewes how far each Princes au- 
thority.extends 3 By this all contentions about the Emperors election are cut 


off, and each Prince confined within his own bounds. This Patent or Bul'was 


made and proclaimed at Norimbergh. After this Diet, Charles repairs to Pope 39 
Urban 5. at Avenion, whoſe ſtirtop he held, and followed him on foot. Then 
dedicated the reſt of his life to works of charity and piety; To ſctling of 
Bohemia, where he inſtituted the' Univerſity of Prague, and enriched divers 
Monaſteries and Colledges of Canons. At laſt he laboured with the Pope and

gria , killed moſt of them, and recovered the Plunder. The news of 
20 this overthrow did highly move and incenſe the great Turk at ByJantinm: 
but when he underſtood how the Turks withour any ground or provoca- 
tion began the quarrel, he was ſatisfied and appeaſed , and of his own ac- 
cord deſired a continuation of the peace, which was effe&ed between 
Rodolph the ſecond, Emperor, and Amurath the third, for eight years, be- 
girtning the firſt of Fanuary, Ann 1584. Yetthree years after the Turks 
robbed fifteen Villages, and carried away many Chriſtians; but George Se- 
77 recovered the bootie, with the loſſe of two thouſand Turks.

But Hardeckins, notwithſtanding he was pro- 
mied by Math/as to be relieved within two days ,delivers up Fauriz tothe 
Turk : For which fact, afterward he loſt his head. In this ſtrong town 
© vere one hundred fifty great guns, fix thouſand of the Garrifon were kil- 
ted, three thouſand diſmifled. The Iſland Comora, over oquies the town 
was ſtoutly defended by the Germans. Sinay being dead with griefe for his 
many loſſes, Mahumet the Sulray prepares to avake Panevia with a great ar- 
my. Mean while the Chriſtians take Hatwans, uſing there all manner of 
,, which upon the coming of the Turk, they plunder and burn. But 
the Suite revenged himſelfe upon the Agriavs, whom he put all to the 
iword. Pappats delivered up to the Turk by the Chriſtian Garriſon , for 
want of pay : which town, whilſt Swartzembore afterward befieged, he is 
killed witha musket bullet. Rederas purſueth the Traytors, ſome of which

$5, akinſeman of Zattors, ſtood up for liberty of Conſcience, in defence of j; 
the Proteſtants : acknowledgeing Ceſars right no otherways, then upon 
this liberty. Butche inteſtin Wars cauſed ſuch ſterility and devaſtation, 
that for want of other food, parents did eat their children z which was 
preſaged by a new ſtar, as Kepler obſerves. Mathias being eſtabliſhed in 


 Hangaria, makes peace with the Turk, and enters Bohemia vvith a great Ar- 


my, vyhere he is Proclaimed King, and by the conſent of his brother the 
Emperor, is Crovvned. Forgatzias the Palatin of Hungaria, marcheth in- 
to Dacia; where he brings Claudiopelis, and other tuwns into the obedience 
of King Mathias : bur ſhortly after he is beaten by Battorius, and hardly ef- 
caped with his life through the woods. Batrorias in Tranſylvenia,attempt- 20 
ing to take Croyſtad by (torm, ſends Andrew Gietzins ro the great Twrk for 
aid ,-but Azdrew promiſeth to the Sultan ſome Caſtles, if he would con» 
fer the Principality on him : order preſetitly upon this motion,1s given to 
Mahumet Baſlai, that he ſhould turn out Battorive, and ſettle Gier7ius in his 
place - Which Battorius perceiving defires affiſtance from the Palatine of 
Hungaria, and Proteftion from King Mathias; at which the Turk was offen- 
ded, and eXpoſtulated with Mathias, yet wasnetin capacity to make War 
againſt him, becauſe of the Arabian Rebellion. Gabriel Battor , willing to 
retain Dacia, halted ſo long between the Emperor, and Twrk, that Bethleem 
Gabor rebels _ him, and at laſt by the Twrks aid, utterly defeats him, 24 
who the year following was murthered by his own ſervants. Gaber alſo to 
keep what he had got, ſwears fealty both to Ceſor, and the Sultan. The 
Twrks break the peace, and burn ſome towns in Huxgaria. Gabor in Hunga- 
ria and Dacia, ſubjefed Lipps, and ſome other places to the Turk; and 
would alſo have delivered up Waradinto the Sultan for a reward of his 
proteCtion ; _ about which, he and Humaneius fell at variance. Near Agria, 
theTurks making excurſions,are defeated by the Heiducci;but in Polonia they 
have better ſucceſs being afliſted by the T artars, whom the Coſſacks had pro- 
voked by their dayly plunderings. 

Mathias, King of Hungaria, and Bobemia, who was alſo Emperor, cauſed yo 
his Cofin Jerman, Ferdinand, to be declared King of Hungaria. Bethleem 
Gabor, the Turks Vaſlal, having by letters imparted his row. who to the 
Behemians, and gaping after the Crown of Hungaria, enters that Kingdom 
with a great Army, and takes Caſſovis, Poſen, and other places ., ſome by 
ſtorm, ſome by ſurrender : he aſſumes the title of Prince of Hengaris, and 
ſeizeth on the Crown , which was uſuall kept at Poſon, and uſeth the Pa- 
piſts with all extremity. Not long after, & calls a Diet of his Fation (the 
Cog. and chief Peers of the Kingdom, being abſent ; and divers Cities 
whoſe Legates were there proteſting againſt it ) by which he is proclaim- 
ed King of Hwngaria: then he makesan incurſion upon Auftris, and ſends 50 5 
aid to the Palſegrave, Dampier, attempting to take -Poſon, 1s: killed. The 
Emperor ſends out his Declarations againſt Gaboy, for invading the King- 
dome of Bohemia, for delivering tothe Twk ſome Forts of that Kingdom , 
and for aſſuming the title of King. Notwithſtanding Gabor had fieflion 
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refuſeth to be Crowned. And the rather becauſe By a was entered Han- Ap. Chriſti

. garia with an Imperiall Army, with which many of the Princes and Cities 
Jjoyned and fell off from Gabor. Peſides that, Bucquoj had taken Poſon; with 
divers other towns, So that now Gabor was in danger of. loſing Hangaris 
totally : but the untimely death of Bucque/ put him1n freſh hopes again , 


therefore he recovers ſome loſt placeg, beſiegeth Poſow , but is repulſed 


with great loſs : atlaſt, heis reconciled to Ceſar, and is enjoyned to reſtore 
the Regall Crewn, and to govern thoſe places now in his poſlefiion.in Ce- 
ſars name, _ The next year after this, the Crown is reſtored to Ceſar, and 


10 Gabor ſends an extraordinary Ambaſſador tothe Port, to acquaint the 


Twrk with the reaſons why he made peace with _ {hewing he was ne- 
ceſlitated thereto by the deſolation, famine, and ſickneſs of Hungaria , his 
ſouldiers not being longer able to fubfiſt there : befides, hefeared a revolt 
ofhis own people 1n Dacza, by the inſtigation of Ceſar, and the Polander. 
Laſtly , ſeeing the S»/ran had concluded a ſudden Peace with the Poles, he 
was afraid the burthen of the War would be left upon him alone, but 
withall he ſaith, that his Mafter meant not to keep the peace long , there- 
fore deſires full power from the Sultan thathe, with the Baſhai of Buda, 
might when they ſaw cauſe invade the Empire or Po/and. This motion 
20 was {leighted by the Sultan, who now was unfit for a War abrode, and per- 
ceived that Gabor aimed holy at his own ends, Yet the next year an Army 
was granted by the T##k to Gabor, for ſubduing of Haungaris, to the wonder 
of thoſe who knew the Turks weakneſs at this time. Gabor being then at 
Caſſovia, receives the Turkiſh Forces, which he joyns with his own, but. he 
wanted Artillery and other neceflaries : his chief hope was ina generall 
revolt of Hexgaria,, and afſiiſtance from the United Princes of Germany : 
but the States of Dacia, aſſembling at 4/bs Fulia ſhewed how unwilling 
they wear to break with the Emperor z therefore they ſend to him, who 
at Yienna receiveth the Commiſſioners kindly, and ſends the Biſhop of N/-

Burt not long after, Gabor with an Army of 60000, over-runns Hungaris, 
at laſt he makesa truce of ten monthes with the Imperialifts. The next 
year, Ceſar raiſeth an Army of 50600. troinvade Hungaria, which made the 
Turk jealous,but Ceſars Ambaſlador aſſured him, that the Emperor intend- 
ed no hurt to the Porr, but onely to recover what Gabor had taken from 
him. Yet ſome ſupplies were ſent to Gabor by the Turk : mean while, the 
Prince fearing Ceſars greatneſs, makes an abſolute peace with him , dilſ- 
claimingall title to Hwngaria., and conſenting that Czſars Sonne ſhould be 
40 preſently choſen King thereof; that the Prince: of Trayfylvenis, ſhould 

Free him in all his occaſions; that Gabor ſhould remain quietly, Prince of 
Dacia, Earl of the Ciculz, and Lord of Caſſsvia, which after his life ſhould 
return to the Crown of Hyngaria. This Article much troubled the Sultan, 
who deſired not that Dacia ſhould depend on the Empire. After this Ga- 
bor ſends to the Port for a confirmation of his Lady in the fucceſffion to the 
Principality of Dacia, Which the Turk put off, becauſe of his troubles with 
the Perſian. Yet fearing leaſt the Prince ſhould take a confirmation of the 
Emperor, the grantis diſpatched. 

"The Prince joyns his Forces with the Baſhai of Buda. Walſtein endeayor- 
50 ed to keep them from joyning vvith Count Mansfiels,but could not : ſo af- 
ter divers skirmiſhes, the Imperialiſts are beaten, But ſhortly after , G«- 
boy ſends to Ceſar, to excuſe his taking up Armes, becauſe ſome Articles

PAR Lbert , fon m Law to Sigiſmund,in the ſpace of a few months, 


being but Duke of Auſtria, became Duke of Zucembarge, 
Marqueſs of Moravia, King of Hungaria, and Bohemia , and 
W 8 withall, Zmperor of the Remans. He ſcarce fate two full. 

SOL years in this dignity : for the ſecond year of his Empire, 
he was taken with a dyſ{enterie, by a ſurfet of Musk-millions, and dyed in 
Hungarta, near Sirigon. 

Hewas fain'to fight for the Kingdom of Bohemia, For ſome of the Nos. 
bility had called'in the Polander, againſt whom, the Emperor imployed A4l- 
bers ,Marquiſs'of Brandenbwee., whodefeited the Polapder, and made him 30 f * 
ſue for peace, and leave Bohemia : to which Kingdom, Cx lbert had a two- 
fold Title, one by his Wife E1iZaberb, of the Royall blood; the other , 
by vertue of a'Covenant between the 4uſiriens, and Bohemians ; That when 
in either Houſe the iffae Male did fail, the other ſhould enjoy the Crown. 
The Huxgariays were not content that their King ſhould meddle with the 
Empire, becauſe that whileſt $;2iſmmmnd was bufte about the Imperial af- 
fairs, Hwngaria was expoſed to the fury of the Twrks. The reaſon why 
Pros (co, Chief of the Huſsites, called into Bohema,Caſimir, Brother to Lad?- 
ſans of Poland, was, for that Albert was much additted to the Roman faith, 
anda bitter'enemy to Hyſſe : therefore he fortified all the Cities of the 40 
Huſvits, and joyned the'Thaborits with the Polanders, but they were (as we 
haveffaid ) defeated, anddivers Huſiits carried away priſoners by Frede- 
rick, EleGor of Saxeny. x | : 
; Cel having letta Vice-roy in Bohewmya, falls upon Poland with Fire and 
Sw: rd: but his ſickneſs cauſed a peace. He left two daughters behinde 
him; Am, who married William, Dake of Saxont; and - 7 abeth, wife of 
Caſimir, King of Poland: he had alfo a Poſt-humus fon , Lalaw whom 
his Mother Crowned the 4. month of his age, which Crovyn ſhe had ſe- 
cretly:conveyed, and hid for that purpoſe.

- Butthe Emperor would not aſſent to this grant ; whereupon 4at- 
this 1s ghly diſpleaſed, and the rather becauſe the Bobemians and Empe- 
ror , had choſen Zadiſlaus, ſon to Caſemer, King of Poland, by Elizabeth , 20 
daughter to Albers of Auſtria, Inthis War Matthias had: got almoſt all 
Auſtria from Frederick. But Albert, Duke of Saxony, recovered it all again 
tathe Empire, except Vienna, which Albert was loth ro meddle with , 
becauſe of the ſtrength and power of that City. 

In theſe troubles of Germany, Frederick, makes a journey to Rome,that 
he might perform his vow : but Pope Pivs was dead ; and had for his fuc- 
ceſſor; Pawl'theſecond, aiman of an evil report. After this, Frederick had 
troubles with Charles Duke of Bargundy , that high ſpirited and turbulent 
Prince, who was-mach incenſed becauſe the Emperor would not confer 
og him; the Title, Crown, and dignity ofa King: nor would he conſent 39 
that Charlesfhould be Lieutenant, or Vicar of the Empire. Upon this, 
Charles raiſeth an Army, with which he befiegerh Noveſiumy, or _ —_— 
confederate City four miles below Coles. Frederick on the other fide Le- 
vieth 80600 men, among which were moſt of the Imperial Princes. The 
Duke of Saxay was Standerd bearer. But whilſt both armies were pre- 
paring to fight , Frederick and Charls having had privat conference by the 
mediation of the Belgic Princes, peaceis proclaimed in both Armys; and 
its agreed, . That Charles his onely daughter, ſhould marry with Maxi-. 
milian, the Emperors ſon, who was to enjoy all the Provinces belonging 
to Charles, if he ſhould dye without iſſue male. But out of this peace were 40 
excluded, Lewis, King of Frexce,Sigiſmund Exarch of Auſtria, the Emperors

IThe death of Charles bred a new War between Maximilian, and the 
French, He claimed the marriage of Mayy, Charlrs his Daughter , accord- 
_— the Articles of pacification : and withall, the Provinces belonging 
tO NET. 

The Frenchon the contrary, affiſted by ſome Belgic Princes , whoſe 
Chief was Philip Raveſten, waſted Burgunay and Flanders, and changed the 
Dukes Provinces : | but at laſt Maximilian prevailed, though often times 
10in danger by his ſeditious Subje&s, chiefly at Brugs, where they had be- 

fet him. In 8. years ſpace he recovered all his Father in law's Countries, 

chiefly by the help of Albert, Duke of Saxony. Raveſten is driven into 
France , where he was made Admiral of a Fleet, which he loſt in a Sea- 
fight with the Turks near the Iſle of Zesbos. 

Frederick, after the death of Mathias, returns to Auſtria, where he ſup- 
preſſed the High-way-men. He was much troubled with a running Can- 

ker in the Foot, called by Phyfitians, Phagedens, and having overthrown 
his ftomack with Musk-Milljons, he fell into a looſeneſs that killed him 
the 78. year of his life, and of his Empire, the 54. He left onely two 
20 Children behinde kim, Maximilian, who fucceeded , and Cunigunda, that 
married with Albert of Bavaris. 
In Bobernia, Beiekricini, againſt whom the Pope had incenſed Mathias of 
Heng aria, being dead, Ladiſlaxs is made King, who makes War With the 
Hung arian for Mor avis, and Silefia , which in hatred of the Bohemian Reli- 
10n;, fubmitted themſelves to the Hungarian. But the controverfie was 
taken npby the Princes, without effuſion of bloud-: and it was agreed 
that z'part of S#eſs, lying next to Bobewis, with both Zaſatia's , ſhould be- 
 longto Ladiſlaws , but Mathias ſhould poſſefle the reſt of Silefis, with Mo- 
14014, condirionally, That if he died without an Heir Male, it ſhould re- 
26 tutnito-Lad:ſlaws ; Ifhe had an Heir ,.

Treaſon: Pope Clement, the Venerians, and the French alſo, upon this are

He was a wiſe Prince, a great 
$21 Scholar, and a good man.In his time the Univerfity of Witteberg 
mn wascrected by Frederick of Saxony:and that of Franckfort on Via- 
arus, by Toachim of Brandeburg. He had 8, years' War with the Belgians , 
who had rebelled. Theſe at laſt he forced to ſubmit to the Imperial yoak, 
by the Valor and councel of that brave Commander, Albert, Duke of Sax- 
ony, Who having ſubdued Gelderland, falls upon Friſe, which Maximilian by 
the conſent of the Imperial Princes, beſtowed on him, for a recompence 
of his valor and charges. Some part of this Countrey he ſubjugated, bur 
beingprevented by death, he leaves an imperfe& Vifory to his Sons, who

Demerrius is 
wounded in many places of bis body, and diſgracefully uſed z his Bride ſtripr 
of all her wealth and ornaments, and ſent back to Poland in a poor habit. Ba- 
lins Fohanides, the chief man-of the Conſpirators , is by the conſent of all 
20 rhe Peers, proclaimed Prince. '' And Demetrius his carcaſs drawn naked 
up and down by a rope tied to his privities. 
' AtPenice ſome antient Laws were renewed ; amons the reſt, that none 
ſhould: ere&t Churches or Monaſteries, nor beſtow lands or houſes on 
the Clergy, without the Senats approbarion ; they had alſo impriſoned ſome 


ſcandalous Prieſts. / "The Jeſuits acquaint Claudivus Aquavia the Generall of - 


their Order, with theſe proceedings. Pope Clement 8% being a moderate 
man, winks at the buſineſs ; But Paul 5* of a more violent ſpirit, Commands 
the Yenetians to abrogate thoſe Laws,which they refuſing to do, were excom- 
municated , and their whole Territories put under an interdi&t - Yet moſt of 
© the Clergy took no notice of the Pope's anger, but officiated as before. The 
50 Jeſuits offended at this, remove thence to other places, and write bitterly , 
(chiefly Bellzrmin and Baronins ) againſt the Yenetians, whoſe cauſe is maintai- 
ned by Francs Panlis Servita, and Fohannes Marſilius : Art laſt they fell 
from words to blowes , Armies ate raiſed on both fades , the Spaniards alliſt 

the Pope, and the Hollanders the Yenztian ; at length the controverſie is taken 


upby the French King : The Yenetians are injoyned to ſer free the priſoners, 


and not to ſtretchthe execution of their Lawes , further then their Anceſtors 
intent and'meaning;* So the Pope's curſe was revoked , and the Jeſuits ba- 
niſhed out of the Yemetian Territories. 

In Poland, Fohn Samoiſcius had thrown the Jeſuits out of his Colledge , 
40 after whoſe death they grew very great with the King,ſtopping his cars againſt 
the Proteſtants complaints, whoſe Church at Poſominum they burned;upon this, 
the Nobility calls a Parliament, and ſhortly after theſe Parliamentier s,or Ra- 
choſians ( for ſo they were called) take up arms againſt the King ; one thou- 
ſand of whoſe men yy killed, and put the reſt to flight , and had nor moſt 
of the Parliaments Army fallen off tothe King , they had been abſolutely 
victorious, Then arms being laid down on both ſides;'the differences are 
referred to a free Parliament; meanwhile the people tumulruouſly thruſt the 
Jeſuits out of their Monaſtery of S* Brijget at Gedanum; and at Thorun they 
50 take the great Church from them , and the Nobility urgeth their baniſhment :

the Swede alſo alarms Borwſſza in Fuly with a Fleet of cighty Sail, He takes 
in there divers Towns ; he injoins the Dartiſcans to-put. away the Poloniau 
ſhips, and to pay him the Tribute due to the Polander, but this City reliſted 
him ſtoutly, and retarded his proceedings.” | 20

A Continuation of the Hiſtory of Germany , Denmark, Swedland, Holland, 
Poland, Italy,&c. under Ferdinand 24, from the year 1626. till the end of 
1630. | 


a HE flame of the Saxox war did this year break out into a great 
conflagration, The Ceſarian Army being too numerous to be 
S2 Ccncountred with , the Saxoxs ſtrive to keep off proviſions from 30 
»zZ them. The Mansfield:ans therefore the 15 of April aflault a 
Fort of Fridlands upon the Albi, by which he had proviſions 
| brought him by water. The attempt was deſperate and raſh ; 
for the Mansfield;ans were but 800c, vvhereas there was above 30000 Ceſa- 
rians. The Mansfieldian Horſe fainting , left the Foot to the mercy of the 
Enemy, vvho cut off the Holland Auxiliaries, which were about 4ooo, the 
reſt led. Thirty colours vvere taken, yet they write that of the Mansfieldians 
not many above 1500 were lain. In Haſſia the Country people riſe in Arms 
againſt the ſoldiers, many whereof they killed and: plundred. Brunſwick fals 
upon the Province of Grubenhag, in the abſence of George Lunebarge poſleſſor 46 
thereof, who vvas raifing Forces for Ceſar, and fortifieth divers places with 
Gariſons ; beſides, he beats in Haſſza George his new Levies. The Emperor 
by a Heravld proclaims at Magdeburg profcription againſt all of the Roman 
Empire, that ſhall afiſt the Daxe. Tilly takes Munda the key of Branonia, and 
puts all to the ſword, except a few that hid themſelves in Vaults or on the 
Houſe tops, who after the fury of the ſoldiers was paſt, ranſomed their 
lives for mony. This vyas in the end of May; and about the fixt of Func 
F 7unſwick died, ſome think he was poiſoned : the.19 of Fuly his mother fol- 
lowed him, the Dare Gariſons, the Caſtle of Forda. Tilly delivers Haſſia to 
William the Land-grave, and marcheth to Gottinga, vyhich was ſurrendred to 58 
him, though the Daye vyas coming with all his Forces to raiſe the ſiege, The 
two Armies meet ; the Kings firſt velitations were ſucceſsful, Tilly having loſt 
above {1x hundred of his men, vvith ſome Colours. The King purſues Til- 
hes Reare, and had now ar Lottera found a fit place for defence , Where he was 
adviſcd to hault, and nor to follow the Enemy , who had gotthe rriogt and

cher Fridland being ſent with an Army, is repulſed at Neutrs; by the 
Turks, and hath divers doubtful encounters with Mawfeld; who fea-' 
ring ſome colluſion between Fri{dlaxd and the hr (ae reſo]ves to 
20 8O for Yenice, with the choiceſt of his men; thereſt of his Army he de- 
vers to the Yinarien. But in his journey he fell fick of the bloudy flux, 
at Boſnis, (its thought he was poiſoned) and there died. The Y7parien 
alſo grieving that the Trayſylvenian had faln off to Ceſar, died ſuddenly, 
the 32 year of his age. In Moreviz the Boresriſe againſt Count Heyberſ- 
dorff, for abuſing them 3 they firſt flung ſtones at him, then they fall 
upon his guard of 1500 men, and killed moſt of them; then they take 
in divers Towns, and the mean while Petition Ceſar for afree enjoyment 
of the Goſpel. At laſt they grew ſo ſtrong by the confluence thither, of 
the baniſhed Gentry, and others that had ſuffered in theſe Wars, that 
| 40 they became Maſters of all Cuſtria, above On. But their Vidories 
made a ſtop at LintJium, for they could not keep off either err or 
men from the Bavarian Army. Atlength they were ſo preſſed upon by 
Herbersdorff, Brenner, and Lobel,and encompaſſed by their Forces, that they 
ſubmitted and flung down their Arms. But —_— after being incenſed 
by the cruel puniſhments, which many of them ſuffered, and the burn- 
ing of their Houſes by the Duke of Holſatis's Regiments, they fall upon 
them berimes in the morning, diſperſt, and kill above 4000. They de- 
feat the Bavarians divers times, ſome of whoſe Captains they killed. 
Lobel and Brenner are beat to pieces by the Boores Iron cudpels, and above 
9 2000 men were deſtroyed. Ceſar being much troubled at thefe diſaſters, 
RN promiſeth liberty of Religion ro the Auſtrians, and by his Proclamari.

Hambare victualleth the Ceſarian Camp, From Hamburg 
they march to Pippenberg , a Caſtle in Stormaria, where Tilly was dangerouſly 
wounded with a Muſquet buller,yet took the Caſtle, by reaſon its powder was 
ſperm. There were not'in Stormaria above 3 Towns that could hold outa while, 
and in Holſatia:only 'Redensbarg; {0 that tho ftrength of Helſatia-confiſted. in the 
Mwchian and Sileſen Troops,moſt of which-were gone-from their own homes 
to Denmark, Holland, Friſland,Eubtc Hamburg and'thoſe of other places.

Chrefts 
rook Arms, broke'in upon ſome Garifons, and killed above.an hundred of — Vo 
them.. The County «people rifing , flew many of the Cefarians , which 
brought greater mifery and ſervitude upon them; - for. the'inraged ſoldier 
hackt fome, drowned-others, and ſhot divers with poiſoned bulkets,by which 
they vvere tortured ro death, They were glad then to be caſed of ſuch cruel 
Maſters; but ſorry that the Saxons, Pomeranians, and Megapolitans, for whole 
defence they took Arns,; did nor enjoy the e—7 60 of Peace, forthe 
Meg apolitan Lands were taken from Adolphus , Frederick, and Fohn Albert, 
30 brothers, and depoſited in the hands of Fridland ar firſt ; but now their in: 
heritance is taken away, as if thoſe brothers had been guilty of - Treaſon, for

'Lheſe competitors'being gone, Amwrath reſolves to be revenged on the Greeks 
their abertors $3 having therefore overtun Thracia, and taken the remainder of 
thoſe Towes which phe to the Greek Emperor; he layerh ſiege to Theſſals. 
nicscommitted to the Yenetian care and protection ; which he takes by ſtorm 
and utterly defaces; preſently upon'this, he ſubdues with incredible celerity, 
Phocis, Attina,Beotia, Aetolia, Acannania, and the whole; Countrey from Pele. , 
ponneſu ro.Corimth, © Fohn Caſtriot did then reigne in that part of Macedon 
which lieth upon the Adriatzick, at this day known EG the name of Albania; he 
conſidering: his own weakneſs , and. the Twrks greatneſs, makes his peace , by 
delivering up.the Town Crgia, and giving for hoſtages his 3 ſons ; Conſtan- 
tin, Repoſius, and George, who for his comely perſonage, and other excellent 
parts, was in high account with Amwrath , who gave him the beſt breeding 
Twrky could afford, and called him Scandorbes, or Scanderbez, that is , Alexan-, 
der the great ;. 'before he was ſcarce fit to bear Arms , he 1s imployed againſt * 
Carman the Cilician, which war he managed with great dexterity,and with- 
*, killed two of the chief Combattants , who provoked hitn ro a Duell.: 20 
The one was a Scythian Foot-man, the other a Perfigy Horſe-man , relying on 
the Turks favour, upon the-newes of his Fathers death , he Petitions Ammwrath 
for his ancient Inheritance , ;which was granted hum. Burt George doubting 
the Turk was not reall, makes an eſcape into Epirus, where by counterfeit 
Letters he gets Croia, with other places of Epirus and Macedow, For many 
years tO cther he.ſo defended.his. Dominions againſt Amurath, and Mahumet, 
that ſtill he defeated the Turkiſh Armies. *Amurath having ſubdued partly, 
and partly waſted Illyrus, Albania, and Bofna, marcheth againſt the Bulgarians, 
Walachians, and Servians , upon hopes to ſubdue Hungary. George Deſpot of 
Servia humbly Petitions Amwrath for peace , proffering his daughter to him pp 
in marriage, which he accepts, and makes peace z which ſhortly after he 
breaks, and drives him out of his Kingdome,taking from him his chief towns, 
and his two ſons , whoſe eyc-ſight he barbarouſly put out , by holding near 
them a hot burning braſs baſon : George flycth into Hungary to Albert of Au- 
ftria, who having raiſed an Army died of a diſſenterie : Hungary being full 
of inteſtin broyls, calls in Laudiſlas of Poland. The Turk ſers upon Belegrs 
44, butis bear off with great Joſle, 

Amurath by his two Baſlais waſts the places about Belgrada, and makes in- 
curſions into Tranſylvania; both theſe were defeated and cut off by Fob» 
Hunniades , who recovered a good, part 'of Servia and all Moldavia. The 4p 
Turk alſo is beat in Panonia, fo that he is forced to ſue for peace, and to reſtore 
George Deſpot of Servia, Then he marcheth againſt Carmannw in Cilicia, but 
is called back into Ewrop upon. the breach of the 10 years peace by Ladiſlaw, 
who by the perſwaſion of Fl:ar the Cardinall, in the Turks abſence had inva- 
ded his Zuropiay Nominions : The Chriſtian Army was defeated , and Lads 
ſfaws ſlain, as we have already faid. - Amwrath puft up with this ViRtory , 
marcheth into Peloponneſus , to be revenged on the Greeks who animated L- 
diſlaus againſt him, there he breaks down the ſtrong wall Hexamilium, built by 
the Greeks and Yenetians,with 5 Caſtles on it,to divide this 1/thmwus (6 miles of 
length between the two ſeas) from the main land of Greece. The Empc- 50 
rors brother of 46 wperr ey his whole Army appointed to guard this wall, 
arc overthrown by the Twk, After this Conſtantin Paleologus the Greek Em- 
peror, repaired this wall, which ſhortly by command from Amurath , he 
pulls down again. Here divers Forts and Towns are taken by the Turk , who 
_ upon a Petition for peace , made the Countrey tributary , and ena + his

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' Army thence to their winter-quarters. George Caſtriot ſo manfully maintained An, Chriſts 

the Epirotick war and his fathers patrimony againſt Amurath, that during this LG Vu 
ſpace, he overthrew ſeaven ſeverall armies ſent thither under the command 
of ſo many Baſlaies, and at laſt forced Ammrath himſelf, who had 
Beleaguered Cioia with a formidable army , to raiſe h's ſiege , having loſt 
multitudes of his T#rks. Afﬀeer this diſaſter they write that Amurath yows- 
ed a {olitary lite , witha few Prieſts in a Cave of Bithynia, where he gave 
himſelf ro Contemplation, committing the care of his Dominiors to 
Hals Baſſai. But, he was quickly called off from his Contemplar'on by 

10 Huni ades and Scanderbeg , The one having raiſed a vaſt Army of Hmn- 
garians, Bohemians, and Germans to repay the loſs of Chriſtians ar 
Varna ; - The other had ſubdued all Macedonia , and reſtored to Boſna, 
Raſcia, and Illyrs, their Deſpots , and thrown out the Twrk's Garriſons , 
which Plunder 1/yricum and I1ſtria, to the affrighting of Fenice. George thar 
perfideous Deſpot of Servia , forgetfull of the help Hungary afforded him , 
betrays all the Counſells of Huniades to the Enemy , ſo that by this means 
he loſt two batrels, yet was ſtrangely preſerved himſelf; for being taken by « 
two Twks, he killed one , and madethe other fly ; and when he was inter- 
rupted by the ſame George , he was reſtored by him to the Hungarians , 

20 Which occaſioned a new war between the Turk and him; but Huniades to ſhew 
his gratitude , came and afliſted him when he was almoſt defeated , and obtai- 
ned a fignall victory oyer the Turks. Afterward in Epirus, Amnrath received 
ſo many loſles, that he fell melancholy and fick , then being removed from 
the Camp to Adrianopolir , he became mad , and fo died, having reign- , 
ed thirty two years, and lived ſeyenty five. He was the firſt of the Ortomans 1450 
that inſtituted the.Pretorian Guard after the example of the Macedonion Pha- 
lanx : This Militia as the Mamalxcks of Egypt , was made up of Chriſtian 
children taken violently from their parents , brought up in the T»rkiſb diſci- 
pline and ſuperſtition , and forced to renounce Chriſtianity , -by receiving 

30 Circucmiſion ; theſe the Twrks call Janizaries, they guard the Sultans perſon : 
Ar firſt they were but 80co armed with arrows and ſpears , naw they are al- 
moſt double that number, and their arms are muſquets. 

He left behind him three ſons, Mahumet, Turſin, and Calepin, Mahumet be- 
ing ſpectator himſelf, made Moyſes Baſſai choak Twrſin ( being but 18 months 
old) in the water, when the child's mother cricd out upon the barbarous Ty- 
rant, uttering many curſes againſt him, he ro pleaſe this his ſtep-mother, 
delivers into her hand the author of this paricide bound , ſhe in the preſence 
of the Tyrant, thruſt a knife into his heart, and ripping up his body; pulls 
out his liver , which ſhe flung to the doggs : Amurathes had commitred Cate- 

4o pin his third ſon , to Hali Baſſai, a man of great eſteem with him : Mahu- 
met cauſed the childe delivered up to him by Hals, to be ſtrangled. Afterward 
Hali himſelf was ſtranged , being firſt tortured by Mahumet, upon pretence 
that he held Bate robes a2 with the Chriſtians ; bur indeed he was exceſhive- 
ly rich, which is crime enough to a covetous Prince. Some think thar this 
Calepin whom Mahamet killed , was ſuppoſititious , and not the ſon of Amu- 
rath , who was conveyed to ByZantinm , and from thence where it was taken , 
to Venice , thence to Rome by the Order of Pope Calixtus , who cauſed him 
to be baptized, to take a Chriſtian name , and to be inftruted in Chriſtian 
doctrin; afterward he went to Frederick the Emperor, who uſed him honora- 

50 bly : The reſt of his life he ſpent in Auſtria. 

Mahumet then the ſecond , began his reigne with parricid , after the exam- 
ple of his Anceſtors , and continued in his barbarous cruelties ; his mother 
who was the Deſpot of Servia's daughter ; had inſtructed him in the Chriſti- 
an faith, but he adhered more to Mahumetaniſme, ar laſt turned plain Atheiſt, 
(coffing at providence, and acknowledging no other deitic but good luck : He 
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An.Chriſts was moſt addicted to Militarie parts z and firſt of the Ottomans that made © 
WV uſe of ſea-fights, and ſhips of wan, by which he ſtrove with Yepice tor 
command of the ſea ; his firſt and moſt terrible warlick exploit was that a- 
oainſt Conſtantinople , which after fifry four days ſiege he took the 29 of 
May : Within the walls beſides the Townes-people, there were but ſix thou- 
ſand Greek Soldicrs, and three thouſand Yeretian and Gennuan Auxiliaries ; 
whereas Mahwmets army conſiſted of four hundred thouſand men , moſt of 
which were gathered out of the Chriſtian Territories , he aſſaulted the City 
1453 both by landandſea, he made three ſeverall breaches in the walls , where 
the Turks gave furious aſſaults, but were ſtoutly reſiſted by the Chriſtians , till 
they were overpowred with multitudes : The T»rk had brought out of the 
Aegean and Euxin'ſeas two hundred and fifty ſhips, to block wp the har- 
bour againſt theſe ſeaven ſhips of Genus, three of Crete , and ſome of Chios 
were imployed : The Harbour alſo was chained againſt the Turkiſh Fleet ; 
. which the Chriſtians ſet on fire and ſo ſpoyled , that it was uſeleſs a grear 
while, till by main ſtrength the chain was burſt, and ſo the Twrks got 
+ within the Harbour ,. and battered the walls on all ſides. The Tyrant ſtood 
upon a hill hard by , exhorting his men to be couragious; and ſending fome 
Troops of his own Guard to flay ſuch as were faint-hearted , promiſing that 
he who did firſt venture upon the breaches , ſhould have command of the 
reateſt Province in Europe, and if the City be taken, the Soldiers ſhould 20 
Fave the pillaging of it for three days - And withall he threatens death to 
any that did turn their backs : Mahnwmert had provided great battering pie- 
$ ces of braſs, one whereof was ſo big , that it could not be drawn bur by 
70 yoke of Oxen, and 2coo men: With theſe Ordnance he played againſt 
the walls forty days together ; then having injoyned a faſt for three days , he 
bids them all be ready to live or die together : Conſtantin perceiving ſmall 
hopes-of defending the City againſt ſo great a power , defires a parly , which 
was granted , and peace proffered, if he would pay yearly tothe T»rk one 
hundred thouſand crowns, 'or elſe preſently ſurrender , and depart with their 
goods. Theſe conditions were diſliked ; therefore they fall to battering 30 
again : Fuſtinian of Genua , who with three hundred ſtout men ſuſtained the 
firſt brunt, was ſorely wounded, ſo that he gave back, and with him the 
reſt alſo ; notwithſtanding Conſtantin earneſtly Taboured to have him hold our, 
his wound not being mortall : Upon his going away, (by vvhich that Tower 
vyhere he ſtood vvas left naked , Conſtantin and thoſe about him began to 
fly, The Twrks perceiving this ) ruſht furiouſly into thoſe places , the gates 
vvere ſo barricadoed vvith dead bodies , and the , keyes purpoſly 
flung away , that fevv or none could eſcape : Paleologus vvas lain, or troad 
upon in the preſſe , ſtriving to get our at one gate, vyhere vvere found eight 
hundred dead bodies. Fuſtinian eſcaped to Pera, and thence to Chios, 40 
vyherec he died of his vyvounds and gricf together : The Victorious Turks 
rage like bloudy Wolves through the City , ſparing neither age nor ſex. 
The murthers , rapes , plunderings, and infolencies committed , both a- 
oainſt the living and dead , againſt the Pictures and Images of our Saviour , 
and his Saints, and other Monuments of Chriſtianitie , are inexpreſſable. 
Above ſixty thouſand Gentle-women, Matrons, and virgins , vvere carried 
away for {laves. Iſidor the Cardinall yyho had been {ent thither by the 
Pope, to reconcile the Greets to the Roman Church , vyhich he had cf- 
fected bur too late , vvas taken and ſolde; yet diſguifing. himſelf ſhortly 50 ) 
after made an eſcape. 

Pera over ___ ByXantinm , vvhich the Lattins had in poſ- 
ſſefſion , is ſurrendred to the Turks. - Three days after , Mahumet enters 
the City , and ER” all Tumults : Hee made ſearch for ſome 
Prime men who had concealed themſeves, theſe he commanded to be cut in 

pieces, 
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jeces. Intheir feaſts, they abuſed divers matrons and virgins, and then bar- 4». Chriſſs 
arouſly murthered them. : This end had that famous Ciry wherein the Go- —© VS 
ſpe flouriſhed from the firſt, to the laſt Conſtantin, about cleven hundred 
and twenty years ; thatlight went out, being overwhelmed with Mahumetan 
darkneſs, which was preſaged by that flame from heaven , ſhining one night 0- 
ver the City, and the next vaniſhing away , as the Turks in their ſiege obſer- 
ved. Yet Mahumet invited the Chriſtians to dwell there, and to uſe their Re- 
ligion, for that cauſe he confirmed their Patriarch which they had choſen, by 
delivering to him the Paſtorall ſtaff openly : This he did that ſo great a City 
10 might not lie deſolate for want of inkebſrants, | 
Three years after , Mahumet (but not with the like ſucceſs) attempted Bel- 
grade, where after two days fight he received a wound under the left pap, and _ 
was Carried for dead out of the camp, which the Twrks loſt with all thar bag- 7456 
oagc and Ordnances , beſides 4oooo of their men lain there; when he came 
to himſelf , he was ſo inraged at this loſs and diſgrace , that he would have 
murthered himſef : After this he provides to invade the Aegean Iſlands, bur 
he was taken off by Uſſumcaſſanes of the Aſſimbeian Family of the Twrks, Lord 
of Cappadocia and Armenia, who having lately killed Demorus the Perſian 
King , and ſciſed on his Kingdome ; puft up with this ſucceſs, he ſends rich 
20 Perſian preſents , to ſhew the fruits of his Vitory , to Mahumet , and by his 
Abeiaoes , Uefires that the Twrk would not meddle with T; "I and 
Cappadocia, which he had in marriage by his wife, Deſpina daughter of David 
Commenus, The Tyrant offended that an inferior Lord ſhould give him the 
Law, andenvying his new obtained happineſs , provides an Army both by 
land and ſea againſt him : A part of his fleet he ſends before to Pontus , and 
Sywope towards Trapezund, and follows himſclf by land ; he overruns a great 
part of Aſia with wonderfull celerity, and before he was dreamed of , pitch- 
eth his camp near Uſumcaſſanes : Two great battels are fought near Euphrates, 
Amurath Baſſai the Turks Generall, a Greek born , was here killed , and the 
30 Turks Forces much weakned ; but the third battel that Mahumet fought , was 
more ſucceſsfull, for in it the Perſians, With the unacquainted noyſe of the 
Ordnance were diſperſed , and Uſumcaſſanes forced to flye, having loſt his ſon 
Zeinald who was ſhot there : Shortly after this Victory Mahumet ſubdues Sy- 
nope, and all Paphlagonia , then he beſiegeth both by Sea and Land , Trape- 
3wnd the Royall City, and takes it, with the Kings Treaſure 5; King David 
himſelf, his two ſons, and Couſin German Calo Fohannes,whom he ſent before 
to ByZantium , and there in his triumph cruelly murthered , and with them the 
whole race of theComneni: Then having of theſeKingdomes made Provinces,he 
ſubducs Caramannus,and takes cilicis From him.,thence returned to ByJantium, 1459 
; 40 by his fleet he rakes the Iflands of Lemmnus and Lesbes, deſtroys the Ciry Myti- 
lexe,and tranſplants the Iſlanders. Cataluſins Prince of Lesbos a Gennan, was 
by his command cruelly put to death : Then by his Land Forces , he invades 
Dracula, Prince of Walachia, by whom he was like to have bcen ſurpriſed 
and his Army , but that Mahumet Baſſai , who ſucceeded to Hali Baſſai in Of- 
fice and dignity, got off the Army, but with great loſs. Then having recrui- 
ted his Army, he falls upon the upper Myſia, and 1/hyricum , and drives Steeven 
King of Boſ out of his Kingdome, and kills him : But this Kingdome was 
ſhortly after recovered by Mathias Corwvinus, with divers other places in Dal- 
matia and Croatia , poſſeſſed by the Turks. Before his Aſtatin expedition , 
50 he entred Peloponneſis,, Where he took away the Principalitic of the Paleofog; 
from the two brothers, Thomas and Demetrius, being then at variance : Deme- 
trius complied with the Enemy , tro whom he married his daughter : Thomas 
having loſt all, fled to Rowe; In the interim the Yeretians repair the wall Hex- 
amilium , to keep their poſſeſſions in Peloponneſus from the Twrks'incurſtons; 
which he perceiving , breaks in upon them with 80 thouſand men , waſts all 
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An.Chriſti the Countrey about defeats the Venetians , fakes in the whole . Peleponneſe , and 
WV throwes down the wall ; je oa after he caſts the Yenetians out of Lesbos, 
| a 


having ſlain 55,05 men,for they had lately recovered it with Lemnw. He takes 
alſo the Iſle Eubeo from them, having made a bridge over Ewryps , then takes 
Chal the 30 day after it was beſieged , the Yenetian Gallies not daring to 

ve aſſiſtance , who having the winde favourable , might have ſeiſed on, or 
Aeanokited the bridg ; the Tyrant being enraged at the loſs of 400co of his 
army lain this ſiege in divers skirmiſhes , commanded that all in the Town 
above 20 years old, ſhould be put to the Sword. 

This Tyrant not yet glutted enough with bloud, ſends Homarr and Malre- jg 
cins, 2 armies into Dalmatia, Homars being a Genuan by his father, naturally 
hated the Yerctians. In this invaſion Novellus the Venetian General was flain : 
Stiria and Corinthia are not free from the Twrks fury. The truce being ended 
between Mahnmet and Scanderbeg ; he fits down before Croia and Scodra, and 
after along ſiege, takes them both. Scodra was ſurrendred by the Yenetians, 
at which time Solyman Baſſa takes Capha the head City of Boſphorns,and a Co- 
lony of the Cennor in T avraca Chemſoneſus, he makes alſo the Pracopit T ar- 
tars (who had thence driven out the Goths) rributarys to Mahumet : He cut off 
the heads of two Gothiſh Princes that were brothers ; the reſt of that Nation 
afterward BaiaFet ſubdued. Scaxderbeg being driven out of his Countrey ,20 
went to Italy , where he took part with Ferdinand King of Naples againſt the 
French : After this be died of a Feaver , as he was conſulting with the YVeneti- 
ans about renewing the war againſt the Twrk , he died the 63* year of his life : 
On his death-bed he commended the care of his young ſon Fohn to the Se- 
nat of Yenice, Ir's recorded of this Scanderbeg , that out of the vehemency 
of his Spirit, ſtill when he was going to fight, his lips would cleave and burſt 
out with blood, he never turned his back, never was wounded , but once in 
the foot'with an arrow : His army never conſiſted of above 3000 faot, and 
6000 horſe ; he killed with his own hand above 2000 men, his ſtrength was 
ſuch, that with one blow , he could cleave a man to the Navil. Machmet be- 30 
ing freed from the fear of Huniades and Scaxderbeg , having alſo ſubdued his 
neighbour Princes of Peloponneſus, Myſia and Illyricum , makes peace with the 
Venetians on theſe conditions z that they ſhould deliver up to him Scodra , Fe- 
»arus a promontorie of Laconia, with Lemnus, and pay yearly $ thouſand 
crowns, for their trading in the black Sea. Afﬀeer this be undertakes three ex- 
peditions at the ſame time, gapins at an univerſal Monarchy ; to wit, againſt 
Rhodes by Meſithes Baſſai of the race of the Paleolegi, by Acomathes Baſsai, 
againſt 7raly and Roe, he himſelf marched into Aſia. Meſethes after many and 
bloody attempts ( but in vain-) upon Rhodes, returned with the loſs of 30coo 40 
and diſgrace : Acomathes onely affrighted 1taly , and made the people fiye out 
of Rome, Mahbumet himſelf at Nicomedia, fell into tormenting firs of the 
Colick, which in three days put an end both to his life and victories , the 53! 
year of his age, and of his reigne 31 : He ſubdued the two Royal Scats of 
ByXantium and TrapeXund; 4 Kingdomes, Syria, Peloponneſus , Armenia, and 
Sclavonia, He took from the Chriſtians 20 Provinces, and two hundred 
Towns , he was a moſt cruel and bloody Tyrant ; For when he took Hydrun- 
tum in Apulia, he cauſed the Arch-Biſhop of that place to be cut with a woo- 
den ſaw; and tortured many to death ; he was a notorious whore-monger, 
and Sodomit; it's thought he cauſed above twenty thouſand to be pur to death 
at times , beſides thoſe that were killed in the wars; at laſt he was poyſoned, 
who himſelf was the greareſt poyſon of mankinde, chiefly of Chriſtians and 5* 
Chriſtianity. The Tvrk;ſb Gariſon in Hydruntwn, vnderſtanding Mahumet 
was dead, delivered up the Town to Matthias Corvinus and the Italians that 
beſieged it, upon condition they might have their lives ; though they knew 
Acomathis was teturning with 25 thouſands Turks : The Greek Muſes which 
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were baniſhed by theſe ba rbarous Scythians, found an habitation for them in An:Chriſt 


Italy, and other Weſtern Countries, being tranſplanted thither by Chryſoloras, 
TrapeIuntins, Ga\a, Argyropilus, Chalcondyles, Laſearas,o+c. [2 

To Mahomet ſucceeded his fon BajaJet, who was when his Father died, at 
his charge in Cappadocia , being their Governour. His Brother Gemes alſo 
was then at 1conmm; the chief City of Lacaonia , that Province being under 
his command. The elder brother Muſtaphs, who had been np———_ by his 
Father againſt Yſumcaſſanes, and had put to flight Foſeph the Perſian General, 

the great ſupporter of King Carmannus, was dead art Iconinm, by temperance 
10and lexchery. Some difference aroſe among the Baſſazes and, F4aniſares,abour 

the avin” Al {o that the quarrel broke our into blowes : art laſt the Faniſares 
or Pretorians proclaimed BajaJet Emperour, by means of the Beglerbeg of 
Gracia, and the Aga or Captain of the Pretorians, Bajazets ſons in Law. Some 
of the prime Commanders of the Horle ſer up Corchatus Bajazets fon , by pla- 
cing him in the Throne, and delivering to him the Treaſures and Caſtles of 
the Empire. Achmet Faſſa, who lately took Hydruntum, joined with theſe. 
BajaFet rides poſt from pow, complaining with rears,of the wrong done 
him, by debarring him of his righr, Bur he could not prevail till bis young 
ſon of his own accord ſubmitted the Government to his Father. The Faniſares 
20 whom the Baſſais out of malice had ſtirred up, were pacified by large bribes. 

G emes alſo makes haſte out of Lycaonia, a neer Province, but being preven- 
red by BajaXet, is kept out of B:Jantinm ; wherefore he makes War, being a(- 
ſiſted by Carmannw, and the Egyptian Sultan, againſt his brother ; who over- 
threw him in three Battels : whereupon out of deſpaire, he fled to Rhodes, 
leaving at Carre his. mother , and his ſon and daughter, that were Twins, 
whom BajaJet put to death. The Knights of Rhodes ſent Gemes to Rome,upon 
the defire of Pope Innocent 4. Lews 11.0t France,and Matthias King of Hun- 
gary, in hope of ſome great Vitory againſt BajaFer. He lodged inthe Yati- 
can, and was givenas an Hoſtage to Charles 8. of France, with Valentin Bor gi- 
as, the Popes ſon, by Alexander 6. when Charles marched out of Rome to 4 
30 fiege of Naples, Bur Gemes died by the way, being poiſoned by Pope Alex- 
ander, fearing leſt Charles in delivering him up to his brother, ſhould thereby 
obtain # ajaXets fayour. CAchmet Baſſa, who had preſerved the Empire for 
BajaFet againſt his brother, was for his god ſervice ſtrangled by the ſame Ba- 
JaXet, pretending that he meant to advance Gemes to the Throne : bur indeed 
cAchmet had great Treaſures, which cauſed his ruine, bur to the good of Chri« 
ſtians, whoſe mortal Enemy he was. 

T his BajaXet delighted more in Scholarſhip, then Arms, yet to maintain 
the power he had got, makes war firſt againſt the Chiiſtians, and in the third 
year of his reign ſubdued Walachia, Afterward transfers his War into 4//, 
40 to puniſh the Sultan of Egypt, tor aiding his brother Gemes with Vidtuals, Men 
and Money, againſt him. For Carmannus of Cilicia was already ſubdued,and 
his Country made a Province, Caithbeius at this time was Swltan of Egypt, 
by birth a Czrcaſſzay , and by condition a ſervant. From his childhood he 
was inſtruded in the Arts, and Manners of the Mamalwcs , and. by the Law .of 
Mahomet was made free. Theſe Mamalucs were Chriſtians of the Muſcovite,or 
Roxalan profeſfion. Out of them the Sultans were choſen our of the Circafſ-an 
ſlaves, who dwelt upon the Exx#z Sea, and were choſen after the extirpation of 
Saladins poſterity. Now , theſe Mamalxcs are the children of Chriſtians, and 
50 muſt be baprized,, and educared in Chriſtian Religion, which they are to a- 
bandon and forſwear , betore they can be Mamalucs, This Caithbeins was 
made Swltan for his Valour; the Egyptians ſtanding in need of ſuch a man, for 
ſuppreſſing the Arabian Thieves, and curbing the Perſians, who made divers 
irruptions upon Comagene and Syria; and keeping the Turks from breaking 


out of C3licza upon the Egyptian Territories. All theſe Wars he happily mM 
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An.Chriſt dertook , for he ſubdued the Arabians, and made them Tributaries. Then 
EY intwo battels drove back the Perſians beyond Evpbrates , and maſtered the 
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Turks twice in Czlicia by the help and councel of two 1tatian Mamalncs, the 
two chicf Turkiſh Commanders, Meſithes Paleologis, and Cherſeogles, were 
taken. This was the ſon of Chetrſechius, Prince of Ilhricum, who took away 
his ſons wife from him , which ſo exaſperated his ſon, that he renounced 
Chriſtianity, and betook himſelf ro BajaJer-, whoſe daughter he married. 
In this Batrtel of Tharſis, ſcarce the third part of an hundred thouſand Turks 
eſcaped. BajakKet being weary of the Aſian wars, returns back into Exrope, 
where he takes Arad waged! in the large fields of Libwrnis, in Croatia, 0 ver- 
threw the united Forces of 1yrium , Panonia , and Croatia. Then he made 
War againſt the Yeretians, for defending the cauſe of Fohn Caſtriot , Scander- 
bees (on, who had defeated the Gariſon ſoldiers of BajaJet in Croatia, and 
driven the Turks out of his Territories. Beſides, the Yenezians had prohibi- 
red BajaFets ſhips in his Syrian Expedition , to harbour in Cyprus, though he 
earneſtly intreated them. Alſo Lewss Sforſia, a great Enemy of the Yener;- 
ans, egged him on. The beginnings of this war ſucceeded well to the Turk ; 
for Schenderus Baſſa, by Land made excurſions as far as Tarviſuum , and Dew- 
ches the Turks Admiral, by Sea, entred even to Fadra in Dalmatia, and ca- 


ried thence a great multitude of captives. He was once in danger to have been 20 


taken by the Yenetian Fleet, about Peloponneſus, among the Sporade Iles, but 
Grimannus, the Venetian Admiral, cither for want of courage,or skill , ſuffe- 
red him toeſcape to the Bay of Corinth,where he took the Town Naupattum, 
or Lepanto, within the Bay of Aetolia, having a little before taken from them 
Dyrrachium in Epirus. 

Two years after BajaJet with an hundred and fifty thouſand men, brake in 
upon Peloponneſus; he divided his Army into three parts about cAfethon. After 
divers Skirmiſhes on both ſides, he gets within the Town , when unhappil 
the Townſmen ſpying three Fenetian Gallies , coming towards them wit 


Arms, Men, and Proviſion, forſook their ſtation,” and went down to the zo 


ſhoar,- to receive the Supplies ſent them. They were all taken priſoners,be- 
ing above a thouſand of them, and in the preſence of the Tyrant maſſacred, 
except ſome patricii, whoſe lives were begged by Cherſeogles, BajaJets ſon 
in Law. Some other places being affrighted at this cruelty, yeilded to the 
Tyrant , one of thoſe was Pilus, where Neſtor of old lived. BajaXet after 
this, returns as a Conquerour to ByJantiums , but Spain and France reſoly 

toaid Yenice, Piſaurius the Venetian Admiral, by the advice and courage 0 

Conſalvus the Spaniard, took Cephalonia, in the Tonian Sea, having a double 
Harbour, and a rich Soil. He took alſo by ſtorm Leucade, and Nericum, and 


put the whole Turkiſh Gariſon to the Sword. But the French Fleet at Lesbos, 40 


attempting Mztylene, had not the like ſucceſs, for the ſhips were ſo torn, ſcat- 
tered, and wrackt by a ſtorm, that much adoe they had to eſcape to Tarentum. 
Atlaſt a Peace is concluded on theſe conditions, thatCephalonia ſhould c onti- 
nue in the Vererian juriſdiction, as it was before the Turkiſh Empire, Len- 
cas and Nericum ſhould be reſtored to the Turk. This Peace was the more 
caſily obtained, becauſe in Perſia Iſmael the Sophi, deſcended from Uſumcaſſa- 
nes by the mother, had made himſelf King upon the death of Facuppus,rhe fon 
of Uſumcaſſanes , whom his libidinous wife perfidiouſly murthered. This 
change of the State came in with the change of Mahometay ſuperſtition,which 


by the wavering and credulous multitude, was greedily embraced. Theſe 50 


new SeCtaries, with great ſucceſs, over-run Cappadocia, and Lycaonia , kills 
BajaXets two Nephews , Orchanes and Mahumet, two Baſſais, the Beglerbeg of 
Aſia, and Hali, and overthrows two Armies , before BajaXet knew of the 
danger. Iſmael was the ſon of Harduellis,” a Perſian Prince , and of Marths 
the daughter of Uſumcaſſanes, who was the firſt of the Aſsimbean Turks, that 


after 


50 
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after the murther of Malaonches , the Perſian King poſleſſed himſelf of that Am. Chriſti 
Kingdom. MHardvelles the Father, would have the Mahwmetan Law expoun- WW WO 


ded after the mind of Hali, chat was Mahumers Interpreter, and Companion; 
and not after the way of Homer, whom the other Turks followed. Hardelles 
by his affected holineſs'and ſtritneſs of life, above all other men, drew admi- 
ration, and innunerable Nſciples after him , which eagerly maintained his 
Dictates, rejecting the ancient Rites. Uſumcaſſanes being yet ſcarce warm in 
his Kingdom, began to ſuſpect choſe great Mectings, and Afſſemblics of peo- 
ple , who many times under pretence of Religion, plot Innovaſion, when 
x0 therefore he finds, that by force he could not ſuppreſs Harduelles, he makes 
him bis ſon in Law, by marying him to his daughter, of which mariage 
came this ſon Iſmael : but Facuppus Uſumcaſſanus his ſon, after his Fathers 
death, by ſome Aſſaſins murthered Harduellzs, and baniſhed or killed his fol- 
lowers, thinking this way to free himſelf of fear and danger. 7{mael being 
yet a child, got out of his Uncles reach, into Hircania; and one of the chict 
Diſciples Techelles, (called from his red Cap, or Turban Cuſelbas, which he 
wore for diſtin&tions ſake) eſcaped over Euphrates unto the leſſer Armenia. 

Theſe two overthrew the poſterity of Uſumcaſsanes,and ſo buſied the Turks, 
that they could have no leiſure tro proſecute their Viitories in Europe. Iſmael 
20 by maintaining his Fathers Doctrine, obtained no leſs love and admiration, 
then he ; ſo that Facuppas being poiſoned by his wife, he reſolves to recover 
his Fathers patrimony, and his Mothers Dowry ; to this purpoſe, he arms 
his Followers, and procured Auxiliaries from Pyrchales, a Prince of Hircania, 
to whom he had fled. So in a ſhort time he recovered his Fathers Eſtate, and 
daily increafing in ſtrength, took by ſtorm Symachia,on the borders of Media. 
Then upon hopes of obtaining the Kingdom of Perſia, marcheth with his 
Army to Tawriſiwm , or Tawra, a flouriſhing City of the Perſians in the 
oreater Armenia, where Alvantes the ſon of Facuppns (who drove his bro- 
ther Miratchamus out of Armenia and Perſia) dwelt. He was hated by the 
30 Citizens, becauſe he murthered many of them for adhering to his brothers 
This Ciry upon the flight of Alvartes thence, yeilded without blowes to 1/- 
mael, with the Kings whole Treaſure, Then hearing that Alvarntes had rai- 
ſed an Army. he fights him. Alvantes loſt both his life and his Army. Upon 
the fame of this Victory , the neighbonring places and people ſubmit ro his 
Law and Government. Thence he marcheth into Meſopotamia againſt Morat- 
chamus, the other brother, who had an Army at Babyloz, but he tearing 1/ma- 
els power, and his own weakneſs , flies With his wife and children, and all 
the wealth he could convay, into Arabia. Iſmael having with his conquering 
Army over-run a great part of the Eaft , he marcherh out of Aſſyria into 
40 Medja, where he takes in ſome Garifons of Alvaztes, and returns into Arme- 
nia. The Albanians, Iberians, and Scythians, beyond the Caſpian Sea, being 
Tributaries to the Perſian, had not paid their Tributes in four years, nor. had 
they ſent all this while any Embaſſador to congratulate the Sophies Victories, 
therefore he reduced them to rheir duty by force of Arms. | 

In this mean while Techelfes by Preaching and Prophecying , drew Cappa- 
decia to join both in Arms and Doctrine with him and by the Perſian 
help, he breaks in upon Lycaoxia, a rich and populous Country , where he 
overthrew Orchanes and Mahumet , BajaFets Nephews ; then he marcheth 
through leſſer Aſia, where Corchurus, BajaFets ſon, was With an Army, but 
50 refuſed to fight : then through Galatia, he breaks in upon Bithynia , where 
hemet with Caragius Baſsa, Commander of the Aftatick Horſe , whom 
they call Beleybei, him Techelles put to flight , and purſues him to Cauthia, 
a town in the midſt of Aſra minor, and - bk beleaguered him. Ar laſt he 
takes rhe town, and Carazzvs alive in ir , With, his wife. From thence he 
intended to take in Pruſia, the Metropolis of Bithynia , but was hindred 
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An.chri ft by Bajaers new Forces under Halt Baſſa, the Macedonian tunuch, whom 
LN Techelles unexpeCtedly meets, and ro keep him off from fighting, took 


Caragius the Beglerbeg, whom he caried about in chains, and paled him 
in the High-way, that they might be affrighted at this ſad ſpeCtacle ; but 
indeed Hali Baſſa was ſo inraged at this ſight, that becauſe he could not 
overtake him with his whole Army, purſues hitn eagerly with eight thou. 
ſand Horſe, and fights him. In the firft encounter, Techeles was worlted, 
but ſhortly after, he got the Victory, and killed Hali Baſſa. To whom 
ſucceeded Fwunus Boſſa, of Epirus, whom Achmet, BajaJets fon , furniſhed 
with Forces. He art laſt drove Techelles out of Afia: Thus doe the Ene- 
mies of Chriſt deſtroy each other. Bajazet being much troubled with 
the diſaſters of this War, with the Gout, and old Age, likewiſe with 
the great calamities of that time, cauſed by Earth-quakes, and the 
plague, began to conſult with his Baſſaes about his ſucceſſor, which oc- 
caſjoned Civil Wars ; for Paja{et had three ſons alive, Achmer, Corchut, 
and Selymus, beſides divers grandchildren. Achmet was beloved of his 
Father, but the Baſſais and Fay. zaries inclined 1n their affections moſt to 
Selymus, by their incitation and aſſiſtance of the Precopit T artar, (whoſe 
daughter Selymus had already maried againſt his Father BajaJets will) Se- 


lym takes Arms moſt unnaturally againſt his Father, but was defeated, 


and by the Baſſais interceſſion, reconciled again to him : yet afterward 2c 
in ſpight of his Father, he was proclaimed Emperour by the ſoldiers, 

who ſwore Allegiance to him: He began his Government from Paricide; 

for having thruſt his Father out of his Empire, poiſoned him by one Ha- 
mana Few , the 66 year of his life, and of his reign 32. he was a better 
Philoſopher then Soldier. 

| Selymus began his Reign, not only from the murther of his Father, but 
of his two Brothers alſo, and their children. He ſtrangled Achmet and 
Corchut, his two Brothers, having firſt overthrown Achmet in a battel, | 
and treacherouſly ſeized upon Corchut, thinking no hurt, but following c 
his privat ſtudy; onely when he heard thar his life was ſought after, he 39 
endeavoured to eſcape into Rhodes. Muſtuphus Baſſa, by whoſe help Sex 
lymus had got the Empire, was for this his good ſervice, firſt ſtrangled, 
and then flung to the dogs ; his crime was, that his affeCtions ſeemed to 
incline more to Achbmer, then to himſelf. Achmers two ſons, Amurath 
and Aladin, both fled; Amurath to 1ſmact the Sophi, and Aladin to Campſo - 
Caurius the Egyptian Sultan, whence aroſe new Wars, which kept Sely- 
mus off from 1nvading Chriſtendom, Amurath with a Perſian Army, 
breaks in upon Cappadocia; Iſmael coming ſoftly after, and was like to have 
caried all this Country, the people came in ſo faſt to him, had not Cher- 
demus Baſſs, Governour of Aſus, ſuppreſſed them with a great power, 40 
Whereupon Selymus paſſeth over into Aſia, where he fell upon - unl- 
ted Forces of Amurath, the Turk, and ſtavgle the Perſia Commanders, 
with whom alſo 1ſmael joins his Army. When he heard that Selymus 
was come,a bloudy battel is fought, in which 1ſmael was ſhot in the ſhoul- 
ders, andſo was forced to withdraw himſeif out of the Army, whom 
the ſoldiers followed 3 by which the Turk obtained the Victory, but to 
the loſs of thirty thouſand of his men, whereof many of them were of 
great accompt with him ; 'the Perſian Army confiſted but of thirty thou- 
ſand Horſe, whereas the Turks were an hundred and fifty thouſand 
Horſe and Foot, After this Victory, Selymws befiegeth Tauriſa, the Perſo- i 
ans Regal Seat, which being by the Citizens ſurrendred, he waſted and 
plundred. Shortly after, he brings back his Army into Cappadecta, fear- 
10g that Iſmael was returning with a freſh Army of 1berian, and Alba- 
»an Horle men, who at this day are called Georgians and Mayereliavs, 
in

murthered with a poiſoned Coat, which the mother ſuſpefting, gave it not 
to Solyman, but to one of his Chamber, who by it was quickly killed.

The Turkiſh Hiſtory under Solyman, Selymus, Amurath 34, Mahumet 3*,Ach- 
_ Muſtapha, Oſman and Amurath 4*, from the year 1520, till the end 
of 1636. 


> Olyman the only ſon of Selymus, ſucceeded GaFelles, Governour 
2 of Syria, thinking himſelf how freed from his Oath by the 
death of Selymus, revolted, intending to make himſelt Ma- 
ſter of Syria, for this cauſe he entertains alt the remainders of 
the Mamalucs , and the inhabitants of that- Country, which 
flock to him in great numbers. He infinuates himſelf alſo in- 
to the afftetions of the great Maſter of the Rhodes ,, from whom he deſired 
ſome Artillery, Arms, and Gallies. He ſcnds alſo privately to Cajerbeins in 
Alcair, Governour of Zgypt , exhorting him'to joyn, and to revenge the 
blood of the Circaſsians , and to re-eſtabliſh in the deſtruction of the Twrks, 
the old government by Sultans, But Cajerbeius conſidering the difficulty 
of this buſineſs, and that no credit was to be oiven to an old Enemy, kills 
the Agent, and makes the Twrk acquainted with the plot. Wherenpon $So- 
z0lyman ſends Farates Baſſai , with an Army into» Syria , which fo affrigh- 
ted GaFelles , that though he had taken Tripoli, and other Gariſons from. the 
; Turk, yer he betakes himſelf into Damaſens ; hither Farates repairs , with all 
{pecd. GaFelles reſolves to hazard all in one battel, and either ro get the vi- 


7 ory, or elſe todie honourably - both Armies joyned, in this conflict , both 


he and his Mamalxcs Were cut off by this victory ; Syria is recovered, and the 

fidelity. of Cairbeius is confirmed.

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Notwithſtanding Sohyman would

laſt the Towres and Walls ons bevy 4m the Turks fcize upon the remote 
parts of the Town. Then with their Mottar pieces, they batter down the hou: - 
{es within the City, to the tertour of the inhabitants. All this while the Rho- 
dians had no ſupply froth Chriſtendom ; though the Turk had received Re- 
cruits from Egypt and Natolia, for Cajerbeins ſent forty ſhips with all manner 
of Warlike proviſion. Mean while he Hadrian arrived out of Spain into 
Ttaly, with ſome ſhips and Gallies , and about three thouſand Foot. Theſe 
he was adviſed to ſend to Rhodes, and joyn with the fifty Yeretian Gallies rea- to 
dy at Creteg but he refuſed to ſend them : wherefore the Rhodians having nci- 
ther help, nor hope, ſurrendred themſelves to the Turk , conditionally they 
might enjoy their lives and goods; exctpt the braſs Ordnance 5 which was 
granted, and carefully obſerved by Sdlyman, who would not ſuffer the ſoldiers 
to touch any conſecrated thing belonging to Saint Fohns Church, when he en- 
tred Rhodes with thirty thouſand men; there was not a word heard ſpoken a- 
mong them , But 3 ſilent as Carrhwſias Monks. When Yilladaas took his 
leave of Splyan, be was diſinifled with all coutteſie ; fo that Solymat tirhing - 
abciſt to one of his Baſcais, Fald , It #tleves the (Faith he) to ſee this unform- 

nate old man driven from his habitation, ant -to depart. hence with ſo ſad a % 
colintenance: So this Bulwark of Chriſtendom, to the honour of Solyman, 
and diſhonour of Chriſtendom, was ſfteridied after fix mofths ſiege. In 
oypt Cajerbrins died, to whom ſiicceeded LAcomath Baſsa, who thought to 
have made hiinſelf S»irzz, but his plot Was detefted , and he juſtly puniſhed 
with death. Habraim Baſsa, Solymans Favorite, is ſteht to quict Zeypr, which 
he did with great wiſdom, wherefore he wis ſhortly after called home to Con- 


ſtantinople, by Solymay, and honoured with the Title of Fegltrbee, or Lord 


of Lords. 
Afﬀeer this, S#lymay proclaiins war againſt Hwmgay : King Zndowic raiſes 
an Army of twenty four thonſand Horſe and Foor, of raw and unskilfull men 32 
neither had he any ſupply from rhe Chriſtian Princes, except from the Pope, 
who of his own charges raiſed for him ſome German and Bohemian Foot. 
The Turkiſh Army confiſted of two hundred thouſand men, which made So- 
hmat ad mire the Kings folly, that would with an handful of men oppoſe him- 
elf roſuch a mighty Army , but the iinfortunate King was adviſed to fight 
by- Paul Tomor, Arch-Biſhop of Collocen,, who had heretofore in'ſome lighr 
Skirmiſhes, beat the Turk, but never encountred kim before in any ſet Bat- 
tel. In the end, this unfortunate King as we Have ſaid already, was drowned 
in a Bog, riot being able by reaſon © his heavy Arms , to get out from under 40 
his Horſe; the thouſand Horſe, his Life-guatd,m defending the Waggons and 
Baggage, were cut off, the Arch-Biſhop, with the. other Biſhops ſlain, and 
the whole Army utterly defeared, fo that few eſcaped with their lives, norwith- 
ſtanding that the Turkiſh Ordnance did no hurt z for the Gunners being Chri- 
ſtians, ſhot Pry over their heads. The Bittl being fought, Solymas . 
marcheth to Buaz, where the Caſtle was ſurrendred to him; the Gariſon dif- 
mifſed with life and-goods. Two brazen Statiies fet ap by Matrhias, were 
caried thence to Conſtanrinaple xs a Trophy of Solyhiins Vitory, Who ſtayed

a member of the Kingdome of Zgypr, whereof now he was ſupreme

bound to-make reſtitution. The Yenetians though much troubled at the 
burning of their Arſexal lately. yet reſolve not to looſe that noble Iſland

Pats loſt'their lives by the ſword, famin, and water, befides the Furope- 
it Tarnars, the Turks Auxiliaries were all cut off; wherefore Muſtapha 
& removed from his Generalſhip , and Sjinan Baſſaiis made chief Vitier 
or Conneeller, whoſeſutceſs in this War was no. better then Muftapha's,, 
who fearing publick (puniſhment, put violent hands on himſelf , his'e- 
ſtate by this, fell to the Sultan. $1749 Baſſai alfofor his bad ſucceſs is put 
out of his place and baniſhed ; neither was the lack of his ſucceilor ' Fe- 
Fztes much butter. About this time alſo the _Precopit Tartars , who 1n- 
habit'7 a }0a, Cherſoneſus, of the Turks confederates are made their ſlaves, 
vvhich ts'the-effect commonly of the Tark: friendſhip.

The'Baſſai of Sidon for favouring the Florentin , is purſu- 
ed by Achmet, whereupon he flycth ro Florence with 14” 00 weight of -gold. 
Naſuff Baflai is execured for holding intelligence with'the Perſian, 'Faraia, 
the ſuppoſed ſon of 'Mahumet 3*, joyned with the Aſiatick rebels, hoping there- 
by to recover his right : Achmet beſides his Circaſran Sultaneſſe , maintained 
400 Concubins, he died the 3o year of his age.. | 
'' #ehmet dying ," refignes the Government to his brother Muſtapha, who 
had becnſhutup in a Celſto follow his devorions ; fo being preferred to his 
brother Athmets ſons performes his Funerall Ceremonies, but he was en- 
vied for his auſterity ,' and held tinfit for ſo great a burthen as the Govern- 
20 ment of that Monarchy, therefore after three months is ſent back to his old

on' Yalachia and Moldavid, by the aihiſtance of the Tartars, becauſe the

;0 fore O94 endeayoiired to deſtroy him: z for this cauſe he ſends Campagivs as 
his Lieutenant. Two bartrtels' are fought ,' in the firſt the Polonian prevailed, 
and Campagimns is killed ; In the ſccond: the 'Twks have the better, and Gra- 
3ien with his Auxiliaries cut off : *Hereupon Oſman turns the Poland Am- 
baſſfador out of his Court, and denounceth- open war againſt him , who 
at the ſame time was like ro be murthered by a Villain, In Moldavis a 
battell is fought , wherein the Twrks defeat the Polander : But the next March 
Prince Ladiſlaw with fifty thouſand falls furiouſly upon the 8 arbarians , and 
utterly defeats them : Oſman being highly inraged at this , brings an army 
of three hundred thouſand into' Moldavia, but'againſt the will of his friends.

Oſmans brother being 16 years of age'; 10 in the 
paceof 16 months, Terkie ſaw three Sultans, whote large bribes exhau- 
ted the treaſury: For the Spachi and Janizaries eſteem rthetr; Emperors

year ; for their houſes were ſuddenly ſealed up : A Yenetian Merchant was 
carricd up to the Turret on his houſe, and there hanged , a red Flag being put 
out to let the Sultan know that execution was done : The 4 Am rs 0 
Frante; England, Venice and Holland, were carried to the Arſchall , and accy- 
ſed for building new houſes with Chappels without the Sulran's leave z where- 
fore the French Chappel is commutes to be pulled down, which was done 
the next day : The Merchants are imptiſoned , and are forced to pay 2co00 
dollars apiece for their ranſome : The Engliſh payment came to 200c © dol- 
lars, the 4 Ambaſladors are again convented , and defiredto deliver up what 
30 arms they had in their houſes upon pain of death, all other ſorts of people 
- were exacted upon , bur ar laſt the Sultan perceiving his error , and danger 
was brought in if this Tyrannicall a& ſhould be known abroad , promiſed 
to make reſtitution of other arms,though not of the ſame that were taken(this 
nor confiſting with his honor)and ſarisfaion for the monys ſciſed on,cxcult 
his fat, us being done of want, urged to raiſe money for his neceſliric. Theſc 
troubles at laſt were known to proceed from the French Ambaſladors debts, 
which they negleed to pay, though money was raiſed in 'Marſelles to thas pur- 
poſe z this made the Creditors call to the Sultan for Juſtice. | 
The Sukan fearing a new inſurretion of the Janizaties, cauſed the Muffts 
46 who had all this while protected himſelf under the great Tar#, from their fiv- 
ry , tobe put todeath ; whereby they were quickly appeaſed. The Sultan 
prepares a'great Army againſt Poland, for ſome outrages commutted by the 
Polucks and Caſſacks, this great army marched toAarianople, where they Raid 
40 days , till the meſſenger returned from Poland, whom the Sultan ſent with 
certain Articles of peace; which were hearkned to by the Polanger, and ſo the 
Army is disbanded. The French Ambaſſador for ſome miſdemeanors is 
ſent home by the Sukans command , with his Declaration that he meant to 
keep all fair correſpondency with the French King , and the other Princes, 
whoſe Ambaſſadors lay at Conſtantinople. The Captain Baſlai is preferred 
52 and ſent Baſſai to Buds : The Sultan reſolves with all the ſtrength he could 
make to weaken the Perſians greatneſs , therefore goeth in perſon with a nume- 
rous army4 intending alſo by this to weaken his unruly aries, and to 
keep then from murinies by ſuch imployments : In this expe 0 
Rejvan aplace of conſequence, then marching as far as Tawir, rageth with 
fire and Ford withour reſiftance ; ſo having loſt divers men-with want and 
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Ebriftt ſickneſs, returns with more ph-then conqueſt. The Swlra7 was no ſoon- 
| er returned, but news came that the Perſian with a great Army beſieged Rej- 


van, i An Army is diſpatched to raiſe the ſiege, but before they came, being 
hindred by their By#am, or lent,the Town'is taken, and the Twrks in it put to 
the ſword, or ranſom, The Faniartes finding that the Sultan was not affet- 
ed to them, by employing them againſt the Perſians , from whom little was 
to be had,but blows ; and thatby theſe mcans he meant to weaken and wear 
them our, they reſolve ſoon to depoſe him , others to put him to death. The 
Swltax.perceiving this, flings a ſop among them to keep them from biting or 
barking. He LiQribures large ſums, and ſo mitigates their anger, and pro- jg 
cures his own ſafety.

at laſt he yeilderth a paſſage. But this Expedition came at length to nothing ; 
For upon the ſad news of the loſs of Conſtantinople, , the Italian Princes mide 
Peace among themſelves. Fohn Duke 4 AlarRon' is declared by the King 
guilty of High Treaſon, for ſolliciting the Englefh to return: into France, 
but afterward is pardoned : The Dolphin was now'iin-ſtead of four months,ab- 
{ent four years from the Court, carying himſelf like a King in his own Coun= 
1otry, by making Laws, and receiving. Ambaſladors ; the: King fends' an 
Army with command to bring him ro the Court z_ the young, Prince fearing 
rhe worſt, flyes to the Duke of Burgundy, who excuſes himfelf to the King 
that being his Vaſſall, he could nor refuſe to intertain his ſonne.” Peter Fre- 
goſe Duke of Genua, being crofled by the contrary Faction, and fearing the 
oreatneſle of Alphonſus, King of CArragon, conveys himtlelt and his eſtate 
into Fraxce, Mean while Alphozſus dicth , and leaves his Fathers king- 
domes to his Brother Fohn,. but Naples to his Baſtard ſon Ferdinand, but 
Pope Calixtus would not yeild that. a Baſtard ſhould be King-of Naples; 
Ferdinand 4lledgeth that Pope Engenins on this condition crowned Alphon- 
20 /us, that Ferdinand might ſucceed him, which was confirmed by Pope: Nz- 
colans. 

Pope Pius who ſucceeded Calixtws, to avoid further trouble ,- fearing leſt 
Sfora and Ferdinand , who were very intimate, ſhould-joyn their Forces, 
and raiſe a new Warin Italy, Crowns Ferdinand King of Naples, conditio- 
nally that this ſhould not prejudice thoſe that could ſhew-.Title to thar 
Crown. | | 

Upon the report of this Coronation, Fohn ſon to Rene of Anjou, pro- 
Cures a great Fleet from Gena and Province, to. make War-againſt Fer- 
dinand at Naples, complaining againſt the Pope for Crownihg+ his Enemy. 
30 Not long after Fohz obtains a great Victory upon Ferdinand, {o that he 
was like to conquer Naples, had he not delayed too long till Ferdinand had 
recruted himſelf. In the Interim the Gennors revolt from Duke Fohn, and 
the French , who had nothing now left them but the Caſtle with Savorre. 
Upon this King Rexe marcheth with a French Army againſt 'Gezua;, but 
being defeated , and two thouſand of his men cut in pieces , was fain to 
retire tO Savorre, 

Upon report that the Turk had taken TrapeFuud, that great and rich 
City in Ports, the people ſends to the Chriſtian Princes for aid againſt the 
Turk, bewailing the miſerable condition of Chriſtendome. The Dolphin 
zo being in the Burgundians Countrey, reſolves to goe againſt the Twrks : His 
Father ſends firſt to have him come and ſpeak with him; which hee retu- 
{cd to doe, wherefore the King ſends to the Pope, ro know which way 
he might difinherit this difobedient ſon; the Pope commends the Dolphins 
real, and reproves the King ; he alſo animates the French to ſtand by the 
Dolphin in this his noble intentions, ſhewing to them the valour and devo- 
tion of their Predecefſors , in ſubduing theſe barbarous Infidels : the Duke 
of Burgandy alſo proteſts to make a Voyage himſelf, orto ſend an Army 
againſt the Turks, The Dolphin had then a ſon born to him, whom hee 
called Duke of Normandy : The King miſtruſting he had been poiſoned,re- 
59 Fuſed to touch any Victuals ; At laſt being importuned to ear by his friends,

States of his Dutchy, about ſuch weighty mamers. -Mean while he ſends 

his Agents diſguiſed in divers habits, to the King of Exzland , and other Fo- 

ram Princes; he makes alſo a ſtrait alliance with Charles Count of Charolozy, 

Duke Philzps ſon of 6+) to whom the King ſends Ambaſſadors, accu- 

ſing his ſon for allying himſelf with the Duke of Britany, a great friend to 

Exeland ; arid withall they caſt divers foul aſperfions upon him : the Duke 20 

ſuffered not his ſon to ſpeak , fearing his raſhneſs , but ſpoke himſelf , excu- 

fing his ſons ations , and accuſing the Kings breach of promiſes. The 

next day the Count ſpoke for himſelf ; that though he had entertained amity 

with the Duke of Brit any, yet it was not to vedjndice France, but to advance 

the publicF good. But ſhortly after it appeared , that the Princes were much 

diſcontented, among the reſt Charles Duke of Berry, the Kings brother,who 

hadrall confpired'to reſtore the Gentry and Clergy of France , and generally 

the whole people, now groaning under heavy preflures, to their ancient privi- 

ledees and freedvrhi; + Por this cauſe the Count of Charolors enters Piccardy, 

wich a Army, 'as Lieutenant General to the Duke of Berry ; he marcheth 39 

towards Paris; and by Boats on the River Seine, ſeizeth upon the Bridge of 

Saint Cleve. ' The Duke of Barboy chaſeth away all the Kings Officers our 

of that Country , and ſeizeth on the Mony, that was raiſing for the King; 

who was nothing deje&ted art all this, but raiſerh what Forces he can, and en- 

counters with Count Charles at Mont F Hery , where a ſharp Skirmiſh is 

fought, to the loſs of above two thouſand ; the Count was wounded in the 

Romach and throat : it was given out that the King was ſlain, upon which the 

Count 4 Main fled, but that report was falſe ; for when the King uncovered 

his -y3 , and ſhewed himſelf, his ſoldiers took courage again, and fought 

ſtoutly. 40 
Afrer the Battail was fought at Mont P Hery, the King returns to Corbeil, 

and from thence to Parzs, where he ingratiates himſelf by fair words and pro- 

miſes, with the Citizens , for ſo Sforſ« Duke of MiHan, who had ſent him 

ſome Auxiliaries of Horſe and Foot adviſed him. By his affability he got 

the good will of the Parifians , and then he goeth into Normandy to raiſc 

ſtrength there alſo. - Mean time the Dukes, Counts, and Barons, had fate 

down in three ſeveral places before Pars, whether they ſent ſome Heraults to 

defire them to ſend ſome of their wiſeſt men , to know the reaſons why this 

Army fate down there ; and withall to deliberate about a way of Accom- 

modation. The Ciry having met, and adviſed upon this, ſends the Biſhop 59 5 

of Pars, with ſome other prime men; to whom the united Princes ſhew, 

that the Kings inſolent Government, ' his changing of the Laws and Cuſtoms, 

his deſpifing of the Nobility , and oppreſſing of the people, moved them to 

take Arms, that things might be righted, which wonld be done the ſooner, if 

Payis the chief City , would by joyning with them , ſhew good _— 
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others. Hereupon rhe Pariſuunrthonght ir fit'the City Gates ſhould be 4n. Chriſti 
opened tothe Princes;,' conditionally that their foldiers would doe no — WV 
wrong, but pay for what they. take 3 and that che Kings conſent may 
be required in this matter. The King being advertiſed of this, extream-- 
ly was inraged, and repairs to Parſs with ſome Foot Forces, where hee 
reproves theCity ingeneral, and particularly the Biſhop, for offering to 
entertain a Parley with his Enemies : For this cauſe the King hated him 
ever after, and cauſed his Epitaph over his Tomb to be raken down. The 
Princes failing of their intentions, and of the Cities afliſtance, refolve 

16 to give the King Battel, which he altogether declined, not willing to 
hazard all upan an uncertain Batte), as Sforſs adviſed him, but he mans, 
and fortifies all the Gates, Walls, and Towns of the City ; great hurt 
was done at Charenion, by the Ordnance ;z fome Sallies and Skirmiſhes 
were permitted by the King, and Fortifications are raiſed on both ſides. 
Charoloss makes a Bridge of Boats, for Tranſporting his Army , which 
preſently after ſeizeth on ſome of the Suburbs, and drives away the —_ 
men from thence. Then a Truce for twodays is agreed on;the King ſends 
his Chancellor to know the Duke of Berries minde , whom nothing will 
content but the Dutchy of Nermandy; then the King defires a Parley 

20 with Charolow, whom he flatters, and makes believe, that he was ſorr 
his Chancellour , whom he ſent to his Father. had uſed any diſtaſtfu 
words, having no ſuch Commiſſion. By this hegained more of Chare- 
leis, then he could doe by force. The Trucets from day to day renued 
ſorhat now there isintercourſe between'the City , and the Camp, and 
revolting on both fides, chiefly from the King, whoſe pretences were 

not fo {pecious,as thoſe of the Princes, which aimed at the publick good; 
therefore the King gives order to foot all fuch as ſhquld cither come 
from, or goto the City without leave. 'A falſe report was brought to 
the Princes, that the next morning the King meant to give them battel, 
_ :o which preſently alarumed them, ſo that all night they ſtood in batrell 
_ Aray, for fear -of ſurpriſal; bilt this was only a falſe fire. It was alſo 
given outin Normexdy, that the King and Princes had made a Peace; and 
that Berry the Kings brother, ſhould be Duke of Normandy, which gladed 
the Normans hearts, who longed t&have# Duke. Mean while rhe Duke 
ot Burben enters Rohan, and takes it in the name of the Duke of Berry. 
Upon this, the King deſires another Parley with Count Charolop, vyherc- 
in he offers Normandy tothe Duke of Berry, ſatisfaQion to the other Prin- 
ces; the payment of his fiſters mariage portion to the Duke of Barboy, 

- and aſſiſtance ro the Duke of Lorrain, for recoyering of Naples; fo a 

40 peace is agreed upon, whichithe Princes vvillingly accept , becaufe of 
Winter drawing on. Sforſa's Forces underſtanding that the Peace was 
concluded, returns home, having done much hurt in Burbons Country * 
thus the begun War ended, but not the priyate grudges. 

The Duke of Britain grew angry at this peace , by vyhich Charolos ob- 
tained all the chief Towns on the Riyer of Sowe, and the Kings brother, 
Normandy for Berry ; vyhereas he who had been ar more charges in this 
War, then any other, except Charolois, had nothing advanced himſelf, 
either 1n bis eſtate or honour ; therefore he with divers Lords , begin to 
look on the new Duke of Normandy, as a rifing Sun, and to expect ad- 

50 Vancement by his means. The King who was cunning to ſow the ſeeds 
of diſcord among the Princes, cauſed a report to fly abroad , thar whillt 
the Duke of Normandy was lodged upon S. Katherins Hill necr Rohan, till 
the City was fitted for his receprion m State; the Britatns meant to cary 
him away into their Countrey ,, whereupon the Rohaners before the 
day appointed for folemnity , brings in the Duke without any ſtare - 
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all, ſaye onely that the Clergy waited on-him with the Croſs, Briteny 
fearing that this people would be moved againſt him, returnshome , ta- 
king ome towns of Normandy by the way, which he. fortified with Ga. 
riſons » Mean while the King comes with an Army againſt his brother in 
Rohan, whonow being forſaken by Brittany, and Cherolow 'employedina 
war a gainſt the Ziegeos , was forced to ſubmit, and part with both his 


Dutchies'of Berry and Normandy, and to retire again into Brittany, where 


he had his fir(t aſſiſtance in this late war. 

The Government. of Brittany is reſtored to Burbony for his good ſer- 
vice in recovering Normandy to the King : Lorrain having received men xg 
and mony from the King towards the recovering of Nyples,did wave that 
enterpriſe, in regard his father and other friends, had ſo bad ſucceſs in 
it heretofore; he intends therefore to recover the right his anceſtors 
pretended to the Kingdome of Ar7agon, having crofled the Pyrenians , he 
began to proſper well in Spain, till the Plague ſeiſed on his Camp , of 
which diſeaſe he died : The King preſently upon this calls back his Ar- 
my, andimploys it againſt the Duke of By:#rany, whilſt Charolos is hin- 
dred by the Liegegian war; for upon the death of his father Duke Phz. 
lip of Burgundy, who held the Liegeos in great awe, impoſed a tribute on 
them, and took divers places from them, for-refuſing to obey their 
young Biſhop Lew of Burbon, the Duke of Burgundies Nephew, whom 20 
the Pope had confirmed in that rich Biſhoprick upon the intreaty of his 
Uncle,and promiſe he made to raiſe an army againſt the T#rk ; w* young 
Biſhop could not in a long time be induced to take on him the Order of 
Prieſthood : I fay, Duke Philip being dead, the Liegeos began to reaſſume 
their liberty ; therefore they turn the Bargundian Qeritcns out of their 
Towns, which ſo exaſperated Chards, that he enters their Countrey with 
fire and ſword, defeats them ina battell;takes Leige,and diſmantles it,and 
impoſeth on them. heavier burthens and taxes then. ever his Father 
did. | VA by | 

In this mean time King Lews forceth his brother Charls and the Duke 33 
of Brittany to make their peace with him, promiſing his brother an year- 
ly penſion of 35 thouſand crowns, conditionally he quit his claim to the 
Dutchie of Normandy ; at:which time the Duke of Burgundy, having 
quieted Liegeos, and Gantos, prepares to aſſiſt his antient friends , Berry 
and Britanyy. As he was on his march, newes came that they two were 
reconciled to the King , ..which he did not at firſt believe, ſuppoſing 
this newes had been given out, bythe King, to hinder his march, bur at 
laſt by Legats from the King and theſe two Princes, he was aflured of 
their reconciliation : The King defires Byrgwndy to meet him at Peronye,

Burgundy 
is invited again by the Conſtable to ſeiſe on Saint Quintin; ſome Engliſh 
to this purpoſe are {ent before , who being beaten off from the Town 
with great Ordnance,diſheartned King Edward from any further attempt. 
-In the interim whilſt Burgundy was gone to Lorrain for his Army , to joyn 
20 with:the Engliſh : a peace is propounded between France and Eveland, 
which ſo much diſquiered the Duke of Bergundy , that he ſends Letters 
to the King of England full of gall, - acculing his —_— towards 
him, whoof a-poor baniſhed man had made him King. The French 
King mean while Courts the Conſtable with ſmooth Letters: One time 
the Conſtable ſent a meſſenger to the King , who being called into the 
Kings Chamber , where ſome' of Burgundtes chief ſervants were hid be- 
hindthe Hangings, told the King openly that the Conſtable had wrought 
ſo with King Edward, and Duke Charls, that they were quite parted, and 
* thatilFlapguage had been 'given by the Duke to the King : Atlaſt the 
30 peace between the two Kingdoms is confirmed, in which Burgandy is alſo 
mcluded.'. After King Edward was gone home, King Lews and Duke 
Charls plot together to be revenged on the C onftable for abuſing them 
both, -He remonſtrates to the French King how carefull and faithfull 
he had always been to preſerve the Kings Towns : The King ſecmingly 
acknowledgeth it, and commends the Conſtable, telling his meſſen- 
ger'thatin'his Counſels he wanted the Conſtables head-piecez which 
the King meant otherwiſe then the Meſſenger underſtood it : For the 
King meant to have his head. Therefore it 1s agreed berween the King 
and Duke, that the French ſhould have his body , and the Burgundiens 
his goods and Saint 9uintin. Sothat the poor Conſtable is now for- 
40 _ by. all his friends, and knows not whether to goe, nor whatto 
oe. 33 
Atlaſt after long deliberation , he reſolves to caſt himſelf upon the 
Duke of Burgundy, as being eafier tobe appeaſed then the King , there- 
fore retires himſelf into Hewawls torhoſe that commanded there under 
the Duke, who was then before Nancy, hoping totake it, and tobe 
Maſter of all that Dutchie : Thither came ſome Meſſengers from the 
King, demanding according to agreements, the Conſtable ; the Duke 
who alſo underſtood that theKing had now an Army upon the borders of 
50 Campaigne,” was in doubt what to do'+ To deliver the Conſtable was 
Treachery, to retain him, dangerous, 'and a means tolooſe his hopes of 
Nancy, therefore ſends order'; that on ſuch a day the Conſtable fhould 
be delivered to the French, hoping before that time, Nancy would be, ta- 
ken, and then he would recall his WR. ; but the day being _

wr Sigiſ/mund Duke of <Avuſtris, had by the help of the Switzers reta- 
ken Kerrtth from Duke Charls : Wherefore he denounceth Warre a- 
gainſt them. They humbly deſire peace, and promiſe all faithfull ſer. 
vice to the Duke, if he will entertain them ; They afliſted Sigiſmaund , 
onely to recover his Rightz they ſhew alſo the poverty of their 1, 
Countrey, not worthie to be Conquered; But he goeth on 1n his 
relolutions, and would not be diſſwaded from this Warre ; he raiſfeth 
a formidable Army, hoping not onely to ſubjugate the SwitJers, but 
alſo to make himſelf great in 1:«/y, becauſe Frederick, Prince of Taren- 
iww, ſon to Ferdinand, King of Naples, was come to marry bis daugh- 
ter ; befides old Rewe of Amjow, King of Sicily, had promiſed to quit 
his right in Si9#/y to Duke Cherles, and would alſo putinto his hands 
the Countie of Provence, having now no ſonnes of his owne. The 
Duke of Ailas fearing the Bargundien greatneſs, ſends to confirm his 
League with France. 

The King of Pormmgalinearly allied to Duke Charles, comes'to France 
to procure a generall peace. The old King of $iclly alſo comes to ſee his 
Nephew King Lewis. Mean while the Duke of takes Lavuſay- 
ne trom the Swit7eys ; and ſhortly after Granſos , where he hanged 
five hundredand twelve Switzers , which ſo inraged the reſt of that Na- 
tion; that they raifed a | ga Army , fought and defeated the Duke, 
took all his Baggage and ammunition, regained Grayſo», unhanged 
and buried their Countrey men,, and hanged as many Burgwndians as 
they found in the Towne- | 

The Dake having recolleed his diſperſed Forces, and raiſed new, 39 
ſends to Flanders Be a ſupply of money , which was promiſed if the 
Dukes perſon or Dominions were 1a danger, but not on a Warre ſo re- 
mote and needleſs : Notwithſtanding he returns with a new Army, and 
beſiegeth Mort. Rene Duke of Lorrain then in France, is made Generall 
of the Switzers, againſt Duke Charles their Common Enemy , having ob- 
tained money and men from King Lews; becauſe he was to paſs through 
the Bargwndian Territories to the Switzers, A ſecond battel is _ 
and a {econd overthrow given to the Duke, 21 days after the firſt. 
The Dukes high ſpirit could nor be broken with this misfortune, but 
ſwelled bigger, raging tobe twice beaten by a young unskilfull Prince, 4# 
and a baſe beggarly people as he called them, wh he had beaten fo 
t Potentates heretofore, reſolves to have the third incounter with 
them. In the interim, by the Switzers help , Lorrain is reſtored agai 
ro his own Countrey with great joy : Duke Charles could nor be diſ- 
{waded by the Xing of Portvget, nor his other Friends, from fighting 
again wich the Swizers, nor beleeve that King Lews had all this while 
contrary to the peace aided Lorrein with men and money , obſtinate- 
ly goeth again with a Freſh Army, and __ Nancy in the dead 
of Winter, where he loſt both his Army and li 

The newes of vvhich vvas {ſo vvelcvme to the French Xin 
that he gave the Meſſenger one hundred and fifty Marks of Silver,after 
his death , the Prince of Orange beeing of great Power and wealthie , 
putsintothe Kings hand, both the Dutchie and Countie of Burgundy, 
for the flower of the Nobility was killed in the laſt three Battels : 
So 
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ſo little reſiſtance could be feared: TheKing comes with an Army into Pic- 


cardie,and regains his Towns there, which the Duke had kept from him. 

Mean while Mary the Duke's heir and onely daughter, ſends Ambaſ. 
ſadors tothe King, defiring him to remove his Army from her borders , 
and ſhewing that by the Salique Law of France, ſhe could not be exclu- 
ded*from the Counties of Flanders, Artois, and the adjacent places , 
that he ought to prote@ and not injure a young Lady and Orphan, who 


would make a fitter match for his ſonthe Dolphin, then the daughter of | 


England can. Theſe Ambaſſadors having goods and lands in thoſe places 
10 Which the King had taken, in favour of themſeves complyed in ſome 
things with the King. 

Philip Crevecure Governor of Artois is abſolved by King Lewis from his 
Oath of Allegeance to Duke Charts; 1ſo that he becomes now ſervant 
wholly to the French, by his means the King recovers: Arras, and Boy- 
longue, The Xing ſends to Princeſs Mary his Barbar, one Oliay, to per- 
{wade her privatly to put her ſelf under the prote&ion of France, 
from whence ſhe is both by the Father and Mother : The Princeſs was 
then at Ganzt, of whom the Towneſmen were ſo carefull , that the 
ſuffered none to ſpeak with her in privat; wherefore the Barbar being 
zo lulpeted , was commanded to depart thence, who preſently retired to 
' Turnay, where he carried himſelf ſo cunningly , that he got thirty of the 
ſtouteſt there to aid him upon all occaſions, wherefore he writes Geritly 


to the Captains of the next Gariſons, that they fail not to be at Twrnay by 


break of day the next morning, which was done; ſa one of the Gates 
was opened, they were let in, andthe Town taken, Upon this the 
Gamtos allemble the States of Flanders,, who appoint a Counſel! for go- 
verning the:Princeſs : Then they ſend Ambaſſadors to France, to acquaint 
the King , that the Princeſs had condeſcended to be ruled altogether by 
their Counſel]. The Xing willing to make diſſention between the Flemins 
q and the Princeſs cHary's Counſellers, aſſures the Gantoz.that their 
Chancellor Hugonet , brought him Letters from their Lady quite contra- 
ry towhat they ſaid; wherefore when the Ambaſſadors were returned 
to Gaunt, the Chancellor Hugonet is accuſed of Treaſon, and of the loſs 
of Arras, and ſo is beheaded. 

Shortly after this , the Gantos ſets at liberty the Duke of Gelders fon, 
who had been impriſoned there by Duke Charls of Burgundy , him they 
imploy to _— Tournay : But the King's Gariſon there ſallies out upon 
him,defeats his Forces,and kills him on the place. Arras hoping to be ai- 
ded by the Games, rebelled againſt the King, but he ſhortly reduced them 

0 apgain,and ſends away the Inhabitants to another: part of the Kingdume, 
- and planted French merthere. About this time, Maximilian the Empe- 
rors ſon comes intoFlanders,and matcheth with the Princeſs Mary: A little 
before the Prince of Orange who had hitherto complied with the French 
upon hope to recover by the King, his Grandfathers lands-derained 
from him by Duke Charls ; and now. perceiving he was deluded, Taiſeth

thing they got there, nor could he ever ſend Forces to aid the Florentins 
his allies, but ſtill they were ſetupon by Pope Sixt , and Ferdinand 
King of Naples ; yer to intimidat the Pope, he calls a Gallican Synod at 
orleans , to adviſe about the reeſtabliſhing of the Pragmatick SanCtion 
in France , and aboliſhing the power of — money thence to Rome 
for bulls ; but here was nothing concluded : The next year they meet 
again at Lionsz mean while the Pope revokes his cenſures againſt the 
Florentins , abſolvesand tnakes peace with them. The Kings Amballa- 
dor returning trom Florence , goeth for Millan, where he receiveth in the 
Kings name the homage due to him from Bonne, the Dutcheſs 10 behalt of ;, 
her young ſon, for Gexus, whereof he was then Lord , and which held 
of the Crown of France. 

At that time Province fell to the French King by the death of Rexe Xing 
of Sicily. in whom the male kinde of the houſe of Anjou failed, where- 
fore Anjon and Main return to the King and Province alſo,by the laſt will of 
Rene , of which young Rene Duke of Lerrain complained. In the inte- 
rim M:ximilian fights the French at Terovenxe, defeats them, and be-= 
comes Maſter of the place : King Lewis not willing to hazard any more 
upon uncertain battels, defires peace, which was obtained by the death 
ot Mary the Dutcheſs, Maximilians wife, who left two young children, 
Philip and Margaret, the Gantou who undertook the tuition of the young 26 
children, offer the French King , that if he would quit his allyance 
with England, young Princeſs Margaret now three years old , ſhould be 
conveyed into France to be betrothed to the Dolphin , with whom in 
marriage ſhould be given the Counties of Artois and Burgundy :' To this 
the King aflented. The peace is concluded, and the baniſhed Arts;frens 
returned again to A#& , which ſince the baniſhment was new-named 
French Town : Not long after this, King Lewis being ſickly and 60 years 
old (an age which none of his predeceflors fince Hegh Capiet the firſt King 
of that race have exceeded) departeth this life, having ated the Fox 
rather then the Lion all his __ z he was defirous before his death ro fee 30 
his ſon Crowned, therefore ſends to Reims for the holy oyle , which ar.

Pope Alexander being reconciled to Alphonſus , entertains his ſon Ferdinand, 
with his whole Army at Rome : But underſtanding that all things ſucceeded 


well with Charles, and that he had gotten Viterbium , he diſmifſeth the Nea- 4 


politans, and receiyeth Charles into the city ; having firſt for ſafety retiredito 
the Caſtle of S. Anhelo,being guilty of his own crimes, whichhe redeems by 


large Bribes given, and promiſes made to King Charles, 'to'whom all the 


kingdom. of Naples ſubmits, except the Caſtle, which heldiout a while. Al- 
phonſws being. hated. by. his people, refignes the.kingdome to; his: ſon Ferds- 
and, and betakes himſelfto a Monaſtic life : but the;1talians could not brook 
long the .

becauſe he would nor reſtore the Towns they put in his hands ; the Yenetians 
and Sfortians fight him, bur are worfted. Charles indeed got the Vidory; but 
ſhortly after loſt all his booty , being caried away by the' Mercenary Greeks, 
under the Yenetian: ſo the French return home, having brought nothing with 
them bur the Neapolitan diſeaſe , which the Spaniards conveyed thither from 
America, Nowvaria is beſieged by the confederates, where two thoufand 
French lot their lives by famine. Ar laſt the Town is ſurrendred , upori con- 
dition the beſieged ſhould have their lives, and peace ſhould be made with Sfor- 
10 t44, and the Yenetians, A Peace indeed was made, but of no force; for Sfor- 

tia did not according to the Articles fend aid into Frarce , but rather 4ffifled 
Ferdinand, Nor would the Yenetians admit any other conditions then theſe, 
ro wit, that Charles ſhould make War againſt the T##k, and leave the King- 
dom of Naples to Ferdinand, he paying an yearly Tribure. The French that 
were left in Italy, fell off to Ferdinand, to whom they delivered up their 
ſtrong Holds; {o that of twenty five thouſand, few returned home, and rhofe 
very thfirm. Ferdinand at the ficge of Cajeta, died of a Feaver , having loſt 
his father nor long before, whoſe brother Frederick undertook the government 
of Naples ſo that in two years Naples (aw five Kings; to wit, Ferdinand, 
20 Alphonſus, Ferdinand 2. Charles of France, and Frederick , many diſaſters 
befell the Houſe of Spary in a ſhort time. Ferdinand of Spain bis onely fon 
died, his fons wife, Maximilians daughter, is brought to bed of a dead child 
his ſont in Law Alphonſus, the King of Porrugals ſori, is killed with a fall from 
his Horſe; his daughter , who was miaried to Emanuel , couſin German of 
A lphonſws now named, dicd in child-bed : fo the inheritance falk to Foar 
who was maried to Philip. Nor did King C/arles proſper with his unlawful 
mariage; for he lcft never a child to inherit his Crown : He died ſuddenly of 
an Apoplexy. At Amboiſe his death was forctold by Savonarila, whom the 
Florentins burned, for being roo free in reproving the vices of the Clergy. At 
30 this time Pope Alexander 6. fate in Rome, who tyrannized over the Cardinals, 

which had ſold him the ſuffrages ; he made War upon the Wrſens, and ſhortly 
after reccived them into favour. | 

To Charles 8. ſucceeded his couſin German Lews 12. who laid claim not 

onely to Naples , but to Millay alſo , by his Grandmother, the daughter of 
Fohn Galeas ;, therefore he makes a League with the Pope, Yenetian, Florentin 
and Ferdinand King of Spain, againſt Lewis Sfortia of Millan, and Frederic 
of Naples, It was then agreed, that if Lew# obtained Millan, Cremona ſhould 
be delivered to the Yemetians, and that Ceſar Borgia, the Popes ſoti, who by 
marying Carlotta, the French Kings Couſin, had laid aſide his Cardinals Har, 
40 ſhould obtain Aemnlia, Flaminia, Picenum , and Umbria, to the ruine of rhe 
right and ancient owners, and that rhe King of Spain and France , ſhould 
divide the Kingdome of Naples between them. Thus Charles , with a puiſ- 
fant Army, drives Sfortia out of his Dukedom : fo Borgia by turning out, or 
killing. the Princes of Aemilia, and Hetruria, obtains a large dominion in 1taly, 
under whoſe tyranny'many exectable oppreſhons and villanies were perpe- 
trated. 'This Pope Alexander beftowes on Ferdinand of Spain, the Weſt,and 
on Fobn of Portugal, the Eaſt-Indies : to Fohy in Portugall , ſucceeded Ema- 
awel, fon to his Uncle Ferdinand. Americus Yeſpmtine, a Florentin, difcovered 


then the continent of Americe, fo called from him, for the uſe of Ferdinand

mag ople, fore-runners of the troubles of Exrope, and of great fickne(- 
es, which ſhortly after followed, to the deſtrution of many thouſands, Di- 
vers. \ſles in the Eaſt-Braſs/ , and Calecut in the Weſt are detected. The Sa- 
racens.arecxpelled Spain, and Ferdinand is honoured by the Pope , with the 
title; of Catholic. Lewis of France, and Ferdinand of Spain, ſend Forces 
againſt Frederick of Naples, whom oy quickly defeated , but the two con- 
uering Kings could not accord long, they fell out about dividmg, and boun- 
ing their ſhates in Naples , till at laſt the Spaniards beat the French quite out 
of This Kingdom and City, having firſt overthrown them in a Batrel, and 
ſtarved the remainder in Cajeta. 
bute ſends every year thence a white Horſe to the Pope, who was not long af- 
ter: poiſoned. by, a miſtake of the Cup-bearer , who preſented him that Cup, 
which he had provided for Adrian the Cardinal, and ſome others. Borgias 
by cauſing himſelf to be ſowed within the belly of a Mule , lately unbowel- 
led ,- diſcuffed the force. of the poiſon , but could not perfetly recover his 
health. Alexander died the 11 year of his Pontificate. Borgia ſcizeth upon 
all his Treaſure, and beſets the Yatican with twelve thouſand armed men, to 
force the Cardinals to vote for him. Preſently the people take Arms; Boy- 


| &/ being yet infirm, is caried thence ina Litter, and Piccolominy is elefted, 


and named Pi 3. who dicd the thirtieth day after his Election,as it is thought 
of poiſon... Borgias is detained in the Caſtle of S. Angelo. Cardinal Fwulzan 
is elefted, vvho calls himſelf Fulzus 2, a man fitter for Pauls ſword, then Pe- 
ters keys: : He ſtrips Borgias of all his Towns, Caſtles, and Wealth and at 
laſt gives him his liberty, who going to Naples, was taken by Conſalvus, and 
ſent over to Spain, Thence having eſcaped priſon, he goeth to the King of 
Navarre, and is killed in the Cantabrian War. Fulins deſiring to enlarge the 
Churches patrimony, thruſts Bentivolos out of Bononia, and conſpires againſt 
the Yexetians with Ceſar, Spain, France, Ferrara, and Mantxa, but afterward 
upon their humble ſubmiſſion , vvithout Ceſars knowledge, and againſt the

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© hared the French, might deliver the Town to the Yenetians, which they did, An.Chriſti 
not withour a great maſlacring of the French : But ſhortly after , the' French CY WY 
recover the Town again, kil] the Yexetian Gariſon , and make a ſacrifice of 
the Townſmen. King Lews finding his kingdome vexed on borh ſides by the 
Spaniſh and Engliſh, he reſolves to make 1taly the ſeat of the War , therefore 
he beſiegerh Ravenna; the Pontificians and Spaniards come to raife the fiege + 
1 great battel is fought on Eaſter day, which proved victorious to the Ceſari- 
ans and French, who flew nine thouſand of the Enemy, and loſt three thou- 
ſand of their own party. The Viceroy of Naples fled, Fohn Medices is ta- 

roken, Foxius the French General, was killed, in whoſe Funeral eighteen Co- 
lours taken from the Spaniards, were caried ; divers Towns ſubmit to the 
French. 

Nortlong after this, Pope Flu cauſeth the League between Ceſar and the 
French, to be broken. Maximilian ſides with Fulins and Ferdinand , he rai- 
ſth an Army of SwitFers, who were incenſed againſt the French, for killirg 
of their Agent z by their means the French loſe Millan, which they had poſ- 
ſeſſed thirteen years , and bring back Maximilian Sfortia, the ſon-of Lewis. 
The French King is proſcribed by the Pope, who notwithſtanding returns ro 
Millan with a freſh Army, which was utterly defeated by the SwitFers, and 

10 the French driven quite out of 7taly. The Fathers of the Councel of Piſa, for 
fear of the Switers, remove to Lions : Mean while the Pope and his party 
ſcize upon divers Cities of Italy, by the Helvetian help. But when Yenice re- 
fuſed to reſtore to Ceſar , Yerona and Yicentia , then the Pope makes a League 
with him againſt the Yenerians, and they with Lews againſt the Pope and Spa- | 
niard, But when Fulius ſaw that the Spaniard and French were Jike to agree, I513 
he died for gricf ; ro whom ſucceeded Fohn Medices, the Popes Legat , who 
had been baniſhed Florence, and taken priſoner in the late wars at Ravenna, 

He is now called Leo the tenth ; it was this Julius who flung Peters keys into 
Tibris, and drew Pauls (word. Leo gave way that the ſtones which were hewn . 

20 by day, for repairing Saint Peters Church, begun by Fulins, ſhould be cari- 
ed away in the night tor the greatPalace of the Meaices at Florence. He procured 
Lewis 12. to leave off all Reformation of the Church, and to ſubſcribe to 
the Councel of Lateran; he reconciled the Cardinals that fell off from Fuli- 
us; he was much indebted to his ſiſter, but paid her ont of the indulgence 
mony. About this time Lew# makes Peace with England, repudiates his wife 
Anne of Britany, and marieth another, and ſhortly after died. 

To Lewis 7 to by the Salic Law, Francis Yalois, his next kinſman 
and ſon in Law : Heenters into League with England and Yenice, and obtains 
Millan, having firſt defeated the SwitFers : the Pope having loſt Parma and 

40 Placentia, makes peace with Francis, and condeſcends to confirm by his Bul, 
whomſocver the King ſhould name in Fraxce, for Biſhop or Abbot. King 
Ferdznand the Catholick, being dead, and his heir Charles, Prince of Belgium; 
Maximilian knowing how needful the friendſhip of France was, gives off the 
Venetian war, and makes peace with Francis. The Pope takes Urbzn from 
Francis Feltrius, cauſerh Petruccivs the Cardinal for plotting againſt him, to 
be ſtrangled , and thoſe that knew the plot,to be depoſed : For compleating 
the Senate, he makes at one time thirty one Cardinals , by which means he 
enriched himſelf. Upon the falling off of the SwitFers from the French,Mil- 
lan was re-taken, and reſtored to Francis Sfortia, Maximilians brother. The 

50 Pope recovers Parma and Placentia,with joy of which, or rather with'poiſon, 
he luddenly died ; ro whom ſucceeded Hadrian 6. of Utricht , Charls Ceſars 
Tutor ; bur the next year after his Ele&ion, he died. King Frazcis upon the 
commotions of Spain , regained almoſt all the kingdom of Navarre, and 
ſends great Armies into Italy, for recovering of Milan, which he rook,and | 
is not long after taken himſelt, Having beſieged Papia , and feparated his 1525 
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to Ceſar, is taken, and expoſed with all her vvealth, Prieſts and Temples, tg 
ry of the ſoldiers. The Pope being famiſhed, yeilderh to yvhat condi. 
tions Ceſar pleaſed : Meantime the Florentins made themſelves free, by caſt. 
ing out the Medices. Genna ſubmits tothe French, who befizge the Viceroy of 
Naples, being then in Naples , the Viceroy of Sictly is defeated by Awria, 
but whilſt the French vyerc in hope to take Naples, they vvere {o vvaſted 
vvith ſickneſs, which ſwept away 200co of them, that they were forced to 
be gone who vvere left ; - their General alſo Lawtrecus died. 

To Pope Clemens ſucceeded Alexander Farneſius, who rook the name of 
Paul 3. heexcommunicaxed and proſcribed Henry 8. of England; calls the 
Councel of Trent, and urgeth Charles the Emperour to ſuppreſs the Lutherans 
in his Dominions. To Paul ſucceeded Fohn Maria Montanus , who called 
himſelf Fulins 3%. King Francis holds a Treaty at Cambrey , vyhere his ran- 
ſom is paid, and his hoſtages reſtored ; he inſtigaterh the Turk againſt Charles 
the Emperour, and about the ſame time adyancerh Learning in Parts, by al- 
lowing and maintaining new Profeſſors in that Univerſity. He makes vvar 


can oo, bra Rome by the Duke of . Burbon, for the Popes perfidiouſneſg 


vvith the Savoyer, and loſerh his ſon the Dolphin, vuhom the Earl of Mon- 20 


tecucullo poiſoned, for vyhich he was drawn in pieces vvith vvilde Horſes; 

then he makes Truce vvith the Pope and Emperour for ten years. The Rot- 
chellers rebell againſt him, becauſe he placed a Gariſon there ; then he invades 
Piemont,Luxenbure, and Row(sillon becauſe his Ambaſſadors yvere killed as 
they were going that way, to make a League with the Turk. He takes many 
Towns in Piemont, having fought a great barrel there vvith the Imperialiſts,of 
whom fifteen thouſand were ſlain. He recovers Boller, and invades Eneland, 
with which at laſt he made Peace, and then died, about three months after rh 


dcath of Hepry the 8. of England, whoſe differences were reconciled a little' 


before, he reigned 33 years. 


To King Francis (ucceeded his ſon Henry 2. by Katharin Medices.: He falls 
upon the Imperial Territories, and takes divers *Towns ; the Imperialiſts out 
of Belgium over-run and waſte Campania; the Pope for griet that the Catho- 
lick cauſe in England died with Queen Mary, falls ſuddenly fick, of which di- 
ſeaſe he died 3 to whom ſucceeded Marcellus 2%, who the 22 day after his Ele- 
ion, died of an Apoplexy. Petrus Caraffa ſucceeded , and called himſelf 
Paul 4. About theſe times Ferdinand CorteF in twenty years ſpace, ſubdued 
all the parts of America about Mexico; Vargaand PiFarns, all Pers, with the 
City of Cuſco: ſo did the Portugals take divers places in the Eaſt-Indies. 
Charles the Emperour being dead, the French renue the war with his ſon Philip; 


30 


therefore a great Army is ſent under Francis Duke of Guiſe, into Campania and 40 


Naples : at S. Quintip a cruel battel is fought, in which the French are utterly 
defeated, and moſt of their Nobility taken, upon which the Town preſently 
furrendred. Burdeaux rebels for the taxes laid on them , but the Conſtable 
forces them to ſubmit, and to burn their priviledges. The ſame Conſtable 
appeaſeth a rebellion in Gaſcony, raiſed upon the cuſtom of Salt. About this 
time died Henry of Navarre, vyhoſe ſon in Law Vendoſme, ſcizeth on a part of 
Navarre, Mean while Caſal is taken by the French, bur are beat at ſea by the 
Belgians, The French beficge Doway, but in vain, and are defeated at Grave- 


ling : Ar laſt Pjemont and Savoy being reſtored to the Duke, the Dolphin ma- 5® 


ried to the Queen of Scotland, and peace made with Spain, by the mariage of 
Elizabeth, King Henries daughter to King Philip. In the Nuptial ſolemnitics, 
King Hepry at a Tilt, is wounded in the right eye by Montgomery , of which he 
died in great torture, God letting him feel ſome part of thoſe tortures, with 
which he tormented the Proteſtants : he died the torty third year of his age, 
an 
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and of his reign the thirteenth : not long after died Pope Panl 4 , who An. Chriſt: 
ſet up the Inquiſition at Rome, againſt the Lutherans, but after his death, 
the people in a tumult, brake open the priſon door , and let our the pri- 
ſoners , burnt the houſe, and for three days together , abuſed the Popes 
= I Statue , and all Monuments of the Carafe in the City vvere de- 
faced. 
To Hepry 24, ſucceeded his fon Francis 2%, who though he was young, 
yet was beginning to be as cruel againſt rhe H#ugorets , as his father was, 
by burning Annes Bargins his body, after it had been hanged : At which, 

zothe Proteſtants were ſo incenſed , that they conſpire to ſcize on the King, 
then at Amboiſe, and to cary him away ; but the plot was diſcovered and 
prevented. Lewrs Burbon Prince of Conde, is ſuſpected to have had a hand 
in this plot, therefore is impriſoned : But whilſt at Orleans, the King and his 
Peers there aſſembled , were about to bring him to his Trial , the King fell 
£ick and died, not having reigned tull two years; his mother is made Regent. 
To Pope Paul 4. ſucceeded Fohn Angelns Medices, who took the name of 
Fins 4. King Philip of Spain, cauſeth 2? Gentlemen of great families, to 
be burnt for their Religion : He giveth 30000 Duckats towards the Prin- 
ting of the Bible called Complatenſis. 

20 ToFrancs 24%, ſucceeded his brother Charles 9. under whom the Proteſtants 
enjoyed {ome quietneſs, till BeFa, Martyr, and Marlorat, had exaſperated the 
Pontificians by their writings z then Pens were turned into Swords. Frances 
of Guiſe ſtood up for the Papiſts, and Lewis of Conde for the Hugonets. 
A barttel is fought, in which were ſlain on both fides abour nine thouſand. 
Conde was taken priſoner,and Guiſe ſhortly after killed by a Piſtoll ſhot. Up- 
on this, the Queen Regent gives way for the Proteſtant Nobility to exerciſe 
their Religion in their houſes, and the people in the ſuburbs. Pius 4, died, |, 

. to whom ſucceeded Michael Chiſſerius, called by the name of Pius 5. Conde 

-E againſt the promiſe made him when he was taken, is ſhot to death. Shortly 

30 hes at Monconture , another battel is fought , in which the Hugonets were 
defeated, but not ſubdued , for they bore Arms fo long in Gaſcony, and took 

ſo many Towns, that at laſt they forced a peace for themſelves. Mean 

while the King of Spain marieth the fourth time, with his ſiſters daughter. 

The Duke of Alba ryrannizeth in Belgium , and turns out the Ergliſb 

thence. The Netherlanders weary of oppreſſion , begin to vindicate their 

liberty. Pizs 5. dieth, tro whom ſucceeded Gregory 13. France having reſted 

2 while from Civil broils, falls ro Clandeſtin butcheries. Ar Pars the 

Nuptials of Henry of Navarre, with Margaret the Kings lifter, are ſ0- 

lemnized and beſprinkled with Proteſtant blood : The chief Proteſtants 

40 are invited to the Wedding z ſuddenly by command from King Charts the 
ninth, all the Proteſtants in Pars are maſſacred, without reſpect of age or 
ſex. Caſpar Caſtilios head is ſent as a preſent to the Pope, and letters 
from the King, who writes, that in few days he put to dearh above ſeventy 1572 
thouſand : For this {laughter was not only in Pars, but alſo in other 
Towns of France, This Maſſacre was committed on Saint Bartholomews 
day, betimes in the morning. The next year after, Heyry King Charles his 
brother , beſiegeth Rochel, poſſeſſed by the proteſtants , but being eleCted 
King of Polazd, he leaves the Siege, and goeth into Poland; where having 
reigned {ix months, he is called home to poſlels the Crown of France by 1574 

5c the death of his brother Charles , who reigned fourteen years. Philip of 
Spain , underſtanding that his ſonne Charles was «rieved for the cruelties 
exerciſed on the Netherlanders puts him in priſon , where he loſt his lite, 
upon ſuſpition that he intended Treaſon againſt his father, 

Pope Gregory reformed the Calender , which occaſioned ſome troubles 
in divers places; but in France, by Proclamation , it is commanded 
O00 2 gene- | 
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An.Chriſti generally to be received : Divers Colledges of Teſuits are erected under Pope 
SW Gregory, and in Rome for ſtrangers z he was ſuddenly taken with the ſquinzy, 
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which ſuffocated him in two howres. Henry of Nawarre ſtrives to have a Na- 
tional Synod of Proteſtants,for ſettling of their differences ; for this cauſe he 
ſends his Ambaſſador to the Princes, who gave him good words, but nothing 
could be done by reaſon of the troubles of thoſe times. The Cardinals of 
Burbon and Guiſe, with other Pontifician Ring-leaders, conſpire againſt Henry 
of Navarre, utterly to deſtroy him. A great Army therefore is raiſed ; Hey- 
ry procures for his aſſiſtance, out of Germany, 20 thouſand Foot , and five 
chouſand Horſe - but theſe were wholly overthrown by the Guz6ans,being firſt 1; 
forſaken by the Helvetians. The ſame year King Henry 3", was ſo curbed by 
the Guiſian faCtion, that his ſubje&ts began to ſleight him ; wherefore to be 
rid of their power, he under ſhew of great friendſhip and ſerious buſineſs, in- 
vites the Guiſian brothers to a Conference, whom he preſently cauſed to be 
ſlain, and the reſt of their confederacy to be impriſoned. Katherin Medices, 
the Kings mother, called by ſome the fourth fury of France, as being the fo- 
menter of ſeditions, died with grief. The Parifians declare Charles Main 
brother to the Guiſes, Governour of Pars,and of the Ile of France,leaving out 
the Kings name : but the Sorboniſts were againſt Mair, He having raiſed an 
Army, declares he will maintain the Roman Religion. L7ons, Orleans, Ro- 20 
han, and other places, fide with him. King Henry was aſſiſted by the King of 
Nawvarres forces, and the Nobility ; by which the Pontifician Army is defea- 
red, and Paris (o ſtriftly beſieged, that they were like to ſtarve within. When 
inthe mean while Facob Clement , a Dominican, under pretence of ſpeaking 
with the King, run him in the belly with a poiſoned knife, whom the King 
killed ummed iatly with the ſame knife. King Herry died of his wound with- 
in fourteen howres, having firſt named for his heir Henry of Navarre ; to 
whom the Nobility ſwore Allegiance, conditionally , that he would permit 
Liberry of Conſcience ; then he falls preſently to weakning the Guiſtan fa- 
Eton, and taking in of Towns. In the time of King Henry the third, the 30 
order of the Holy Ghoſt was inſtituted. The King of Navarre and Conde 
are by the Pope excommunicated : Conde at laſt is poiſoned, and Navarre ex« 
cluded from ſucceſſion. The Battel of Comrtrey is fought, in which Nawarre 
was victor, and the Duke Foyenſe ſlain. 

In Henry 4. King of Navarre, after ſeven Civil Wars, the Crown of 
France is transferred to the Houſe of Burbon, which Henry as yet could not 
quietly enjoy ; for De Mats troubles him, till he was defeated at Arque. The 
Parliament of Rohan pronounce all thoſe Traitors , who fide with the King. 
The Popes quarrel with him for his Religion ; to wit, Gregory 13. and his ſuc- ,, 
ceſſor Felix Montaltzs, or Sixtus 5. who from obſcurity, was elevated to this x 
high dignity : yet he woud be at no charges in relieving Paris . when it was 
again beſieged by the King , fearing to make Spain, (which now gaped for 
France) too great. Yet King Hevry out of pity to his people, permits Alex- 
ander Farneſius, to cary in proviſions. Pope Szxtus having procured the Spa- 
niards diſpleaſure , for not affording his affiſtance to them, fell into a deep 
melancholy, and ſo died , having belore ſhewed great joy for the converfion 
of the Marqueſs of Baden to the Roman faith z which Marqueſs , Fames by 
name, ſhortly after died of a dyſſentery, in the flower of his youth. Preſently 
Fohn Baptiſta Caſtaneus , is elefed, and called Urban 7. whoſe eletion was 
accompanied with an Earthquake that ſhook Auſtria , Moravia, and Bohemia, 
with an extraordinary dry Summer, that the Rivers were like ſcalding water. ? 
This Urban being taken with a feaver, died within thirteen days, leaving the 
Chair to Nicholas Sfondratus, or Gregor 14. he was born the ſeventh month 
after his conception, and died the tenth month after his cle&tion. About 
which time the plague and famin fo raged in 1taly, that at Rome in one year 
cre 
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there died fixty thouſand people : yet this Gregory ſpent on the French wars, 
five hundred thouſand Crowns of the publick Treaſury , ahd forty thouſand 
out of his own coffers. King Hepry perceivitig that F arneſius would not fight, 
cauſed his Army to take up their Winter Quarters all about Paris. Farneſius 
after four turious aſſaults, takes Corbil;um upon Sene , which by the King is a- 
gain retaken. The Spaniards are defeated by the Momorancies , and the Sa- 
. vggen prepartions in Provzrce , hindred by Digwvier, The Germanes plunder 
| Lorrains Country, and are now on the borders of France. Parma returns to 
the Netherlands, having enough to do with Grave Maurice. The Popes Army 
10 uncer Sfondrat, the P opes Nephew, did no great matter, for 'Parma not be- 
ing able to come and join with them, they retreated, upon the report of Pope 
Gregories death z to whom ſucceeded Fohannes Antonius of Piemont, called by 
the name of Innocent 9. he ate but two months, and was of the Spaniſh fa- 
ction - to him ſucceeded Hippolitus Aldobrandinus, or Clement the 8. King 
Henry beſtegeth Rohan, which atlaſt is relieved by the Duke of Parma Di- 
vers Skirmithes and encounters there were, to the loſs of much blood. Parma 
leaving the greateſt part of his Army in France, returns to Belgium, and de- 
ludes the King by delays. Ar laſt as he was returning now the third time to 
drive the King from the ſiege of Paris, he was taken in Artois, with ſudden and 
20 ſharp tortures in his body, of which he died : Mavrice ſtrives to take the Sluce 
but could not ; yer he takes Sreinvick , and ſome other Towns. King Henry 
ſets out a Remonſtrance, whereby he declares that he is nocnemy to the Ro- 
man Religion , as the world thought , but that his intentions and indeavours 
were tO maintain and preſerve it in all places, where hitherto it hath continued, 
for this cauſe the Parliament of Twron condemns the Popes Bull, in excom- 
municating King Heyry for herefie, and cauſerh it to be burnt by the Hang- 
man, as a ſ{editious and impious Libel : The Popes Legat is alſo commanded 
to appear before them, that he might be tried by Law, and receive due puniſh- 
ment for his temerity. | 
The Frexch being weary of their Civil wars, an aſſembly of the Guiſian fa= 
cion, or the holy Leaguers, is called, for cleCting of a new King. Some were 
for 1ſabella,the Infanta of Spain; but that cleRion was againſt the Salic Law : 
others for Erneſtus the Arch-Duke , Governour of Belgium, PFarneſins the 
Duke of Parma being dead ; which Erneſtus was alſo appointed Husband for 
the Infanta: but this motion was generally rejeted. Others again, will have 
him to.be King, whom the Spaniard ſhall nominate, and that he ſhall mary 
the Tnfavta. Henry;ſon to Guiſe that was killed, is nominated King by ſome; 
Main (ecing they could not agree abour the Elefion , procured three months 
», Truce with Navarre, to gain ſo much time for ſettling the kingdom. This 
40 Truce was diſliked by the Popes Legat. Upon this-the Nobility perſwade 
the King to profeſs the Roman Faith , ſhewing it was againſt the Salic Law, 
that an Heretick ſhould be King of France, and againſt reaſon, that he ſhould 
be called the moſt Chriſtian King, who was the chict Patron of Herefic, and 
an enemy to that Chriſtian profeſſion which hath continued in Frazce hitherto 
fince the beginning of Chriſtianity. The King fearing all would forſake him, 
'if he continued a Calviniſt, defires a Conference with the Biſhops, and other 
Doctors of the Church. Ar length after five hours diſcourſe , the King in 
white, - with a ſhining Taper before him, gocth to S. Denns Church , Where 
.. being:asked by the Biſhop of Biturix, what his defire was 3; an{wered,his de- 
50 fire was to be received into the boſom of the Carholick, Apoſtolick, Roman 
Church, and to live and die in that religion : So being led to the Altar , he 
is abſolved, to the great indignation of the Popes Legat, and the Monks, 
eſteeming.this reconciliation of no validity : but to the great joy, and con- 
tent of the people. The King ſends Lews GonFaga, Ambaſſador to the Pope, 


who in all humility and ſubmiſſion, defires the Popes Benediction : my an- 
wers, 
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An.Chriſti (wers, that he ſhail never be per{waded che Kings reconciliation to the 
SW Church to be fincere, till an Angell from heaven come down, andrell it 
in his care ; but the Gxiſ6avs to pacifhie Pope Clement , cauſe the Counſel! 
of Trent, purely, and without any condition to be proclaimed and obſer. 
1594 ved, and (trengthen their own fide as well as he could; but ſome Monks 
ſuborne one Barterius to kill the King, who was prevented at Melodunnm, 
and put todeath : The Truce drawing to an end, the Pope, Spantard,and 
Mayne,are deviſing new plots. Mean while Meux, Orleans , Bourges, and 
others tall off from the League to the King, who 1s inaugurate at Chartres 

by Thuanws Biſhop there. 

In the abſence of Mayne, Briſſacus Governor of Parz openeth the gates 
and delivers the Towne to the King with ſuch order and care, that there 
was no killing nor plundering ar all; The Garriſon is diſmiſſed without 
the leaſt affront offered them. Rowey followes the example of Paris, ſo 

doth Poitiers and many more Townes ; but other places that refuſed, 
are forced by Arms to ſubmit. Henry of Guiſe reconciles himſelf to the 
King, who perceiving that the Spenzard did ſtill foment FaGtions in his 
Kingdome, upon the per[wafions of Henry of Bullion , he ſends ſupply of 
men and 2rms to Grave May”ice againſt the Spaniards. Shortly after one 
"oo Caſtel being perſwaded the King was yet an Heretick, and not true. 20 
y abſolved , gets into the crowd at Pars where the King was, whom he 
{truck at with his knife , and beat out two of his teeth, intending to 
have ſtabbed him in the throat : The fellow is preſently apprehended 
and examined, he confeſſed his intention, and that he was bred in the Je- 
ſuirs Colledg at Pars, but was ſorry he had not killed that Heretick 
King; whereupon heis condemned and tortured to death, The Jeſuits 
are baniſht France, and it's made Treaſon for any to ſend their children 
out of the Kingdome to be inſtructed by them, The young mans father 
is baniſhed for 9 years, and his go6ods confiſcate, his houſeis levelled 
with the ground,and a Pyramide of Marble ereCted with a golden Croſs, 30 
and the 4 Cardinall vertues on it, as a perpetuall monument of this bold 
fact, The Proteſtants Pattent is alſo renewed, whereby they are made 
1595 capable of all honors and dignities equally with Catholicks. Erneſtus be- 
ing dead at Brsſſels, Peter Guſmen undertakes the Government of Belgium, 
and regains Het, lately taken by Henry, He fights a great battel with 
Bullion, near Derlay which he takes with divers other Townes. Afeer 
this the King is entertained ar Ziovs with all ſolemnity, and at Rowe by 
the interceſſion of Biſhop Perrone, ' and many other Prelats whom he had 
ſent thither, he obtains the Apoſtolicall Benediction, and is abſolved 
from his Curſe; ſo being received intothe boſome of the Church, is 49 
honored with the Title of [moſt Chriſtian. ] Charles Mayne, Henry of Savqy, 
Foyenſe, and other great men are reconciled to the King, who freely par- 
dons them , and undertakes to pay their debts , but to the grief and op- 
preſſion of rhe people. Caſſal Conſul of Marſyles is ſlaine, for inten- 
ding to deliver up that Citie to the Spariard : So all now is quieted ex- 
1597 Cept Brittany. 

A peace between France and Spain is at laſt concluded. Mercurian with 
his Spaniſh Faction in Briteny ſubmits to King Henry , to whom King Phi- 
lip reſtores Calls, Capel, and divers other places, and he to Philip the Prin- 
cipality of Caeroletons; and fo all old quarrels are confipit., Savoy hereaf- 50 
teris toremain tree of it (elf, but whereas the difference about the do- 
minion of Salaſſes between France atd Savey, was not yet decided, but left 

i999 £0 the Popes arbitration. Two years after the War is renewed, in which 
the Dake loſeth his Ciſalpin CIO, his Fort of Saint Carh:!rin which 
threatned Geyevs, is demolithed , and divers other Towns furrendred to 
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 theFrench. A Divorce being made betweenthe King and his Queen'An.Chriſts 


Margaret, ſiſter of Henry the fecond, becauſe of their conſanguinity, tro (I 


which, Divorce ſhe willingly aſſented, onely defiring that inſtead of the 
Kings Wite , ſhe might be called his Siſter : I lay, this Divorce being 
made long fince., the King is deſired to marie again for procreation. 
Therefore Mary the daughter of Francis Duke of Florence , is betrothed 
ro him, by whom he had Lew, with other children. The King was by 
Perorne acculed of divers fal{quotations in Philip Mo' nays Books, purpoſely 
ro diſgrace him and his profeſſion: The edict of Nams concerning the Pro- 
io tEſtants Priviledges, procured much hatred againſt the King, by the Pon- 
tificatsz . therefore divers deſperat plots againſt him were contrived, and 
diſcovered, for which conceived and intended regicide Charls Ridicove 
of Gaunt, Peter Angere, and Nicholas Engliſh jultly ſuffered death. At this 
time was ſeen 1n Pars, a Cornuted Monſter, ſome Virgins alſo in Fraxce 
and Germany, were known to endure hunger three years and more, a ſtri&t 
Law 1s made againſt Duels, and death threatned to the challenger. To 
Clemens the 8 at Rome, ſucceeded Alexander Medices, called by the name of 
Leo, whodicd 25 days after, his ſucceſſor was Les Camillus,or Paul 5. Duke 
Foyeuſe entreth the Order of Capuchins, after a while takes arms, and then 
, . returns to his Monaſtery. Cardinal 4/debrandin comes into France to make 
20 the Duke of $5 aveys peace, whom the French had kubdued for not reſto- 
ring the Marquiſat of Saluſſes, according to the Articles of peace at Yer- 
veque. Marſball Byron intendeth Treaſon againſtthe Kiog, is ſent for, and 
denieth all that Finews his accuſer laid againſt him.z but the proofs were 
ſo manifeſt, that he was condemned and privatly executed ; on the Scaf. 
fold he opened his breaſt, and ſhewed the wounds he had received in the 
Kings Cauſe. By Father Cotrons means the Jeſuits are reſtored to certain 
places. Count Avergne is impriſoned for new praCtiſes : After this the 
Duke of Orleans is born to the King, and the year after was horn the 
- Kings third fon, the Duke of Axjou, and two years after, Mary was born, 
30 who married to King Charles of Great Britain. King Henry after he had 


{crled his Dominions, and maintained them divers years in peace, ha-' 


ving placed a great Army upon the confines of Gerwwany , which cauſed 
divers {uſpitions among the Catholick party, is at laſt murthered by Ra- 
villiac 10 his Coach, as he was viewing the preparation that was making 
for his Queens reception, who was Crowned the day before : He was 
ſtabbed twice in the heart ; the murtherer being apprehended would 
confeſs nothing , neither for faire words nor tortures, nor did he ſhew 
any fignes of ſorrow, affirming that he was ſet on by none but by inward 
| .. motions, and the dictates of his conſcience, having put on this reſolution 
three yeare agoe : So he was put to death by _— tortures of bur- 
© ning pincers, and his body torne in ſunder by horſes : In this Kings time 
the making of (ilk Stuffs was brought into France. The Jeſuits Pyramid 
was demoliſhed, and a fountain erected in its place. The Order of Car- 
melit Nuns is ſet up by Catheriz of Longevil in the Suburbs of Saint Facob. 

A French Colonie is tranſported into Canadain America. 

King Henry the fourth of France being dead, his Queen is made Regent 
during her ſons Minority, who is publickly | rar heir to the Crown 
of France, and ſo the great Army is disbanded, which ſome thought had 
been intended for Cleve, , others for CA»106, others for the Empire. The 

50 Queen Regent brought much obloqui and envy on her ſelf, by preferring 
Marquis Acre her favourit; and of the Florentin Familie , before all the 
Princes of France : It was ſaid he uſed inchantments, he held indeed the 
young King, the Queer, and the whole kingdome in ſubjecion :: Hee 
exhauſted the Exchequer , made Laws, and unmade them as he mR__ 
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AnChrifs Which cauſed Henry of Burbon, Prince of Conde, Henry of Ballon, Nivers, 


>- and others to forſake the Court in diſcontent ; and to raiſe Tumults.

The Decrees of the Counſell of Trexratlaſt aredivulged, by the impor- 


tuniry of the [ta/Zan and Pontificiall Partie ; but the Parliament of Pars 


ordered that the writings of Marian, Snare; , Belarmin and others con- 


cerning the Popes power of depofing Kings,ſhould be ſuppreſſed. Cardi- 
nal fx. with dheClergyiand moſt of the Nobility ſtand 2h in defence of 
the Counſels Authority z but King Fames by his writings declared he 
was of 'a contrary minde: Conde's and LXxcres Forces had a ſharpencoun- 
ter, but Ancre prevailed, which Victory was at laſt his deſtra&ton', 'and x6 
Conde's captivity : For when Lowgweville, Bullion, Mayne, and other Princes 
underſtood-that Conde was detainedas a priſoner in Paris by Antres tieans, 
they ſuddenly depart the Court, and are proſcribed by the King: The 
Parifians being madded at this, fall preſently to plundring of Aneres trea- 
ſures, and ſpoyling his houfe, ſo that with much adoe were they pacifi- 
ed at laſt by the Kings Guard. The Princes publiſh a Remonſtance , to 
let the people know what corruptions were now 'maintained; | bothy in 
Court and Kingdome, and that therefore they were neceſlitated totake 
armes to ſuppreſs theſe abuſes; they alſo by their friends, - privatly ac- 
quaint the King of the dangers that would fall on him and his' Kingdome, 20 
it ſuch abuſes were tolerated, and Aneres treacherous ations countenan- 
ced; theretore they humbly befſeech him that he would not hazard” his 
own fortunes, and the welfare of a moſt floriſhing Kingdome for” one 
mans ſake.” Upon this, Order is grvento Yitrius Captain of the Guard, 
to diſpatch Acre, who one day ſtops the proud and preat Fayorit ; as he 
was entring the Palace. At this, Axcye preſently began to draw upon 
the Captain, but before he could pull out his ſword , he isſhor dead on 
the place with a Piſtoll : When his death was known inthe City, the 
people exceedingly rejoyced ; and to ſhew their hatred on him, (though 
now dead) they foundout his corps which wasprivatly buried , this they 39 
draw out of the grave.,. and having with all manner of difgraces 'abu- 
ſedit, atlength they flung it in a great fire, and turned ir into aſhes : His 
wife being condemned for witchcraft and other diabolicall arts, is han-

After theſe 1ad paſſages, ſome joy follows in France upon the marriage 
of YViitor Amadexs, the Duke of Seveys eldeſt ſon, Prince of Piement, with 49 
Chriſtina the Kings ſiſter , the King was married already to the Infavts 
of Spain. The Queen-Mother being weaty of her abode in Blow, 
Duke de Eſpernento convey her thence to Angoleſme without the Kings 
knowledge, who took this 111, and as a ſlighting of his Authoritythere- 
fore he raiſeth an Army purpoſely to be revenged/ on E(; ; but be- 
ing at laſt pacified by divers meſſages from Eſpernow and ie Queen-Mo- 
ther to him, ſhe is permitted to ftay at Andes; and Cond: is ſetfree; A cer- 
tain 1tg/dan being found teaching of Atheiſme at Tholonſe, is by the Xings 
command apprehended, his tongue cut out, and he burnt alive. Mean 
while the French King is courted by Ambaſſadors from the Emperor, 5a 
and likewiſe from Frederick Count Palatin, now in conteſtation for Bohe- 
ia. King 'Lewi ſends Ambaſladors to Spain for 'opening the-Yaltelin , 
which being the mouth of I:4ly, was now ſtopped and ſhut up againſt the 
Frenchand Switzers , divers conteſtations.were held about this buſineſs, 
but ſtill interrupted.

The quarrel in France between Gafto Duke of orleays, and Cardi- 
nal Richeliew, took riſe from the defire the Monſieur had to coyn money 
with his own ſtamp, as being next heir to the Crown , and a priviledge ,s 
equally belonging tohim, and to the King; this was denied and 
refuſed by the C ardinall, wherefore the Duke in anger leaves the Court. 

The King by the Cardinalls advice, ſet a Guard upon his Brother 
this the Duke conſidering to be both dangerous and diſpgracefull, with- 
drawes himſelfe privately thence, and raiſeth an Army of Malecon- 
tents : A battelis fought, in which the Duke is defeated, and Mont- 
woraxcie taken in the skirmiſh; the King to appeaſe all civil! differen: 
ces,, is content to pardon his brother , and his Courtiers; he com- 
mands all foraigne Souldiers todepart the Kingdome , Moxwtmerancie is 50 
required by the King, to be left to his mercy ; pardon alſo is pro- 
mited to the Gentrie and Judges of the Dukes partie, upon their humble 
Petirion ; the Biſhops of his FaCtion are put over to the cenſure of the 
next Synod, ſo peace upon theſe rerms being ſetled, the Duke 
enters Zyons in great State; but MZonimerancle , with whom the King

A Proſecution of the Engliſh Hiſtory, under the reigns of Henry the 4", Hen- 
ry the 5*, and Henry the 6, from the year 1399. till the year 1465. con- 
taining divers paſſages of the French and Scots affarrs. 


Enry the fourth of Bullinbrook, Duke of Hartford, ſon and 
heir ro Fohn of Gaunt, the yonger brother of Lionel I. 
of Clarence, is elected and Crowned King , his prede- 
ceſſor King Richard being depoſed as is already ſaid. 
Which depoſition is condemned by John Biſhop of Car- 
liſle, - in that firſt Parliament aſſembled by King Henry 4. 

; wherein he ſhews the King was worſe ſed then ordinary 
Malefactors, becauſe they are not condemned (as the 
King was) before they have anſwered to the objefted crimes. Burt the Bi- 
ſhop for this ſpeech was attached by the Earl Marſhal , and impriſoned in rhe 
Abby of S. Albons; then was the Crown intailed to King Hezry and his 
heirs, and forthwith Hepry the Kings eldeſt ſon is made Prince of Wales, D. 
of Cornwall, and Earl of: Cheſter. After the Parliament was ended, the K. 
is invited to Oxford, where ſolemn Juſts were to be holden, by Edw. Plantagzi- 
et Duke of Aumarle , Thomas Holland Duke of Surry , Fohn H6lland his 

30 brother Duke of Exeter, both half brothers to King Richard, Fohn Monta- 
gue Earl of Salisbury, Hagh Spencer Earl of Glouceſter, with others; who pre- 
tending a Triumph, intended the Kings deſtruction privately, by Indentures 
under their hands and ſeals; All theſe plotters met at Oxford, attended with 
a ſtrong guard of Archers, only Awmarle was abſent, becauſe his father the 
old Duke, having found our the plot, by che Indentures , which by chance 
he ſpied in his ſons breaſt, made haſte ro acquaint the King therewith, which 
the 'young Duke perceiving , being well mounted , out-rod his father, and 
came to Windſor Caſtle, where the King then was, preparing for his Oxford 
journey, which he diverted by revealing the Treaſon , and fo obtained his 

40 pardon. The King preſently raiſeth an Army to ſuppreſs thoſe conſpirators, 
who being informed that their plot was diſcovered, they diſguifed one Mag- 
dalen ( who was one of the plotters, and much reſembled the depoſed King) 


in royal robes, giving out he was King Richard; and fo with all their Troops 
they march towards London, roainſ the King, who' was now on his march 
with twenty thouſand men towards them. The noiſe of the Kings approach 
ſo diſheartned the companions of theſe traiterous Lords, thatthey ran away 
and left their Lords helpleſs, and comfortleſs, who ſhortly after in their flight 

are taken and executed. 
The King being delivered from this danger, cauſed Richard to be murthe- 
| SOred (as is (aid) leſt in his name the like Treaſon might be attempted : Charles 
the ſixt of France, Father in Law to King Richard , hearing of his ſufferings 
and wrongs, but not as yet of his death, raiſeth an Army to relieve him,and 
to be revenged on King Henry, He was marched as far as Piccardy, where he 
underſtood that King Richard was dead, whereupon he changeth his reſoluri- 
on, knowing! he could do the dead no good, an disbandcth his Army: Yet 
Ppp 2 , ſhortly 
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nyed by the King as dangerous to his own ſafety, givi 


r Army, but before he was ready ; King Hepry 
Engliſh Army , condufted by Piercy Earl of 
Worceſter ; which cauſed Xing Charles alter his minde, and disband his forces, 
Yet Henry diſtruſting the weakneſs of his Title, defircs that Iſabel King Charls 
his daughter, and wife ſometime to King Richard, ſhould be maricdto his el- 
deſt ſon Prince of Wales ; which Charles refuſed ro do, wherefore ſhe is con- 
veicd into France, and maried to her coufin Charles, her uncles eldeſt ſon, the 
Duke of orleans. T he noiſe of the late Treaſon, of the French preparation, 
of the murther of Xing Richard ; animated the Scots and Welch againſt him, |, 
Owen Glendor ſpoils the Marches near him : The Lord Grey of Ruther , and 
Edmund Mortimer, rightful heir to the Crown, arc ſent againſt him ; bur they 
loſt the batrel, and are taken priſoners : Edmund is kept in a dark Dungeon,on 
hope the King would ranſom him, which was leaſt of his thoughts , knowing 

it was more fafe for him, to have Zdmund a priſoner , then at liberty. The 
Scots invade the Northern parts, but are repulſed by King Henry, who purſues 
them with fire and {word into their own Country. Bur he was no faqner gone, 
when they return with twenty thouſand ſpoiling Northumberland; Sir Henry 
Hotſpur ſon and heir to Henry Piercy, fell upon them, Killed ten thouſand,and 
took five hundred priſoners ; among which were four Earls. The next year 26 
following , one thouſand two hundred Gentlemen are ſent to Glendor, from 
France, to be Leaders of his diſordered Rout : But twelve of their beſt ſhips 
were drowned in a ſtorm, the reſt returned home with much difficulty. After 
this, twely thouſand French axe ſent into Wales , who ſafely landing , joyned 
with the Welch forces, conſiſting of ten thouſand. : King in his own 
perſon marcheth with a ſtrong army into Wales : Upon the report -of which, 
the French doubting more of the Welch incanſtancy , then of their own 
power or valour, return to their ſhips without ſtriking ftroak. Hereupon the 
Welch fled and vaniſhed, ſo that the King finding no cnemy to fight with , re- 
turns in peace. 

King Henry to ſtrengthen himſelf with friends abroad, againſt his troubles 
at home, maried with Faxe, . Widow of Fohn, Duke of Briteny , and gave 
his eldeſt daughter Blanch in mariage to William Duke of Bavarr, ſon and 
heir apparent of Lodowick Emperor ;' then he marched Philip his youngeſt 
daughter to the King of Denmark: After this, Piercy of Northumberland, Pier - 
cy of Worceſter, and Henry Hotſpur, are required by the King to deliver up to 
him their Scots priſoners. Thus they refuſe to do, as being againſt the Law 
of Arms, which cauſed ſome diſtaſte -* ſo that diſcontent daily rifing , the 
Piercies deſire the, King to ranſom Edmund Mortimer, Earl of March, their 
impriſoned Coulin, hoping thereby to reſtore hum to his Crown z; this is de-® 
out that he volunta- 
nly become Owens priſoner, to countenance the Welch rebellion , and treache- 
ries againſt his Crown. Uponthis, the Pierczes in anger paid his ranſom,and 
ſet him free on their own coſt, and withal made a League with Owen Glendor, 
to depoſe King Henry, with whom alſo joyned the Scots, the Earl of Stafford, 
and Scroop, Arch-Biſhop of York, the beheaded Earl of Salisburies brother, 
with many others ; then they publiſhed and ſent him theſe enſuing Articles : 
I. That againſt his Oath he took after his baniſhmenr, never to meddle with 
the King nor Crown, hath wickedly ſeized on the Crown, and made himſelf 
King. 2. That he had impriſoned King Richard, and cauſed him ro be mur- 
thered. 3. That he hath ever fince unjuſtly kept the Crown from Edmwnd 59 
Mortimer, the true heir, as being of Clareyce the elder brother to Fohn of Gant, 
farher to rhe uſurping King. 4. That, he had impoſed on the people divers 
needleſs and heavy Taxes, 5. Thatagainſt his Coronation Oath, he had 
procured Burgyſhips for the Parliament, of ſuch' as would ſerve this ow 
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* 6. That he hath hitherto denyed to ranſom his Couſin, giving out talfly he An.Chriſti 
was become a yoluntary priſaner, to colour the Welch Treaſon and Rebelli- 


on. And ſoupon thele Articles, they defie the King ; vow his deſtruction, 
2nd the Earl «Mortimers reſtitution. Hereupon Armies arc raifed on both 
ſides z and near Shrewsbury a barrel is fought, in which a great part of the Scots 
who bravely aſſaulted the King, are cut off, Hotſpur, with ſome other prime 
Leaders, and many thouſands more are ſlain, Worceſter is taken priſoner, the 


relt fled : On the Kings part were loſt one thouſand fix hundred of the c- 


' nemies ſix thouſand , of which, thirty ſix the King flew with his own hand.

The next day thanks are given to God : Worceſter is beheaded, and many ot 
th: Ring-leaders are hanged, drawn, and quartered. | 

The King to proſecute his Victory, ſends his Army under the.Prince of 
Wales, againſt the Rebels, bur they were fled : Glendor torſaken-, and at laſt 
famiſhed in the Woods, many of whoſe conſorts were taken, and executed. 
Piercy of Northumberland voluntarily ſubmits to the Kings mercy, proteſting 
his ignorance in that Treaſon , the King for that time gave him good words, 
with liberty to come and go, becauſe he had the Caſtle of Barwick, and ſome 
other ſtrong holds in his poſſeſſion. Aﬀeer this, Lewis Duke of orleans(ends 
a challenge to King Henry; to whom he returns this anſwer , that his tormer 


2c actions could acquit him from the name of a coward ; that Kings ought not 


to expoſe themſelves to danger, but when neceſlity required ; that the Duke 
was not his equal,& that notwithſtanding he would at all times be ready to re- 
a the Dukes inſolencies, or raſh attempts on him or his pcople. The Duke 

ereupon 1n a raſh paſhon, beſiegeth the Town of Yergien in Guien, where ha- 
ving loſt many of his men after three months-ſiege, was forced to riſe and de- 
part with diſhonour.” The Duke of Burgoin alſo, by the French Kings leave, 


. -raiſcth ſax thouſand men at Armos, one thouſand five hundred Crots-bows, 


and twelye thouſand foot men, for regaining of Callice. But the French King 
hearing what preparations are making in England, and conſidering the difh- 


30 cultie of this attempt, requires the Duke to deſiſt from'his intended enter- 


priſe. This he conceived to proceed from the Duke of Orleans, who was 


jealous of Bowrgoins valour. King Henry having eſcaped two dangers by re- + 


bellions, is now like to fall into the third,” plotted by Piercy of Northumber- 


land, Scroop Arch-Biſhop of York, Mowbray Earl _ and by the Lords 


Haſtings, Faulconbridge, Bardolph, and others. Bur the plot in the infancy of 
It, was diſcovered ; therefore the King comes unexpetedly into the North, 
with an Army, ſurpriſed the Lords, and ſtruck off their heads, but Pierty 
and Bardolph fled. Piercy afterwards returns from France into Scotland, where he 
1s promiſed aid againſt the King; to prevent which,the Prince of Wales is ſent 


4c with an Army thither,where he rageth with fire and ſword, recovers the Caſtles

of Barwick,and Anwick,and makes the Scots imbrace a peace. After this the K. 
croffing the Thames from Xent, to Eſſex, under the condu& of the Lord of 
Camor,was like to be taken by French Pirats. The Lord was ſuſpeted and at- 
tached of Treaſon,but was cleared by his Peers;the Scots enter Northumberland 
with Percy, and Bardolph, doing much miſchicf. Xing Henry upon this, levi- 
cd a ſtrong Army, but Sir Ralph Rokesby then Sheriff of that County , had 


defeated the Scots already, and had ſmote off the two Lords heads, which he 


ſent to the King for preſents. In the eleventh year of his Reign, a Parlia- 
ment 15 called,ſome good Laws are enacted; the Kings three younger ſons are 


made Thomas Duke of Clarence, Fohn Duke of Bedford, and Humphry Duke 


of Glouceſter. The reſt of this Kings life was peaceable ; he intended warres 
againſt the Turk, and was for that purpoſe providing ſhips, men, mony, and 
other requiſits ; but was hindred by an j vel ark which at laſt killed him,tie 
torty ſix year of his life, and 14 of his reign. On his death-bed he cauſed the 
PPP 3 Crown 
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An, Chriſti Crown to be placed by him on his pillow, fearing ſome other might take it 
SW that had better right. The Prince thinking he bad been dead, takes away the 


Crown , whereat the Zing ſtarted up, asking who had taken away the Crown: 
The Prince anſwered, that it was he; then falling back into his bed,ſighed and 
ſaid, My.Son, My Son, God knows what right I had to this Crown, and how 
I have enjoyed it : ro whom the Prince replyed , good Father comfort your 
ſelf, the Crown you have, and if you die, I will take it, and keep it with m 
ſword, as you have done; and then the Xin ; died : In this Kings time Guzla- 
Hall in London was built. | 

King Herry 5. ſucceeded, who of a wild and looſe young Prince , became 1; 
a wiſe and ſolid Xing, after he had put away his lewd conforts. He begins his 
Reign with the honourable Tranſlation of king Richards body from Lange, 
which with pomp he interred at Weſtminſter by Queen Anpe his firſt wife. The 
next year he calls a Parliament at Leiceſter, where he is Petitioned to ſuppreſs 
the Religious houſes of the kin; dom, becauſe they were abuſed ; the Reve- 
nues of which houſes were proportioned to yeild ro the king the annual rent of 
twenty thouſand pounds,and would alſo maintain fifteen Earls, fifteen hundred 
kni, hts, and above fix thouſand men at arms , beſides alm{-houſes for the 
poor. But to divert this violent ſtream , Chichly Arch-Biſhop of Camterbury 
being ſolicited by the Abbots, diſcovers to the king his right and title to the 20 
Crown of France, ſhewing the Clergics willingneſs in furthering his —_ | 
ing of -it, by offering to him a vaſt ſum of mony : This ſpeech daſhed. the 
Petition 3 and now all mens defires are bent on France : For this cauſe the 
Duke of Exeter, the Kings Uncle , the Arch-Biſhop of D#blin, the Lord 
Grey, High Admirall of England, and the Biſhop of Norwich, attended 
with five hundred Horſe, were ſent to Charles ſixt of France, to demand that 
Crown, with the Dutchies of Aquitan, Normandy,and Anjou,with the Coun- 
ties of Poytows and Main; which if they may be delivered up peaceably, then , 
nay Henry will mary Katheris the French Kings daughter, and endow her 
with all the ſaid Dutcheſſe and Provinces ; otherwiſe he would gain them by 30 
the ſword. The French King amazed at this meſſage , defired ſome time to 
deliberate, promiſing to ſend Ambaſſadors of his own to King Henry, whoſe 
youth the Dolphin ſo ſlighted, that he ſent him a Tun of Tennis Balls as a pre- 
ſent, fitter for him ro play with, then the Conqueſt of Fraxce. . King Henry 
was {o incenſcd at this {coff, that he ſwore he would ere long toſs ſo many Iron 
Balls in France , that the ſtrongeſt Rackets there ſhould nor be able to-return 
them. The Dolphin hearing of the great preparations. in England , ſends to 
King Henry, that if he would live peaceably with France, and take to wife his 
ſiſter Katherin, then he ſhould have with her a large ſum of mony, with ſome ,, 
{mall Territorics in that kingdom ; the French Ankalfadors were honoura- ® 
bly uſcd and entertained at the Kings Table, whoat laſt depart-with no other 
anſwer , but that King Henry will have his Provinces and Seigniorics which 
ke demands. With this he prepares for his march, having firſt fortified the 
borders from Scottiſh invaſions, and made his mother Queen Regent of Exe- 
land, in his abſence. Then he ſends Letters of defiance to the French King ; 
bur in the mean while Richard Earl of Cambridge, brother to the Duke of 
York, Henry Lord Scroop, and Sir Thomas Gray, upon great rewards pramiſed 
them by the Dolphin, conſpired cither to kill king Herry in his Tent; -or to de- 
liver him unto the French King ; but the Treaſon is diſcovered, the Traitors 
apprehended, arraigned, and executed the next day. 5 bbs 

The King being landed in Normandy, ncer Harflew upon the Seiy, beficged 5® 
it thirty ſeven days; which the Dolphin not being able to.relieve., was ſurren- 
dred to Heprie, who ſacked it, and ranſomed the inhabitants , which mony, 
and goods,he beſtowed on his ſoldiers. Then having left his uncle Thomas 
Duke of Ex, as Governour there, with thirty five Knights, and one thou- 
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fand five hundred ſoldiers; refolves tb go'to"Calice by Land, for the Winter An-Gbyiſli 


coming ſooner then uſually, cauſed fluxes; feavers,and* great mortality in-his 
Army ; forthere died above one thouſand-five hundred men ,” beſides theiEatl 
of Stafford, B:ſhop of Norwich, and ſome other Lords; the Kings firength 
then conſiſted only in two thouſand horſe, and thirteen thouſand Archers : 
yet the French durſt not ad venture upon them, though the Dolphin who' ma- 
naged this war, by reaſon of /his fathers infirmity, had aſſembled aboyethir- 
ty thouſand men : So that the Zxzlzſh burned and ſpoiledall in their way,with- 
out reſiſtance. The French(then at Rohan) being unwilling the Eneliſh ſhould 
| paſs through France unfought with, 'adviſcth with his Councel what he ſhould 
do; after ſome debate, he was adviſed to fight, who preſently ſends a defi- 
ance to king Henry , whoſe anſwer was, that his men were now ſick; and in 
want , yet ſtrong enough to repel all violence, if he were interrupted in: his 
march. A great Army of Fyrezch being aſſembled, they intend to fight the 
Engliſh, who therefore place themſclves in good array' near 'Agencourt ; the 
Conſtable of France —_— with ten thouſand horſe-men, beſides foot- 
men, pages, and other attendants, draw near to the Engliſh Army ; that nighr 
was fpent by the French in jollity, prefuming an abſolute vitory the next day, 
becauſe of their multitudes, and the Engliſh paucity :' ſo that before hand, they

aces, 'the firſt conſiſting of about 16000,-was led by the:Conſtable, the ſecond 
ot middle bting bigger thenthe other; 1s commanded by the Dukes of Barre, 
and of Atanſon': the third was Marſhallet by the Earl of Mark ," Dawip, and 
qrtiers. © King Henris Vaunt-gaard confiſtingof Archers vnly', is conducted 
by 'the Duke of York.

cheth-into Calice, -where he is received with great joy. In this battail were 
flainthe Conſtable and Admiral of France, the Duke of Alanſon, the Duke 
of Brabant, the Duke of Barre, with divers Earls, twenty five Lords, eight 
thouſand Knights, Eſquires, and Gentlemen, beſides multitudes of common 
{oldiers; the Dales of Orleans, the Duke of Burbon, with divers Lords, ma- 
ny were taken priſoners. On the Engliſh ſide were lain the Duke of York, the 
Earl of S»ffolk, with ſix hundred others : So after the King had refreſhed him- 
ſelf and Army ſome time in Calice, he returns with much ſpoil and wealth ia- i@ 
to England, and is received into Lopdon with much triumph. Not long atter 
this bartail, the Dolphin died ; the Earl of Arminack is made high Conſtable 
of France, and none put in offices but ſtout men. Ar the ſame time Thomas 
Duke of Exeter, Governour of Harflew, iſſued out of the Town with three 
thouſand men, ſpoiling: all the Country , till almoſt he came to Rohan, The 
new Conſtable with five hundred horſe, made the'Puke retire , bur orderly ; 
the French were {0 hot. in the purſuit, and came ſo near Harflew, that the reſt 
of the. Eng within iſſued out, and:being joined with the Dukes forces , pur 
the French to the: flight for two miles , raking divers priſoners, which they 
diſmifſed., not without ranſom. The Emperour S:giſmmnd came into Eng- 20 
land to mediate ifor 'peace,. but could not : After great entertainment, King 
Henryaccompanics him to Calice,”. whether Henry of Burgoin upon hoſtages 
repaired. . A Peace is concluded between them concerning Flanders and Ar- 
tow only; this peace made the French jealous of the Duke, as of a ſecret enc- 
my to; Fraxce. Not long after Harflew is beſieged by the Conſtable, both 
on feaand land: but this Fleet of 'five hundred French ſhips, is defeated by the 
Eygliſb'Flect of two hundred ſail,under Fohn Duke of Bedford, King Henries 
brothet': Many French were killed, and many ſent priſoners to England, Up- 
on this the Conſtable raiſcth his ſiege, and the Duke of Bedford new viRual- 
led; manned, and-fortified the Town, and fo returned to Exgland.

| Whilſt the King -is thus imployed, he underftands that Robar is manned, 
io and ſtrongly fortified, and that the whole wealth of the Country is conveyed 
thither z therefore he layeth ſiege ro that City, and chains the River, having 
made a Bridge alſo over it, to keep off all relief by water. The Earl of War- 
wick: with an hundred good ſhips enters the mouth of the River, and cauſ-

Laſtly,he tells them,thathe who hath ventiired chrough all their: Coun+ 
trics , and taken their ſtrongeſt holds ; dares' affult the Town, and take ir, 
when he thinks good- '-- Thus having : emp , he commanded they ſhould dino 
' with his Chief Officers of: State. | After dinner; they repair'to the King 4- 
46 gain, hymbly defirin -'a Truce for cight days; to reſalve upon the beſt coutle; 
which was aflented to by the King. D22k 2! 
Durinz the cight days -Ceffation from Arms, many conſultations were had, 
but nothing done. One day more is'defired; and granted; mean while the 
commons do mutiny it! the Town,” accuſing and threatning 'their Magiſtrates, 
and Commanders ; who fearing the worſt, rriade'them all meet in the Market 
place, and demanded what they would hqve; they anſwer ,- a-rendition'of the 
City to King Henry. © So after four days Trucemore, the - City is ſurrendted.: 
Borgwndy fearing infuing dangers; Rriyes ro reconcile the: ryo*Kings, hopigg 
thereby to avenge himlelf upon the Dolphin, andthe Conſtable: - Manyrpar 
50 lies were had, but rono end. The King ar laſt told the Dake, that cirhevhe 
would have Xatherin the Kings daughter, with all the Seignories demanded;ov. 
elſe he wquld drive hoth his Maſter,- and himſelf! outof that-kingdom. The 
Duke replyed, that the thing was'not fo ſoon! done” as ſpoken': Hercupew:the 
Duke reconciles himſelf -ro the Dolphrn, ar leaſt 'ih'ourward ſhew ; which was: 
a great hinderance to King Henries reſolutions*,' who to ſhewhe WAV 
mayed, 
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AnChriſtimaid, creared ſome Earls, and ſuddenly takes Ponthoys , with one thouſand 
Y five hundred men; thence he marched to Paris, and ſate down before, it two 
days, bur left it again, by reaſon of his paucity : Mean time, all the Towns 
of Normandy yeild to King Henry, except Mount S. Michael , which was 
never beſicoed. But whilſt Burgundy ſought to reconcile himſelt more fully 
to the Dolphin, is treacheouſly murthered by the ſame Dolphins procurement. 
At which, Philip Earl of Carolots is ſo grieved for his fathers death , that he 
TyHI) meantto put _ his wife, the Dolphins ſiſter, but that he was diſſwaded by 
his friends. Art length he ſtrives to make peace between the two: Crowns, 

which after much adoe, was concluded, and King Hepry maried tothe Lady ;, 
Katherin,in whoſe right he is proclaimed Regent and hair apparent ot. France. 
The Articles of Peace were theſe : 1. King Charles and Queen 1ſabel his wife, 
ſhould be ſtyled the Father and Mother of King Henry. 2. King Charles, and

Charles, the Crown of France ſhould come to King Henry, and to his heirs. 
6. That King Hepry ſhould be Regent of France, ecauſs of the Kings infic- 

* mities. 7. Thatthe Court of Parliament in France, ſhould enjoy their ac- 20 
cuſtomed Priviledges. 8. That King Henry ſhould afliſt, defend, and prote&t 
the Peers, Clergy, and people of France. .g. That he ſhall ſuppreſs inteſtin 
broils, and adminiſter juſtice. 10, That he ſhall place none in offices of Ju« 
ſice and Government, but ſuch as are eyery way able. 11. Thar he ſhall 
ſtrive to reduce the Dolphin and Conſtable to the obedience of King Charles. 
12. That he ſhall cauſe all ro ſwear obedience to king Charles, during his life, 
and after him to king Henry and to his heirs. 13. That all poſſeſſions won 
from rebellious ſubjects (excepting Normandy) ſhould be converted folely ro 
the benefit of the French King, except the offendors ſubmit. 14. Thar Nor- 
mandy after king Charles his death ; ſhall ſubmit to the Scepter of France.

Theſe Articles were proclaimed inEngland and France,and ratified by oaths; 49 
then both kings accompanied with young king Fames ,of Scotland , the Duke 
of Burgundy, the Prince of Orange, twenty one Earls,: forty five Barons, be- 
fides multitudes of knights and others, make war in Burgozy, taking in all pla- 
ces that had fided with the Dolphin. The murtherers of Foby Duke. of Bur- 
gwady, are apprehended, ſent into Pars, where ſhortly after they were ſenten- 
ced andexecuted. King Heyry is proclaimed Regent, and heir apparent to 
the Crown of France, firſt at Pars, then at London, Art Paris the two kings 
kept their Chriftmaſs : Such was king Henrzes entertainment and bounty, that 

he wins the love of the French... The late murthered .Duke of Burgoins wi- 

dow, before both the kings at Pars, company of the Dolphin, and: ſeven 0- 59 

thers,. as murtherers of her Husband. All theſe are, cited. to appear , who 

failing, are proſcribed, that is, baniſhed, degraded, and diveſted of all their 

Eſtates... The Dolphin hearing this , AX to Languedoc, where he is aided 

with mien and mony, by Arminas, the Conſtable, chat was. After this king

Mean while Alanſgn the Dolphins Lieutenant General, levied a great Army, a- 
eaſt whom Clarence marcheth, with: his |Normandy Gariſons , and pitched 
near Angiers in Anjou, One Forguſa a Lumbard, to whom Duke Clarence 
truſted roo much, betrayed him by making/him believe that the French Ar- 
my was {maJl, diſordered, and inconſiderable ; wherefore he marcheth with 
- his horſe only, leaving his Archers behind, and falling into the Ambuſhments 
'= of his enemies unawares, was forced to fight upon great diſadvantages, ha- 
ving four for one a2ainſt him ; and art laſt after he had ſtourly a long time de- 
fended himſelf, was totally overthrown. 

In this battel were flain of the French, above 1000 two hundred , of the 
Enzliſh the Nuke of Clareace, the Earls of Tankerwile, and Kent , the Lord 
Roſs, and about two thouſand more. The Earls of Somerſet , Suffolk , and 
Perch, the Lord FitZwater, and many others are taken priſoners z Sir Thomas 
' Beauford, Commander of the Archers, underſtanding that Clarence was be- 
trayed, haſtned to: ſuccour him , but came too late, the batrel was fought : 
the French upon the news of Beaxfords coming, were fled, with their priſoners 


co and booty. So finding the dead bodies, he buries them, and ſends the corps 


of Duke Clarence into England, where it was buried at Canterbury, near his 
Father King Henry 4. The news of this defeat being come into England, the 

King grieved much for the loſs, chiefly of his brother. Then he ſends into 

Normandy, as {ucceſſor to Clarence , the Barl of Mortaien, brother to Somer- 
ſet,lately taken z and withall calls a Parliament , ſhewing how needful it was 
to ſend an Army againſt the Dolphen + For undertaking of which buſineſs, he 
wanted not men, but mony. Whereupon the Temporalty gave him one fif- 
\ teen, and the Clergy two; and for avoiding expence of time, the Biſhop of 
Wincheſter, the Kings Uncle,disburſed ewenty thouſand pounds , which were 
2c repaid him our of the fifreens. An Army of four thouſand men at Arms, 
with twenty four thouſand* Archers, is raiſed and ſent to Calice , under Fohn 
Duke of Bedford, the Kings brother, whom the Kinz in his own perſon fol- 
lowed. Who underſtanding that rhe Dolphin with ſeven thouſand men had 
beſieged Chartiers, he marcherh direQly thither z in the way he was met by 
the Duke of Bargundy , who brought four thouſand men ro him. Bur the 
Dolphia diſtruſting his own ſtrength , raiſeth his fiege. Hereupon the King 
ſends Burgundy into Piccardie, to ſuppreſs S. Facques Harcourt ; King Fames 
of Scotland in the mean time , befiegeth the Town of Direx , and by ſtorm 
takes it, King Hexrie purſues the . Dolphin from Towrs to Burgys in Berrie, 
- bur being unwilling to tire out his men in long purſuits, he returns over the ri- 
ver of Loire, taking in Towns and Caſtles by the way. Mean While news 1s 
brought that Queen Xatherin was delivered of a young Henry at Windſor, of 
whom the Xing ſpake thus : [TT Heyry, born at Monmouth , ſhall remain but 
a ſhort time, and gain much, but Herrie born ar Winaſor, ſhall reign long, 
and loſe all.] After this, the King takes by force the Town of Mewx 
Brie ;, hereupon the other Towns yeilded. Inthe interim, the Dolphin

In this Kings time, 
Sir lobnO0ldcaſtle, whoin the right of his wife, was called Lord Cebhim, 10 
cauſed great troubles in the Sym , by maintaining Wickliffs opint- 
ons, which could not be ſuppr till Sir Robert Aon, and divers others 
were condemned by the Clergy for Hereſie, by the laitie for Treaſon , 
and ſo were hanged, andrhen burged gallows and all. | 

King Hem the 6: at his Fathers death,: was but g months old-, the 
French King being dead , the people there began to ſhake off the En- 
gliſþyake, and to: adhere onely to their/new King Charles. The Lord 
Grandvyleis (ent to Pont» Melance, which he ſurpriſed; but not long after, 
Monteeute Earl of 'Salisbury Tegained it tothe Engliſh. The Parifians ſend 
to England for protection, which is promiſed. The league is renewed 26 
between the Regent, and the Dukes of Burgundy and Britany : The Re- 

nt marrieth .,cnze Bur brother, bur the wavering Pariffans , dith- 

Giog'in the Engliſh. protection, defire King Charls to recerve their City in- 
ro hts hands 5 which the Regent underſtanding, comes upon them ſud- 
denly with his Army, ſeiferh on the Citie, puts todeath many of the 
chief plotters of this revolt, and Maſters the Citizens with Engliſh Ga- 
riſons.; In the mean time the Lord Wiliam Stewart Conſtable ofddeland 
with a ſtrong Army eng theTown of Craven in Bargundy,which ſiege 
is raiſed by the Earl of Salzsbwy ,. with the loſs of 21 hundred of his men, 
and 80Co of his enemies. After this che Earl is made Vicegerent of 30 
France, Bry, and Champaigne , and Sir Fohn Faſtolfe Deputy of Nermandj : 
The King of Scots is releaſed and ranfomed, who marrieth with Faxc 
the Kings Couſin German, and daughter to the deceaſed Earl of Somerſcr. 
The ProteCtor ſends 10000 men with money to the Regent in Fraxce : 
Divers Towns are taken and retaken ; the Duke of Britany revolts to 
the French, and ſo did his brother Arthar Earl of Richmond, whom Henry 

5 had made Earl of YTury in Normandy, and Governor there; whereupon 
the Regent beliegeth the Town, which promiſed to yeild, if help came 
not from the French King at a certain day : Meſſengers are permitted to , 
goe and acquaint ,the enemy of all things. Alanſon ſhortly after with F 
16000 French made ſhew to raiſe the fiege, but did nothing , then he fits 
down, before Yerneyle , giving out that Yo had defeated the Regents Ar- 
my, which was falſe , yet by this falſhood he got the Town; and by his 
retreat ſuffered the Regent to be Lord of Yurie : Then the Regent gave

But at home fell out a en oy difference between the ProteQor - 


and his Uncle op of Wincheſter , and Chancellor of Zngland: 
For appeaſing of which, the Regent makes a journey into Zxgland, 
40 where by order of Parliament, the differences are compoſed and en- 
ded; in honor whereof the King kept a ſolemn feaſt. In the interim 
the Earl of Warwick the Regents Lieutenant in France, takes many pla- 
ces 1n Mayne, and is threatned by the French Bravadoes, tono purpole , 
for having made ſhew to fight, they run away: Things being quicted at 
home, | the Regent with his Uncle, the Biſhop of Wincheſter returns in- 
to Frame, and upon Burgwndies intreaty he ſets Alanſon at liberty for 
the ranſome of 2e0 thouſand crowns ; which money he might have had 
again if he would have ſworne allegiance to King Henry of England, which 
he would upon no terms conſent to. About this time the Biſhop of 
20Winchefty was made a Cardinall at Callice, more for his wealth then for 
his learning, for he was a rich Prelat , but a poor Schollar. CAuranches 
an Engliſh Gariſon in Normandy is beſieged by Ruſtian Marſhall of Brita- 
ny ; but the Engliſh ſallied and defeated the Army, and took the Mar- 
{hall priſoner. Pomorſon is beſieged by the Engliſh uader Warwick and the 
Lord Scales, who forraged the enemies Countrie there about z and being 
encountred by ſome Frexch Lords, and 6000 other Soldiers, he defeats 
them, and takes ſome of theſe Lords, with one thouſand more priſo- 
ners : The Gartſon of Saint S»ſa ſurpriſeth the Caſtleof Ramfort;zwhich 
twenty thouſand French appointed to raiſe the ſiege of Poxtorſon , regains 
20 from the Bygliſh , when in the mean while Pontorſon is taken by warwick, 
the City of Mowns s betrayed by ſome of the Clergy and Magiſtrates 
within, whoin the night murthered the Zxg/ih Guard that maintained 
the firſt watch, opened the Gates, and let in five hundred French men, 
whocommitted great ſIaughter there, the Earl of Suffolk, Governor of 
the Town, with moſt of the Engliſh Soldiers enter the Caſtle, and held 
out a ſiege, tithe Lord Talbot in the night with ſeaven hundred men, 
by the affiſtance of Suffolk and the others in the Caſtle, regained it; the 
Engliſh crying S. George Talbot ſo amazed the {leepie French in the dark, 
that many broke their necks over the walls, thirty Citizens, twenty 
qo Prieſts, and fifteen Friers who had betrayed the Citic, were tortured 
., todeath as Traitors. | 
About this time died the Duke of Zxeer, theKings Tutor , which 
charge was conferred on Warwick , and in his room was ſet up Thomas 
Montacute Earl of Salgbury , who is ſent into France with five thouſand 
men, to which number as many more were added; with theſe he march- 
eth againſt Orleans, ſeated on the River of Lore, it was ſtrongly forriti- 
ed by the Baſtard and Bifhop of that place, a Bulwark was —_— on the 
Bridge, out of which iſſued the Baſtard of 0r/eans , but was beaten back 
intothe Town with the loſs of his men , and of the Fort : About two 
5o months after the Town was beſieged, the Earl of Salibnry looking into 
the Town outat a windgw of the Tower within the Bulwark, was unhap- 
pily killed with a great ſhot , whoſe death was fatall ro the gyngliſh, who 
gan now todecline tn their victories. Suffolk is made Generall in that 
Hege , whom the Regent furniſheth with new ſupplies by Sir 10hn Fol- 
folph; whoin his return towards the fiege, is ſet upon by 9000 French , 
; , Qqq © under 
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five thouſand five hundred of their men are ſ[ain, and eleven thouſand 
taken priſoners. ” 

This was called by the French the battel of herrings , becauſeithe 
Engliſh chief provifion then. was ſuch Lenten Stuffte. Orleans being 
weanie of ſo long a fiege, and finding the French aid failed them, ſent 
tothe Duke of Burgein, to take them into; his-proteftion, to which 
he aſlented if the Regent would ſo agree coma z but he refuſed, 
thinking it a diſhonour for King Heavy to beat the Buſh, and another 


under Delabreth , and Sreward, now Conſtable of F race ,. who with 


to catch the Hare: Wherefore the Duke's affeftion to the Engliſh jg 


began to grow colde. : 

Atlaſt 4lanſonin the night time (the Engliſh Watches being care- 
leſſe) conveyed many. Regiments of men, and Proviſions are con- 
veyed into the Towne, ſo that ſhortly after they Sallied out, ſlew 
fix hundred of our men, and tooke two Bulwarks. They aſlulted 
alſo Talboat , in the Baſtile , who beat them back into the 
Towne with loſle of their men. The next day S»folke quitted the 
Siege ; and was himſelfe within few dayes after Befieged, and ta- 
ken Priſoner , with his Brother, and many more, in the Towne of 


Iargzaux, by Alanſon , who kills all his Priſoners, except the former two. 29 


Alanſons Army- conſiſting of twenty three thouſand men, - was in- 
creaſed by the comming of Arthur of Britten, Count Yandeme, and 
many more, who fall upon Talbot, Scales, and Hungerford, as they 
were conducting five thouſand men to Fortifie the Towne of Meum , 
theſe three are taken Priſoners after ſome Blaudie blowes, and twelve 


hundred of their Company flaine. The Report of the French good 
Succeſle , made many Townes andForts revolt to them : Hereupon 


the French King with a great Army enters Champaigne , takes Troys , the 
Chiefe City of that Province ; Challens and Rhemes revolt to King 


Charles; upon this he is preſently Crowned there; the report of whoſe 


Coronation,cauſed many places to rebell, and ſubmit to the French King, 

The Regent finding the French .. ſo fortunate in recovering their 
Townes, meanes to trie them in a Pitch'd Battell, therefore Sum- 
mons King Charles to a Fight , who accepts, of the Challenge ; but 
when it came to the uplhot, he raiſed his Camp in the night, and run 
away 3 the next morning the Regent purſues him, but. copld not in- 
duce him to fight; wherefore he returnes. with. his Army to Pars, 
where hearing of dayly revolts, marcheth: out againe with his Ar- 
my of ten thouſand men, hopipg. to make the. French (whoſe num

ber was more then double) to ingage, but could not; abou this time 


King Henry was Crowned. The Regent perceiving that the Townes of 
France generally revolted, reſolves tomak andy (ure ; therefore 
ke repaires thither , calls a Parliament , on lets them know, the right 
King Henry had to that Dutchie, the 'mijſerics they endured. under the 
French ,. and their happineſs under the Engliſh -Government, and 
withall promiſeth them a further addition of immunities, Mean while 
King Cborles Jabours to win the Duke of Burguaip by great promiſes, and 
ſhewes of prief, for the murthering of the Dukes father, with which paſ- 
ſages the Duke acquaints the Regent ; the King perceiving he could not 
winthe Duke, ſets down before Parg with this whole Army, ſcales the 
walls, and thinks to take it by ſtorm, but is beat back by the Engliſh Gaz- 
rifons there. King Henry underſtanding of the daily xevolts in Fraxce, from 
him, comes ro Callice with a great Army, and by.the way .of Rohan mar- 
cheth to Paris, where he is anointed and crownedKing of Frqvce,teceiving 
howage and fealtie from the riobility and Cirizens, At lengtha peace be- 
iog urged by Pope Zugeniusg.both Kypgs condeſcend to a truce for oth 
whic 
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which laſted but awhile, for ſhortly after King Henrys return into E 


land, An.Chriſtt 


Annthe Regents wife,and ſiſter to theBurgandian died, whereby theDukes Wo 


affections to the Regent grew cold daily; thetruce lately concluded, is 
broken by the French, who by ſecret underminings poſleſt themſelves dai- 
ly of towns and caſtles; they ſecretly convey 200 ſoldiers into the caſtle 
of Rohm, hoping to ſurprize it, but the treaſon is deteCted, and the conſpi- 
rators driven into the dungeon, whence ſome are hanged, ſome tortured, 
ſome impriſoned,and a few ranſomed. Tohn Lord Talbot is nuw redeemed 

- out of priſon, who brings from England 8co men,and joynes with the Re- 
10 gent, he challengeth the French ro fight, but they refuſed_About this time 
the Peſants of Normandy rebel, who marching towards Cane, uſed much cru- 
eltie,but ow are quickly ſuppreſſed by the Earl of Araxdel , and the L. 
Willoughby, who flew above 1000 of them, and put their ringleaders to 
death by tortures. The E. of Ar#ndel as he was befieging Gerbory Caſtle, is 
ſhot with a Culvering,and being taken priſoner, ſhortly after dieth. The 
D.of Barber after 18 years impriſonment is ranſomed for 18000 pound; 
but died in Lozden the ſame day he intended for France : The Regent and 
D.of Bwrgoin being exaſperated againſt each other by ſome tale-tellers, 
were again reconciled by their friends,and fo far as to meer at S.omers for 
20 a conference, but whillt they both ſtood upon punGiliosof honor , the 
Regent claiming ſuperioririe as the ſon, brother and Uncle to Kings , the 
Burgwndian as Lord of that town, they departed diſcontented ; and forth- 
with Barguein makes a league with the French King, the murtherer of his 
father; about this time S. Dewns was betraied to the French by the baſtard 
of Orleans, and ſhortly after recovered again by the Engliſh , who beat 
down the walles and towres thereof. Ponthos allo rebels, and thruſts the 
Engliſh gariſon out of the town; mean while the Regent dieth, and is ſo- 
lemnly buried in S, Marjes Church at Rohan in a rich monument, at which 
the Normen Nobility ſtormed, who not long after intreated K. Lewis 11.to 
zo pluck it down, and caſt the Regents carcaſs into the open fields, which he 
refuſed todo, holding it baſeneſs in them to inſult over his dead body, 
whom they durſt not look on whilſt he was alive. After him the Duke of 
Tork is made Regent, which place was aimed at by Somerſet the Kings cou- 
fin. Pars rev olts with divers other places, ufing the Engliſh cruelly and 
ſcornfully : The Normans alſo rebel and inſult over the Exglifb, till they 
were ſubdued again by Talbest and Scales, who ſlew 5000 of theſe rebels. 
The new Regent with 2oco ſoldiers lands at Harflew, and from thence 
comes to Rohan,but his proceedings were much hindred by the D. of Sow- 
mer ſets privat grudgings; the D.oft Burgundy pretending a title to Caf{s,be- 
4 fiegeth it with 40000 men, by 3 afſavits he attempred to win it, but is ſtill 
beat off with loſs, then he thought to ſubdue it by famin , but could not 
becauſe the Engliſh Navy was maſter at ſea; at laſt he tries to ſhut up the 
harbour, by ſinking 4 great hulks filled with maſlie ſtones cemented with 
iron and lead,thar Joo might not be beaten aſunder by the ſea ;bur being 
they were not ſunk in the channel, at low water the ſhips lay dry, ſo that 
the Calliftans tore them aſunder for their own uſe; the Duke had built a 
ſtrong Baſtyle,and placed 40o men it , which annoyed the rownh muchz 
but it was aſſaulted and won by ſome troops of horſe out of the town,the 
ProteQor being landed with his forces, ſo affrighted the D. wholay now 
350 between the town and Engliſh army, that he removes in the night, lea» 
ving his ordnance,tents, armor,and provifion to the ProteQor, 'who ha- 
ving 25000 men in his army, falls upon Flanders and Artois with fire and 
ſword,and then returns with rich booties to Callie, and from thence into 
_ being in much trouble about the Seors invaſion with 30000 men 


under K.Fewes 1, who beficged the Caſtle of Rexburg 3- which the cog” - 
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;and retreated into their own courtry, upon the coming of the Earl of 
Northumberland with his army. About this time Q. Catherin the Kings mo. 
ther died. The D.ot Terk ks diſcharged of his Regency in France , and the 
E of Warwick is put-1n his room , who after 7 times imbarking arrivedin_ 
Normandy,and ſends Talbot, Faulconbride , and fir Thomas Kyriel with 50co 
men'to raiſe the ſiege from Crotoy , atore which Burgundy lay with 1co0 
men. The D.upon this flies into Albezyl, and from thence into Amiens:the 
Engliſh finding that he would not fight,enter Piccardy and Artors, ſpoiling 
all before them , and carrying away much bootie ; Xyriel ſurprized the. 
Dukes carriages and ordnance. The E. of Mortayn, Somerſets {on , took the 1, 
caſtle of $. Auyan 1n Mayn,where he {]ew 3c0 Scors,and hanged al the Prench 
men there, for their revolting. The Engliſh begin to have ſome hopes in 
regaining of Paris upon the rebellion of the Dolphin againſt his father, 
therfore a great army Is prepared, but the Dolphin was reconciled again 
to the French K. and ſo the Engliſh hopes were ſtrangled in their birth. 
Toba L. Clifford in a froſtie and ſnowie nightclothes himſelf and followers 
all in white, and ſo having paſled over the ditches of Poxthois , they ſcale 
the walls,and take the town, in which they killed the moſt part of the 
men found there, ſome ranſomed themſevles ; upon this the French King 
in perſon beſiegeth Pamthow,giving it many furious aſſaults,but to no pur. 20 
pole : mean while Richard Beaucbamp E.of YYarwick and Regent of Fraxce 
died;ſo Richard D.of York 15 made Regent the 2*time,who with a great ar- 
my tepairs to the {iege,daring the French K.into the field, which he refu- 
ſed;ſo leavipg his Ordnance in the Baſtyl of S. Xartiz which he had ere. 
Qed,raiſed his ſiege in the night, and went to Poyſy, the Engliſh next mor. 
ning ſeiſe themſelves of the tents and proviſions [oft behinde, ſo havin 
fortified the town, the Regent with his army goeth towards Poyſ5 2 
dares the French King;who findingir good ſleeping in a whole skin, refu- 
ſedto fight; whereupon the Regent forſakes him,and marcheth to Rohan; 
when the French K, heard ther the Engliſh were ſo far off, he beſiegeth 39 
Ponthoys rhe24time,aflaulting it almoſt every hourhe loſt before it almoſt 
3000 men, and in the end he won the town, where he flew 400 Engliſh. At 
laſt both Kings being weary of war, deſire a parley, for which Calls was 
appointed, becauſeCharl; oforleans who had bin a priſoner in England ever 
fiace the battel of Agencourt, was to be conveyed thither,the Ambaſſadors 
could-not agree,becaule K, Henrys demands were thought unreaſonable. 
1.In demanding 309cco crowns for his ranſom, too great a ſum. 2,For re- 
quiring the pollctiion of 4Aqeitaz and Normandy, without acknowledement 

. of homage to the crown of France, 3.For deſiring al Townes and Forts in 
France to be delivered up toK-Hepry, which the Engliſh had enjoyed with- 48 
in the laftzoyears,ſo the parley is diflolved;yet ſhortly after Philip of Bur- 
gundy paid the D.of Orleans his ranſom. In the interim the Regent divides 
his forces into 4 troops, which in ſeveral places invade France and Norwas- 
dy;zthe:French oo the other fide being 6c000. fall upon Aquitan and Gujan, 
taking ip many towns and forts, which ſhortly after were retaken by the 
Engliſh;about this time diflention aroſe between the protetor&his uncle 
the Cardinal of Yincheſter,and the Archbiſhop of Tork, whom he accuſeth 
for doing publick things for their privat gain, the: matter is referred to 
the counſel} , but no redrefs was had, becauſe moſt of them were Clergy 
men; and to vex the Protector the more, they accuſed and convicted his 50 
wife of witcheraft,and that ſhe had conſpired againſt theKings life, wher- * 
fore ſhe is forced ztimes todo publick penance 1n London, and then com- 
mitted to perpetualimpriſonment;divers of her aſſociates were executed- 
 KingHeary made the L.Talbor Earl of Shrewsbury,and ſent him into Nor- 
wdnty wh 3000 choice men. TheE.otArminac to ftrengthen his title of in- 
heritance to che Countels of Coming lands, offers his daughter in mariage

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_ to-King Henry, with much money ,. and a ſurrender of all the lands in 45, Chriſte 
«Aquitar belonging to him; this offer was willingly hearkned'unto 3 but CC WY

Aftermuch effuſion of blood , a'peace is mafle between. the 1wo King- 
domes for ejighteen-months.; mae time che Earl of Ssffolk without 
any Commiſiion or acquainting his aſſociates, ſollicits a match berween 
King Henry. and Margaret, Coultn to the French King, and daughter to Rey- 
ner Duke of Anjou,and titulary King of Sicily, Naples and Feruſalem.

The 
time of the truce is almoſt expired, great preparations in France for re- 
newing the War, King Hemytoincounter thofe preparations, calls a 
Parliament, in whichthe Marquiſs of Ssf/k makesa ſpeech highly 
rending to his own gammendations , in commemorating his former ſer- 
vices, . which he defires, may be: recorded3 this was conſented to with 
great applauſe, andhejs made Duke of Suffo/k. 

Such was.the coadition of Fraxce at this time , that within few years 
the whole Kingdome. wich Aqujizan and Normandy is loſt to the Engliſh ; 
partly by the wile Counſels of the Duke of Orleans, who had he been 
kept a priſoner (till, it.had been better for Exzland, and partly by means 
of this unfortunate match between the King and Queen , whereby he 
loſt 4rmjaac, and other friends, nor did this Lady bring either money or 
new tciends to ſtrengthen his cauſe : Beſides, the giving up ot his right 
of 4 -:jou and Mayne , loſt him both Normandy and Aquitay, The murther 
allo of Gloceſter his wiſe;Counſeller, and the Kings owa milde and peace- 
able diipolition, were main caufes of the loſs of France; now the Queen 
being of a. haughty and revengefull ſpirit , ſcorned thatthe King ſhould 
be altogether ruled by Glozefter the Protector, therefore ſhe being iacou- 


40 raged by Buckingham, Suffolk, the Cardinall of Wincheſter , and the Arch- 
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Biſhop of Tort, all enemies to; the ProteQtor, calls him in queſtion, 
'for th&treaſure ſpent the French Wars , then in Parliament they con- 
demn him.to impriſoament, for high Treaſon; and the next day he was 
found dead; thus was that Dake of Gloceſtker rewarded for his 
faithfull ſervice. Upan his death the Duke of York begins ſecretly to 
ſet on foot his Title to the Crown ,,- the Duke of S»ffolk fills his Coffers 
with the peoples money., The Souldiers arenegletted, the Kings Coun- 


ſellers diſabled, and the people diſcontented. The Truce with France

In his return, the Duke of Exerer , Admiral 
of the Seas, intended to take him, but his Mariners , Favorers of the Yor- 
kiſh Faction, were cold in the purſuit: ſo Warwick returned ſafe to Calice, 
The King upon advice of his Parliament, attainteth all the Lords of the Yor- 
kiſh Faction, of high treaſon, and fills all the Sea Ports with Gariſons, for 
20 fcar of Invaſion : But the Earls at Calice had ſecret notice of every thing done 

in the Kings Chamber ; they manned divers' of the Kings ſhips, which n- 
ham had brought thither, in which they arrived within the + Hh of Sand- 
wich, and took Sir Simon eMonntfort priſoner, Warden of the Cinque Ports, 
vanquiſhed the Town, and caried away ſuch of the Kings Ships, as they 
found there. They arrive at Sandwech the ſecond time, and are affiſted by 
the Lord Cobham, with twenty five thouſand men, who march towards Lox- 
don, whither the Lord Scales 1s ſent to ſecure it for the King : but the Lord 
Major would not ſuffer him to enter, ſhewing he had power ſutficient to keep 
the City for the King ; ſo Scales in anger, poſlefſeth the Tower, and annoies 
30 the Londoners, 

The King marcheth with Buckingham and. Somerſet, and with many other 
Lords, and a ſtrong Army, againſt the Enemy : the two Armies met near 
Northampton ;, the King is tor Peace, the Queen for a Battail, who therefore 
incourageth the ſoldiers. The Fght began, and laſted two houres very furi- 
ouſly : Ar laſt the King is overthrown, two thouſand of his men ſlain,among 
which were Buckingham , Shrewsbury, and many others. The Queen with 
Somerſet and the Prince, fled to Darham, hoping to raiſe a new Army, or 
clic ro ſhelter themſelves in Scotland. The King 1s taken priſoner, and caried 
honourably to Loxdon. The Tower is delivered to the Lords by the ſoldiers, 
40 againſt the will of the Lord Scales, who ſtriving to eſcape diſguiſed in a wher- 
ry,is taken and beheaded. The Duke of York hearing of this Victory, repairs 
to London,calis a Parliament in the Kings name, and fate down in the Kings 
ſeat in the upper Houſe, where in ancloquent ſpeech, he diſcovered his title to 
the Crov.n, being heir to Anne daughter of Roger Mortimer , ſon and heir to 
Philip, the only daughter of Lionel Duke of Clarence, the third fon of F4- 
ward the third; and elder brother to Fohn of Gant, who was Father ro the U- 
{urper, King Henry the fourth. He related alſo the ſeveral calamitics that fe)l 
upon this kingdom, under that unlawful government. Laſtly, he requires no 
favour, but what juſtice will afford him, nor other poſſeſſion, then what his 
50 deſcent and title will allow him. The Lords and Commons after long de- 
liberation, enaRted, that King Henry ſhould continue King for his life ; that 
the Duke of York ſhould be proclaimed heir apparent of the Crown ; that he 
ſhould be Protector both of King, and kingdom ; and that the preſent poſle(- 
hon of the Crown, thould be delivered to him , If ar anytime King Henry, 


or is friends , ſhould attempr to infringe theſe As ; now confirmed by 
Oaths, 
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An.Chriſti The Duke of T ork, being now ProteRor, ſends to Scotland in the Kings 
WY name, tothe Queen, Somerſet, Exeter, Devonſhire, Clifford, and Roſs, and 


the reſt of the Lords fled thither, to repair to the Kings preſence ; but they 
inſtead of obeying this command, come to the Court with an Army of cigh- 
teen thouſand Engliſh and Scots, Hereupon the Duke of Tork, with his youn- 
ger ſon, the Earl of Rutland, and the Earl of Salibury , leaving the King 
with the Duke of Norfolk, and Earl of Warwick, march with five thouſand 
men, and met the Queen at «hp yopo The Duke in expectation of his cl- 
deſt fon Edward, Earl of March, with a great Army, would needs fight, 
which unfortunately he did, for there he was ſlain, and almoſt three thouſand 10 
of his men. Rutlayd being but twelve years old, kneeling, defired mercy, bur 
was cruelly ſtabbed by the Lord Cl:fford. Salisbaries head, with divers others, 
are ſtruck off, and ſet upon the walls of York, in ſpight of the Torkiſb Facti- 
on. The young Duke of York after this, with three thouſand men , fights 
Pembroke, the Kings half brother, and ſome other Lords, with their compa- 
nics. In thefirſt incounter, Pembroke , and the Earl of Ormond fled, four 
thouſand of their friends are ſlain, Owen Tuthar Father in law to King Hevry, 
is taken priſoner, with many others, and put to death. Mean while the Q. 
Army beats the Duke of Norfolk, and reſcues King Henry from his power. 
But when ſhe heard of young Yorks victory, ſhe retreats Northward , and rai- *® 
ſeth ſixty thouſand men , and near Towtos, is met by Tork, Warwick, and al- 
moſt forty nine thouſand men , a cruel battail is fought, in whichabove thirty 
fix thouſand Exeliſb arc ſlain, m_ which, were divers Earls, and Lords, 
the two Dukes, Somerſet and Exeter fled, Devonſhire, with many others , ta- 
ken priſoners z the King, Queen, Prince Edward , and others, are fled into 
Scotland, where they are friendly intertained by the young King ; in recom- 

ce of which favour, Barwick is delivered to the king of Scots. The Duke 
of York being Vitor , rode triumphantly into York, took down the heads 
of his Father and Friends, and in the ſame place cauſes the heads of Dewvos- 
ſhire, and ſome others, to be ſet up. King Henry ſends his Queen, with Prince ** 
Eaward, to her Father Reyser, defiring him to procure aid from the French 
king ; In the mean while he reſolves to ſtay in Scotland, in expettation of 
better fortunes. Theſe troubles were preſaged wa blazing ſtar, divers pro- 
digious births, and a monſtrous cock out of the ſea. A Porcland crowed 
three times, turning his head to the South, North, and Weſt. In king Hew- 
ries time Pauls ſteeple was fired with Lightning , and Leaden Hall in London 
built. Upon a League with Spain, our Sheep are tranſported thither. The 
white and red Rofes began tobe the badges of York and Lancaſter. Whit- 
tington Colledge, and Newgate are buile. The Biſhop of Salibury is pulled 4? 
from the high Altar , as he was ſaying Maſs, and on the top of a Hill near 
Edi-eton, is barbarouſly murthered by the Wilsſhire men. Each one of his te- 
nants carying away in triumph, a piece of his bloudy ſhirt. In this kings 
time alſo, France , Normandy , and Aquitain ,' are loſt, five main batrails 
fought between the two great FaRtions : 1. At Saint Albors, in which the 


: Yorkiſh prevailed. 2. On Bloar Heath, wherein the confederate Lords are 


Vietors. 3. Ar Northampton, in which king Hexry is overthrown, 4. At 
VVakefield, whercin the king was victorious. 5. At Towtoy, in which the new

do Earl of Fife Governours , tl under James the firſt ,and James the ſecond, 
Kisgs,' from the year 1400, till the year 1460. 


wm EE ſhewed before, that the peace being broken by Ptercies 
-- invaſion of Scotland, open war is denounced by the Scots 
againſt England. Archibald Duglas, with ten thouſand 
.men., rageth with fire and ſword as far as New Caſtle. 
Hemry | iercy, and George Dumbar , meets him with a 
ftrong Army, a battail is fou.-ht, the Scots are defeated, 
| Þ: and Dvuzlas having loſt one eye, is taken priſoner , with 
ſome other Lords. This batrtail was fought at Hamildon in Northumberland , 
About this time died Annabella the Queen, and Trale Arch-Biſhop of S. An- 
drews, who kept Prince Davzd, a laſcivious and unruly youth, in ſome awe 3 
but when they were'dead, he flew into all kind of diſorders, complaints came 
_ daily of him to the king his father, who deſires his brother the Duke of A1- 
20 bania, Lord Protector, to keepa ſtrit hand over the young Prince : he wil- 
ling to extinguiſh his brothers race, makes Navid a cloſe priſoner , purpoſing 
to ſtarve him z but he was relieved a while by a maid, the keepers daughter of 
the priſon, who through the window conveyed unto him thin Oaten Cakes, 
which ſhe hid in 4 Linnen Cloth caſt over her head , to keep her from the hear 
of the Sun. A Country Nurſe alſo ſametimes gave him ſuck'out of her breaſts, 
which he received by a cane ; ſg his life was prolonged a while : but the kee- 
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per upon ſuſpition, watched the priſon ſo natrowly, that he caught both theſe 
women, who were puniſhed , the cruel keeper execrating his own daughter, 
ſuffered the/young Prince ar laſt to eat his own fleſh,for want of other food,and 
20 ſo he died miſerably.” No man durſt acquaint his Father with this -ſad and bar- 
barous uſage,not with his death-a long time, for fear of the Proteftor. Bur at 
laſt by ſecret whiſperings, the king hears of it, ſends for his brother , and ac- 
cuſcth him, he layeth the fault upon others, and is ready to clear both himſelf 
and ſ{crvants. Mean while he corrapts his accuſers , produceth ſome malefa- 
ors out of priſon, but free from this crime, whom he cruelly purs to death. 
Yet the king couldnot bur intertain the ſuſpition ſtill of his brothers treachery, 
but durſt not puniſh him, becauſe of his greatn&ls : Mean while being much 
grieved for his fon David, takes care for hisyounger ſon Fames , now under 
the tuition of the Arch-Biſhop of Saint Andrews, who with others of the 
4c kings fricnds,adviſe him to fend the Prince to Charles the {ixth King of France, 
fo he ſhould be educated by hitn, and out of. harms way. Upon this, he is 
ſent with Sinclar Eart of Orkney \ his Governour, towards France ; but ſtops 
at Flamburg, by reaſon of the wind,or his own ſickneſs , where he is detained 
by the.Erglyh, and ſent up to the King, who retains him as a priſoner,againſt 
the Law of Nations, and Articles of Peace, made lately for eight years. 
The king of England having received Letters from the Scots King, ſhew- 
ing the cauſes of his ſons going to France, and withall defiring he may not be 
detained in England, deſires to be adviſed by his Conncel , what he ſhould 
doin this caſe; ſome were of opinion, that feeing this Prince was ſent awa 
? to ſecure him from danger, and that there was now a peace with Scotland , rhe 
Scots Prince ſhould be ſet free, and hoſpitably nfed ; and that there was no 
policy at that time ro exaſperate the Scots : bur others affirmed,that his deren- 
ſion was juſt, becaufe the Scots had aided Pze#cy againſt the king, and that old 
Piercy being a traitour, is maintained and fhelryed by the Scots king. This 0- 


pinion 
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An.Chriſti pinion prevailed ; Prince Fames is retained, and care taken for his education, 


ut when news came of his captivity to king Robert his father, being then ar 
STE: he fell ſuddenly ſo ill, that they could ſcarce keep life in hum , fo grie- 
ve 


e was, that within three days he died, the 16 year of his Reign. The 


Government of the kingdom is commirted to his brother Robert. In the five 
following years, divers incurſions of Ezeliſh and: Scots upon each other were 
made, i þ divers places taken and re-taken. The battul of Harlaw amo 

the Scots themſelves, was memorable. Donald Lord of the Iſles, laid claim to 
the Country of Roſs, as being next heir,and which the Governor” wrongfully 
detained from him ; therefore having raiſed ten. thouſand men in the Iſles, en- 
ters Roſs”, where none made reſiſtance, all acknowledging him for their 
Lord. Having had ſuch good ſucceſs here, he attempts Morray-land, which 
alſo ſubmitted to him z then having plundred Bogie, he threatens Aberden, the 
Governour againſt this ſudden and unlooked for enemy, prepares an Army,bur 
before he could be ready, the Earl of Marre,with moſt of the Gentry ofihoke 
parts, encounters him near the Village Harlaw ; a bloudy batrailis fought, 
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which continued till the night parted them : {o great was the lofle on both - 


ſides, that neither party brag of the Victory. More Gentry were loſt in this 
inteſtin quarrel, then before at any time againſt a Forain. Enemy. About this 
time the Univerfity of Saint Andrews was crefted. a 

For ten years after this, no memorable ation is recorded between the two 
kingdoms , cither becauſe of the Truce, and the Engliſh imployments in 
France, under Henry the fifth, or clſc becauſe the Governour of Scotland durſt 
not ſtir, fearing le the king of England ſhould ſend home the right heir to 


20 


the kingdom. Some inroads the Borderers made now- and then upon each o- 


ther, but not by publick Authority : The Dolphin of France being difſinheri- 
ted by his crazy-headed farher, fends to Scotland for. aid , according tothe 
old League. A Parliament is ſummoned, and ſeven thoufand Voluntaries un- 
der Fohn Earl of Buchan are ſent, who got the French a memorable victory 


higheſt office next to the King. Mean while, Robert ProteQor of Scotland 
dicth, fifteen years aftet the death of king Robert the third. In his place is 
ſer up his ſon Mordacws, a man unfit for Government; which called the Earl 
of Buchan home from France, who ſhortly after was invited again by the Dol- 
phin into France, whither he haſteneth, with five thouſand Scots, and lands 
at Rotchel, King row! of England carieth over with him into Fraxce, young 
King Fames of Scotland, purpoſely by his means to alienate the Scots from 
the French, which he could not do z for when the Scots King did preſs them 


to forſake the French, and joyn with their King ; they anſwered , that their

fore King Herry having found in Meldzz which he took, twenty Scots, he cau- 
ſed them to be hanged , pretending they fought againſt their King.

Shortly -after, a 
Parliament is held at Sterling, where Hordac withrhis. two ſons, and. his 
wives father, are arraigned of High Treaſon, 'and beheaded» Not long at- 
ter this, Ambaſladors come from France, to renue the 014 League, and to

The next year after, the King mikes a Progrefſ&intorthe Northern parts, 
for ſuppreſſing ſome turbulcnt ſpirits thete. Divers of the faious Ring-lea- 
ders arc apprehended, and put to death. ' Alexander Lord of the Iles, upon 
30 intreaty of friends, is pardoned, and conditionally -thar he will be quiet, and 
ſubje& to the Laws, is ſent home : But he was {6 far from acknowledging the 
Kings fayour, that he thought himſelf highly wronged for being impriſoned 
{o Jong. Therefore he raiſeth ſome Forces, anduddenly falls upon Inner- 
neſſe, which he firſt plunders, then ſets onfires'- He:beſteged the Caſtle, bur 
could not take it; therefore riſeth , upon'the report'of an Army ſent by the 
King __ him. He was now ten thouſand ſtrong, but two of the Clans,to 
wit, Chataw and Chameron, upon the news of the Kings Forces coming, tor- 
ſook-him:.” ' Hereupon, miſtruſting the fidelity of the reſt, disbands his Forces 
and flies into the Iſlands, and thence intends for Ireland; but finding no ſc- 
40 curity,” except in'the Kings wonted clemency., procures ſome potent friends 
to make his peace with him , to which the King \would-not hearken,, till he 
come himſelf; therefore he comes privately to Edinburgh, and in a white ſheet 
upon Exfter day, caſts himſelf at the Kings feet, and ſubmirs to. his mercy ; 
the Queen and Lords then preſent intetcede for him : he'is command=d to 
tay till Divine Service was ended. Mean while the King thinking it fit to 
yetld ſomewhat to tlie Queens requeſt, and yet not-fafe. to ſend home 1o potent 
and fatious a man, without fome puniſhment, he ſends/ him to Textallon Ca- 
ſtle, and his pragmaticalmorhe to the Iſle Aemona : the Clan-Catans , and 
Clan-Chamerons, deſtroyed each other by their fewds; In the Ifles, Donald 
Jo Baloc, tO revenge his Couſin Alexanders wrongs, makes' new. ſtirs.

Mach 
Donald the Iſlander, hid himſelf in Ireland, where his head was cur, off, and 1, 
ſent to the King for a preſent : and ſo the kingdom was pretty well quie- 
ted. | " 
After this, the King ſends divers wiſe and fincere men about the kingdome, 
to hear complaints , and to look to weights and meaſures. Art this time he 
had two Twins born to him, which occaſioned much joy, and the inlargement 
of Duglas and Kennedy out of priſon, who had been ſent thither for ſpeaking 
ro0 laviſhly againſt the preſent Government. He advanceth learning , and 
ſends for ſome skilful in all forts of Manufature out. of Flanders. He: had 2 
mind alſo to reform the abuſes of the Clergy, bur durſt not advemure, be- 
cauſe of their power and exempt juriſdiction : Yet he was blamed for the lux- 26 
ury and excels of his Courtiers, in diet, and apparel , though he himſelf was 
very moderate, both in the one and the other. + He was diſliked alſo for penu- 
rioulneſs, having a greater Revenue then his brother , by the addition of the 
Earls of -Ma# and Bxchans patrimonies, who were dead. Whereas his Un+ 
cle Robert, and this Reberts ſon, his Coufin German Mordacas, the laſt Go. 
vernours of Scotland, had been very bountiful to the people,whoſe inheritance 
alſo fell ro the King, againſt whom the Gentry grumbled ; alſo for Keeping 
all the Wardſhips in his own hand , which ought to be given as Rewards to 
well deſerving men. The King excuſcd his parcimony,by ſhewing how poor 
his Revenues were by: the profuſeneſs of the former Governours and Kings; 39 
and that he was forced to raiſe Taxes for defraying of publick charges. Mean 
while an Ambaſſador comes from Fraxce to bring away Margaret , who had 
been betrothed to Lews, Charles the ſevenths ſon. This Ambaſhe is croſſed 
by another out of England, dcfiring an union of the ewo kingdoms, which 
is more natural, then with France, that ncither ſpeaks the ſame language, nor 
is confined within the ſame Iſland. This union was then aa op - hoy 
becauſe Burgundy was fallen off from England, and Fraxce was beginning to 
grow too ſtrong. Barwick, Koſsburg.,and the other places, now controverted, 
are promiſed to the Scots, if they will aſſent to an offenſive and defenſive 
League with Exglavd. The matter is referred toa Parliament, whercin it 49 
was conceived , that Englands aim was to make the Scots forſake their old 
friends, to the end they ſhould be wholly ſubjeR to. the Engliſh. Therefore 
they reſolyc to be conſtant to their old Rage, This being denycd, the 
Ambaſſador threatneth war againſt Scotlavd, ſhewing there was alrcady 2 
Fleet prepared to intercept the Lady and her company. Notwithſtandin 
theſe threats, the King ſends away his daughter, who eſcaped the Eneli 
Fleet, becauſe that was 1 in purſuit of ſome Holland Vellils, laden with 
wine from Rotchel, which they took for Prige, ( England and Bargundy be- 
ing now -chemies) butthis Prize was rc-taken by the Spaniard. The Scots 
ſhips arrive ſafely at Rotchel, from whence the young Lady is conveyed by 50

The King of England had now twice provoked the Scots ro make war; once 
by labouring to intercept the Scottiſh Lady ; and then by ſending. Piercy with

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las, Earl of Angwe, between whom was a-hot Skirmiſh, and many killed on An, Chriſti 
both ſides, ſome ſay about 20-, of the Engliſh were taken 1502. K. Fames a 
raiſeth a great Army, and befiegeth Roxbwrg ; but when he was in hope of a 
ſurrender,the Q. comes poſt to him, & ina great fright aſſures him, thar a plot 
was intenced againſt him, ſuddenly to take away his life : Upon this , he ri- 
ſerh from the ſiege, and disbands the Army, for which he was much blamed, 
in that he would be ſo uxorious, as at his wives report to diſmifſe an Army 
raiſed with ſo much trouble and charge.

One of 
the Kings own ſervants makes way for the Traitors entrance into the Kings 
Chamber in the night, who preſently aſſault him 3 the: Queen by interpoſing 
her ſelf ro, keep off the ſwords, reccived two wounds z/ but being forcibly ca- 
ried away, and the King left to himſelf, he is murthered , having received 
twenty eight wounds. The ſad news of the Kings death being ſpread a- 
broad, inquiry is made every where for the Traitors, who were all found our, 
and inlefle then forty days juſtly executed. Walter. Earl of Athol, had his 
limbs disjointed the firſt day, A the Strapado, then he was ſet upon a Pil- 
lar, and there Crowned with a burning Crown of Iron, to accompliſh whas 
20 the Witches had told him, to wit,that he ſhould be crowned in a great Aﬀſem- 
bly of people : the next day he is dragged by a horſe through the ſtreets of E- 
d;nburgh upon an Hurdle. The third day his bowels arc taken out,and burned, 
he being yet alive, his heart is pulled out,- and his head cut off, and advan- 
cd upon a Pole. Ar laſt his body is quartred, and fer up in four ſeveral pla- 
ces : Some others of the ſame wicked crew, are tortured to dearh, with hot 
pincers z, and. others with other puniſhments. This King -reigned thirteen 
years, and lived: forty four : he was buried in the Charter Houſe of Perth, 
which he founded. ade 

.. ©, To Fames the 1. ſucceeded Fames the 24, and youngeſt of the Twins, for 
30 Alexander the other died, This King is Crowned at Holy Roods in Edinburgh. 
During his minority, Alexander Leviſton is made ProteRor or Regent. Arch- 
bald Earl of..Dsglas, being angry that this honour was not conferred on! him, 
ufters, or rather encourageth the Ananders under his juriſdiction , ro ſpoil and 
plynder the Country, Complaints are made againſt him, which he ſleighted, 
commanding his people not to obey the Kings Edicts,- alledging he had Re- 
g2lpower hunſelt, Beſides there were private quarrels between the Regent and 
Chancelor, croiling cach others power, to the great'diſtirbance of the peo- 
ple.; whichat laſt broke out into publick hatred, to pillaging, and burning of 
-: Houſes-and: Villages. The Q. being much troubled at this diſtemper, and wil- 
4C ling to get her young ſon out of the Chancelors cuſtody, who kept him with 
himſclf in-Edinburgh Caſtle, cunningly infinuates her ſelf-fo much*into his 
good opinion,as thar ſhe got leave to lic in the ſame Caſtle with her ſon, whom 
at length ſhe conveyed away in her Trunk, where (he kept her Linen, to Lieth, 
ang from thence in a ſhip to Sterlin,where the Regent reſ1des. Thither the chict 
of his party came to ſec the King, and to conſult, how the Kingdom ſhould be 
freed, from the Chancelors tyranny , who had abuſed his truſt, wronged the 
King, oppreſſed the people; and fled his own Coffers with the wealth of the 
kingdom, There the Queens wiſdom and care is nightly commended; and its 
50 4grecd, that an Army be raiſed , and Edinbwegh Caſtle beficged, before the 
Gfancelour know any thing. Preſently the Regents Fadion arm themſelves 
and bclcaguer the Caſtle. . The Chancelor knowing his own-danger,'fends ro 
Duglas for aid, aſſuring him that the Regent ajimedat the'ruine of thein,boh.. 
Ds who hated them both cqually, anſwers him that 'borh-the Chancctour 
and Regent were perfidious, and aimed at - bur their own private mm 
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—x.: a: and thattherefore the Kingdotn ſhould be happy if they were both dead. Up-' 

a on this anſwer, the yon. Chancelour make Truce for two days, ng 
came to 2 parly, in which they made known to each other, how-dangerovs it 
would be _ m to jar, ſceing Duglas defired the ruine of them both, aim- 
ing at the ſole rule of the kingdom, which he would cafily obtain, if cither he 
could ruine one or both of them. Thus they two agreed : The Chancelour 
delivers the keys of the Caſtle to the King, where he ſupped that night, and 
the next day confirms the one in his Chancelorſhip, the other in his Regency. 
But not long after, Dugles their mortal enemy died, whoſe ſon being fourteen 

. years of age, by reaſon of his great wealth and power , and up alſo'r 

with flatterers, took more ſtate on him, then became a ſubject. His Court 
outvied the Kings z his Guard confiſted of two thouſand horſe , he made 
Knighrs;and Councellors, and Officers of his State z then he ſends Ambaſſa- 
dors to the French King , mentioning the merirs of his Progenitors to the 
Crown of France, and ſo he obtains the Title of Duke of Tron, or Tours. 
W hich honour his Grand-father received: from Charls 7. and his father till 
that rime enjoyed it.. So formidable was the power of D#glas, that the Re- 
gent and Chancelour committed the Queen and her husband Fames Stwart of 
Lorn to priſon, upon ſuſpition that they complyed with him. Nor were the 
ſer free, till they had cleared themſelves, and promiſed nor to meddle with 20 
publick buſineſs, without the Regents knowledge. 

Whilſt the kingdom was thus diſtracted, the Iflanders land with great For- 
ces upon the main land;and with fire and ſword,ſpoil all before them., ſparing 
neither ſex nor age. To theſe miſeries were added a great famin and peſtilence; 
the cauſe of all theſe calamities is aſcribed to the Regents ryrannical govern- 
ment, who ſleighting the Chancelor,ruled all by himſelf. But the Chancelour 
ſceing how diſcontent the people were with the Viceroy, ſcizeth himſelf of E-- 
dinburgh Caſtle, and;thet watched an opportunity, to get the King our of the 
Regents cuſtody. One day the King was hunting in the Woods near Sterliy, 
with a \mal:company, the Regent alſo then was out of the way ; the Chan- 39 
celor with ſome Troops of horſe ng cn the King, deſires him not to fear, 
they Were come to take him away from his Imperious Tutor,and to ſet him at 
liberty. therefore (faith the Chancelour) play the King, and ſtrive now to 
rule both your ſelf, and nr rage, whoſe diſcale is ſuch as cannot be cured 
but by your own Dmedi hand. With this, he leads the Kings Horſe by 
the bridle, . to a place not far off, where four thouſand horſe were ready ro 
convey him to Edinburgh, where he is reccived with great acclamation. The 
Viceroy, being muchperplexed,that he was thus overreached by the Chan- 
celor, and; not knowing: whom to truſt-, reſolyes to caſt himſelf upon the ,, 


Chancelour: therefore with ſome of his retinue rides to Ediabwreh , and* 
by. the, interceſſion. of - the Biſhops of | Aberden and! AMorrey,.. procured the 
Chancelowr to give; him 4 manmin/the church of Saint Argzdime; where 
having met, the Viceroy deſires there might be no difference between them, 
{ceing. they, both aimed at the fame thing , which vvas. the good of the 
King, 2, Kingdom',' though in. the manner there might be tome diverſi- 
Lies. :, 
He wiſheth him ta canfider how many enemies they had , how glad they. 
would be(faith he) of our jars,” how happy might both we and the Kingdom 
be, if, we:accord, which if we doe, we ſhall ſecure onr (elves, diſappoint 
our .cnemies, advance the; Kings, and Kingdoms good; therefore if by cither,, _ 
of. us, a Ong nee ren done amis; ler it -=— au forgiven, for the 3® 
publich goods ke, be having ſaid/and confeſſed His error in carying away, the 
yoog Þ; whoſe tuition-wss by his father commirted tothe Chancelor alone,8. 
wS he. had found t9.be.no honor but a burthen ro him)$ the Chancelor being 
glad of thus friendly overture, lays hold on it,6 ſo they are recociled; 8 reſolve 
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Jed, in which many grievances and complaints are exhibited, by thoſe wha wv Vw 


had ſuffered m the late diſtrations. The Regent told them that Duglas might 
quickly remedy theſe evils, if he would comply with the Parliament , which 
can do bur little good in ſettling of affairs, fo long as ſo potent a man ſtood 
out againſt them. Upon this, an Order is made to invite him to the Parlia- 
ment, that he with the reſt might a@ for the publick good ;, that he would 
not degenerate from his noble ay 19 j who had been alway faithful Pa- 
triots ; that if he plcaſe to come, he ſhall have what ſhare in the Government 
10 he will deſire. 
Upon this invitation, and perſwaſion of friends , and defire alſo of more 
power, he comes. The Chancelour met him divers miles from the City, and 
entertains him for two days together at his houſe, called Crichton Caſtle; 
where he deſires him to acknowledge the Kings power and goyernment,and to 
ſubmit thereto ; that he would put away from him all lewd perſons, and not 
protect high-way. men, nor oppreſs the Kings ſubjets. W hat hath been by 

im hirherto acted, ſhall be imputed to his Nl Councellors,and his own inex- 

rience and youth. By theſe fair words, he was allured to go, who alſo had 

rought with him his brother David : But ſome of his wiſeſt friends ſuſpeRed 
20 treachery, and therefore wiſhed him to return, or atleaſt to ſend back his 
brother, that the whole _— might not periſh together. But theſe men 
were quickly ſilenced by the Chancelor ; and the two young Gentlemen went 
in chearfully, ſuſpefting no hurt. As ſoon as Dvglas was centred Edinbwegh 
Caſtle, the Vice-Roy meets him, and makes much of him, cauſing him to 
fir downat the Kings own Table. Abour the midſt of Dinner, ſome of the 
Kings. Guard in Arms, brings into the room a Bulls head in a Diſh, which 
they ſet down before him. In thoſe times, this was a ſign of death to thoſe 
that were to loſe their heads. The y Gallant being affrighted art this 
ſight, began to withdraw from the Table z but he was preſently laid hold on 
ze and caried out into the Caſtle Court, where he for his intemperate yourhful- 
neſs, is beheaded, with his brother. When the King heard of this executi- 
on, he wept, but was check for it by the Regent, ſhewing, that in the death 
of Drzelas, confiſted the Kings ſecurity and happineſs. Dugles dying with- 
out iflue, rhe Earldom being intailed, fell ro Fames, nick-named Craſſws , or 
Groſſe ; and his other Patrimonies , which were very great, to, his fifter 
Beatrix. 

' Groſſe died within two years after, and his eldeſt ſon William ſucceeded, who 
maried with his Uncles daughter , heir of many Countries z which brought 
much envy on him, both becauſe of the great power and wealth was fallen 
4© to him, and likewiſe the propinquity of bloud between him and his wife z of 
theſe things he being conſcious, reſolved to procure the Kings favour upon a- 
ny tearms, who now was of years, and had undertaken the Government of 
the kingdom; therefore he beſtowes large gifts on ſome Courtiers, to ſpeak 
for him ; and withall comes in pn to the King , acknowledgeth his for- 
mer errors, and promiſerh for the future to be loyal to his Majeſty, Upon 
this the Kinz receives him into favour, and imparts his councels to him; but 
the Vice-Roy and Chancelour fearing leſt this infinuating of Duglas into the 
Kings favour. aimed at both their ruines z reſigned up their places, and took 
leave of the Court, The one retired himſelf tro his own Country Manfion ; 


- $© the other to Edinburgh Caſtle: and as they feared, ſo it fell out ; for Duglas 


ſo infinuated himſelf into the Kings affeion, that he intending to be revenged 
on them for the death of his two Couſin Germans, perſwades the King ro 
call the Regent and Chancelour to an account of their Government ; hoping 
by theſe means to oppreſs them if they came, or to have their cſtates conhi- 


cate, if they came not, Upon this they are ſummoned, bur came not, cx- 
rr 3 culing 
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An.Chriſtz cuſing their abſence, nor for any crime they were guilty of, but becauſe the 
—_— had Ss many cnemies at Court, to whoſe cenſure they ſhould be loth to Fr 
mit ; therefore they would reſerve themſelves for better times. 

Upon this anſwer, D#glas got a Parliament to be called at Sterling, in 
which the Regent and Chancelour are proclaimed publick enemies to the 
State, and their eſtates confiſcate, To this purpoſe, Forces are ſent to demo- 
liſh the Caſtles, or ro new Gariſon them ; which was done accordingly : the 
Chancelor in requital, raiſeth ſome Troops, and commits great {poil in the 
enemies Country , being aided by Kennedy, Arch-Biſhop of S. Andrews, 
George Earl of Angale, and Fohy Earl of Morton. Upon theſe Duglas wracks = 
his anger, one quarrel begets another ; {o divers Forces are raiſed by theſe 

arties,- and divers Skirmiſhes there were , not without much ſhedding of 
loud. Mean while the Chancelour Crichton, is beleaguered in Fdinburgh 
Caſtle by Duglas. Ar length, after nine months ſiege , Crichton is pardoned 
for all offences of his againſt the King , and is permitted to march away 
with his Forces; ſo the Caſtle is ſurrendred, Not long after, Crichtay is 
again made Chancec)our , but he left the Court, and all publick imploiments : 
every one knew that Duglas was the cauſe of all theſe civil broils , yet ſo great 
was his power ith the King, that no man durſt accuſe him : ſome great ones 
he cauſed to be put to death, ſome to be baniſhed. Having done what he 20 
could againſt Crichton, he- tries what he can do againſt Leviſton the Regent, 
whom he cauſeth with -his ſon Fames, and divers others, to be ſummoned to 
the Parliament at ms, where they are accuſed of high crimes. The 
p Regent, and the two Dwdaſſes, arc ſent to priſon in Dunbarton Caſtle, the reſt 
are beheaded. Fames the Regents ſon, on the Scaffold, complained much 
againſt the inconſtancy of Fortune, and vanity of worldly Honours, ſhew- 
ing, that notwithſtanding his Father had been Vice-Roy of Scotland, and 
had done ſo much good ſervice for the King and kingdome, yet all is forgor, 
the Kings pardon fleighted, the intreaties of the Nobility for his life rejected ; 
therefore wiſheth all men to beware of publick imployments,and honours, be- 39 
ing the deceitful ſmiles of flattering fortune : and having ſo ſaid, laid down 
his neck onithe block, to the great grief of the SpeRators. 

In the midſt of theſe Civil _—, Crichton the Chancelour is ſent AmbaCſ- 
ſador into Fraxce, to renue the old League, and to get a wife for the King, 
About this'time Cameron, Arch» Biſhop of Glaſgow, Br his cruelties and op- 
preſſion'of his tenants, was called upon by a ſtrange voice to appear before 
Chriſts Tribunal ; . being then aſleep , he awaketh in fear,” and ca!ls up his 
ſervants,” whoſate down by him : He calls for a Book, -and as he was begin- 
ning to read, the voice ſummons him again, to the amazement of his ſcr- 
vants s but when the voice called the third time , tie gavea hideous groan, 49 
thruſt our his tongue and died. And now the Truce with England is expired : 
whereupon incurſions are made into each others Territories, fire, and (word, 
raging on both ſides, ſo that the Country for many miles is laid waſte : 
as Th a new Truce for ſeven years is concluded ; betore the expiration of 
which, the Borderers begin to ſpoil and rob each other, Complaints being 
made on both ſides , Armies are raiſed; a batrail is fought, in which che 
Scots had the better z rhree thouſand of the Engliſh being ſlain, and of the 
Scots ſix-hundred only ; many were taken priſoners, and much booty is caried 
into Edinburgh. This batrail was fought at a place called Sarc. Upon the 
news of this overthrow at Loxydon, a new Army-is appointed to be ſent a- 59 

ainſt the Scots, for re-gaining of what was loſt : but this Expedition was 
Find red by the inteſtin commotions in Exgland; therefore Ambaſſadors are

After this, Earl Duglas undertakes a journy for Rowe, being the year of 
Jubilee, accompanied with many Lords and Gentlemen ; who in his abſence 
is complained of by his enemies to the King, who durſt not in his preſence, 
whiſper againſt him. He is accuſed of divers oppreſfions. The King was 
not Willing to hear any complaints againſt him, being abſent yer to ſtop the 
clamours of the people, he ſends to the Earls Proctor, to appear, and to 
ro fake notice of the crimes objeted againſt his Lord. He refuſeth to come, 
wherefore he is impriſoned for contempr ; bur at laſt he ſubmits, and*comes 
into the Court, who Petitioned, that the Trial be put off, till the Earl come 
himſelf, But a ſentence paſt for ſatisfaction of his debts. To this pnrpoſe, 
Commiſhoners are appointed to take up his Revenues, who were ſleighted 


by the Earls Tenants and Vaſſals; therefore the King ſends an Army into 


Galloway to force them. The Earl hearing of theſe paſſages at Rome, was 
much perplexed ; he was alſo forſaken by divers of his followers : ſo that he 
returns home with thin Attendants. 

Before he came to the King , he premiſes his brother Fames to ſound our 
20 how he was affected Ry 1M z and finding he ſtood right inthe Kings opi- 
nion, returns home; and upon promiſe that he would ſuppreſſe the Annanders, 
who were notable Robbers, he 1s ſo highly advanced in the Kings favour, that 
he confers on him the Title of Vice-Roy of Scotland; which afterward he 
forfeixed, by having ſecret correſpondency with the King of England, Crichton 
the Chancelor was again rad witch {o angerd Duelas, that he iet ſome 
of his followers in the high-way one night, as he was going home from Edin- 
bargh,to murther him + but being a ſtour man, he eſcaped, by killing one, and 
wounding another, but he was wounded alſo himſelf. Shortly afcer, being re- 
covered, he xcturns unexpectedly to Edinburgh,with a grear Train of his friends 
zo and ſervants, and had almoſt aa Duglas, who ns eſcaped the dan- 
oer, to make his party the ſtronger , enters into league. with the. two richeſt 
Earls of that time ; to wit, of Roſſe, and Craford. So that now he began to 
ſleighr the King ; for one Sir Fohn Harris of Galloway complaining to Duglas 
of the wrongs he had ſuffered by the - Ananders , his Vaſſals, and finding no 
redrefſe, falls himſelf upon them with ſome Forces, which he had raiſed, ho- 
ping to recover his loſſes. But he with his Train was ſurpriſed by the Earls 
Forces, and hanged, notwithſtanding the King by his Letters intreated his 
pardon. This made people give out, that Nuglas aimed to be King him- 
{elf ; for when the King had interceded again for a chief man of the Maclel- 
zo lans, whom Duglas kept in priſon. for killing one of his name, he ſleighted 
the Kings requeſt,8& executed the Gentleman, T he King being ſtirred up by the 
clamors of the people againſt Dwglas;ſends for him,who becauſe of his guilty 
mind, refuſeth ro come, knowing that he had many enemies at Court. Yer 
at laſt, upon the publick faich., confirmed by hand and ſeal ; he adventures 


to come to Sterlin with'a great Train , where he is kindly uſed by the King, 
who after Supper, calls him aſide, and reproves him for his ingratitude, and 


inſolencies ; yet promiſethto pardon all by-paſt offences, if he will break off 
the league with Roſſe and Craford, which could not confiſt with the Kings 
ſafery or honour. Arthis the Earl, began to boggle, and uſe tergiverſation, 
50 ſaying, he would adviſe with his friends, and that to ing needed not to be {0 
haſty or preſſing. At this he was ſo incenſed, that he rold the Earl plainly, 
if you will not (faith he) break off this confederacy, I will, and with that 
ſtabs him in'the breaſt with his dagger, The Courtiers hearing a noiſe, pre- 
ſently brake into the room, cach one giving the Earl a wound. Upon the re- 
port of this {laughter, a great tumult in the Town is raiſed by the Earls _ 

ro- 
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An.Chriſti brothers, 


and his faction ; but the tumult was at laſt appeaſed. The Earl- © 


WS dom falls to Fames the next brother, who ſpeaking bitterly againſt the per- 


fidiouſneſſe of the King and his Court , defires his brothers » friends, and 
followers, to beſiege the Caſtle z but they wanted ſtrength cnough for that 
enterpriſe, therefore they take the Kings Patent containing the Publick Faith, 
and ties it to a horſe call dragging it up and down the ſtreets, and uſing all 
opprobrious ſpeeches againſt the King and his Court. Then in the Marker 
vi the King and his adherents are denounced Perjurers , Truce-breakers, 
and enemies toall good men, by the ſound of five hundred horns : at laſt 
they plunder the Town, and fire it. FP £5 uh 
Within few days this inraged multitude falls to ſpoiling of all the Kings 
lands and tenants ; they befiege alſo Dalketh Caſtle, bur could not take it. In 
the interim the King. raiſeth an Army, but becauſe the Duglaſsians were too 
ſtrong for him, he reſolves to forbear action, till Alexander Gordon come with 
his Northern Forces; the Earl of Craford to keep theſe from joining with the 
Kings Southern Forces, encounters with Gurdoy at Brechin in Anguſe. A fierce 
Battail is fought, in which the Crafordians are defeared , many prime men 
on both ſides were killed, Gordon here loſt both his brothers , and was for- 
ced to return home with his victorious Army, to ſuppreſs the Earl of Marry, 
who was raging with fire and ſword in Huntlies Country of Bogy ; but the 28 
Gordons beat him not only thence, but alſo our of his own Country of oy 
Mean while a Parliament is called at Edinburgh, tro which Earl D#glas and 
. Lords that followed him, are ſummoned to appear , who refuſe to come. 
The Earl alſo cauſed a paper to be faſtned the next night on the Church door, 
wherein he renounceth all Allegiance to the King, ſaying, that he will never 
truſt him, who murthered his Couſins at Zdinbwgh, and his brother at Ster- 
lin, being allured thither upon the publick faith z for this Oy; this 
Earl Fames, with his brothers, and Beatrix, his deceaſed brothers wife, with 
the Earl of Crawford, are proclaimed Rebels. An Army is raiſed to purſue 
them ; their houſes are plundred, fields waſted, barns fired , and their cattel 30 
driven away. Earl Fames in the mean time to keep the wealth once gotten, 
| Nill in his Family, marieth with Beatrix, his defun& brothers wife, and deals 
with the Pope for a diſpenſation, which the King by his Letters hindred. The 
three enſuing years are ſpent in deſtroying cach other with tire and {word;wher- 
upon followed the famine and peſtilence. Some of the Earls wiſcſt friends, 
adviſe him to ſubmit to the King, rather then ſtand out ro the ruine of himſelf, 
family, and friends : but he is reſolved never to truſt rhoſe that had murthered 
; guns their faith, his Couſins, and brother : Earl Craford being weary of 
e wars, and of the injuſtice of the cauſe, reſolves in time to ſubmit to the 
Kings mercy ; therefore one day bare-footed , and barc-headed , he comes *? 
and caſts himſclf at the Kings feet , defiring pardon for what was paſt, and 
promiſeth his fidelity and loyalty for the future. * The King upon this ſub- 
miſhon, and perſwafion withall of Arch-Biſbop Kennedy, his wiſe Counce- 
four, conſidering alſo that Crafords falling off from Duglas , would weaken 
that party,reccives him into his favor, which Craford ever after retained till his 
dying day. Duglas perceiving his 'Forces to grow weaker daily , had little 
hope left him now, but in T King of England, from whom he expected 
help; therefore ſends Hammilton to Londow, who reccives this anſwer from 
the King, that he would not make war upon Scotland, except the Earl will be- 
come a ſubje&t of England, and truſt the King with his perſon and eſtate : 


This hope failing him, and being weakned every day by the Kings Forces, 59 
who plundred his Countries, and beat down his Caſtles ; he is reſolved up- 
on the advice of Hammilton, to venture his Fortunes upon a batrail. Abrecors 


Caſtle was now beficged by the Kings Army. The Earl raiſcth all the ſtrength 
he could to relieve the 


Caſtle ; but when he came within view of the Kings 
Army 
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Ariny, he made a halt; and kept off kis ſoldiers fo long from fighting, Av:Chrifts 
that they grew weary with delays. And Hammilrs7 one night revolted ro WL 


the King, who after he had impriſoned him a while, teceives him to his fa- 
vour. Others alſo following the example of Hamilton, forſook Dazlas, 
ſo the Caſtle at laſt is'taken by the King, and demoliſhed. The Earl be- 
ing forſaken by moſt of his men, flyerh to England, vvith a few of his 
friends : but ſhortly after, he got ſome new Forces, and vvith them en- 
ters Annandel, bat is beaten by the Kings party ; he eſcapes again with 
his brother Fohn 5 Archbald Earl of Murreq is ſlain, and George 1s wound- 
10 ed, andafterward beheaded. Then a Parliament is held at Edinburgh, 
in which the Duglaſſes, Fames and John, with Beatrix, are proſcribed. 
Earl Zames having loſt his brothers, forſaken by his Soldiers, ſlighted 
by the Errplithy betakes himfelf at laſt to Donald Lord of the Iſles, and 
Earl of Roſs, with whom he enters into a league; they fall firſt upon the 
Kings lardsnext to them, then upon Argile, Arran, Lichaber and Murray, 
which they wafte with fire and ſword, they took the Caſtle of Fuji 
and fired the Town. Mean while the Engliſh invade the $0107

and carrie away great booties. Beatrix who had married twobrothe 
Being checkr in conſcience, ſubmits her ſelf tothe Kings mercy; who! 
20 doned her: The like did the wife of Donald, and the like favdny ſhi

W ar- 
wick comes to the City of Warweck,with his forces, and writes to Clarence, to 
haſten thicher with his Army,for he meant to give the K. barrel ; but Clarence 
made no haſte,which bred ſuſpition in Warwick, that he meant to fail him in

K.Edward went thence towards his brother Clarexce,who likewiſe refuſed to 
fight : Hereupon the D. of Cloxcefter, brother to them both, reconciled them 
and their armics : then the 3 brothers ſtrive to win YYarwick to their ſide , bur 
he curſing the D. perfidiouſneſs, would not unite with them.

So the army is diſmiſſed,and'the K. is accompanicd by Rivers, Grey, and ſome 
other friends ro Northampton, ardixhence-to-Srony Stratford, which little town 
not being capable of the whole'tram,the-Earlwith his followers remained that 
nightin Northampton. But Glonceſter,and Buckingham, with ſome reſolved. at- 
rendants,bore Rivers company'that ſame night; but withal in the night time, 
the two D. ſeized upon allthe keys of the Tzx,and cauſed all the ways between 

o theſe rwo towns,to be guarded,and none to paſs that way , then they fell upon. 

the Earl,who was confident of them till now,and commurs him to ſafe cuſtody. 

The 2 D; rode to Stony Stratford,and preſented their ſervice to the K.which he 

accepted, having no {uſpition of what was done; then they ſeize on the Lo.Grey, 

the K. half brother,and ſome others; whom'they ſent to Pomfre: Caſtle, where 

without any judicial proceedings, they loſt their heads; they remove alſo the 

K. menial ſervants & officers,giving our that the Earl with the reſt of his con- 

federates, meant to deſtroy all the Lords of K. Edwards bloud, and to rule all 

themſelves. The Q. being then at Weſtwinſter, hearing of theſe tragical pal- 

ſages, took ſanctuary there,and repented ſhe had adviſed upon Glouceſters cun- 

, ning letters,to diſmiſs the army. The X.alſo grieved much, bur the 2 D. pro- 

teſted, they ated nothing but for his weal; and thar they would: be faithful ro 

him till their lives end.

ſtings and his complices ; therefore they are required to certific the City of the 


true cauſe of this broil and execution in the Tower. Two hours after the exe- 
cution,a long Proclamation is read by an Herald of Arms,which was th 


the pedigree, vertues and yalour of the ProteRor,and in deteſtation of the laſt 


20 K. Ew Hſetrious as, and familiarity with Shores wife, and others; alſo to 


ſhew his children were baſtards,and born in adultery, becauſe he was contraft- 
ed to the Lady Lscy,before he maried the Lady Grey, and was alſo aftied xo the 
Lady Bena,fiſter in lawto the Fr.

Ar 
laſt, he hoped the people would receive the Protedtor, as their Lo. and K. But 
the Doctors cloquence could not prevail with the people,to accept Richard for 
their K. yet the next day in Gnild-Hall, Buckingham \abours by ar ts to 
make the Protector right heir and inheritor of the Crown , and with much re- 
luctancy,got divers of the townſmen to go with him to the Protector at Bey- 


30 zards Caſtle,wherec they prayed him to undergo the office of a K.which he refy- 


ſed to do at firſt , but upon their importuniry he afſented ro that, which moſt 
of all things in the world he deſired. ES. 

K. Richard being Crowned.to infinuate himſelf into the good opinion of his 
enemies, makes Stanley whom he impriſoned, Steward of his houſe, and inlar- 
oged the Arch-B. of York : but Morton of Eh, he ſent priſoner to the Duke of 
Buckingham, Then he creates his only child Edw. Prince of Wales, Fobn How- 
ard is made D. of Norfolk,his eldeſt ſon Sir Tho. Howagrd,is created Earl of Sw- 
ry, the Lo. Barkley is advanced to the Earldom of Nottingham, and the Lord 
Lovel is made Viſcouat Lovel, He ſends alſo Ambaſſydors eq King Lewes of 


40 France,to conclude a peace, but Lewis would not admit any of them into his 


ſence. Upon this he began to think, that (o long as the two young Princes 
lived, his glory would be eclipſed ; therefore he makes a progreis to Gloyeeſter, 
appointing that the children ſhould be murthered is his abſence, rhinkiog' this 
would rake off all (uſpition from him.

ratitude to his mother,in making her unchaſte in the conception of his two 
elder brothers, K. Edw. and the D. of Clarence. Laſtly, of his murthers com- 
mitted on the Lo. Rivers,and the reſt 3 chiefly of Pr. Edw. ſon to Herry 6. and 
of the murther of the ſame K. and of Clarence his own brother,and of the mur- 10 
thering of his innocent Nephews, vvhom he baſtardized, Therefore he adyi- 
ſeth the D. for his own ſafety, and his Countries,to make uſe of his own great- 
neſs, and goodneſs, and of the peoples affections , that ſo he may either make 
himſelf K. or elſe further the uniting of the two Houſes of York and Lancaſter, 
by beſtowing K.Ew.cldeſt daughter on the Earl of Richmond,deſcended from 
Fohn of Gant the 4 ſon of K. Ed. the third ; by vvhich meatis the kingdom 
ſhould be quieted,both from Civil wars, and this monſter .of men. * 

The D. though ambitious enough, yet he knew there vvas much envy, but 
little ſeeuriry in —_ ; he therefore thought it beſt to make the Earl K. 
The Biſhop vvas deſirous to go into the Ifle of E/y,promiſing to furniſh the D. 406 
with men and mony ; but the D. fearing leſt the Biſhops eſcape ſhould be re- 
quired at his hands , was loth to let him go, nor was he willing to part vvith

promiſes. This plot was not ſo cloſely caried,but K.Richard knew of it;there- 
fore he means either to win Buckingham,or to diſpatch him : for this cauſe he 
kindly invites him to the Court ; but the D. knowing Richards bloudy diſpoſi- 
tion,cxcuſeth his not coming by the indiſpoſition of his body ; the K. writes a 
ſharp letter, ommanding him to come ; the D, returns a peremptory anſwer, 
that he would npt come to ſuch a monſter and tyrant,who was no K.burt an U- 
ſurper. With this the D. haſtnerh into Wales,where he raiſeth an Army; for- 
ces alſo are levied in Devenſhire by the Courtneys, ſome in Kent, by the Gentry 
there, and ſome in Yorkſbire,by Grey Marq. Dorſet. K. Richard to ſupport his 
bad cauſe,raiſeth another Army,by which he meant to ſuppreſs the D. forces, 4o 
before they were joined with their friends. The D. ſtriving to dare the K. de- 
termines to lead his whole Army through the River Severs, at a low Foord; 
but God for his afſenting to the murther of the two young Princes, croſſed 
him ſo with continual rains for ten days,that both his paſſage was hindred,and 
the Country thereabour almoſt drowned, to the great loſs of the inhabitants ; 
the Welch men run away ,and left him alone. The D is inforced to harbour 
himſelf near Shrewsbury,at one - 3x eons vvas his ſervant. The D. friends 
hearing of.his bad ſucceſs,diſperſe their companies,every one ſhifting for him-

20 England; but indeed to ſurpriſe him. Now when it was given out, that the y 
French K. would affiſt the Earl, divers Commanders from Calice ſecretly re- 
pair to the Earl, who courteouſly received them. But K. Richard underſtanding 
of preparations in France to aid Richmond, he deviſeth a new plot to keep him 
off from-marying vvith the Lady £/abeth,as he-intended ; therefore he.gets 
che Q. Mother upon large promiſes made to her,to deliver into his cuſtody, her 
five daughters, hoping hereby to hinder the uniting of the two Houſes. So out 
of covetouſneſs, ſhe delivers her daughters to him , vvho had killed her firſt 
husband, executed unjuſtly her brother, and her ſon, and had baſtardized and 
murthered her two other ſons. Having got them into his cuſtody, he intends 

40 to mary the ſaid El;abeth his brothers daughter, but that was hindred by Q. 

Anne his wife, who within a few days after 1s found dead in her bed ; ſome 
Fl 62s poiſoned ; others, that it was grief killed her, becauſe ſhe per- 

carved the deſigns and plots of her wicked husband. 

The Queen was ſcarce cold, vvhen King Richard makes love to the Lady 
Elizabeth , but ſhe kept him off with fair words, deliring him firſt to ſubdue 
the Earl of Richmond, and to ſettle himſelf and kingdom. Mean while falſe 
news comes to him, that Richmond and his friends vvere out of hope to re- 
ceive any aid from the French King. Upon this, King Richard began to be ſc- 
cure, and to diſcharge-his Garifons on the Sea Coaſt. When news was brought 

50 to Richmond, that his Lady,and her ſiſters were by their mother delivered into 

«K. R+6h-hands;tharthewitc of this Richard was fonnd*dead;and henow made 
love to the Lady El. his chief hopes. This news haſtned Richmond to come 
for England, therefore having obtained of rhe Frexch King mony, ſhips, ar- 
mor, artillery , and 2000 men, he arrives at Milford Haven in Wales. The 
Welch underſtanding that he was the ſon of Owen Twthar, their Country man, 
and that his mariage with the Lady E1;Fabeth, would ſertle and unite the king-

alſo;came with the power of the Earl of Shrewsbary, ( then in Ward) 
ED confnt of 2055 wen. All theſe had been levied for King Richard. 
fervice, but were now revolted to a more lawful power. King Richard gric- 
ved much at this revolt, yet. raiſeth an Army of 20000 men, purpoſing to 
venture all upon a battel. The D. of Norfolk could not be drawn away from 
K. Richard, but remained loyal till his death. The 22 of Awguſt, and third 
year of this Tyrants Reign, at Boſworth in Leiceſterſhire, the two armies mer, 
and fought for two howres ſpace. King Richard iving his men to fight I9 
coldly. and that many revolted , and many ſtood by as Neuters, he ruſheth 
fariouſly amongſt his enemies , and was ſtoutly encountred by Sir William 
Brandon , the Earls Standerd bearer, whom Richard ſlew. He alſo knockt 
down Sir Fohw Cheney, a ſtout man,and pets tothe Earl, whom he fights, bur 

is at laſt killed by him,and ſo by the death of this Tyrant, the long quarrel cn- 
ded. Richardloſt the Duke of Norfolk , and 10co more. The Earlloſt not 
above 100, King Richards carkaſs was found naked inthe field, filthy with 
dirt, and gory bloud, which was caſt onan Horſes back, and caried to Leicefter 
like a Calf, his head and hands hanging down on the one ſide, and his legs 
on the other, and ſo was baſely interred, as he had buried his two Nephews. 26 
The Crown was found among the ſpoils, and brought to Richmond, by the 
Lord Stanley his Father in Law. There in the field Hewry is Crowned, with the 
acclamations of the people. And then hegives ſolemn thanks to God ; and 
fo ended this Tyrant Richard, who in his lite was monſtrous, in his death cou- 
ragious : He had a deformed body,.but a cunning brain, an cloquent tongue, 
and a ready hand,

Shortly after the quenching of this fire, breaks forth a new flame blown by 
Simond a Prieſt, who knowing that Edw.Plantaginet Earl of Warwick, ſon and 
heir to George Duke of Clarence, brother to King Edward the fourth, had been 
kept by the two laſt Kings a priſoner in Tork-ſhrre ever from his infancic, and 
that King Her.had ſecretly removed him to theTower;this Prieſt(l ſay)got the 
tuition of a witty boy, one Lambert, but of mean parents; him the Prieſt in- 
ſtructed in all manner of literature and court-ſhip, making him believe that 
he was the onely ſon and heir of the Dake of Clarence; the boy being now 
ſeventeen years old, (the true Plantaginets age) and made fit to att his part, is 
40 tranſported by the Prieſt 1nto Ireland, who quickly works upon the fickle 
wilde-Iriſh, to accept him for their King. Shortly after, the Nobility and 
Commons, and Gerardin the Chancellor are all drawn into this net. Gerardirz 
concludes from his perſon, feature,geſtare,ſpeech,and other Princely qualities 
m him, that he was the Duke of Clarence his heir, and therefore furniſherh 
him with money and other neceffaries, ſo did the other Lords of Ireland : he 
informs alſo the Lady Margaret King Edward the fourths ſiſter, daughter to 
Charles Dake of Burgundy, and ſuppoſed Aunt to this counterfeit, of his being 
there, which ſhe knew to be falſe, yet entertained the conceit out of malice to 
Henry of the houſe of Lancaſter, (ſhe being of the houfe of Tork) therefore 
50 ſhe gives out that the true Plantaginet was in Ireland, that the Iriſh had re- 
ceived him for their King, and that ſhe would furniſh him with arms ; men 
and money; this report carries over into Flarders tothe Dutcheſs Dowager, 
her nephew the Earl of Lincoln, Francis Lord Lovel, with ſome other prime 
men, at whoſe comming the Dutcheſs cauſed to be levied two thouſand men 
in her Country under Martin Sward ; theſe ſail for Ireland, and joyn with Sir 
1þ0.Gcr.irdin the Chancellor who had raified twothoufand Irifh ready to patle 
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by reaſon of unruly ſpirits, ſuch as the L. Lovel, Humtfrey Stafford, and his bro-+ 14836;

ders, Lovel,Gerardine, Sward and Broughton, the reſt ſubmitted, and are paxdy- 
ned, the Prieſt is ſent to perpefual unpriſoment 3 his perſonated Pupil is firſt 
made a skullian, and afterwar the King chief Falkoner. Then the Queen is 
crowned; Archbiſhop Bowrchzer dieth 5 Morton Bulbop of Ely ſucceeded in that 
See, and was alſo made Lord Chancellor, who ſhortly, after received from 19 
Pope Alexander 6. the Cardinals Hat. 
he troubles between the French king, .and the Duke of Britany did per- 
plex King Henry, for they both had been his friends, therefore was unwilling 
to fide with either, but rather to mediate a peace; the Duke being ruled by 
his French gueſts, the Duke of Orleans and his complices refuſed to hearken 
to thoſe conditions of peace which the French king propoſed. About this 
time the Lord Woodvile, Captain of the Ile of Wight, and the Queens Uncle, 
without the Rings knowledge failed into Britany with, four hundred expert 
ſouldiers to aid the Duke, who was then ready to fight the French king near 
to Torngiers. Fifteen hundred Britains wereclad in coats with red crofles, as if 29 
they had been Engliſhmen; but in the end the poor Britains are ſlain, with 
the Lord Woodvile, fo that the French got the day. Upon this King Henry is 
adviſed by his Parliament, rather to adhere to the Britains, then tothe French, 
becauſe he had been more beholding to that Duke, then to King Charles ;, be- 
ſides if the French ſhould get Britgny from the Duke, they would prove bad 
neighbours to England. Hereupon an Army of <ight thouſand men is {ent 
under the Lord Brooks: but as: ſagn as thgy arrived, the Duke died, and 
Fe war ended by the afhancigg of the Lady 4zpethe heir of Eritany to King 
Charles. 0 | | 
The Northern Ruſticks of Tork and Durhaz, refuſing to pay the tax gran- 3? 
ted to the King for maintenance of the; Britiſh war, ruſhed furiouſly upon, 
and murthered Hexry, Earl, of Northumberland, for diſtraining the goods of 
ſuch as would not pay, and not reſting hexe, they grow to a great body, and 
force the Gentry of thoſe places to take their parts : Hereupon the King ſends 
an Army under Thomas Earle of Strrey, wha was taken priſoner at Boſworth 
field , but is now {et free by King Herzry 4 and received into his favour. The 
king bad another Army comming after , which ſo afftrighted the Rebels, that 
they all fled every-man to his own home; but the king made ſtrift enquiry 
after the Ring-leaders , who beipg apprehended were executed, the meaner 
(ort were pargoned. As 
King Charles having corrupted the Brittiſh Nobility, obtained the Lady 
Anne tor his wite, and returned the Lady Margaret to her father Maximilian 
king of the Romans, wha ſcorning thus to be {lighted,reſolves tobe revenged, 
therefore he deſires aid from king Henry , who by advice of his Parliament 
concluded to affiſt him, becauſe France by the addition of Britain would be- 
come too great, A benevolence 1s demanded and granted by the Gentry, but 
grudgingly. A fleet of ſhips is prepared to tranſport the Army under the 
kings Uncle Jaſper Duke of Bedford, and John Earle of Oxford, but when the 
Army was ready to be imbarked, the king is informed that Maximilian had no 
military preparations at. all , which vexed king Herry, fearing leſt the people 50 
might account him a cowardif he ſhould diſmiſle the Army, or brand him 
with opprefiion or covetouſneſs, for pretending a war to pick their pockets, 
therefore he adviſeth with, his Parliament what were belt to be done in this 
caſe; they all reſolve, that he alone with his own Army ſhould war upon 
France 1n revenge of the wrongs lately offered to king Herry. 
_ Shortly after, the king failed overto Calice, and there having maiſhalled 
his 
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bis Army into four battels, he layeth ſiege to Dulloign, theFrench king fearin g Res A 
leſt the Brittains (whom he had lately offended by altering ſome of their &W 


cuſtomes) might fall off tothe Engliſh, ſends Articles of peace to king Henry, 
who accepted of them, and ſhortly after a peace is concluded, and the ſum of 
186000. and 200 pounds 1s paid towards king Herries charges , beſides a 
rly penſion of five and twenty thouſand crowns was Juely paid whilſt 
Ling Henry lived : and ſo the king returns by Calice into England, —{\ 
Mean while the Dutcheſs of Burgundy, a mortal enemy to the houſe of 
Lancaſter, deviſeth a new trick to vexe king Heyry : ſhe had got a Dutch boy, 
10 comely, learned and witty, his truename-was Peter Warbeck, but nicknamed 
Perkin,which in Dutch fignifheth weakneſs;he waseducated by this Lady in all 
Princely qualities, ſo that he was thought by moſt to be of a Noble extraction; 
he was ſo expert in the pedigrees of the houſes of Tork & Lancaſter,that noman 
could exceed him ; for ſhe made him believe that under the name of Kichard 
D.of Tork ſecond ſon to King Edward the 4. her brother,ſhe meant tomake him 
Kingzthen ſhe ſends him over into Ire/ard,where he was received as their Lord 
and King : the French king alſo willing to divert the Englih Army intended 
againſt him, and to remove King Herry,ſends for this Perkin Warbecl, reſolving 
to make him King; as ſoon as he was come to the French Court, he was re- 
a ctived and entertained as if he had been born to a Kingdome, but on a ſudden 
his honours vaniſhed into ſmoak, fora peace was concluded between the two 
Crowns,and Perkin ran away ſecretly to the Dutcheſs of Burgundy,and fearing 
leſt the French would have betraied him to King Herry, the Dutcheſs receives 
him with great joy, 'giving him all the accommodation beſeeming a Prince, 
with a nu of thirty Gentlemen 3 then ſhe cauſed it to be publiſhed in 
England , that her nephew Aichard Duke of Tork lived in her Court, there- 
fore wiſheth all «true hearted Ergl;ſh to ſtick by him, as rightful heir to the 
Crown. | | 

The report is ſuddenly. believed by thoſe who were willing to fiſh in 

0 troubled waters, whodelight in the change, who were diſcontented with the 
houſe of Lancaſter, and complained they were not rewarded by King Henry as 
they deſerved. Upon this Sir Robert Clifford is ſent into Flanders to enquire 
the truth of things, who having conferred with the Dutcheſs, and ſeen the 
behaviour of this Mock-prince, certifies his friends in Frgland, that this is 
the true ſon of King Edwardthe 4. The per{waſion of which grew ſo gene- 
ral, that King Herry prepares for future ſtorms,and Perkins invalion; he guards 
all the Sea-coaſt, and by his Jetters informs the Burgyndians and Flemings of 
the vanity and foolery of this device; he ſends alſo privately ſome politick 
heads to finde out of the Dutcheſs and Perkin, who of quality in England 
o fided with him, upon whoſe information ſome were put to death. King Hezry. 
finding that Maximilian King of the Romans, and his ſon Philip Archduke of 
Anſtria and Dake of Burgundy ſecretly favoured the attempts of the Lady 
Margaret concerning Warbeck, removed the Engliſh Mart from Flanders and 
Callice , prohibiting all importation of Flemiſh wares into England; Maximi- 
lian alſo forbad all Engliſh commodities in his Countries : Upon this, great 
diſcontent aroſe among the Ergliſh Merchants, who'could not keep ſo many 
Apprentices and Journy-men as formerly , therefore a multitude of Journy- 
men and Apprentices run -furiouſly into the Still-yard, broke open ware- 
houſes and ſhops, rifling all in their way, and abuſing tht Eaſterlings, till the 
$50 Lord Maior with his forces diſperſed them; the Ring-leaders being about 
*. ----oi_ with many others impriſoned, but at laſt they obtained the Kings 

ardgon, ER ; : Ed 

: Sir Robert Clifford repenting of his jurney into Flanders, obtains the Kings 
pardon, and leave to return home, who in the Tower before the King and his 
Lords, diſcovers the whole praftice and purpoſe of the Lady Margaret and. 
Warbeck, The King alſo enjoyns him to diſcover the Conſpirators, that if 
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An.Chriſti-they were great ones , they might be preſently ſeized on , without further 
WW trouble, being already in the Tower. Sir Willzam Stanly onely 1s accuſed, 
whom the king had highly loved, and made him his Chamberlain : but now 
| havingnothing to ſay tor himſelf, is impriſoned, and a few dayes after be. 
headed. Yet for all this, many out of ſeveral ends were ſodefirous of chan 
that they could not keep their tongues from ſpeaking wp nee of thekingz 
but he curbed their tongues by ſtrit puniſhments, and ſtrengthened himſelf 
againſt all aflaults or invaſions. 

King Herry remembring the aide which the wilde-Iriſh gave to Perkiz two 

I 49 5 years ago, ſends an Army thither under the command of Sr. Edward Poynings, 1g 
who conld doe but little good upon that wild people, ſheltring themſelves in 
Bogs and Woods nor did the Nobility there give any aide to Sir Edward, for 
which the Earl of Kildare was ſuſpefted, being then the greateſt man in that 
Hland,and the kings Deputy.He being falfly accuſed,is brought over intoEng- 
land; but he ſo cleared himſelf before the King, that he is diſmiſſed with ho- 
nour, and leave to continue in his place : Mean while, Perkin with the off= 
ſcum of divers Nations, came upon the Kentiſh coaſt, ſome of them landed to 
try what the people would do for Perkin; the country people cunningly trai- 
ned them further into the land, with their fair promiſes to live and die with 
Perkin againſt the King, till finding opportunity, they fell upon them, and kil- 29 
led many; one hundred and ſixty they took priſoners, whom the High-Sheriff 
ſent bound with ropes to London, where they were tryed and executed in 
divers places of the kingdome. Perkzn 1n diſcontent returns to Flanders,where 
he recruits himſelf with more raſcals, and with them he ſets ſaile for Ireland; 
where finding men, but no arms, he leaves the Iriſh, and comes into Scotland, 
imploring the help of king James the fourth, being then young. The Scots 
taking opportunity by this to invade Ergland, raiſe an Army and enter Nor- 
thumberland, waſting, burning, and deſtroying all before them with much in- 
humanity and cruelty ; and aex they had left that Country deſolate, finding 
no Engliſh aid comming to theirnew king,they return home with their booty, 30 
and let Perkin ſhift for himfeif. 

Upon the great deſolation of the Northern parts, king Henry raiſeth a puiſ- 
ſant army tobe revenged on the Scots; for rhe maintaining of which war, a 
tax is granted : No ſooner was this Army on foot marching northward, bur it 
is ſuddenly recalled ; for the Corniſh-men refuſed to pay the Tax , and were 
in arms, pretending that the king and kingdome were abuſed by Archbi- 
ſhop Morton, and Sr. Reinold Bray, the kings two faithfulleſt:Councellors; that 
theſe two polled the people, toenrich themfelves. One Joſeph a Black-{mith, 
and Flamocka lawyer, werethe two main men'of this factzon 3-theſe being in 
a great body, prefle forward towards London; and by the way they make 40 
the Lord Azdley their cheif Commander z the king gives them leave to march 
on, becauſe thefarther they are from their own home, the leſle help they ſhall 
have; and the long march alſo will tire their ſouldiers. Now when they 
came into Kert, the help whick they expected there, failed them 5 and not on- 
ly ſo, but were ready alſo to reſiſt and ſupprefſe them. Wherefore the Corniſh- 
men being no ways daunted,retired to Black-heath,intending to try their for- 
tune. The king having divided his Army intothree parts , chargeth the Re- 
bels in the face with his own part, the other two on either fide 3 the Corniſh re- 
ſift ſtoutly, ſo that the fight laſted ſome houres, in which the Lord D'awbeny 
was taken priſoner by them, but preſently let go again, hoping thereby to 50 
finde favour ; at laſt, the king won the field : of his fide were loſt three hun- 
dred, of the Rebels above two thouſand , their chief Commanders were ta- 
ken priſoners; the ring-leaders of this rebellion were executed as traitours : 
their heads and quarters diſperſed in divers Towns and Caſtles, for the greater 

1497, terrour of R ebels. 

Whileſt king Henry was bufite about the Corniſhmen, leſt the Scots owt 
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make an invaſion, he requires Thoness Howard Farl of Surrey, with Richard Fox An.Chriſti. 


Biſhop of D#rham to withſtand, till he ſent more power to aide thein;/'In the 
interim, the Scots invade England again, and are met withan Army of twenty 
thouſand, which made them retreat; the Engliſh enter 8cvtland,, and deſtroy 
divers Towns and Forts neer the botdets without refiſtince ; m the night- 
time, the king of Scots diſmiſſeth his Army , who diſperſe themſelves into 
the woods and mountains: the Engliſh parſiied a while, but were forced to 
nn by reaſon of the ſtorms, atd want of proviſion'ih that barren part of. 
Scotland. 

About this time, an Ambaſſador arrivesfrom Ferdinand king of Caſtile, to 
mediate a peace between the two kings. A Truce for foine years is concluded, 
conditionally that Warbeck be baniſhed out of Scotlard. The peace alſo bes 
tween France and England is ratified; the Engliſh trade is alſo reſtored to the 
Flemings upon the defire of Philip Arch-Duke of Auſtria, and great joy was 
uſed in Antwerp upon the return of the Engliſh. And now king Henry had 
peace every where, except with Perkzz, who being turned out of Scotland; ſails 
with one hundred and twenty ragged ſouldiers and four ſhips into Cornwall; 
the diſcontented Corniſh flock to him, and aid him with three thoufatid menz 
with theſe he marcheth towards Exeter; which becauſe they within would 
20 not yeeld upon his entreaties, he beſiegeth it round ; and for want of Artil- 
lery to batter the wals, they cauſed them to be ſcaled in many placesat once t 
but ſti]] he is repulſed with the lofſe of many of his men in the Town-ditches 
and Trenches. Then they try to ſet the City-Gates on fire, but the townſmen 
tmade greater fires within, till with Banks and Bulwarks they ſecured thoſe 
places; then Perkin fals tohis ſcaling again, but to no purpoſe, whereat he 


was much diſheartned : Mean while, the King reſolves with his Army to raiſe 


the ſiege; but before he came, Conrtrey Earle of D-vonſhire with a good Army 
forceth the Rebels to give over the ſiege, who march away thenceto Tanntor, 
which they beſiege : The king directs his march thither, upon the report of 
30 whoſe comming, Perkin flies away with fixty horſe to Beauly Abbey , where 
they take'ſanfuary; the reſidue of them were taken priſoners, and divers of 
them executed : but the meaner ſort falling on their knees, begged for mercy, 
which the king granted them. 
 -Aﬀeer this, king Henry goeth to Fxeter, where having thanked and commen= 
ded the inhabitants for their valour and loyalty , gave tothem his ſword from 
his fide , commanding that hereafter it- ſhonld be born before the Major 
publiquely, as formerly and for thelike purpoſe king Edward the fourth had 
done. Then the king ſends ſome bands of ſouldiers to Beanly to apprehend 
+ Perkin, whoyeelded himſelf, and was brought to the king, by whom he is car- 
40 ried ptiſoner to London; but eſcaped to the Abbot of Shene, who procured 
him the kings pardon : Then was he brought to White-hall,where his ignoble 
pedegree was written in a paper, and pin'd upon his back ; ſo being ſtocked 
there a whole day, and the next morning upon a high ſcaffold in Cheapſede, 
from thence he is committed a cloſe priſoner in the tower. But as he was pra- 
CHſing to eſcape with young Warwick, who had been a priſoner from his 
infancy, he is condemned ofhigh treaſon, and executed at Tyburn two dayes 
after : and the young Earl of Warwick on the tower hill ; for no other crime 
but for affecting his liberty ; for which fact king Henry was much blamed. 
After theſe things, Arthxr Prince of Wales being now fifteen years old , is 
5 betrothed by deputation to the Lady Catherine, daughter to Ferdinand king of 
Spaine, being of the age of eighteen years. The next year ſhe is joyfully re- 
ceived into England, and married in Pauls Church, Not long after, king by 
the fourth of Scotland 1s affied to the Lady Margaret, king Henrys eldeſt daugh- 
ter, and afterward married : by this match, king Henry aimed at the union of 
the two Crowns; and he knew that ifhis two ſons and their iſſue failed, the 


Scots king would be drawn into Ergland,as to the richer and greater Ron 
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an Chriſt which wasbetter then if Englandſhould wait upon a greater kingdome, and 


Prince Arthur about five moneths after his marriage died, to the great grief 
of all good, men, and was buried in W3ncheſter : | his brother Henry Duke of - 
Tork {acceeded in the Prindipelity of Wales, and was the next year after crea» 
ted Earl of Cheſter by the king. The Lady Margaret,king Henry s eldeſt daugh- 
ter, with a great train of Nobility, and Gentry, is ſent into Scotland to king 


.Jawes, who.meets her on the Borders ,, receives, her from the Earls of Surrey 


and Northumberland, and is married to her in Edinburg. After this, the king 
to enrich himſelf and impoveriſh his people, takes advantages of forfeitures ,, 
upon the penal Laws, the chief charge of which bulineſſe 1s committed to Em. 
pſon and Dudley, two corrupted Lawyers, who by their Catch-poles miſerably 
polled;and pull'd the people, fo that no man was maſter of his own ; this im- 
poveriſhing- of the people was held a good way to keep them from re- 
belling. * 

Phil Arch Duke of A»ſ#ria going by Sea to take poſſeſſion of the King- 
dome of Caſtile, fallen to his wife Jaxe by the death of her mother, was driven 
by ſtorms with his Queen into Waywouth; Sir Thomas Trenchard entertains 
them both at his houſe, and acquaints by poſts King Hemry of the Arch-Dukes 
arrivall : The king preſently ſends to. invite them to his Court, being then at 26 
Windſor; The Prince of Wales with a great train meets them about five miles 
from 7Vindſor, and within half a mile, king Henry with his Nobility welcomes 
them, with all the joy and ſolemnity that could be conceived ; after ſome ſtay 
at YVindſor,the king conducts his Royall Gueſts to Loxdox with all imaginable 
magnificencez where, after much mirth, the League is renewed; and fo ha+ 
ving parted with much love, Philip and his Queen embark themſelves for 
Spain, where they both died not long after. Within a while king Henry be- 
gan to. grow weak ADG-IIEKTY; and ſo Empſon and Dudly took more liberty. to 
oppreſle the people then before. But as the kings time grew ſhort, ſo he gre 
better; for he remitted all offences againſt his penal laws, he —_ prt- 
ſoners( except traitours and murtherers) and paid the ſmal debts of thoſe that 
were in Wards; hegave alſo money to thoſe that had been wronged by theſe 
two wicked Cormorants; He repented heartily for the wrongs he had done, 
and lent money gratis to divers Merchants. Artlaſt he died, having lived two 
and fifty years, and reigned. threeand twenty, and was buried in his Chappel 
which he had erected at YYeſtminſter.: - Lad CR 

Hewr'y the. eifhch ſucceeded at.the age of eighteen years; he married Ca- 
therine daughter to Ferdinand of Arragon, Prince Arthur his brothers wife , by 
diſpenſation trom Pope Julizs.: In.the beginning of his Reign, to. pleaſe the 4 
people, he.cauſcth the heads of Empſox and Dwdly to be chopt off for their yo 
oppreſhons, and puniſhed inferiour oftenders in. that kinde with Stocks and 
Pillories. His Wives father Ferdinand of Arragon, got king Henry to aid him 
againſt the Moors, which he did; He helped alſo Pope 1l;#5 againſt the French 
king, who had invaded the Churches Patrimony, and proctaims war againſt 
him for detaining from him Gzyer and Normandy,and his other lands in Francez 
For this his aſſiſtance of the Pope, both againſt the French ſword, and Lxthers 
pen, he obtained the nitle of Deferder of the. Faith., ' Ferdinand alſo his father 
in law promiſeth to help king Herry againſt France, if he would land his men 
in Biſca,, from whence they might march to Guyer. King Henry accordingly $0 
ſends ten thouſand men under Grey Marqueſle of Dorſet, who being ay 4 50 
in Biſcay did no good at all; nor had they any aid from Ferdinand, whoſe in- 
tention was onely to ſurpriſe Navarre for his own .ufe,” which he did; for ha- 
ving raiſed an Army under Dake D” Alva, which ke pretended to joyn with 
the Engliſh forces, he ſuddenly ruſheth upon Navarre, ſurpriſeth Pawpalona, 
and ſeiſeth himſelt a great part of that kingdome : nor did Ferdinand at all 
aſſiſt the Engliſh as he promiſed, but ſuffered them for foure moneths to peri 
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Whilſt things were' acted thus by the Sperjard, the Engliſh Admirak Sit 1512: 


Edward Howard takes divers Freachryeſfels, burns and {poils Bro#ery in, divers 
places; the Britains dared indeed the Admiral; and he cane into the field 
with two thouſand and fix hundred men againſt ten thouſand but when the: 

perceived the Enghih courage, they ran away..i King Henry upon this fends 
more aid to his Admiral both of ſhips aud mens with theſe. he encounters the 
French fleet : the Regert of Exglend,; in which.were ſeven hundred {ouldiers, 
and the great Carrick of Breſt wherein were.nine hundred, both theſe ſhips 


withall that were inthem : the French king mcreaſeth his fleet , and ſenc it 
with all 'neceffaries-into the Haven of Breſt. King Hezry alſo mlargeth his 
Fleet , with which the Erxg!;þ Admiral reſolves to ſet upon the French at 
Breſt, but as he was entring in ; the formoſt Ship was ſplicted upon a Rock, 
which made the reſt forbear to proceed. The Frenchmen upon this fortifie 
the Haven, placing in the mouth: thereof four and twenty old Flewiſh hulks, 
which were to be ſet on fire when the Enghf Ships did draw neer them they 
raiſed alſodivers Rampires and Bul warks for their great Ordriance, 

The Ezglifh Admiral fearing the Haven was too ſhallow for his great Ships, 
entreth into the harbour with oared Barges, and- manfully aflaiked the three 
great Gallies of Rhodes, brought thither by a-knight called; Prior Joon but 
when the EzgliſhBarges were gone, the French in great numbers ruſh into the 
Gallies, and with continual freſh ſupplies overmaſter the Engliſh, the greater 
part -whereof being ſlain, the Admiral with a Pike is born over-boord and 
drowned, the reſt are taken priſoners ; the Lard Thomas Howatd , brother to 
the deceaſed Admiral, is put in his place. Talbot Earl of Sbrewsbxry is ſent in- 
to France with eight thouſand men, and Sorerſet Lord. Harbert with fix thou- 
ſand, theſe beſiege Tyrwir ; ſhortly after the king himſelf with eleven thou- 
ſand comes over and joyns himſelf with the two former bodies, having left 
the care of the South part of the kingdome to his Queen, and of the North to 
Howard Ear\ of Surrey, becauſe of the Scots : At Tyrwyn there were divers fal-

Cathedral Church ; In this ſiege Maximilian the Emperour feryed under king

40 After this, king Hexry befiegeth Twrnay, which after many ſharp aſſaults and 


$kirmiſhes, yielded to ſubmit and pay ten thouſand: pound to king Herry. 
Wolſey the kings Almoner takes of them the Oath of allegiance,and Sir Edivard 
Poynings is made Governour ofthe Town, and ſo the winter drawing on, king 
Herry returns home, mean while the Engliſh Adtniral vexeth the French both 
at ſea and land. The Scots, in the abſence of king Henry, invade Fzgland with 
eight thouſand men under the command of the Lord Huzes king James his 
Chamberlain, theſe having done much miſchief with fire and ſword, are fud- 
denly aflaulted by Sir Will;am Bulmer and one thouſand Archers,who defeated 
them, and ſtript them of their booty, being too ſecure and confident.

his men, and with a woundTn his face; rorequite this, Sir John Wallop from 


the Admiral lands' in Normandy with eight hundred :men , wherethe burns 


and ſpoils one and twenty: viliages.: After this a peace isconcluded between 
Frajce and England, upon a match between'the French King Lewis the 12. and 
Mary King Henries liter. Hereupon the Duke! of - Lozgwevil,, and the other 
French priſonerstaken at the battel of Tyrwiz, are releaſed 3 the Lady with a 
great train is landed at Bul/oigz, wherethe Dolphin with the French Nobility 
receives and brings her to 4buyle, where ſhe. is 'married;, and ſhortly after 
crowned at: Paris; bur within: twelve weeks after the marriage King Lewjs 20 
dieth, and Queen Mary 'is brought again” into Frgland by the Duke of 
Sffolke, who with'the kings'confent marriedher, Francis the firſt ſucceſlor to 
Lewis, renews the peace with England. 

' About theſe times, Thomas woo born in Tpſwich of mean parents, became 
the moſt potent man in the Kingdome 3; Firſt bewas the Kings Almoner, then 
Biſhop of  Lincolme, then a Privy-counſellor , at laſt Archbiſhop and Cardinal 
of 'Torke z yet not'content with all this, he gets rhe King to take the great Scal 
from Canterbury , and togiveit him, whereby he became alſo the Chancellor - 
of England, ſo that now without him no matter of Church or State was man- 
aged.” He demands accounts of all officers in'the laſt wars, and thereby en- 30 
richeth/himſelf, either ſharirig with them,or receiving great bribes from them; 
they that had nothing were puniſhed ; Heerecteth alſonew Courts of Judi- 
cature, by which he enriched his cofters : Such was his pride, that he would 
not ſuffer Cardinal Campeins the Popes Legat here for England to land, untill 
he had ſent back to Rowe for a new! Commithon, in which Wolſey is made 

Campeins his Collegate ; ſo at laſt both the Legats repair to Greenwich , where 
the King was ;, before them were carried two filver Crofles, two filver Pillars, 
two guilded Axes, and two embroidered Cuſhions ; their meſſage is delivered 

in an Italian ſpeech tothe King, for his aid , with the other Chriſtian Princes 
againſt the Turks; to this the King required ſome time of conſideration : then 49 
did Wolſey by his Legative 'authority without the king, erect a Court, in 
which he viſited all Biſhops and their 'Dioceſles, — himſelf by bribes, 
and paocrnring for his own uſe the probate of Wills; and ſuch was his pride, 
that before and after meat when he waſhed; ' he was attended on by Dukes 
andFarles. 

The King and Queen, thetwelfth year of Herries Reign, reſolve to paſle 
over into France, for which cauſe great and rich preparations are made by Sea 
and Land; they came at laſt with all their train to Ca/ice.and the French King 
with his Queen and attendance to Arde. Cardinal Wolſey is ſent before with 
a large Conimiſſion to treat about a further peace with king #rancis; the Lords 
and Gentty that attended on Wolſey were cloathed with crimſon velvet, and 56 
wore Chains of gold, the yeomen and grooms were apparrelled in ſcarlet : 
when'he came to Arde, the French king royally entertained him , and having 
ſeen his large Commiſhion , gave him the like under the great Seal of France : 
Then did boththe Kings with their Queen and train meet in the valley of 
Andrea,where they feaſted and rejoyced ſome dayes together,and then friendly 
departed to their own homes; and becauſe there was like to be wars ne 
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the Emperor and French, King Hemry being in league with both, mediated for prayer 


peace, therefore Commiſitoners from theſe three: Princes were to meet at 


Calice; the Cardinal is employed by king Henry, with the Earle of Worceſter 
and ſome others in this' Commiſiion ;. he with his Colleagues 
through Londox, where he is met by the Maior and his 
Companies in their ſeveral Liverics; thence he paſſeth in Barges to Graveſend 
and thence to Canterbury , where he is met by. the Archbiſhop and his Clergy 
with a ſolemn proceſſion ; from thence he goeth to Dover, and fo to Calices 
where he meets the other Ambaſſadors, a conference there was had, but no- 


10 thing effected : Wolſey to ſhew his greatneſs, would needs go to the Emperors

Court, carrying with him the great Seal of Exgland, which no Chancellor be- 
fore durſt do; he is accompanied with four hundred and ſixty horſe, being in 
all places met and ſaluted by the Gentry. At Bruges he was met about a mile 
from the Town by the Emperor himſelf, who highly honoured him, both be- 
cauſe of his large Commiſhion, and of the broad Seal of England which was 
carried before him in great ſtate; but the want of the ſame ini Exglard hindred 
the paſling of writs and patents. 

AtBruges,the cauſes of the war beweenCzſar and Francearediſputed at large: 
theCardinal makes a witty ſpeech commending the excellency of peace, which 


50 the Emperor liked well, but withal! told the Cardinal, That God had not put 


the ſword in vain in the Magiſtrates hand, but that by it he was to mantain 
his hereditary rights againſt uſurpers,and regain by violence what by violence 
was detained, and therefore he doubted nor .of his Uncle king Henries help; 
ſeeing all Princes were bound to ſupport right,and ſuppreſle wrong ; he com- 
plairis alſo of the wrongs done by the French to him,in repudiating his daugh- 
ter the Lady Margaret,in decaining from him his Towns and Caſtles in Picardy, 
In getting-treacherouſly from him his wife the Lady Jane the young Dut- 


 cheſ6of Brittany, in mantaining his rebellious ſubject the Duke of Gelders

ingratiate himſelf with the people, he calls the Maior of Loxaoi $ 
brethren before him ; to whom he proteſted that he had kneeled to the king 
to perſwade him to revoke the Commiſſion, and to relie on his peoples bene- 
volence; to this purpoſe he diredts his letters to all the Shires, but this policie 
could not get the peoples good opinion, of him; then Commiſſions are tnade |

' forehe took his leave, and returns for Ergland, where he is welcomed and 


feaſted by the king. 


The proud Cardinal, under colour of the kings aid to Ceſar againſt France, 


grants forthCommiſſions under the great Seal of England for every man to ſet 
down the true value of hiseſtate, and to pay 
ſame ſum is alſo demanded of the Clergy : this proceeding was moſt diſtaſte- 
ful to all-men, as conſiſting neither with law, nor the peoples liberty, nor with 
the welfare of thoſe whoſe credits exceeded their eſtates, beſides that the ſums 
demanded were not payable; notwithſtanding Woſſey would not (though ge- 
nerally petitioned ) mitigate this rigorz and though in Hampſhire Viſcount - | 
Lyſle wrote to the Cardinal the danget that was likely to enſue if there were 
no mitigation, ſeeing the people were ready to rife, yet he received no ather 
anſwer, but that itſhould coſt him his head, for offering to differ from his in- 
ſtruftions; but at laſt when he ſaw how heav 
new Commiſſions are ſent out to demand the ſixth part of each mans ſub- 
ſtance; but the people inſtead of paying the money curſed the Cardinal : fo 
great was the diſtemper every where, and danger of inſurrection, that the 
king was much grieved thereat, and cauſed theſe Commiſhons to be recalled, 
proteſting they were ſent abroad without his knowledge, and that he 


would require nothing of his people but by way of benevolence.

The Cardinal perceiving how the king had laid all the blame obo him, to

down ſorte ſmalreligions houſes, for appropriaring their lands and revenews 
to two Colledges which he had creed, the one at 0xford;the other at Ipſwich: 
this give a hint not long after toking Heriry to demoliſh all ſuch houſes. Then 
this buſie-headed Butchers dog (as the people called him ) took upon himto 
reform the kings houſe; therefore he put out ſome of his menial ſervants, 


An.Chriſti, for the benevolence, but they alfo djdnot take with the people, ſome plea- 


and puts worſe in their rooms : He beftows on the king his Mannor of Hampton 10 


Court, for which he hath leave of the king to keep his court in his Palace at 
Richmond.The French king,about this time, deſires in marriage the Lady Mary, 
king Herry's onely daughter; but this motion liked not our States-men , who 
foreſaw that if king Henry died without iſſue male, France being the greater 
kingdome, would make this but, an attendant upon that. The Cardinal alſo 
made a ſcruple of the lawfulneſle of eu bran; $ marriage,and it was diſputed 
at Paris, whether Mary were legitimate, being king Herry's daughter by Cathe- 
rine his brother Arthurs wife. This donbt the Cardinal firſt raiſed 1n diſplea- 
ſure to Ceſar, becauſe he had not uſed his utmoſt power to make him Pope. 


Dr. Lo#glana Biſhop of Lincolz and the kings confeſſor, told him that he had 20 


lived almoſt twenty years inceſtuoufly with his Queen, and that therefore he 
ſhould now leave her bed, and repent for this great fin. 

The King preſently upon this, imploys the Cardinal in an Embafhe to the 
French king, the ſubſtance whereof was onely known to the king and him 
at his departure, the king takes his leave of him, as of a familiar friend : when 
he rode through London he was attended on by twelve hundred Horſe. At 
Calice and Bulloin he is received with great honour, and flattering Pageanes are 
preſented to him at Bul/oin: as he ide towards Amiens, he is met by the Pro- 
voſt and chief Citizens, and within half a mile by the king himſelt, who in 


great ſtate conduCted him to his lodging, on the gates whereof was written 3? 


In fair letters Cardinalis Pacificus : after much entertainment and divers confe- 
rences, a Peace is concluded, and ſcaled with a feale of gold : of which after- 
ward the Cardinal bragged in the Star-chamber , and that he had made an 
everlaſting peace; but the people muttered, that France never kept peace 
Jong with England; and that a peace with Ceſar and the Flemings (which the 
Cardinal kept off ) had been better. 

Thenullity of the kings marriage being ſmothered a while, is reyived a- 
gain; and theking upon this refrains her bed : YVolſey procures a Commitl- 
f1on from the Pope, to be direfted to him, and his brother Campeixs ; that be- 


fore them as ſupream Judges the matter might be debated : the Commiſſion * 


being granted, Wolſey acquaints the Queen therewith, who accuſeth him as 
being chief cauſe of theſetroubles, becauſe the Emperour her Nephew had 
10t made him Pope, and becauſe the had gently rold him of his tyranny, co- 
vetouſneſle and leachery : The king permits the Queen to chooſe her own 
Councellours, who named four Dof@oors, two of the law; to wit, Warhant 
Archbiſhop of Camrerbury, and Weſt Biſhop of Ely 3 and two of divinity,namely, 
Fiſner Biſhop of Rocheſter, and Standiſh Biſhop of Aſaph : a ſtately Court 1s 
erected in the great Hall at Black-friars , where were placed two Chairs, and 
two great Cuſhions, covered with Clorh of gold; the Legats took their places,

The Cardinal was indicted theriext Term in the kings Bench, upon the Sta-

Thekiv underſtanding thatthe Emperour and Pope were together at Bo- 
nonia, ſends ati Arnbaſſidour ro them, to let them know, that it was not out of 


any diſlike he had of his Queen that he deſired a divorce, but becauſe the Pre- 
ſident of Paris 'and '\many grave Divines concetve this marriage unlawfull; 19 
therefore he deſires, for ſatisfaftion of his conſcience, that a ſpeedy ſentence 
may pafle. The Emperor faid, he would be ſatisfied by the judgment of the 
Law m that poitit. The Pope promiſeth an end, when he came to Rome z but 
he meantno fuch thing : for q; heſhould give ſentence againſt Pope Jul;zs his 
diſpenſation , he would make all future diſpenfations of no validity z and if 
he thould give ſentence againſt the Queen, he would; make Ceſar his enemy. 
King Herr ſeeing nothing but delayes, imployes the chief Divines of England

The Engliſh 
Admiral lands ſome men in Brittany , whom he condufteth to Morley , and 
having beaten open with great ſhot the chief gate, enters the Town, rifles 
and burns it. Forces alſo are ſent to Scotland to prevent the comming in of the 
Scots hither, The Admiral having ranſacked divers Towns in Frazce, returns 
with great booty into Ergland. John Duke of Albany by the French kings 
procurement raiſeth a great Army in Scotland to invade England; agamſt 
them .twa Armies are ſent, the one under the: Earle of Shrewsbury ,- the 
other of eight and twenty thouſand - under the Lords Roſſe and Dacres ; 
but theſe Armies on?ly viewed each other, and ſo parted without blows. 

Charles Brandon Duke of Suffolk is ſent into France with thirteen thouſand 
men, where he makes great havock, and takes Bell. Caſtle. From the Emperor 
to the Dukes ſervice came three thouſand foot and five hundred horſe , with 
theſe the Town of Bray is taken by aflault , then they paſle over the river 
40 Some mto France, and : mach hurt ; but the winter approathing, and the 
Duke of Fxrbox who was revolted from the French to the Emperor came not 
with his ten thouſand men as was promiſed, as alſo becauſe-the Engliſh had 
not carts as the Burgundians to carry away their booty, they were reſolved to 
disband ; S»ffolk ſends to know the Kings pleaſure, who would not aſſent to 
their return, but ſends the Lord Monntjoy with fix thouſand men, yet 
R———_y the ſoldiers without the Dukes leave disband them- 

elves. 

Mean while the Duke of 4lbany raiſeth an Army of eighty thouſand Scots, 
againſt whom the Admiral and Treaſurer of England march with fotty thou- 
50 ſand, but there was no blow at all given, for the Scots retreated; then the Scots 
Queen,KingHerries eldeſt ifter,obtains a truce till a peace could be concluded, 
Albany perceiving that the Scots Nobility could not endure that he being a 
Frenchman born, and (next tothe king ) inheritor of that Crown , ſhould 
have the rule of their king and kingdome , and fearing ſome miſchief; fled 


ſecretly into France; upon whoſe departure a peace is concluded, and a matctt 


propoſed between the Lady Aary king Herries daughter, and young king,

wife, on whom he'proffers' ro beſtow for herdowry the Low-countries;: he 
defiredalſs that her portion-money might- be preſently disburſed: for Ceſars 
wats, andthat king Henry would 1n perſon with a royal Army invade France 
which was an enemyto them+both-: the king being offended with the Em- 
rorfor raiſing the price of his gold within his Provinces, anſwered, Thar 
is daughter was too young to marry. ''Then the French king ſends to have 
herfor his ſon the Dolphin ; but this motion was croſſed bythe Duke of Bur. 
bonrArmy , and the Marqueſs of Piſcary, who took theFrench king and: his 
children priſoners as he lay at the ſiege of Pavia. About this ttme king Herry j© 
in his hawking, fell with'his head downward into a ditch, which he offered to 
leap over, and had been-ſmothered in the mud, if his foot-man 4/00dy had not 
plucked his head out of the mud : Not long after this, the king beſtows di- 
vershonours; he made his baſtard-ſon begot on Elizabeth Blunt , Henry Fitz. 
roy Earle of Nottingham Courtney —__ of Exeter ; Brandon Suffolks eldeſt 
ſon by the French Queen Mary his wife, 1s created Earle of Lincoln; Manners 
Lord*Roſſe is made Earle of Rutland, with divers others. 

- Ambaſſadors are ſent from the Queen Regent of France for concluding a 
peace; with the proffer of way hundred thouſand crowns for arrearages 
of the tribiite, whereof fifty thouſand pounds ſterling ſhould be paid in hand, 20 
and; ſecurity given for the reſt 5 they -promiſe alſo to pay Queen Mary her 
dowry: upon this a peace 15made, andnow the King by the means of Thomas 
Cromiwel (whom of Wolſey's ſervant. he had made a Baron and Counſellor of 
State ) curb by degrees the Popes authority here, in making alaw that all 
ſhould 'incur a premunire, who appealed to the See of Rome, and procured 
thence any proceſie or judgement whatſoever; the Clergy freely ſubmit them- 
felves to him in ſprritual affairs, the Popei1s utterly deprived of his -Anuates 
and firſt-fruits; the lawtfulneſgot.his marriage with Queen Are is eſtabliſhed, 
and the unlawfulneſs of his former match with Queen Katherine , the Crown. 
is entailed on him and his iſſue; to this Act all ſwore except Sir Thomas More, 
whodilliking the Kings proctedings againſt Queen Katherine and the Pope, 
had delivered the great Seal into the Kings hands; Dr. Fiſher alſo Biſhop 
of Rocheſter refuſed to (wear, and both proteſted againſt the ſaid At of Par- 
liament, for which cauſe they both loſt their heads, The next year the Kings 
ſupremacie is'confirmed by Parliament. i 

The' Lord Dacres about this time 1s ſuſpected of treaſon, and acquitted. 
Flizabeth Burton the ms 0 TY of Kertiwith her complices were executed 
for conſpiring the kings death;, under rhethew of devotion. The next year 
the kings ſupremacie 1s again-confirmed.and the Popes power baniſhed ; firſt- 
fruits alſo, renths and benefices, with all Church-dignities are granted to the 40 
king, Not long after Queen Az»eand the Lord Rochford are bohended un- 
juſtly for ſuſpicion of carnal commerce; within twenty dayes after he mar- 
rieth with Fare Sir Jchn $eymonurs daughter, mother to king Fdward, but 
ſhortly after his birth ſhe died. The Lord Thomas Howard is beheaded for mar- 
rying without the kings conſent, Margaret his (iſter,and wife firſt toking James 
rhe 4. and then to Archibald Douglaſſe, by whom ſhe had a daughter called 
Margaret. Two and thirty Commiſhoners are named by the king who were 
to wake [Fcclefiaſtick laws,and by the ſame Parliament all religious houſes not 
exceeding in revenue yearly two hundred pounds, were diflolved and given 
tothe king; a book of Articles alſo concerning ,Church-government is publi- 50 
{hed by the Clergy: theſe proceedings againſt the Popes power,occaſioned the 
Lincolnſhire men toriſe in a body'of twerity thouſand; the king levieth a great 
Army, and marcheth againſt them ; they humbly petition that the religious 
houſes may not be diflolved, nor the old Church-government altered : but 
the kſng would hearken to nothing, except a hundred of their Ring-leaders 
were {cntto him tobe puniſhed; upon this every one ſuſpeting himſelf, = 

al 
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all forſook.the field and went home; bur, CaptainiCobler (indeed Dr. Macharet) At-Chriſts, 
with ſome: others. were. ſhortly, after, found -out..and. executed: This was ng W" 


ſooner-appeaſed, when another Rebellion ſtarts up in,the North of forty 
thouſand men, complaining alſo.that the old Religion was changed and 
wronged.:: Againſt. theſe, the Dukes; of, Narfo{k and, S«ffglk afe ſent with a 
great Army 5, but their intended: fight was,hindred by the ſadden ſwelling of 
a ſmall.Brook that lay between them,upon aſhower.ot rain; whichſo wrought 
upon-the Rebels, that a general Pardon being promiſed, they all went peace= 


ly home. , 
10 4 Cumberland a third Rebellion breaks out, by, Tilby and Muſgrave, with 
eight thouſand men againſt the King; but they were defeated by the Duke 
of Norfolk, ſeventy four of their Commanders are taken, and executed. The 
Lord Darcy is put to death fora murther z the Lord Huſſey with divers Knights 
and two Abbots, and many more, are executed for denying the Kings Supre- 
macie, and fo was Friar Forreſi for berefie. Divers honours are likewiſe con- 
ferred: Viſcount Beaxchaywp is made Earl of Hartford, Fitz-William Earle of 
Southampton; and among « Ba reſt, Sir Thomas Cromwel Counſellor of Eſtate, 
Knight of the Garter, Lord Privy-Seal, Lord Croxzwel, is made the Kings Vice- 
gerent in all Church-matters , and had the precedencie of the Archbiſhop of 
20 Canterbury; and to ſhew how officious he was, he deſtroyed Images and 
Shrines, the Begging Friars and, Nuns. About this time, the Marquis of Exeter 
Henry Poole, with divers Gentlemen, for conſpiring with Cardinal Poole (now 
beyond the ſeas ) to reeſtabliſh the Popes authority, are executed, and (o are 
divers Abbots and others for denying the Kings ſapremacie. Shortly after this 
a Rebellion brake out in Irelazd by 0-Negle, but is ſupprefied by the Lord Grey 
Deputy. The Lord Crowwel/ is made Earle of Eſſex, by whoſe advice the 
king quarrels with the Religious houſes, pretending their vices and idlcneſle, 
but indeed aiming at their wealth and revenues, which amounted to more 
then two hundred thouſand pour ds yearly ; all this wealth was given by the 
20 = —_ to the King, who exchanged theſe lands with Noblemen for other 
ands. 

Cromwell having made havock of the Church, perſwades the King to marry 
the Lady Arne of Cleve, a good woman, but no wayes lovely, except in her 
flattering picturesz which made King Henry, after he had been married foure 
moneths, toſlight her. Hereupon the Clergy, to flatter the King, pronounce 
this marriage to be null, becauſe ſhe confeſled the King could not afford her 
that benevolence due from a husband to a wife : The like ſentence is pub- 
liſhed by the Parliament, and withall, that it was lawfull for him and her to 
marry when and whom they pleaſed; it was alſo enacted, that whoſoever 
40 ſpake or wrote to the contrary, ſhould be held as traitors. King Henry being 
now free, within twenty dayes after marrieth Katherine Howard the daughter 
of the Lord Howard,brother tothe Duke of Norfolk: And withall he began to 
caſt off his favourite Croxzwel/;, which his enemies perceiving ,. prefer a Bill of 
High-treaſon againſt him, wherein he 1s accuſed of divers things in generalls 
ſothen being by Parliament attainted of Treaſon, and of Hereſie alſo in ſup- 
rting theLxtherans,he is beheaded with the Lord Hungerford on the Tower- 
11. About this time alſo Grey the Deputy of 7reland, for procuring the Iriſh 
Rebels to enter and make havock within the Englith pale, is condemned of 
treaſon and beheaded. 

Queen Katherine being accuſed for her unchaſte converſation before her 
marriage with one Francis Dyrham, and after with Thomas Culpeper ; the two 
Gentlemen ſuffer death at Tybxurnz the Queen, and the Lady Rochford who 

brought Culpeper into the Q11eens chamber, are beheaded. In this Parliament 

the King is proclaimed King of Trelazd, which title his predeceſſors never 

aſſumed. Then the King married Katherine Parre the Marquis of Nort hamptons 

lifter, the Lord Latimers wife ſometimes, who had not eſcaped with her hos

And now the Scots, who had been quiet a while, begin to ſtir again : there. 
fore king Henry ſends to king James 5. his Nephew, that he may do homage 
for Scotland, which was flatly refuſed 5 then King Henry demands ſome teri. 
tories due to him on the Scots borders, for which he had old evidences tg 
ſhew,theſe are rejected by the Scots commiſſioners as fained : then king Henry 
deſires to meet and confer with king James in friendly manner upon the bor- x5 
ders of cither kingdome; for this cauſe king Herry goeth to Tork, where he 
underſtood king James would not meet him but by his Commiſſioners, where- 
upon king Henry leaves Commiſſioners there, and returns home. But Yuritg 
this Treaty, 4 party of Scots invade the Weſtern marches, ſpoiling and burn- 
ing all belare them ; complaint is made, and fatisfaCtion promiſed, but no- 
thing performed, neither had the Scots commiſſioners ſufficient authority 
from their king to conclude any thing but what was difhonorable to king 
Henry : wikreivre he is forced toſend an Army of twenty thouſand into Scot- 
land ander the Duke of Norfolk, who was accompanied with divers other 
Earls, Lords, Knights and Gentlemen, who march into Scotland burning and 20 
ſpoiling without reſiſtance, and ſo return home laden with ſpoiles. Upon 
thisthe Scots king raiſeth fifteen thouſand men,who invade the weſt-marches, 
ſpoiling the Engliſh ground, as the Engliſh army had done the Scotiſh before : 

but Dacres, Muſgrave, and the Lord #'harton, with open forces, and a ſecret 
ambuſh defeated the Scots, being in mutiny among themſelves ; there were 
taken priſoners the Earls of Caſſels and Glencarn, the Lords Maxwel, Fleming, 
and others, with two hundred Gentlemen and eight hundred common ſoul- 
diers, with 24 peeces of ordnance, and four carts Jaden with ſpears; four and 
twenty of the chief priſoners are ſent to the Tower, and two dayes after dif- | 
perſed and commirred to rhe charge of divers Lords and Gentlemen. This 30 3 
overthrow ſo much vexed king James, that he died with grief a few weeks 

after, leaving behind him one daughter Queen Mary, newly born. Upon his 
death, a mot1on is made for a match between king Herries onely ſon, and this 
king James his onely daughter; the Scots priſoners protniſe' their beſt affiſt- 
ance for the furtherance thereof, for which cauſe king Henry ſet them all at 
liberty without ranſome, and beſides beftowed on them divers rich gifts. 

Mean while the Engliſh and French Merchants ſpoile each other at ſea; 
complaints arE made, but no redrefle; wherefore king Hexry tranſports an 
Engliſh army into France, which being landed befiege the Town of Landerſey; 
upon this the French king comes with a ſtrong army, raiſeth the liege, relieves 40 4 
the town, and in the night-time (being notwilling to fight) they iteale away 
into their own countries, and the Enghſh return home. 

The match between Prince Edward and the Infant-Queen Mary of Scot- 
land, 1s concluded in their Parliament, and ratifhed by the ſeals and oaths of 
the Nobility ; for that purpoſe the Queen ſhould have been ſent into England. 
But ſhortly after, the French king by cunning plots alienated the Seots from 
that match : ſo that king Herry 1s forced to make unwonted preparations a- | 
gainſt both kingdoms; he firſt then ſends a mighty Army againſt Scotland by 
{ea in two hundred ſhips under Li/ſ/e the Admiral, and by land under the Earl 
of Hartford : The fleet yg landed all.the men, they ſeiſe in the. Firth 50 
on. many ſhips3 then they befiege Lzeth, and being a while reſiſted by fixe 
thouſand, Scotiſh horſe, they took the Town and plundred it : thence they 
march towards Edinburgh , where the Provoſt and chief Citizens met them, 
who delivered to the Earl of Hartford the City-keyes, conditionally he would 
preſerve it from fire, and ſuffer the ſouldiers to depart with ther baggage out 
of the town : Hartford the Generall anſwers them, That their Nobility by 
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SIN ing their oath had drawn thefe Armies-bn.chem 3. if the ſouldiers;and An.Chri |; 


inhabitants would come diſarmed-into the field, and. yeeld-their lives, and 
goodsito him, he would doas he thought goqd; ;otherwayes they mult expedt 
allextremity;z the Citizens upon'this return diſcontented,with a-reſolution.to 
reſiſt, which they dideill the gates.and walls were battered; the Englifh enter 
the Town,' a part whereof they: burned, and plundered the reſt : mean while 
four thouſand, Engliſh horſe more are ſent by king Hewry, great ſpoils and 
booties are carried away by ſea-into; England 3, Holy-roods,, Leith, Haddington, 
with diyers other places thereabaut are defaced. Then King Herry ſends two 
ic ſtrong Armies tnto.Frazce, the one under the Duke of Norfolke, which beſieged 
the Town Muttrel; but after mach loſſe-of time, were fain in the end to leave 
it; The other underthe the Dyke of S»ffolke, who beſieged Bulloign; to this 
fiege King Herry.himfelt came,\who ſo battered the walls, that the Town 
was fain to'yeeld,; conditionally. the inhabitants may depart with bag and 
baggage, which was granted ;. there came out ſixty ſeven horſe, one thouſand 
five hundred fixty three. foot , | eight hundred 'Gunners, eighty ſeyen. hurt 
men, beſides multitudes of others, the whole number was four thouſand four 
hundred forty fourſouls. _- | act aks 
: ." Whalſt King Henry 1s thus employed in France, Ceſar underhand makes a 
,, peace with the: French, whereat King Henry was much troubled, therefore 
leaving order for repairing the Town and Caſtle, he diſmifleth his Army, and 
returns into Frgland ,- where becauſe of his daily wars he demands a benevo- 
lerice of all his;ſubjects , which was granted, onely Alderman Read refuſed, 
therefore was'forced to ſerve the King in perſon again{tthe Scots , by whom 
he was taken priſoner, and at laſt ranſomed ; after King Henry was gone, the 
Dolphin in a dark night ſuddenly ſurpriſed Baſe-Bullozgr , bur was fain to quit 

it again, being beat out by thoſe of the upper Town : ſhortly after Monſieur 

de Bees came with fifteen thouſand men to erect a Fort before the Town, bur 
Hartford, Liſle and Gray put them to flight, and forced them to leave behinde 

20 their ordnance, tents, and other proviſions :. The French king to be revenged, 
ſends in a fleet of two hundred ſhips, and ſeven and twenty gallies, with ſ1xty 
thouſand men, which caſt anchor before the Iſle of Fight; but as the Englith 
fleet patled out of the harbour of Portſmouth, the Mary-roſe one of theKings 
beſt ſhips, with Sir George Carew, and above four hundred men in her, were all 
ſuddenly ſunk under water, by teaſon the : ordnance were left untrigged, and 
the under port-holes open, ſo that when the ſhip turned the ordnance ran 
back to one fide, and bare the pqrt-holes under water. The French Admiral 
hearing of King Hemries preparation, hoifed anchors, and returns into France 
without acting any thing. Whilſt the King is abſent in Frarce, the Scots in- 

40 vade England, making havock of all before them :' the Earle of Hartford with 
twelve thouſand men , in requital , commits the-like outrages upon the Scots 
territories; Liſle the High-Admiral lands within the haven of Treport , the 
Suburbs of which he burned, with ſome other places thereabouts. After all 
this ſtir, at laſt a peace is concluded between England and France, Bulloign 1s 
reſtored for eight hundred thouſand crowns : but the Duke of Norfolke, with 
his ſon the Earl of Surrey, after many brave ſervices done by them, are ſud- 
denly. apprehended and ſent to the Tower,becauſe they bare in their Eſcuchen 
certain Arms which were pretended onely to belohg to the King and Prince, 
which Arms acewiiinn ting their Anceſtors had born time out of minde 

' without controlment ; for this ſole cauſe the Earle loſt his head; but the Duke 
50 his father eſcaped this fate by the Kings death. 
When the King perceived that his ſickneſs 


was incurable ; he cauſed the 


Gray-friars Church of London to be opened again after he had ſuppreſled it; 
and to be made a Pariſh-Chutch ; the revenues whereof he gave to rhe City 
towards the relief of their poor , and withall gave five hundred marks yearly, 
of lands towards the maintenance of the Div ine-ſervice. andreparartions of 
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heordaiied a thouſand marks for the poor, and rwelve pence aday for twelye 
poor Rights at Windſor, with a white-cloth: Gown yearly , kr wa 
Gafter,with'S, Gvorge his Crofie, and a marifleof red-cloth to be worn there- 
ons {6 ons ye are ſeven atid thirty yearsardninemonths, he died-in the 
Fx and fifticth year of his lifes hehadiix wives, 1. Queen Katherine king 
Ferdaiands daughter of Spain.  2.' Queen Anne the datighter of Sir Thomas 
Bulle# Earle of Wiltſpire. 3. Queen Jane Sir John Seymonrr daughter. 4. Queen 
Attte (iſter to the Dake of Cleve.

K tin z the elder was two years old, whom the Parliament at Sterling de- 
clares King; Hee is made governour of all that part of the kingdome 
on this fide Forth, Gordon Earl of Huntley of all beyond. The Queen is Regent, 
for ſo King James had ordered it in his laſt Will, which he had made before he 
went to battell; This dignity ſhe was to enjoy ſo'long as ſhe continued un- 
married, which was not long, fot within few moneths ſhe married with Archi- 
bald Douglaſſe Farl of Angws, a Youth endowed with all the parts of fortune 
and nature. A great part of the Nobility being ſlain, the Clergy began to rule 
in Parliament. Stewart: Archbiſhop of St. Andrews being killed at Fludor, three 
fell in comperition for that place, one named Doxglaſſe,who was choſen by the 30 
Queen, being of her husbands family ; the other was Hepbxrz Abbot of St. 4#- 
drews, whom the Monks (as they were' wont ) elected for Archbiſhop; the 
third was Forman Biſhop of Murry, on whom allo Lewjs the eleventh of France 
beſtowed the Archbiſhoprick of Bztzrix z beſides, the Pope conferred on him 
the Archbiſhoprick of St. Andrews, with'the two rich Abbies of Damfermlin 


Ing James the fourth left his Queen Margaret, 'and two ſons behind 29 


and 4berbroth,and made him alſo Legatzs alatere. Alexander Hume upon promiſe 


of the Abby of Coldingam to his youngeſt brather, cauſeth the Popes Bull for 
elefting of Forgran to be proclaimed inEdinburgh,which occaſioned much miſ-

chief, for Hepburn ſought by all means to'be revenged on the Hawes for 
this.

The Queen perceiving the difttattions of $cotlard, wrote to her brother of 
England, to forbear making war againſt her and her children, who were ſuffi- 
ciently troubled already with domeſtick broilsz who returns this anſwer, That 
he will not quarrel with the Scots, if they quarrel not with him. And now the 
Queen by her marriage having loſtthe Regency, the kingdome is divided in- 
to two factions : the Doxglaſſes would have the Queen continued, pretendin 
that would be a means to keep peace with England; but the Humes wool! 
have another elected, becauſe the times were troubleſome; The Queen had 
loſt her Regency,and it was not the cuſtome of Scotland to be ruled by women; 

ar laſt after much debate, oo Duke of Albany being rhen in France, is choſen 50 
by moſt ſuffrages, he was the ſon of Alexander brother to king James 3. Francis 
the French king was glad of this eleCftion, for he knew it would be for his ad- 
vantage ; therefore he furniſheth him with men and money for his Journey : 

In the interim, for want of one head, the kingdome is much vexed with high- 
way men.For/an fearing left Hepburn would crofle him in his title to the Arch- 
biſhoprick, remits all the profit he made of it, during the vacancy ; beſides, 


he 
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he refignes to him the Biſhoprick of Afr, and promiſeth'to allow him a large 
yearly penſion out of the Church-revenues. ! - 

The Duke of A/bany upon his arrival into Seothand is declared Earl of March 
and Vice-roy during the kings minority: King James 4. his baſtard ſon is made 
Earl of Mrrry : Hepburn infinuates himſelf into-the Viceroys aftections, and 
diſcovers to him the humors, greatneſle, and factions of the $cots Nobility ; he 
acquaints him being a ſtranger in Scotland, with the qualities of each family , 
chiefly of the' Dowglaſſes and Hxmes, which he hated 3 thetefore wiſheth the 
Viceroy to ſend'for French forces, to ſuppreſle mtime the growing faftions of 

10 theſe great families. Hume perceiving which way the game was like to go, and 
that Hepburn had accuſed him to the wg ery 4 as if he had murthered king 
James, repairs tothe Queen, and makes her believe that the Viceroy inten= 
ded tomurther the young king, that he being next m blood might transfer 
the Crown to himſelf : therefore how dangerous and unreaſonable it was, 
that a ſtranger, and the ſon of him who wouldihave murthered his brother the 
king, andhath therefore lived ſtill ſince in exile, ſhould have the cuſtody of 
the young King; he wiſheth her therefore to flie into England with her ſon, 
and caſt her felt upon her brothers protection. This comming to the Regents 
ears, he preſently ſeiſeth on Sterl;»g Caſtle, where the Queen was, and removes 

20 ber with the Doxglaſſes from the king, whoſe tuition he committed to three 
of the Nobility, whom he moſt truſted, with a ſufficient guird. The Humes 
upon thisflie into Ergland, and ſo doth the Queen ſhortly after with her hus- 
band Doxglaſſe; whom king Henry ordered to ſtay in Northumberland, till his 
further pleaſure was known.

complaint 1s made againſt _ DP —_—_ of Anges;, who falling foule with 
the Hamiltons in the ſtreets of Edinburgh, a great ſlaughter was made, fo that 
about ſeventy two were killed ; among the reſt, Arransbrother,and Eglentons 
ſon : The Hamiltons to be revenged on the Doxglaſſes ,. beſieged one of their 
Caſtles, but to no purpoſe. . The next yean, Dovg/aſſe with. the twa baniſhed 
Humzes, enter Edinburgh, and. take down the . heads of. Alexander and Wil- 
lian Humes , which had been ſer up all this while on an eminent place of the 
City. So the whole five years of the Regents abſence, was filled with ſlaugh- 
ter and rapine : When he was come, he intended to weaken the power of the 19 
Doxglaſſes;, therefore baniſheth the Earl of Angas into France, his Unclethe 
Biſhop of Dx#zke!lhe ſends tothe Pope, to be puniſhed by him , but by the 
way he died of the plague in London; | 
 Thenext year after the Regents return , a Parliament is held at Edinburgh, 
and an Army raiſed, which 1s ſent into. A-randel, with an intent to invade 
England : When they were come within three miles of England , Gordon Earl 
of Huntley diflwaded the Nobility from entring, pretending it was unſafe to 
provoke a forreign enemy, when they had ſo many enemies at home; but this 
was indeed to croſle the Regents deſign, who to pleaſe the French, intended to 
invade Exgland. The Regent to. ſave his credit, had a party with -Mxſgrave 20 
and ſome other Engliſh, in which a Truce was agreed on:: The Regent ſhort- 
ly after gourh over into France, where he ſtayed ſome moneths longer then he 
expected, becauſe the Engliſh fleet lay in wait for him : Therefore he ſends 
five hundred French ſquldiers before with a fleet, which falling upon the Eng< 
liſh neer the I{le of az beat them. In the interim, Howard Earl of S«rry is ſeot 
with an apes {og ten thouſand mercinaties; beſides others,into Scotland, where 
having no reſliſtance by reaſon of the Regents abſence; and the domeſtick dis 
ſtraftions, they waſte Marcia and:Teviot 3; upon his return, the Scots borderers 
plunder Northumberland, ſo that Howard:1s forced to come back again 5 who 
with much loſle to his own party, took Jadburg. About which time; five hun- 3? 
dred Englth horſe being ſuddenly affrighted in thedark, broke: their halters, 
and run away as if mad, at laſtthey became a prey tothe Scots; three dayes 
after the Engliſh Army disbanded.. The Regent perceiving that: the iſh 
fleet lay (till in wait for him, -gavequt that hawonld not remove from France 
till the next ſpring :- Whereupon the Enghſh fleet returned / home; but as 
ſoon as they were gone, the Regent claps three thouſand French foot beſides 
one hundred couriſiers in fifty ſhips, and arrives ſafely in Scotland. W597 
King Herry of England at this time did much court the Scots for an Union; 
alledging divefs reaſons why their union. with Exglazd would bemore ad- 
vantagious then with France, in reſpe&.of vicinity; identity-of Hnguages 49 
folle, aire, conditions, countenances and habit-of bodies: ſhewing-alſo that 
the marriage of his daughter Mary with king James, would make a'perte& 
Union, and much mcreaſe the happineſte of :Scotland., Notwithſtanding all 
this, the French faction being bribed, carried it againſt king Hewry.3: for they 
alledged that this was not the firſt time the Englifh deluded them. under ſhews 
of friendſhip and union : Edward the firſt, againſt hisoath , by: which he was 
bound to end the controverſic between the two kings, Bruce and Ballzol,,he in- 
creaſed it, by making Ba//zol king ; Edward thefourthralſo pretended to marry 
his daughter Cicihto king James the third's fon, butwhen it came'to the up- 
ſhot, upon ſome diviſions m Scotland, hefell oft; therefore king Henryes aime 50 
was not to inrich, but to impoveriſh and enflave Scotland, being deſtigute of 
all forreign aide : 'they deny alſo that greater benefit can accrue: to Scotland 
by their union with Ezgland, or more ſecurity, then with Frazce: Therefore 
they adviſe ther not to exchange without a cauſe, their old trutty friends, for 
new and ſ}ipery pretenders. The news alfo of the Regents being landed with 
forreign forces,confirmed the Frexch, and cooled the Engliſh faftion. 
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»1 The Regent having made his Rendervoubar Glaſts, and from thence be- 
ing come to Edinvwrgh, he aflembleth the Lords, highly commending their 
eoniftancieto the French,and the old league;and exhottmg them to unity: theti 
having refreſhed his Army, and united the Scots forces' with the French , he 
mareheth! into- Exglard with the French, but the Scots would not follow; 
knowing this expedition was onely to gratific the French king ; the Regent 
with his French beſieged Werk-Caſtle, and battered down the outwatd wall 
with'their ordnance, but they were beaten off agiih 3 the Regent ſeeing no 
'__ good coult bedone by the French; and that the Scots would not fight, hear- 
i6 ing alſo of an Army of forty thoufand Engliſh comming againſt hit, return- 
ing home, the ſnow having done much hurt both to his men ahd horſe ; which 
made the Engliſh alſo return without a&tion : the next 'Spring the Vicero 
prepares again fot France, deſiring the Lords to keep the King at Sterling, an 
to OLIN with wm before his return; but in his abſence all growing 
out of r, the young king by divers of the Lords is conveyed to Edinbirrgh; 
where at Holy-Roods heimdertook the governtnent hirtiſelf, and all took the

The work being done before the Douglaſſzars came, inquilition by them is 
made of thoſe prime men that took up arms againſt the king, among the reſt 
the Earl of Caſels is fuummonedto appeare, his kinſman Kennedy,appetred for 
him, ſhewing that the Earle fought not againſt » but for the king; and by hig 
command, and with that he produced the Kings letters. James Hamilton the 
Baſtard was ſo mad at Kennedy, that not after he cauſed him to be mur. 
thered : Donelaſſe takes the murthered Earls fon into his proteGtion,, and be- 
ſtowes his daughter on him.z- he alſo plunders Archbiſhop Betons.

Shortly after,one of James Stewarts Grooms,being grieved 
for the death of his maſter, ſtabs Hamilton the Baſtard in ſixe ſeveral places of 
his body, in revenge of his maſters death : This fellow, though pinched all 
over with burning irons, ſhewed no manner of griefeither in word or geſture, 
Not long after this, the King in the night-time, accompanied with a few horſe, 
made an eſcape out of Falkland, and came to Sterling, where being now out of 
the power of the Doxglaſſes,he ſends for the Lords, who counſel him to remove 
the Douglaſſians from all government, and that neither they , nor any of their 20 
friends, kindred or ſervants come within twelve miles of the Court upon pain 
of death : this kept off the Earl and his brother George from comming; a Par- 
liament is called at Ed:burgh,, out of which the Douglafſhan faction removes,

The Queen this year was brought to bed. of a ſan, and the next year of an- 
other, King Hexry ſends on to have King James give him a meeting at Torke, 
which he refuſeg upon the diſſwaſions. of his Clergy. James Hamilton for 
treaſon is beheaded, and his limbs ſet ap in four ſeveral places of Edinburghs 
not long after, the King dreamed that this Hawiltors ahoſt appeared to him 1n 
a ghaſtly manner , brandtſhing his ſword againſt him , with which he cut off 
his right band , and then.hisleft s the king being awakened, and thinking 
much. of. the meaning of: this dream ,- news is brought him that 'both his 
ſeng were dead about the ſame time , the one at St. Andrews, and the other at 20 
Sterling, KF 

_. Nor lopy after this, the two & + quarrel, the borderers are waſted on 
both fides ; at laſt Armies are raiſed, the Scots Army mutined becauſe the 
king bad: by his letters named one 0l:wer Sizclar fox their General, and ſo ina 
coptuſed manner were marching home, which the Engliſh perceiving, they 
ſet upon thera with their whole Army , and routed them ; the news of this 
overthrow {o vexed the king,, that ſhortly after he fickned and died, having 
left one daughter heir to the: Crown five dayes old , he was entombed in the 
Abbey-Church of Holz-Roods, near his firſt wife Magdaler. The lofle of the 
Army, and the kings ſudden death, put the Scots into a great deal of anxiety; 39 
theHamiltons were now in hope to obtain theCrown,at leaſt during the nonage 
of the childe Mary : the Scots pavers at London are for two dayes ſhut upin 
the Tower , and from thence being brought in folemnity through the ſtreets 
ta the king, wexe checked by the Chancellor for breaking the peace, and then 
were 5s fs into ſome private houſes; but when news came thar king James 
was.4ead,, having left one daughter , the priſoners are ſent for to the Court 
and kindly uſed by the king, who having tried how they were inclined to a 
maxch between his ſon and their young Queen, he ſends them home into Scot- 
laxd, the two Bouglaſſes return with them after fifteen years baniſhment : The 
Cardinal of St. drurews got himſelfta be made Viceroy before they came,but 4? 
as ſoon as they were come hewas thruſt out, and James Hamilton Earl of Arran 
1snamed Viceroy. 

The next 2arch a Parliament was called, whither Sir Ralph $adler is ſent 
Ambaſſador from king Henry to conclude a peace, and to make up the match,

Mean while King Herry ſkayhs' 
all the Scots ſhips that were within his harbours , threatning-'war. and: de- 
ſtruftion againſt thoſe who had: broke the peace; and' violated the;Latvs.af 
Nations: but the Queen and Cardinals faction {ends to the-French,king; that” 
he ſhould now or never hinder the!Scots union-with-Eng/avd, and to.that.par« 
poſe ſhould ſend home Adatthew Stewart Earl of Lenox, who wasthe Hamiilters 
great enemy,to ſuppreſſe them and their chim which they'laid to thei Cygwn; 
30 be being next heir by King James his laſt Will; they promiſe alſo to. maxry 
" him to the widow Queen, andtoinake him heire 20 James Hamiltari lately 
dead,for the Regent was a baſtards beſides the Frenchiking promiſed; his, at- 
fiſtance to Lenox,it he would go home. 

The young credulous Earle upon theſe great :proffers and ;promiſes gaeth 
for Scotland, where having ſaluted rhe Regent, he repairs tothe Cardinal , ito 
whom he ſhews the cauſes of this his journey 3 bis friends to the number ,of 
four thouſand accompany him to the Queen: . Hamilton'toavaid blaogd., pro- 
poſeth ſome Articles for peace, to wit, that the Queen ſhould be tranſported 
into Sterling ,”and that ſheſhould be educated by four of the Nobilitywhich 

20 were of neither fattion ; hereupon ſhe was.crowned at Sterliirg i: the: Regent 
finding himſelf too weak for the other faftion 5 mthe GraysFriars at Sterling 
in the preſence of the Queen-mother, and chief Lords'of the Conrt, recan+» 
ted his opinion concerning the controvented points of Religion, and totally 
ſubmitted himſelf to the Cardinal, who was Regent in effett,:the otheronely 
in name; thus the Queen-mother and Cardinal having got the Regent tobe 

at their beck, ſtrive underhand to get Lenox out of the way, by writing to the 
French king, and defiring him to call back Lenox again, for he had done what 
they deſired in diminiibing the Regents power, butthey were afraid leſt his 
greatneſlſe my cauſe ſome faction; in the interim the Queen-mother bare him 

20 1n hand that ſhe would marry him,and entertained him at Court withfeafting, 
masking and dancing the Earl of Bothwel whom King James the'5.banith 
is now returned , and wasa great ſervant alſo:to the Queen-mother, which 
bred emulation in Lexox, yet heat laſt got Botbwel to forſake the Court ;Þut 
when he perceived that the Queen and Cardinal did puthim off with lon 
delayes, and that they went about to delude him, he grew angry, and with.in- 
tent of revenge went to Dawbritton, where he receiverh from the French 
king a great ſumme of. money which he was to employ by,the advice ;of the 
Queen and Cardinal, but he diſtributed a great part of this money among his 
friends, and ſome he ſent to the Queen; the Cardinal finding that no: ſhare 

40 thereof came to him, in anger complies with the Regent, and wiſheth, him to 
ſend ſpeedily an Army to Glaſcow which might unawares ſciſe upon Lenox and 
the money alſp; but Lexox underſtanding of this plot, raiſcth preſently ſeven

50 tired to Glaſcow, where he fortifies. and victuals the Biſhops Caſtle 3 thence he 
gocth to.Dumbritton, where he underſtands that the Douglaſes and Hamzltons 
were reconciled, and that King Frarcis affetian was alienated from him upon 
the calumnies of his enemies; in the interim'the Earl of 4rgas ; and Robert 
Maxwel came to Glaſcow, to take up'the differences between the Regent and 
Lenox; mean while King Henry of England ſends his fleet which was intended 
for France, againſt Leith and Edinburgh, which had lighted his proffers, and 
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goneelſewhere ; here they [tayed

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Edinbargh which they took and plundered , and having ſet fire on ſome

proved him for ſuffering himſelf to be led by the Cardinal and his Clergy, for 
which he had loſt the hearts:of the Nobility3 hereupon ſummons are ſent 


abroad to invite the Lords toa meeting ,'that'an Army might be raiſed , they 50 


ewo m the interim with three hundred horſe ride towards the Engliſh quar- 
ters; ſome of the borderers joyntheir forces with the Regent, to whom came 
a ſupply of three hundred our of Fife, and-fome more forces under Walter Scot; 
thefe encounter with theExglſpwho had both the ſun and wind again(t them, 
ſo that being blinded with the:ſun now'in the Welt, and the gun-powder- 
ſmoak, they were'preſently diſranked and confounded, and ſo ſuddenly flung

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down theirarms and ran away ; «the Scots purſued with great eagernieſle atjd —_ 
madea great1Jaughter ; ofthe Scots two onely were lain ; of the Engliſh a» $1 - 
bout rrvo hundred, and a thouſand taken priſoners, eight hundred of which

About this time, the'Goxrdons under George Earl of Huntly; or rather the R-- 
ginaldins by his rms Fro. fought a batte] with the Fraſers, in which the 
whole family of the Fraſers wete killed, ſo that it had been utterly extint 
but that there were 80 of their wives left big with with childe ; all which were 
brought to bed of ſons; who lived till they all came to mens eſtate. Fiye han- 

to dred horſe and three thouſand foot are ſent out of Fraxce into Scotland, to re- 
rard the Engliſh from invading France; an Ambaſiadour alſois fent to enquire 
into crimes objected againſt Lenox, that he ſuppreſſed much of the French mo= 1 5 4 5; 
ney, that he ſpoiled the publique cauſe by falling out with the Catdinal ; and 
of his going into E#gland; he had alſo order-to leavy an army in Scotland, 
whereupon fifteen thouſand make their rendezvous at Haddington, whence 
they march into England, waſting for ſix miles together all with fire and 
{word. So having ſpent ten dayes in plundering, they return laden with ſpoil. 

Mongomery the French Ambaſladour enquires and findes that the Cardinal had 
wrongfully accuſed Lexox, and forced him to flie into England; Then the Re- 

20 gent and Cardinal undertook a progreſſe into Perth, Dandee; and other towns, 
to puniſh and ſuppreſfle the Proteſtants; they take away the Provoſtſhip of 
Perth from the Kuvens, in whoſe farnily it had continued many years, and 
put one upon them , whom they would not admit, which cauſed great 
troubles and tumults in the town, ſo that ſixty men were ſlain, and many in 
the confuſed preſle of the people reſiſting their new Provoſt and his forces, 
weretrodto death. After this the Cardinal conveys the Regent to St; Andrews, 
where having ſumptuouſly entertained him for three weeks ; he goeth to the 
National Synod then held at Edinburg, where George Sephogard a Miniſter 1s 
accuſed of Herefiez him they fetch away with a troop of horſe from John Cock- 

20 burns houſe where he was entertained, then he was carried to .St. Aridrews, 
where he was cotideinned by the Cardinal and his Clergie to be burned as ar 
Heretick , for the Regent refuſed to meddle with him : the Cardinal in great 
ſtate with divers church-meh fate ih his window over againſt the place ofExe- 
cution : George, as the rope was about hisneck, and the fire ready to be kin- 
dled, told the Cardinal, that ere long, for all his great ſtate, he ſhould be Jaid 
as tow as he; ſo he was ſtrangled, and his body burned to aſhes : This ſeveri-" 
ty procured much —_— and hatred from the people and Nobility on the 
Cardinal, who to make his party the ſtronger, marrieth his eldeft daughter to 
the Earl of Crafords fon; | ; PE 

45 | Mean while, the Cardinal underſtanding that there was a great fleet from 
England comming to infelt the coaſt of Fife , he ſends to all the Nobility and 
Gentry of that country to meet him on ſuch a day , to conſult about fortify- 
mg of that coaſt. About that time the Earl of Rothws ſon , by the affiſtance © 
fifteen more that were of the plot; entred one day betimes in the morning in- 
to the Cardinals Caſtle at Saint Andrews , the gate being opened to let in 
the work-men who were then repairing and fortifying of the plactz theſe 
conſpirators break into his bed-Chamber ; and with many wounds they 
{tab him to death : then upon a tumult in the Town; his dead body is ex- 
poſed to pubtique view 1n the ſame place where he beheld the Miniſters 

FoExecutionz the murtherers are ſummoned to Edinburgh, who ſtand upori 
their own guard in the Caſtle, and refuſe to come; whereupon they are pro« 
{cribed-: The Regentby the Queen and oe inſtigation takes arms ;and 
layeth fiege to the Caſtle almoſt 4 months; till the winter forced them to raiſe 
the ſiege and depart; but they in the Caſtle being rid of their enerhies ; wiſtt 
all the Country about with fire and ſword, and gave themſelves to all li- 
centiouſneſſe, notwithſtanding Johr _ preached damnation to them. 
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| An.Chrifti. TheE zplith again invade the borders, and new levies are raiſcd to reſiſt them, 
WYW about which time a French fleet in which were 21 gallics arrived; the French 


and Scots joyn their forces, and ſuddenly beſiege the Cardinals caſtle, which 
they batter with their brafſe-ordnance from the towers of the two next 
Churches, ſothat at laſt the beſieged were forced to yield , being promiſed 
their lives; in this caſtle was found the Cardinals treaſure, with much provi- 
ſion, furniture and houtholdſtuffe, beſides much wealth hid there for ſecurity 
by the Citizens; the caſtle by command is pull'd down to the ground. 

About this time news came, that the King of Exgland was preparing both 
by ſea and Jand to invade Scotland, and to force the Scots to make good their 10 
promiſe abour the marriage of their young Queen with king Herries ſonne. 


: TheRegentraiſerh what forces he can to oppoſe the common enemy 3 ſome 


$kirmiſhes there were, and divers both Engliſh and Scots killed : at laſt the 
Engliſh perceiving the. Scots _ to increaſe daily , they fend letters to the 
Regent and the Lords, deſiring them tro confider how unnatural this war was 
between Chriſtians and neighbours , how happily and quickly it might be | 
compoled, it they would ſtand to their promiſe and league about the match, 
which would be ſo advantagious to them 3; how impoſſible it was to find a huſ- 
band ſo fit for their Queen, as one born of ſo great a Prince, in the ſame Iſland, 
of the ſame language, ſoneer in blood, and of ſuch excellent endowments , 20 
beſides what unhappineſle will accrue in matching with a ſtranger : therefore 
the Scots will conſent to this match, they ſhall have the education of their 
young Queen till ſhe be marriageable, and the Engliſh will forthwith return 
home with their Army , /promiling to make ſatisfaction for any hurt done on 
the Scots fide , conditionally they will not ſuffer their Queen to be conveyed 
away to any other kingdom, nor ſuffer the French to marry her, Theſe letters 
the Regent by adviceof his Counſellors ſuppreſſed , preſuming on an uncer- 
tain victory, and giving out that the Engliſh came purpoſely to carry away 
their Queen, and to enſlaye the Nation : upon this they:reſolve to fight ; Dow- 
glaſſe Earl of 4ngws leads the Van, Gordo Earl of Huntley the Rear, the Regent 39 
led the main bedy, the whole Army was about twenty thouſand : the Engliſh 
being feanted of proviſions, were retreating z but ſeeing the Scots Van follow- 
ing them fo eagerly, that they were a good way from the reſt of their Army, 
they face about, and in the firſt encounter are difordered; but having again 


recollefted themſelves , at laſt worſted the Scots Van, which the main body 


perceiving began to flie , which the Engliſh horſe perceiving from the higher 
ground,purſugd,kilted and took _ of them ; there fell of the Engliſh horſe 
in the firſt encounter about two hundred , of the Scots the number 1s not cer- 
tain, whoſe Rear retreated homeward in ſafety; all this while the Scots army 
FI much harm by the Engliſh fleet, which plaied upon them with theu 49 
ordnance. | 

This battel being fought, the Engliſh waſte all the Country for ſix miles to- 
gether, and take in certain Caſtles: The Regent repairs to both the Queens 
at Sterling, being ſad for this diſaſter 3 but the Queen-mother was not much 
ſorry, though ſhe made ſhew, becauſe ſhe aimed todifplace the Regent , and 
to get the government into her own hand : The young Queen is ſecured in 
Dumbritton,whileſt the Lords conſult about fetling of - the kingdome. Ambal- 
ſadoursare alſoſent to Herry of France, for aide againſt the common enemy, 
with hopes that the young Queen ſhall be conveyed over into Fraxce , and 
married to the Dolphin 3 but the French aide came not ſo ſoon/as wasexpett- 50 
cd :, mean while the Engliſh invade Ga/oway by the affiſtance of Lenzox, to 
whom a great part of that Country ſubmitted ; they waſte alſo the-Country 
about Haddmgton : In the interim three thouſand German foot,two thouſand 
French,and'one thouſand horſe, are ſent from King Henry of France; to: theſe 
the Regent with eightthouſand Scots doe joyn, and befiege Haddington :' A 
meeting is had of the Lords about tranſporting of the Queen ; many were = 
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the union with Engl.2d , theifly thoſe that deſired a reformation of Religionz ArChriſtt. 
but the Catholicks, and all ſuch as were bribed by the French , chiefly the Re- 1s Yu 


gent, who was promiſed a yearly reverne of twelve thoufand Francks, beſides 
a Captainſhip over a hundred Curiſiers; all theſe being the major part ; vo- 
ted the Queen ſhould be ſent into France ; The fleet that waited for ber at 
Lieth, {ailed about the coaſt and took her in at Dxxrbritton; who after a ſtor- 
my paſlage arrived in Brifany, from whence ſhe is conveyed to the Court. 

W hilft the ftege continues at Haddingtor, the Scots ſurpriſe Hame-Caſtle 
with {ome other places from the Engliſh. pare Stewart the Queens brother 
with ſome forces 1n Fife, tell upon twelve hundred Engliſh lately landed, and 
drovethem back again totheir ſhips, with the lofle of ſix hundred of them; 
partly {Jam, and partly drowned, as they were haſtening to their fleet; about 
one hundred were takes riſoners. Then the Engliſh fleet reſolves to ſeiſe 
upon the town of Montroſe in the night z but rhe governour of the Town per- 
ceiving by the lights in their ſhips where they were, placeth divers armed men 
in ambuſh, who tell upon eight hundred of them as they were landing , and 
drove them back into the Sea, ſo that ſcarce the third part of them eſcaped. 
The ftege at Haddington continues ſtill : Thomas Palmer with one thouſand 
toot and three hundred horſe from Barwick are ſent to relicve the beſieged , 
but they were almoſt all cut off by the Scots in ambuſh ; after theſe three hun- 
dred more are ſent with powder and ſhot to relieve the beſieged , for theſe 
che French lay in wait, but mifſed them : Then news came thar a great army 
was comming out of England to raiſe the fiege 3 whereupon the Scotrarmy not 
willing to hazard all upon one battell; leave the ſiege, and ſend back the Ar- 
tillery to Fdenburghs where the Provoſt was killed with his ſon and others 
the French, becauſe he reſiſted them as they were entering the City, fearing 
leſt they ſhould fall to plundering after their accuſtomed manner. The French 
return again ſuddenly to Haddington , where they killed the watch berimes 1n 
the morning, but as they were breaking open the gate, the Engliſh are a- 
waked, who diſcharging the murthering piece befare the gate, did ſuch exc- 
cution upon the French, that they ran away; bur not long after, they made 
incurftons upon —_— and did much hurt there. 

Not long after this, Deſſz#s the French General is called home; upon the Re- 
vents letters complaining of his inſolencies, and fedition raifed by him at 
Edenburgh : but by the way he retakes from the Engliſh Keth-Ifland, and purs 
molt of them to the ſword. Termiw is ſent into Scotland with ſome more 
French ſupplies, who regain ſame Caſtles from the Engliſh 5 and upon the de- 
parture of their Army into England, fits down before Haddington, which at 
laſt, the Engliſh- garriſon for want of proviſions were forced to quit ; having 
firſt ſet fire on ſome houſes. Mean while, news is brought and proclaimed in 
Scotland of a Peace between France and England; whereupon the French are 
ſhipped away. But in this ſubſequent-three yu of peace, many diſorders, 
inſolencies and opprefſions were committed by the Regent, and his brother 
the Archbiſhop of S. Andrewes, who was altogether ruled by his Concubine 3 
for which their governmegt grew odious to the people: whereupon the 
Queen-mother makes a journey initd France, for ſhe aimed at the government; 
which the hoped to obtain by the French affiſtance-:: the French king willing 
to advance her without tumult, beſtowes great penſions and offices on the 
Regent and his fon,and oh Huntly,whoſe ſon had married the Regents daugh- 
ter, on others alſo that were of the Queens fation , who were 1mployed to 
per{wade the Regent to reſign his/power to the Queen-mother ; the Biſhop 
of K-//e an eloquent man did the Queen good ſervice in this bufines, for which 
the French king rewards him with an Abby in France: The Queen-mother 
hoping now a way was made for her greatneſle; returns home through Fg- 
lin /, being accompanied with a French Ambaſſador, who by their favourites 


perſwade the Regent to reſign his Regencie, ſofull of troubles and care, Fre 
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An.Chriſti. : | 
. WYW andthat the French king would recompence him ſufficiently; the Regent was 


which he could not keep long, by reaſon the young Queen was almoſt of age, 


contented to reſign, ERneYy that he might never be queſtioned for the 
late kings goods which he had uſed, not for any aft he had done in his Re- 
gency, which was granted him , and withall thetitle of Duke of Caſteleror, 
rich preſents ny penſion 'of twelve thouſand Franks: it was alſo 
voted, that if the Queen died without iflue, Hamilton ſhould be declared next 
heirto the Crown; theſe Articles were ſent to France, and there confirmed by 
the young Queen and her protettors, to wit, King Herry 2. of France, the 
Duke of Gniſe, and his brother Charles the Cardinal; but the Regent repenting 10 
of his forwardneſs in promiſing to reſign, began ro uſe delayes, untill he ſaw 
all the Lords fall off from him tothe Queen-mother; then he rel{igns,conditio- 
nally that the Articles be ratified in Parliament, which was done accordingly; 
the Scepter, Crown and Sword .were delivered up ſolemnly by the Regent 
to the French Ambaſſador , whoreceived them in the name of the young 
Queer,and by her command delivered them to the Queen-mother,a thing not 
ſeenbetore in $cotland,that a woman ſhould govern that Kingdome; but it was 
ordered that the Caſtle of Edinbzrgh ſhould not be committed to the French, 
leſt if the Queen ſhould die childlefle, they would make it the place of their 
tyranny. 20 

The Kingdome being ſertled , Huntly is employed by the Queen-Regent to 
ſuppreſs the high-way-men, which he undertook, but performed not, where- 
fore he is impriſoned , and not releaſed untill he had reſigned his right to Mo- 
r4via, and his offices he enjoyed in the North, and then he was diſmiſſed, and 
made a Privy-counſellor z then the Queen-Regent makes a progreſs as far 
North as Innerneſs , where ſhe cauſed divers delinquents to be executed, and 
ſent the Earle of Athol againſt the Rebels, who brought with him their chief 
Commander derac with his whole family to the Queen, but ſhortly after 
he made an eſcape, and did more miſchief then before; ſome of Cardinal 
Betons murtherers are advanced by the Queen z a new projet is ſet on foot by 30 
the French , for raiſing of monies to mantain an Army of mercinaries, that 
each man ſhould be rated according to his eſtate, but this was wholly diſliked 
and rejected, as —_ dangerous and needleſs; it was thought that Hmrntly 
was the aurhor of this project, purpoſely to bring the Queen-Regent in 
diſlike with the people. 2-206 | 

The French king ſends to the Regent of Scotland, that ſhe would according 
to the old league denounce war againſt England, becauſe Queen Mary afliſted 
her husband Kihg Philip againſt the French ; but the Lords would not conſent 
to any war againſt England at this time : then a plot was laid to build a Fort 
near Barwick, purpoſely to induce the Engliſh toquarrels, which fell out ac- 4® 
cordingly, ſo that quarrel aroſe, and war is denounced; but the Scots fall out 
with the French Ambaſſador 0ſe/ins, for taking upon him to rule the King- 
dome; at which both he and the Queen-Regent were offended, but know not 
how to help it,except by haſtning the marriage between the young Queen and 
the Dolphin,by which means the power of the Lords would be curbed : After 
divers excurlions, a great skirmiſh there was between the Duke of Norfolk 
and Andrew Car, m which many were wounded and killed on both fides, and 
Car taken priſoner : After this, a Parliament is held in Edirbxrgh, in which the 
French kings letters were read, defiring the Scots to ſend away for con- 
ſummaring of the ner and confirming of the old league, ſome of their 50 
prime men ;. whereupon three Peers, two Biſhops, one Prior or Abbot, and 
two Provoſts were ſent away , twoſhips of that fleet were ſunk with ſtormy 
weather, the Earl of Rothuſe, and Reed Biſhop of Orkney ſaved themſelves in a 
Fiſher-boatzwhen all theCommiſſioners were come on ſhore they haſten to the 
Court; the G»iſes who had now the. command of all France, uſe all the celerity 


they can to conſummate the marriage; there were five brothers of them, the 
eldeſt 
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eldeſt was General of the French-foxces ini Frances, the ſecond of the Li urian An.Chriſ; 


forces; the third of their Army in Srotlandz the fourth commanded the Gallies \ 
at Marſieles ; and the fifth who was Charles the Cardinal, had the diſpoſing of 


the whole treaſure of France : afterthenuprial ſolemnities were finiſhed, the 
Thancellor of France defires: the; Scots. Commiſſioners that the Queens 
husband might be ſolemnly inſtalled-and created King of $coiland, and 
that it might be confirmed by Parliament, which motion -was rejected by 
them as unreaſonable, and as no wayes contained within their Commiſſion : 
ſhortly after four of the prime Commiſſioners, with divers of heir at- 
10 tendants died ſuddenly, not without ſuſpition of poyſon ; Jaxzes the Queens 
brother recovered, but never perfectly , for he had {till after this an infirm 
ſtomach. | 

About this time the borders are infeſted on both ſides with mutual incur- 
fions , a fleet of Engliſh was ſent to infe(t the Scots coaſt, which arriving in 
Orkney, landed many men to plunder and burn, the Biſhops ſeat,. and Town of 
Orkney , but the ſhips were ſcattered and torn by ſtorms, and all that came on 
ſhore were cat in peeces by the I{]Janders : great troubles fell out in St. Andrews 
about the burning of one Milvins a reyolted Prieſt, whoſe tombe was erected 
and taken down again divers times, till at laft the ſtones were quite carried 
20 away for other buildings : At Edinburghon the feſtival day of S. #gidizs the 
Cities Patron, his ſtatue that ſhould have been carried about in Proceſſion, 
was ſtoln out of the Church, and another little one being made, and carried 
about ſolemnly,was thrown down and trampled upon by the rude multitude, 
and all the Proceſſion omaments torn in peeces. Shortly after, Paul! Mefan a 
Miniſter, is ſummoned toappear at Edjnburgh, which he refuſed, being backed 
and ſupported by Dundee; upon this divers prime men out of Fife and 4ngs, 
diſperſed themſelves through the kingdome, exhorting the people to ſhake 
off the old Religion, and to ſubſcribe to the Reformation , and withall they 
ſend tothe Queen Regent, that the Divine-ſervice might be uſed in the vulgar 
30 tongue, that the people might chuſe their own Miniſters, and have power to 
depoſe them; this motion was rejected by the Papal-Clergy with much indig- 
nation , but the Regent for quietneſs ſake gave way that Divine-ſervice be 
ſaid in Scottiſh, conditionally that no Miniſter be ſuffered to preach at Leith 
and Edinburgh; the Prieſts notwithſtanding ceaſed not to perſecute the Mini- 
ſters, and cauſed ſome old Canons to be printed and faſtened to the Church- 
doors, the copies of which , becauſe fold up and down for farthings a peece, 
therefore the people called the Roman religion, The Farthing-faith. 

In the Parliament at Edinburgh the French Ambaſlador, with his faftion, 
labour hard to have the Crown of Scotland ſet upon the Dolphins head, which 
40 at laſt after much debate was aflented to; the Earl of Argile, with James the 
Queens brother, are appointed to convey the Crown into Fraxce, but they 
fearing this would prove an enflaving of Scotland to France, put off the 
journey with long delayes ; in the interim Queen Mary of England dieth, and 
Mary of Scotland claimeth that Crown, therefore aſſumes the Title and Arms 
of England, which her husband likewiſe did : the Queen Regent alſo began 
to carry herſelf more imperiouſly then before, petitions were preferred _— 
in behalf of the Proteſtants, which ſhe rejected; whereupon ah ty 
ſpeeches are given out of ſhaking off her government. The Town of Pert 
publickly receives the Proteſtant Religion, for which ſhe threatens Kaver the 
50 Provolt; then ſhe ſends to Haliburton Provoſt of Dundee, to apprehend Mefar, 
and fend him to her, but he conveyes him away out of danger; ſhe commands 
that the next Eaſter ſhould be kept after the Roman manner, but this her 
command was generally {}jghted; wherefore in a rage ſhee ſummons to 
Sterling all the Miniſters of Scotland, who at the day appointed came 
with multitudes of their own fide to guard them, ſo that the Regent 
was afraid, and diſmiſſed them without aGting any thing againſt _ : 
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But after the Regent had been there three dayes, ſhe baniſheth divers of the 
Townſinen, and divers of themſhe plunders, and changeth all the officers of 
; the Town; and then having left a garriſon of Scots there, ſhe goeth to Sterlin. 
This much incen(ſed the people againſt her; wherefore they aſſemble in great 
numbers, being countenanced by ſome Lords, and fell upon 8.4ndrews and 
other Towns, ſpoiling all the Religious houſes, ſothat the Archbiſhop with 
his guard were forced to flie : wheteupon the Regent in a rage commands all 20 
the French and Scots of her ſideto be in arms at the ſounding of the trumpets 
about three thouſand'Scots and! French repaire to her, bur the number of her 
enemies was far greater; wherefore ſhe ſends to make peace with them,which 
they refuſe, becauſe ſhe did not uſe'to keep promiſe with hereticks, and they 
knew alſo that ſhe laboured to gain time, whereby ſhe might have forraign 
aid ;, yet ſome hopes appeared, rfſhe would difmifle her garriſon at Perth, and 
ſuffer the Town to enjoy her old liberties, which ſhe refuſed todo; where- 
fore the Proteſtant army from Cxper befiegeth Perth, which ſhortly after is 
ſurrendred to them,and Rnvey is reſtored to his Provoſtſhip; thewrthey march 
to the town of Scoxe , which they burn, formurthering a Proteſtant againſt 39 
theit promiſe: after'this they ſeiſe upon Sterlizpumderſtanding thatthe Regent 
was fending thither a French garriſon, and there they pull down the Mona- 
ſtery , thence they march towards Edinbargh , which put ſuch aterror in the 
French and Scots Catholikes, thatthey flie to Duzbar ; the Proteſtant Lords 
in the interim ſet-up preaching Miniſters every where: 
1559, * Mean while newscame'of the death of king Henry of France, which made 
the Scots ſecure, and the Queen doubtful leſt the and her French ſhould be 
expelled the kingdome: but hearing that moſt of the Scots army-was dif- 
banded , ſhe haſteneth with her forces to Edizburgh, where being met with 
Duke Hamilton, and Dougluſſe Earle of Morton, they obtain a truce for ſome 4 | 
moneths, in which 1t was agreed, That no man ſhould be forced againſt his 
con{aence 'to any ceremonies, That Priefts ſhould not bedebaried of their 
Tythes and other duties, That no garrifon ſhould beleft in Edinburgh, That 
no religious houſes be demoliſhed or converted tootheruſes, That the Mint 
and Palace with all the Royal furniture be reſtored to the Regent. Theſe 
things being agreed upon, the Regent cauſeth ſtrange reports to be ſpread 
abroad, that the Scots Proteſtants made religion a pretence of their rebellion, 
and that James the late Kings baſtard ſtrove - undermining the lawful heire 
to uſurpthe Crown : letters alſo are ſent to him from king Francis and Queen 
Mary, complaining of his ingtatitude and defeftion, to which he anſwers by 50 3 
pleading for his own innocencie and conſcience.

cuſed by Cardinal Caraffe, as a favourer of Proteſtants, he cleared himſelf; 
and was choſen again; but henot being nimble enough to. (trike the Iron 
while it was hot, the Cardinal de Morte, afterward Julixs the third, {teps be- 
tween him and the Papal-chaire , who cauſed Caraffa to ask Poole forgiveneſle; 
then Poole retires to. Verona, where in the Monaſtery of Saint Bezxet, of which 
order he was both Profeſſor and Patron, he reſides a while. 2X 2rowm:.1} 

Shortly after this, Queen Mary ſends for him into England, for ſhe had been 
bred under the Counteſle his mother, and he wasalſo of the blood royal, 
which put him in ſome hopes he might change his Hat for a Crown :. But Ce- 
ſar miſtruſting his intent,kept him back,till the match was concluded between 
his ſon and Queen Mary. Caraffs being now Pope, ſends Friar Peto: to. diſ- 
charge Poole of his Legative power, which much incenſed the Queen; fo 
that the forbids Peto to enter the land, till the Pope and Poole were reconciled: 
The queen cauſed all the afts made by king Henry againſt Poole to be repealed, 
and the houſe of Parliament upon their petition to him 1s abſolved, and re- 
ceived again into the boſome of the Church : All the ancient Ceremonies of 
the Church are reſtored again, and all Church-livings that had been aflumed 
20 fothe Crown; The queen affirming, that ſhe preferred her ſouls happineſſe to 
ten kingdoms, 

Though queen Mary was pious and zealous in her Religion , yet many bar-= 
barous cruelties were by her Officers exerciſed on Proteſtants, ha power in 
this caſe being much abuſed; ſo that five Biſhops, one and twenty Divines, 
eight Gentlemen, eighty four Artificers, belides many others, even 'women 
and children, were cruelly put to death ; many were forced to fly the land, 
amongſt whom was Catherine Dutcheſle of S»ffolk, who had married Richard 
Bartie Eſquire, theſe were perſecuted by Biſhop Gardiner, becauſe ſhe had per- 
ſecured him and other Papiſts in king Edwards dayes; ſhe was forced to go 
diſguiſed on ſhip-board, with her young daughter, her husband' being gone 
away before : ſhe ſuffered much by ſtorms at ſea, and more by want , perſecu- 
tion, and cold on theland , in thoſe places of Belgium and Germany where ſhe 
travelled; till ſhe was relieved with her husband and childe, by. Peryſel a Mi- 
niſter in Wieſel : After this, they endured much more hardſhip, till they got 
into Poland, where they ſtaid till queen Mares death. 

.. Queen Mary being ſuppoſed to be with childe, cauſed Te Dexm to be ſung, 
and ſolemn prayers made for her ſafe delivery ; in hope of which, Mid-wives, 
Rockers, and all things elſe were provided. An act was made; that king Philip 
{ſhould be ProteCtor of her iflue and realm z but yet king ,Philzp had no great 
40 confidence that his queen was with childe, nor duſt he truſt the Engliſh, or 
think that they could be kind to. ſtrangers, who were ſo cruel to their own 
Princes, for he found that the Lord Paget and ſome others had conſulted to 
cut off the Lady Flizabeths head; therefore in compaſſion to her, he never 
gave off, till he got the queen. to ſer her at liberty ; ſoſhe is brought to Ham- 
pton Court, where after fourteen daies ſhe was admitted into the, queens 
chamber; therefalling on her knee, ſhe prayed for her, and declared her loy- 
alty to her Majeſty,which the queen queſtioned ; and checked her for not ac- 
knowledging her offence but ſhe ſtill. pleaded for her own nooenty : ſeven 
daics after the Lady was diſcharged of Benefield her Jailour, her maids are ſent 
50 to the Tower; and Gardiner died ROFUT piegf: About this time ; one Fether-

In his abſence, ſome plotted to rob the 
Queens Exchequer at Weſtminſter , to raife war in the land z but the plot was 
diſcovered, and the plotters executed, One Clebecka School-maſter,read pub- 
liquely a traiterous Proclaimation againſt the Queen , perſwading the people 10 
to take arms. Thomas —_— diſperſed ſlanderous books againſt the Queen, 
and by ſtealth took the Caſtle of Scarborongh, incenſing the people againſt 
her; but he was ſuppreſſed by Thomas Piercy Earl of Northumberland , and 
ſent to Lodor, where he was beheaded. Abour this time, Charls Ceſar called 
his ſon Philip into Braſſels, where he reſigns to hun all his dommions , counſe}- 
ling hit to entertain peace with the French, for the general of Chriſten- 
domes a peace for five years was made, but held not long 3. for the Pope be- 
ing then beſieged by Duke Alva at Rome, ſends tothe French for aide, who 
by the Gwiſe made his way open into Rome z but the French falling away for 
want of pay , the Pope renounced his amity with France, and entertains it 20 
with Spain. Queen Mary to ſhew her love 'both to the Pope and king Phihp, 
fals out with France, pretending divers wrongs from thence x {o ſhe fends a 
Defiance unto King Herry of Frante, and proclauns wars agaihſthim in Low- 
don, ednttary to her ptomiſe and'articles. King Phzlip paſſeth ovet to Flanders, 
after whom the Queen ſends one thouſand horſe, four thouſand foot, ahd two 
thouſtnd pioniers under the Earl of Pembroke ns Genetall, thee joyrred with 
king Phzlp, whileſt the Dukes of Savoy and Brainſwick, with ſotme Lords, had 
invaded the French confines, 4nd beſieged St. Owintins; which Montmroranc 
Conſtable of Fra came with great forces to relieve ; but he fo mitcatried, 
that he Was Hurt,and taken priſonet with eight Knights of the ordet : Shortly 39 
after St! &nintw ts taken by king PhHlip and the Engliſh. EE? 
Upon the taking of this town, the Engliſh grew ſecute, and negligent of 
Calice, {0 that the Duke of Gniſe with great ceterity approached the Engliſh 
frontier; under colour to viftual Bolorgne and Ard, he divided his Army tn- 
to two parts; the one he fends to Ricebank, whileſt the other battered two 
forts at oftce, which they wan in twelve houres ſpace s Riceba#k is alſo aban- 
doned by the Engliſh, and left ro the Griſe : then the Duke'batters the walls 
of Calice three Vayes together, and made a great breach, He planted alſo 
fifteen double Cannons againſt rhe Caſtlez they within fmding them(ſttves 
too weak, thought to blow up the French with Grn-powder, as they centred, 4 
but the train would rake no fire , bemg wet: with the drops of water that fell 
from the French-mens doths, having waded through the ditch fo that they 
got the Caſtle, with the death of 4zer Matſhal of the Town, his fon and heir, 
and eighty Engliſh more. The Lord Wertworth, Deputy of the Town, fent to 
the Caſtle for a parly,which was granted,and theſe Artictes agreed on. 1. That 
the Town with the Artillery, Vitnals, and Muriition ſhould'be yeelded freely 
to the French. 2. That the lives of the Inhabitants ſhall be faved. 3. That the 
Deputy wirh fifty others remain priſoners til they pay their ratſom. 
TheEngliſh were ſhut up in two Churches, where they retnain a whole day 
and night without meat or drink. The Duke commanded that all their plate, 50 
mony and jewels be laid on the altars,upon pain of death ; fo the Town was 
voided of tive hundred ord mary ſouldiets, of townſmen wonten and children 
fourthouland and two hundred; and all theſe ſtript of the wealth they had 
been long in gathering : In the ſpace of eight dayes was this Town loſt, which 
coft king Fdward 3. eleven moneths ftege, and had been poſſeſſed by the Eng- 
liſlygwo bundredand cleven years; fifty prifoners are ſent away into F - 
, ing

I peace being on foot between France and Spain, the Queen interpoſeth 
for England, and demands reſtitution of Calzce, being loſt not in the quarrel of 
England, but of king FÞ:lip, againſt the will of the Engliſh Councel. It was 
alleadged, that great fumms of money for arrearages were due to the Engliſh 
from theFrench king, all which the Queen was willing to remit, conditionally 
that Calice may be reſtored, without which reſtitution no peace could be con- 
cluded between Frgland and Frances it was at length agreed;that Calice ſhould 
remain French for eight years, and then return tothe Engliſh, upon forfeiture 

, of tive hundred thouland Crowns, but neither the one nor the other were ever 
40 performed. The Lord Wentworth Deputy of Calice, was arraigned at Weſtmin- 
ſter for the loſſe of the Town, but was acquitted by his Peers. The oath of 
Supremacie is offered to the Clergy : in place of Poole deceaſed, Porkeris made 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury : the Monaſteries are again ſuppreſſed, and Images 
aboliſhed:then care is taken for refining the Coyn,and for furniſhing the king- 
dome with munition, armour, and powder. The French king, in favour of his 
ſon the Dolphin,and Queen Mary of Scotland, cauſedrheir right tothe Crown 
of Fneland to be proclaimed at Paris, commanding England to be put among 
theit Titles, and the Arms thereof to be impaled with Scotland and France, in 
their Seals, Plate, and Tapiſtry : but afterward upon Articles of Accord be- 
50 tween England, Scotland and France, it was agreed,that the Arms and Titles of 
England and Ireland ſhould not thenceforth be uſed by the French king, nor 
his Queen of Scotland, aw 

Guſtavus King of Sweden propoſeth a Match between his eldeſt Son Fric#s 
and Queen Elizabeth, which ſait afterward was renewed by Ericws himſelfe 
being King, but is both times rejefted by Queen Elizabeth, Who ſends aid 
firſt into Scotland for ſupporting of the Proteſtant religion, then into France I 56 0»

O== Elizabeth ſucceeded, being twenty four years old. She preſently 1 5 58. 
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An.Chriſti. for the ſame purpoſe: her F orcesare received into New-haven, Roan and Deep, 


under the command of Ambroſe Dudley Earl of Warwick, who is affiſted by 
ſome Scots forces from Deep : but New-haver, after eleven moneths poſleſſion, 
was loſt again by the Engliſh, for want of water, which the enemy had cut off, 
and by reaſon of the Los Loh which raged there, and afterward in England re- 
ceiving infetion from thence. About this time fell out the Maſſacre at Paris, 
in which the Admiral was barbarouſly murthered, mangled and abuſed, be- 
ſides many thouſands of men, women arid children. 

About the ſame time JTrelard rebels under Shan or Johr: 0-Neal, who claim- 
ed an hereditary rzght to the Province of Ulſter, as the O-Neals had formerly 106 
done of all Ireland; for when Edward Bruce named himſelf king of Ireland, 
Donald 0-Neal ſtiled himſelf king of Ulſter and heir of Ireland; but the Engliſh 
quaſhed his ritle, till in the wars between Tork and Lancaſter, they forſook 
Ulſter. At this time Herry 0-Neale raiſed his family, by marrying the daughter 
of Thomas Earl of Kildare, from whom {ſued Cor 0-Neal, firnamed Bacco from 
his halting, who curſed his poſterity, if they learned the Engliſh tongue, ſow- 
ed 'whear, or built houſes. But king Hemry the 8. ſo cruſhed Kildare, that he 
ſubmitted, and was content to hold his revenues in fee of the King , with the 
title of Earl of Tiroz or Tir-Oen to him, and to Marthew his falſe reputed ſonne, 
and to their lawfull heirs. Shan O-Neale upon this murthers Matthew, and 20 

drives his father Cor Bacco out of his houſe and all his poſſeſſions, ſo that he 
died for want and grief. Shan being then choſen,and inaugured by an old ſhoe 
caſt over his head, ſeiſed upon his fathers eſtate, and to ſecure himſelf,he mur- 
thered Brian Matthews eldeſt ſon, the other two Hugh and Con-mack eſcaped : 
ſo being ſeated in Ulſter, there he playes the tyrant, declaring that he was the 
ſon and heir of Cor 0-Neal lawtully begotten, and that Matthew his ſuppoſed 
brother was a Black-ſmiths ſon, and was obtruded upon Cor by his Concubine 
the ſaid S-7/ths wite ; he pleads alſo the Iriſh law Taniſtry, whereby a man at 
his full years is to be preferred before a boy, and an uncle before a nephew. 
So bearing himſelf as abſolute king of V/ſter,he overthrew 0-Raily in the field, 3? 
took 0-Donel priſoner with his wite and children, and committed adultery 
with her. 

This $ha# hearing of the Lord Deputies preparations againſt him, went 
over into Eneland, and humbly ſubmits bimſelfeg Queen Ehlzabeth, who ſends 
him back upon promiſes of allegiance,and for a while he carried himſelf loyal 
and civilly 5 but afterward fell off again, fired Armach, befieged Dundalk, and 
{ſpoiled the' Country. Againſt him Sir Henry Sidney then Deputy of Ireland 
came with ſeven Companies of foot and a Troop of horſe; 0-Neal in a pitch'd 
held 1s overthrown, and in divers other skirmiſhes fo foiled, that he purpoſeth 
with an halterabour his neck to ſubmit himſelf to the Deputy : but his Secre- 49 
tary adviſeth him to try his fortune once more by the ſword, in making _ 
with the wikd Scots then in Clareboy z this counſel he takes, and repairs wit 
O-Lonels wite his Adultereſſe-concubine to the Scots camp, where being at 
firſt welcomed andentertained, was afterward hacked in peeces by Mac Gil- 
leſpic and Alexander Oge two Scots Captains, becauſe Shar had killed eretofore 
this 4lexanders brother; a few of Shans followers eſcaped by flight; and ſo 
Ulſter 1s ſreed from its oppreſſion under 0-Neal. 

The erght years being expired for reſtitution of Calice to the Engliſh, Sir 
Thomas Smith '1s ſent with Sir Henry Norris, to demand the Town and Forts a- 
bout it,according to agreement; but the Towns-governors will not be ſpuken 50 
with 5 whereupon they repair to King Charles, wh told them, That none had 
Tight to Calzce bat himſelf; the Queen-mother alſo added, That the Engliſh 
by invacing Scotland and New-haver, had forfeited Calite : Sir Thomas replies, 
Thar the French had loſt Calice by ſending forces into Scotland, and was 
the Scots Lords to-invade England, which they refuſed to do, as being again 
their late treaty and league with Queen Elizabeth; the French alſo had armed 
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Normandy apd Britany,, and hired divers German forces againſt Phglt#d, and: An.Chrifth. 


did beare alſo the Arms of England: The Queen-mother replied, 'that tht 
Engliſh did beare the Arms bf France; 'but however {he affirms, that whar the 
King of Scotland did in his Wives right; ſhould not be imputedeo King Chark; 
her ſon. Then the King willed the Ambaſſadors to abſent thenifſelves a while; 
till he had; talked with his Councel 3 and fo after anihoure they were ſent for 
again, and told, That five thouſand French onely werefent into $teHland to 
ſuppreſle the rebellion of the Proteſtant Lords there; and not t6 invade Frg 
land, whereas Queen Elizabeth had ſent fifteen thouſand thither to aflift the 
30 Rebels : Sir Thomas anſwers, That the Queen hearing of fuch great prepars- 
tions, was neceſſitated to ſend great aid both by fea and land, not to affiſt Re 
bels, but to maintain ſuch as were oppreſled for their conſcience; The Chan- 
cellor of France alſo tels himthatCalice ſtood upon French, not Engliſh grounds 
and as the Engliſh had right to it by the fortune of war, fo now the French 
have the ſame, beſides that they enjoyed it long before the Engliſh took it; 
who had alſo once poflefied and enjoyed 4quitain and other places; which 
long ſince they have loft; the Engliſh claim two hundred years poſitſfion; 
the French above five hundred years if preſcription then could ſtand amo 
Princesas among private men, the French can preſcribe a far longer time then 
20 the Engliſh: As for king Francis the 2. he did not therefore intetid to invade 
England, becauſe the Engliſh thoughtſo, for ſuſpitions and thoughts are no 
realitiess but the Engliſh Queen did really invade Frarrequpon a fair pretence 
of keeping the Towns for the Kingswfe, but the kept New-havew as a pledge 
for Calice, whereby ſhe hath loſt her nght to Calzce : withall he ſhews, that God 
having divided England from France by the ſea, the Engliſh ſhould content 
themſelves within their own confines : therefore he wiſheth ther to enter- 
tain peace with France , which will do them more good then the gaining of 
Calice. Tothis Sir Thomas anſwers, That the Engliſh made no invaſion upon 
France, but were invited thither by divers of the Nobility and others then iri 
20 danger; nor when they were landed did they uſe any hoſtility, or take an hen 
or egge but what they paid forz and if that aid had not come from England, 
much of France had been ruined : As for the Queens keeping of New- haven, 
ſhe had reaſon fo todo, having been at fo great charge and coſt ;: ſhe deſerved 
to have ſome reaſon offered her in her right to Calice. But(ſaith the Conſtable) 
| ſomuch provilion of victuals, men and ammunition, and {ſo many ſhips, could 
not be for New-haven alone therefore the Queen muſt have had further de- 
fignes : No (faith Sir Thomas ) it was onely out of providence that this 
provifion was had , becauſe ſea and winde doe not ferve at all times, 
At laſt after much debate, both the "y and Queeri-mother, and all the 
zo Councel told him plainly, that they would entertain amity with the Engliſh 
Queen, but France would not part any more with Calice. 

At the ſame time the troubles of Scozland were ſo great , that the King was 
ſhamefully murthered, and the Queen banjthed 3 who ſetting ſail for Fraxce, 
was by contrary winds driven into Cumberland, Queen Elizabeth folliciteth 
the Scots on her behalf, but they could not be induced to admit her again, ſo 
ſhe is forced to ſtay in England. Mean while the Earls of Northumberland and 
Weſtmorland with ſome others, pretending Religion, flic out into Rebellion, 
intending to furpriſe the Earle of S»ex Lieutenant of the North'z but th 
were prevented,and the Queen had notice of their intents, wherfore ſhe ſends 
50 for Northumberland to the Court , who out of feare removed from his Caſtle of 
Topcliffe in York-ſhire, and goeth to Branſpnth, where meeting with the Earle 
of Weſtmorland, they command the Country to take arms , pretending it was 
to aid the Queen,and to reſtore the old Religion 3 which if they ſhould neg- 
left, forraigne Princes would do it, to the danger of the whole kingdome.

There were beſides theſe, divers other Treaſons hatched by the Earl of 
Arundel, 'Sir Jobn Perot Deputy of Ireland, Babington, Tichbury, Ballard, and 
divers others, ſome of cheſs ſuffered at Tyburn; Babington, Charnock and Savage 
in Lincolns-Irne-fields. Cullen an Iriſh Fencer undertook the death of the 
Queen for thirty pounds , he ſuffered at Tybury, Sanders wrote apainſt the 
Queen'; ſodid Creſwelunder thename of Phzlopater, and Parſons under the 
title of Pole» concerning titles of the Crown. Dr. Lopez the Portugal Phy- 
fitian for a rich jewel-gx en him by a Spaniſh Counſellor, and a promiſe of fifty

the -charge, with the addition of three hundred Spaniards, and ſends 
money to raiſe four thouſand men more; theſe landed in the-County of 
Kerry, raiſed their Standart, and built a fort 3 by theſe-means Deſmond hoped 
tobeKing of Ireland.

ſhot, 4200 Kintals of Powder, 200 Kintals of Match, 7000 Muskets and Cali- 30 
vers, beſides incredible ſtore of other provifions, Bisket and Wine for fixe 
moneths, with Bacon, Cheeſe, Fleſh, Rice, &c. this Army coſt king Philip 
thirty thouſand Ducats every day. The Generall was the Duke-of Medina, 
the Admiral Don Martinez; Don Martin Alorcon was Vicar-general for the 
Inquiſition, with whom were an hundred Monks and Jeſuites ; Cardinal Aer 
is Superintendent of Church-matters, he tranſlates the Popes Bull into Eng- 
liſh and ſends 1t away 3 In this Fleet were divers of the Nobility and Gentry 
of Spain and Pontugal. T he Duke of Parmaalſo prepared a great Navy, with 
300 ſmall Boats, and 7oflat-bottom'd, every one ableto beare 3o horſes, with 
a world of all ſort of furniture and proviſion : Neer Newport he had 30 com- 49 
panies of 7talians, 2 of Walloons, and 8 of Burgundians; at Dyxmew he had 80 
Companies of Netherlanders, 60 of Spaniards, and 60 of High-Dutch, beſides 
7 of Engliſh. The Pope ſends forth his Cruſado, and promiſeth a million of 
gold, with a proviſo that he ſhould hold the Engliſh Crown as feudatory to 
the See of Rome. 

To prevent this ſtorm, Charles Howard High-Admiral of Exeland is ſent in-

The Admiral hearing in what dilireſle the Spaniſh fleet was , did beatfaile 
towards Spain; but the wind turning South, he returns -homeward and An- 
chored his fleet in Pl;zzouth haven; the Spaniards put again to ſea, andat laſt 
caſt anchor in the Channel of the Narrow-ſeas; ſome Pinaces are diſpatched 
to Parzz4, to forward his charge for the kings ſervice : ſudden news is brought 
tothe Admiral, that the Armado was come, which by reaſon of (ickneſſe, and 

10.the former ſtorm, was not expected that year : Wherefore all hands are ſet on 
work to warp out the ſhips then. in the harbour,and many of the men on ſhore; 
at length they got out to ſea, and having advantage of the wind, diſcharged 
their Cannon on the Spaniards, and were anſwered in the ſame language ;. the 
next day, the two fleets fought within musket-ſhot; the Engliſh Admiral 
tell fiercely on the Vice-admiral of Spain; a Gallion in which were ſome Dons, 
was ory battered. by the Engliſh , whoſe ſhips were lower and nimbler , 
whereas the Spaniſh high Veſlels were fitter for defence then offence: 'The 
next day Drake commands this Gallion to yeeld, Don Pedro at firſt refuſed, but 
underſtanding that it was Drake, who had bim in chaſe,came on board his ſhip; 
20 Where after ſome complements, he is kindely uſed by Drake, and lodged in his 
own Cabbin; the reſt of that company were. ſcnt to Plimonth, where they 
ſtaid eighteen moneths till their ranſome were, paid 3 in that ſhip-were! found 
five and fifty Ducats in gold: that ſame day 0quendo's great Gallion fell on fire, 
the upper part whereof, and molt of the perſons were conſumed, the Hulk was 
brought into Plzmonth. 

Neer Portlaxd a fierce encounter was bet ween the. Engliſh and Spaniards, 
wherein a great Venetian ſhip with ſome ſmaller were ſurpriſed, The 24. day 
of July, a great fight was between four Galliaſles and the Engliſh fleet, in which: 
though the Spaniards were galled with chain ſhot from our thips, yet they had 
20 the advantage becauſe our powder.failed ; which being ſupplied, our fleet is 
divided into four ſquadrons, under four Commanders; namely, the Admiral, 
Drake, Hawkins, and Forbiſher. July 25. uy the Ile of Wight, was a cruelen- 
counter, each diſcharging their whole-{ides. The 27.of July, the Spaniardsan-/ 
chored 1n ſight of Calice, intending for Dunkzrk, there tojoyn._with the Duke 
of Parma, to whom Medina ſends to haſten his forcess, but the Spaniſh ſhips 
were ſo planked with beams, that Bullets could not pierce them 5 wherefore 
eight Engliſh-ſhips are filled with powder, brimſtone, and other combuſtible 
matter, which J=ly 28 about midnight were let drwe with.Wind and Tide a- 
mong the Spaniſh fleet ; this cauſed the Spaniards, being ſuddenly affrighted, 
40 to cut their cables, or elſe they had been all fired; in this confuſed haſte,one of 
their Galliafles of Naples fell toule on another ſhip, and loſt herrudder, and fo 
was aſlaulted by the Engliſh on a ſhelve in the ſhore of Calice; her General 
Moncado was flain in the fight,and many more Spaniards,many leaped into the 
Sea and were drowned : In her were four hundred ſouldiers, and three hun- 
dredlaves, which were now freed from their. fettersz and a booty found of 
fifty thouſand Ducats; the governour of Calice would not ſuffer the veſſel tobe 
ſet on fire. | 

The 29 of July, over againſt Greveling, a ſore conflict continued that day, in 
which a Gallion of Biſca periſhed, wherein the Captains in madnefle killed 
50 each others : Two great ſhips beſides preſently ſunk; Francis de Toledo, with 0- 
thers, committed themſelves to the Skiff, and arrived at 0ſtend. The St. Philip 
a Gallion of Portugal, in which he was, with the ſouldiers in her, were taken by 
the Fluſbingers, The St. Mathew, another Portugal Gallion was ſo ſhot, that her 
leaks could not be ſtopt. Dor: Diego Pimentelli,refuling Medina's courtefie, who 
would have ſaved him in a skitff, was afterward taken on the coaſt of Flanders 
by five men of war, and carried into Zealand; In the interim , Seyzrer with his

The Spaniards confidering with themſelves, how they had loſt five thou- 
ſand of their men, that many maimed and ſick ſouldiers lay on their hands, 
twelve of their greateſt ſhips were ſunk, loſt and taken, their tackling ſpoiled 
and anchors loſt; their victuals failing and freſh-water ſpent, which made them 
fling their horſes and mules overboard, knowing alſo that Parma could not, 1 
and Scotland would not help them, by reaſon of their correſpondencie with 
Fngland, they held it beſt to return into Spain; ſo failing between the Orcades, 
about Caithnes and the coaſt of. Irelaxd, kept weſtward in the main ocean, and 
returned at length into Spair, where the Duke is depoſed from all his autho- 
rity and confined to his houſe z The reſidue of the ſhips, about forty in num- 
ber, were ſo battered on the coaſt of Ireland, that divers of them periſhed, 
amongſt-others 0querdo's great Galliafle and two great ſhips of Yenice, ſome 
were«driven on the Engliſh, ſome on the French coaſt,and were taken ; fo that 
of 134 ſhips only 53 teturned to Spair, of the whole fleet were miſting 81 veſ- 
fels, and of 3oooo ſouldiers 13500. above 2000 priſoners were taken in 20 
England, Treland, and Low-Conntries. : | 

Alldanger being paſt, the Camip at Tilbrry is disbanded,' and not long after 
Leiceſter died. The Queen on the 3, of September gIves folemn thanks to God 
for this Victory in S. Pals,- where on the lower battlements eleven Spaniſh 
Enſigns are hung up, the next day they were ſpread upon London-Bridge ; 
the 19. day of November was appointed to be kept holy throughout the Land 
the Queen upon the Sunday following, being the 24. of November, went in 
ſtate. from/White-Hal/ to'S. Pauls; whereat the Welſt-door ſhe fell down on her 
krees;- giving folemn'thanks to 'God ; and exhorting the people to the ſame 
duty. The Zelen#ers on their Coyn ſtamped the memorial of this day and 37 
victory, ſo did theYollanders.” \ | 

- It being reported that-king Philip was preparing a'new Fleet to recover his 
loſt honour, It was reſolved by the Lords and Commons of England, That an 
atternpt be madempon Spair,and aid given to Don Antonio the expulſed King 
of Portugal, who was given: out by king Philip to bea baſtard; after he had 
driven him out of Portzgal, he proclaims eight hundred thouſand crowns to 
him that: ſhould- brug -him- Either: dead or alive, -yet he was kept diſguiſed 
eight moneths-m Porwaegal; then hefled unto the Court of France, where he 
received aid fromthe 'Queen-mother, a comperitor alſo for the Portugal- 
crown. A fleet is {Ent to the Tiles of Terceres, which by the Spaniards is over- 42 
rhrown, eight of the talleſt French ſhips are loſt, and two thouſand men ſlain; 
divers Portugal Captains for this lofſe were impriſoned as cowards.So Antonio 
havmg'no more hopes of France, repaires into England, where he defires the 
Queen to land him ſafe in his country ; whereupon (ix of her ſhips,and twenty 
more of war, beſides others for tranſportation, accompanied Don Antonio 
from Plymouth, Sir Francis Drake was Admiral, Sir John Norris Generall for 
land-ſervice, with eleven thouſand ſouldiers, two thouſand and five hundred 
mariners3. thefe landing in the Bay of Galicia neer the Groin,were encountred 
by the enemy neer the Town, who forced them back to their gates. JO 

Norris the next day, forced the Gallies which plaied upon his troops, to 
abandon the road ; the Baſe-town 1s ſurpriſed , five hundred that fled thence 
to the rocks were iJainz in this Town was an incredible magazine of mony,

Seven Companies of foot being left to guard the ſhips, the main Army 
marcheth. over-land ro Lisbor , and;took a Caſtle by the way : many of 
the Engliſh ſouldiers were poyſoned with drinking of ſtanding waters, and 
eating of poyſoned honey left purpoſely in the houſes. The 25. of May our 
Army came to Lisbon, whoſe Suburbs were abandoned and ſtore-houſes fired; 
the enemy in the night time ( whilſt the Engliſh were at reſt, being wearied 
20 With fix dayes march and watchin 8) {allied out, and killed Collonel Bret, with 

divers Captains and others; but the Earl of Fx fell on them unexpectedly 
and drove them to the City-gates : in the interim Caſcs is ſurpriſed, the inha- 
bitants being fled to the mountains, who underſtanding their King was 
come, | Kan their loyalty ro him, but the Caſtle held out for the 
Spaniard. 

, The Duke of Braganſa, Franciſco de Toledo and others, promiſed to aid 
Antonio with three thouſand horſe and other ſupplies, but could make no 
head, becauſe of the Spaniſh Commanders every where : Antonio hoping aid 
would come at laſt, defired the Frgliſh to ſtay before Lisbor for nine dayes, 
20 which could not be granted, becauſe the Engliſh were ſickly and much weak- 
ned, nor was there any forwardnels in the Portugals; Antoniodefires the Sub< 
urbs might not be ſpoiled : Eſſex in a bravery run his ſpear and brake it againſt 
the gate of that City, challenging any Spaniard within to fight with him, but 
none appeared. The Caſtle of apy is rendred upon conditions. Sixty 
Spaniſh hulks laden with proviſion for Lisbor are taken. 

The Ergliſh being at ſea again, are overtaken in a calm by nine gallies 
which ſunk ſome of our ſtragling ſhips; Captain Ain-ſhaw fought to the laſt 
after his ſhip was on fire; ſo continuing ſeventeen dayes on board, many dead 
ſouldiers are caſt into the ſea : Then they came to Yigs a Town, which with 
the Country for ſeven miles compaſle they ſet on fire : Then Drake arrives 
ſafely at Plizzouth June 21. and Norris July the 2. after. 

T he ſtate of France at this time was much diſtrafted and out of order, 
therefore a meeting at Bloys is appointed of the three Eſtates for eſtabli- 
ſhing peace and union : For the Clergy appeared a hundred thirty four 
Deputies, among whom were four Archbiſhops, one and twenty Biſhops, 
and two Generals of Orders ; For the Nobility, a hundred and eighty 
Gentlemen; For the Commons, a hundred ninety one Merchants and 
Lawyers : To theſe King Herry the third made a ſpeech tending to union, 
which was proſecuted by the Chancellor, by the Archbiſhop of Bourges, 
50 and by the Preſident for the third Eſtatez whereupon an oath of union 1s ta- 
ken, but the Leagures in the interim diſgrace all the Kings ations, and 
make his government odious, purpoſely to ſet the Gxiſe in his Throne, who 
temporiſed with both. The Clergy excommunicates King Henry of Navar as 
an heretick, and deprived him of the government of Griexre, but King Henry 
would have him tobe ſummoned, and again to be ſworn to the union. To 
thisit was anſwered, That he had been many times wronght npon to re 
nounce 
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" The king to berid of the Gitiſes, intended'to deſtroy them both; notice was 
given to the Duke ofthis, butkie would nor believe it ; prefuming on his own 
Treatneſſe; burtatlaft, trons looted ra; and ſo was his bro- 
ther the CardinaF not long aftes,3 whichfo incenſed the people, that they de- 
fimed the King, defaced'his farnjture, brake his pictures, dragged his image 
thitongh the ſtreets of Paris,and beat down his arms : The Sorboniſtsalfocon- 15 
cluded; that the people were free from their allegiance to him; whereas the 
Duke of Guiſe was highly commended and Jamented,” The Leaguers prevaile 
ſo againſt the Parliament, that all ſorts of infolencies were permitted beſides, 
one Clement a Jacobin, vowed to kill the King, which he did at Paris; where 
he defivered the king a Letter ,"and with a knife wounded him in the belly, 
which the king drew forth, andſtruck the Jacobir above the eye, whom allo 
the Kings ſervants ſtabbed to'death * So Herry died of his wound. 

Upon'this, Hezry of Navar is proclaimed by the'Army , and named by the 
laſt Hexry of Frazce his ſucceffor,in his laſt Will 5 him Queen Elizabeth affiſted 
apaifſt the leaptiers with twenty thouſand pounds, with ſhips, Arms,and Pow- 20 
der, ard, with four thouſand ſouldiers at one time, and with three thouſand ar 
another; aid to refift Parmg who was entred France, ſhe fends over Eſſex with 
four thouſand foot and rwo bindred horfe, theſe landing in Normandy, laid 
fiege t& Rohan, where his brother Devertux was ſlain': Henry finding the Lea- 
guers too {trong for him, and the Popes power ſo great; at laſt renounced his 
religion, and ermbraced the Roman Faith; ſo he is abſolved and crowned. In 
brittany the Spaniards are wotſted, with the lofſe of Captain Forbiſher, and di- 
vers other Engliſh': The Leaguers by treaſons lay wait for his life, and croſs

"To Erneſt#s'it\ Belgium, ſucceeded Albert Arch-duke, who prepares againſt 
theFrench, and fals firſt upon Calice. Kichbank left unmanned, is ſeifed on by 
him, and the town at length upon compoſition is ſurrendred : Queen Eliza- 
beth not willing the Spaniards ſhould poſleſſe that Town , proffers aid tothe 
French kin $ againſt him 3 but he weaktnel by war, was more inclined to har- 
ken to conditions of peace 3; whereat the Queen was difpleaſed , and prepares 
another ſea expedition, with a Declaration, ſhewing the cauſes of preparing

temaly for their good ſucceſle : Ar ſea, they met an Iriſh Bark from Cadiz 
ſhewing the ſtrength of the Town , and ſhipping in the Bay, to wit, twenty 
Galhies;ninety ſhips, five great Gallions, two Galliafſes, with divers other vel- 
tels, all richly laden, and bound for diyers places. 

Oni the twentieth of Juzethe Engliſh attempt to land on theWeſt fide of Ca-/ 
diz, but could not : the place was fo ſtrong, the next day the Spaniſh fleet

After the French were gone, Scotland was very quiet till Queen Mary came 
over, a Parliament is held in Edinburgh, where the Proteſtant faith 1s cſta- 
bliſhed, and ſent to. Queen Mary for her approbation : Ambaſladors are alſo 
ſent intoErgland to thank theQueen for her afliſtance;and now about this time 
King Francis dieth, at which the Scots were glad, hoping now to be quite freed 
from the French yoke. James the Queens brother haſteneth into France to his 
ſiſter, who with her uncles was retired in Lorrain from her mother in law,who 50 
now took upon her the government of the Kingdome : Queen Mary ſignifi- 
eth to her brother, that ſhe was willing to return into Scotland, and therefore 
appointed a day for that purpoſe, deſirous rather to command asa Soycreign 
in her own Country, then to live asa ſubject to a mother-in-law in a foreign 
Kingdome z mean while ſhe ſends back her brother into Scotland, with her 
Letters-patents for calling of a Parliament, that the French Ambailador who

In this Parliament an Att was made for demolifhing of all Monaſteries, an 

1 Commiſſtons fent abroad for that purpoſe ; but the Bueens friends adviſed 
her, chat at her firſt comming mto $corland, ſhe ſhould not medle with mattery 
of religion, till ſhe had gor ſure footing, and then ſhe mighr ſhew her power ;

iftercept queen Mary, if ſhe ſhould go home without viſitmg queen Elizabethy 
bur queen Mary notwithſtanding; by reaſon of a great miſt, got into Scotland, 
upon the report of whoſe arrival, the Lords and Gentry flock from all parts 
of thekingdotne, ſome for one end, ſome for another : At firſt it was agreed 
that the Re ſhould ſtand as it was now eſtabliſhed in Srotland, onely the 
Syeen ſhould be permitted ro haye Mafle at Court for her ſelf and family.

anſwers, T hat their intent was only to ſhew their affettion to their Queen, and 
to avoid the ſhedding of much blood, and.ſetting the two kingdoms at odds, 
if any queſtion ſhould ariſe abour the title of ſucceſſion : I diſlike not their 
intent (faich ſhe) but what needs all this,ſceing I never went about toqueſtion 
her tixle ? but however, Iam not willing whilſt I am alive to look upon my. 
own winding-ſheetz nor do [think it prudence in me to declare her my ſuc- 
ceſlor, for that will breed many diſputations according to peoples affettions; 

zelides, I am married to my kingdome, whilſt I live this marriage cannot be,, 
diflolved;, when I am dead Jetthem ſucceed that have moſt right; again, my 
declaration in this point may occaſion rather ſome emulation between the 
two kingdoms, then confirm union; Princes uſe to be lefle affected ro thoſe 
whom they know ſhall ſucceed them, then otherwiſe; ſo was Charles 7. of 
France to Lewis 11. and heto Charls 8. and lately Francis to Henry his ſucceſlor: 
again, I know the inconſtancie of this people, and how more do worſhip the 
riling then the ſetting ſun ; my (iſter Mary was not willing to hear that I ſhould 
ſucceed her; Iknow that many out of every diſcontent, and becauſe do not 
ſatisfie their expectations, their covetous and ambitious thoughts will be apt 
to fall off from me to my ſucceſſor , whothe more he or ſhe ſhines in the peo- 2g 
ples affeftions, the dimmer will be my light, and the more l ſtrengthen her 
title:of ſucceſſion, the more I ſhall weaken my own ſecurity : butl will take 
time to think more ſeriouſly of this buſines, and ſhall endeavour in this to 
gratifie your Queen, when ſhe ſhall confirm the League to which ſhe is bound, 

After divers other diſcourſes, Commiſſioners are appointed on both ſides 
to review the former League, and tobring it into the Sr to. wit, That 
Queen Mary ſhould forbear the titles of England and Ireland, and likewiſe the 
Queen of Eneglaxds Arms; on the other 7s, That Queen Elizabeth ſhould 
not Either by her ſelfe or her poſterity go about to hinder the ſucceſſion of 
Scotland to the Crown of England, But whilſt theſe things were in agitation, 39 
the Queen- commits the Provoſt and Magiſtrates of Edinburgh to the Caſtle, 
for ſetting forth a proclamation, That all Papiſts muſt avoid rhe City by a 
certain-day. The Miniſters of Edzzburgh complain againſt. the Queen in their 
Sermors, for celebrating Maſle with ſuch ſolematy upon All-Saints day, 
ſhewing that it was lawtull for the people to force the Prince to obſerve the 
Lawes eſtabliſhed,and to aboliſh Popery : but the Nobility were loth to heark- 
en to this doctrine. In the interim the Porderers fell to ſpoiling and:;plundring 
the neighbouring countriesz agalaſt theſe James the Queens Ecker is 
ſent with ſome forces, who ſuddenly ſurpriſeth them, of whom he hanged 
eight and twenty, others upen hoſtages given he diſmiſſed. The Queen alſo 49 
made.the people jealous of her, by ſecuring her ſelf with-a ſtronger, guard, 
then her predeceflors uſed to have , which was occalioned upon a report that 
the Earl of Ara ( whom ſhe did not affect for his religion, being a rigid Cal- 
vinilt) intended to.ſciſe on her perſon, and to carry _ to his caſtle ſixteen 
miles off; ſhe angered alſo the Prieſts, by exacting of them the third part of 
their revenues for maintenance of Preachers, = the reſt for her,own uſe, 
having waſted much of the Crown-revenues. To make herſelf more gracious 
with the people, ſhe creates her brother James Earl of Azr ; but this honour 
being; found to Celong anciently to the Areskins, ſhe makes him inſtead of 
Mar Earl of Murry, and procures him the Ear]-Marſhals daughter for his wife 3 59 
but Hw:tly {torms at this, having been governour of theſe two Provinces a 
great while, and challenged Murry for his inheritance ;, fo that at this rime be 
was the richeſt and powerfulle{TPeer of the Kingdome , and all the Northern 
parts were at his beck, only Mekintoſe a great man among the Highlagders 
refuſed to be fubje& to him3, which ſo incenſed Hurly, that he unawares 
ſciſed upon his perſon and unpriſoned bim,, .and in higapſeuce bus ſcountelle 
| | TS Ccaule 
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accuſed Bothwel, that he offered in vindication of'the truth. ro fight a due 
with him. | 

Mean while Hwntly uſeth all the means he can to cut off Murrey his compe= 
titor, divers wayes he attempted, butall failed ; art length he procures ſame of 
bis followers to fall upon him inthe night-time as he was gaing home from 
the Queen, for he uſually ſtaid late with her; but Mwrrey hearing of the plat, 

got ſome of them who lay in wait for, him tobe apprehended in their Arm 
30 Huntley excuſed the matter, that they meant toxide home in their Arms, BY 
had no other intent, and ſo the bulinefle was filenced; bux; the Guifeh wah, 
Huntley and others,did altogether aim at 41urries deſtruftion, not onely out of 
private reſpefts, but alſo becauſe he was a main ſupporter of the Proteſtants.

not be deſired to marry.;. but Huntley. was not willing his ſon ſhould be com- 
mitted to cuſtody, chiefly under ar, :rries uncle , who was governour. of 
Sterling-Caſtle : but Johx Gordon:Hyntlies ſon, who had eſcaped out of Edin- 

burch-Caſtle; was now near Aberden;quartered with a thouſand horſe. - . 
About the ſame time Bothwel by a;rope eſcaped out of Edinburgh-Caſtle:the 
Queen ititends to go further North, the murther was put off till ſhe canie to

e Will have hho hand in chooling them anew Regent, leſt ſheſhould ſeem to

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He having taken hisoath » gives order for railing. of an Army.to hinder the An.Chriſte.

ment in the Kings name to be held in Fdinburgh: then he ſends tothe Gover- 
nour of Fdinbargh-Caftle for ſome Brafle-guns and other warlike neceflaries g 
at firſt he promiſed, but afterward denied, ſhewing he was for peace,not war 3 
notwithitanding” the Regent with five thouſand goeth to L:z-much, where 
hearing of ſome forces of Zrechin placed there by Huntley, who was raiſing an

An attempt is made upon Durbritton-Caſtle, which with 
much difficulty at laſt they took by ſcaling-Jadders ; Fleming the Captain e- 
20 {caped into Argile; but Hamilton the Archbiſhop of S. 4ndrews, with ſome 0- 
ther prime men, and the French Agent who lay there as a Spy, are appre- 
hended, The Regent hearing that the Caſtle was taken, in great joy haſteneth 
thither, where he reſtores to Flemings wite her plate and houſhold-{tuffe ;z and 
wondring at the courage of the ſouldiers who could venture to ſcale fuch an 
macceſhble Rock , commends them highly. The French Agent is accuſed 
for robbing ſome Merchants, wherefore he 1s ſent to S: Andrews to anſwer to 
their ſuit, but he eſcaped from thence. There was alſo an Engliſh-man taken 
and ſent home, who afterward was found to have been ſent by the Norfolkians 
purpoſely to poyſon the young King. The Archbiſhop being found guilty 
30 both of the Kings death and Regents, was hanged at Sterlin ;, his chief accuſer 
was a Prieſt , to whom one John Hamilton a principal ator in the Kings death 
had confefled the whole murther ſecretly. | 

Morton being returned from his Enghſh embaſhe, gave an account thereof 
before the Lords at Ster/;; How they had exhibited in writing to @.El;zabeth 
the reaſons that moved them to depole &. Mary, alleadging divers precedents 
out of ancient and modern hiſtories, of the like depoſition of Princes by their 
people; but yet the Queen wasnot fully ſatisfied of the legality of this fact, 
therefore ſhe deſires there may be an expedient found out for compoling the 
differences betwixt her and her ſubjects; it was anſwered by the Commiſhon- 
40 ers, that they had no commiffion to treat about any expedient, nor could they 
conſent to the diminiſhing of their Kings power, nor if they did conſent, 
would the Scots Nobility allow it 3 upon this the Queen checkt them for 
being ſo ſtiffe in their reſolutions, in not harkening to an accommodation,and 
withall ſhe deſires them to confer again with her Commiſhoners, with whom 
they had conference the other day; to this they condiſcended , but this con- 
ference took no effe&t, wherefore the Queen wiſheth that in the next Scoriſh 
Parl;ament the matter may be diſcuſſed ; but ſhe would not permit the Scots 
to depart home, untill the Biſhop of Roſſe who was one of Queen Maries A- 
gents, had received anſwer from his Queen of theſe paſſages; at laſt her 
$ anſwer came, wherein ſhe complaines of the hard meaſure offered to her 
by her ſubjets ; therefore Queen Flizabeth wiſheth them to ſhew their 
duty to their Prince, upon her 'true repentance, and ſo ſhe diſmifleth 
them, bs 

The Commiſſioners having finiſhed their relation, a Parliament is appoint- 
ed to be held at Fdinbrrgh; but becauſe the Queens party were maſters of the 
Town, they reſolve to fit in the ſuburbs; in the interim it is proclaimed at 


Frit Leith, 
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Leith, that no proviſions or arms either by ſea or land be brought to Edinburgh 
vpon pain of treaſon 3 the Herald was accompanied with about an hundred 
horſe and foot, on whom ſome Citizens ſallzed out as they were returning 
home neer the walls, but were beat in again. Whilſt the Parliament fate with- 
out the Town, they within call a Parliament of their own; the Caſtle in the 
interim plaid with their Ordnance upon the Kings Parliament , but no hurt 
was done. When both the Aſſemblies were difmiſled,two hundred and twenty 
musketiers, and a hundred horſe, with two field-peeces, are ſent out of Edin- 
burgh againſt Dalketh, where the Earl Mortons houſe was, who hearing of this 
preſently arms two hundred foot and _ borſez askirmiſh followed, in ,,, 
which the Queens men were put to run, which the City-garrifon perceiving 
ſends out preſently freſh forces, who put Mortons men to flie, ſome were Jain 
and taken on both fides, ſome alfo of the Queens party were killed by a barrel 
of gunpowder accidentally having taken fire. Some bickering alſo there was 
between the two factions about a company of Scots ſouldiers lately arrived 
out of Denmark; theſe intended all to ferve the King, but fix and twenty of 
_— were intercepted at Leithby the Queens party,and carried to Edinburgh- 
Caſtle. 

When Drury the Engliſh Agent, who had been mediating for peace, tono 
purpoſe, was upon going away, a skirmiſh fell out between the two factions, 2, 
m which the Queens party was worlted by Mortons forces, who killed fifty of 
the enemy, and took a hundred and fifty priſoners; almoſt there were daily 
$kirmiſhes : the Regeng kept Leith to intercept all proviſions by ſea from the 
Edinburgers; land-proviſions could not be cut off, being ſo many wayes to 
bring it : A French veſlel laden with arms, in which alſo good ſtore of mony 
is found, was taken ; the mony pajd the ſouldiers, and the arms were carried 
to Sterlin; ſhortly after another French ſhip was taken with letters from the 
French, promifing ſpeedy aid to the Queens party. The Regent being gone to 
Sterlin, the Edinbutpers with all their forces march out into the field, rodraw 
the Kings party out of Leith; who ſallying out furiouſly, drove their enemies 39 
back to Edinburgh, of whom they killed and took divers. 

After this, the Queens party with two hundred horſe and three hundred 
foot march out of Edinbargh towards Sterlin, by the way they prefle all the 
horſes they found, then bertimes in the morning they enter the Town without 
reſiſtance, all being ſecure and afleep, they beſet the Lords lodgings with 
armed men, Mortoxs houſe they ſet on fire, and himſelf having eſcaped the fire 
they took priſoner, the Regent is alſo taken,the Earls of Glencarn and Felinion 
are ſecured : Areskin Captain of the Caſtle ſends ſome companies of muſ- 
ketiers to ſeiſe upon his own houſe, not then quite finiſhed, which looked full 
upon the market-place poſlefled by the enemy , who being ſore galled by the 40 
musketiers fled confuſedly to the gates, in the narrow ſtteets ( making more 
haſte then good ſpeed) many of them are trampled upon ; the Regents life 
was ſaved a while y David Spence , who to keep off the blows received the; 
himſelf, and died the fame day of his wounds, two of thoſe that killed hun 
were put to death , the other priſoners in the flight eſcaped, and the Regent 
himſelf alſo died of his wounds that day. Three Regents are named till the 
next Parliament, to wit, Argile, James Douglaſſe Earle of Morton, and Areskin- 
Eacle of Mar; He by all the ſuffrages is preferred tothe reſt, who reſolves 
to beſiege Edinburgh, but it was ſo ſtrengthened that he could do no good that 
w ay ; after this for divers moneths there were many excurſions and skirmiſhes 50 
and divers ſJain on both ſides. 

About this time the North was much troubled by the falling out of two 
great families, the Gordons and the Forbeſes ; theſe were for the young King, 
but the Gordoxs for the Queen : the quarrel grew to that height, that neer 
Aberden a great battel was fought, in which the Gordors had the upper hand; 
many other skirmiſhes were between the two great factions, till Edinburgh 
was 
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was ſtrictly beſieged by the Regent ; Who pulled down all the Mills neer; and An.Chri) 7 


intercepted all/the proviſion that came thither, and made garriſons of all the 
Noblemens houſes roundabout : org ot is betrayed to Hamilton, by which 
means all navigation between Leith and Sterliz 1s hindred. Mean time the 
King of Spain ſends from the Low-Cowntries ſeven ſyeut peeces of Ordnance 
with powder and arms to Hwtley Lieutenant of the North, for queen Maries 
uſe, who ſends the Lord Seaton to the Duke of 41b4 for his aid;;- and thathe 
would forbid the Scotiſh rebels to traffick there ;- he anſwers, That he would 
aid her with mony, but he could not hinder the Scots from trading, becauſe it 
10 was contrary to the liberty of the Low-Conntries.

to ſpend their lives and eſtates in this quarrel 5 ſome perſwade him to require 
a Navy of the King of Denmark, to whoſe daughter he began to be a Suitor, 
ſome would have him joyn with Spaiz and France, and the Pope, and that he 
ſhould not truſt Proteſtants who had killed his mother, leſt they alſo kill che 
children ; ſome would rather have him ſtand as neuter, but others adviſed 

20 him to keep peace with England, and be conſtant to his Religion. @yeen 
Elizabeth perceiving the French tampering with King James to withdraw him 
from his religion and amity with Ezgl/and, ſendsto him, to let him ſee how 
dangerous it will prove to him and his Kingdome to fall out with Exg/end at 
this time, how uncertain the aids of France and Spazr will be, haw he may by 
this loſe his claim to the Crown of England, and how ſhe will be a mother to 
himz withall ſhe ſends him the ſentence againſt Daviſon, andthe Judges of 
Erglands opinion, ſhewing that the ſentence againſt his mother was no wayes 
prejudicial to his right of ſucceſſion. | 

From this timetill the comming of King James into Exglard, fell out no 

20 matters of great concernment in Scotland, except the driving of ſome Spaniſh 
ſhips (after the Armado was defeated ) upon the Iſlands of Orkney; the voyage 
of King James to bring home his new married Queen 47e trom rb of 
the attempt that Bothwel made upon the King and Qucen in their chambers, 
from whence he was repulſed and forced to flye, ſome of whoſe Pages and 
followers were apprehended and hanged, for which treaſonable attempt of 
his he is proclaimed Traitor, and becauſe he was harboured by the Earl of 
Marrey, contrary to the proclamation, Huztley by command ſeiſeth on Murrey 
in his own houſe and kills him 5 Bothwel in the interim eſcapes into England, 
where he lurked a while, and from thence returning is apprehended and con- 

40 fined, he endeavours to raiſe a rebellion, but to no purpoſe. This year 
Prince Henry was born ; divers conteſtations the King had with the Presbyte- 
rian Miniſters about the Biſhops and Church-government, in which the King 
was extreamly vexed, perſecuted and preached againſt by them, whoſe power 
was at that time no lefle formidable then the Popes heretofore. About this 
time was fought that cruel battel of Avinian between Huntley and Argile, in 
which {even hundred of Argiles fide were lain, and the reſt put to flight;theſe 
ſtirs were raiſed and fomented by fome rigid Jong areas Miniſters,as Kobert 
Bruce Super-intendent of Edznburgh, Balquankel and others, becauſe the King 
kept correſpondency with Catholick Princes, and was not cruel enough 

50 againſt the Papiſts in Scotland; therefore they encourage Bothwel again(t the 
King,though he had been proclaimed Traitor, and furniſhed him with money 
which they had gathered for redeeming of ſome Proteſtant S-ots from the 
Turks; Bothwel with three hundred horſe ſurpriſeth Leith, the King deſires 
the afliſtance of the Edinbargers againſt him , but they would not ſtir, being 
forbid by their Miniſters to help the King , ſo that he was forced to come up 
to the Church of S. Giles, and there publikly before the people held up his

alſo'was perſwaded to beſtow on him the Country of Lochaber which belon- 
ged to Huntley : Argile having received his Commiſion , raiſeth an Army of 


_ twelve thouſand , with which he intends to proſecute Huntley, Arrol and 19 


Ang, three Catholick Earls,with fire and ſword; they hearing of this prepa- 
ration, raiſe alſo a thouſand horſe with a foot-army,l mean Huntley and Arrol, 
for A#exs had an Army of his own to defend his Country , and could not 
come in time to joyn with the other two, becauſe of the Rivers between. 
Areile placed two thouſand musketiers in his Van, againſt which Huntlies 
great Ordnance did ſo play that they forced them to give back, and joyn with 
the main body where Argile was himſelf, which Arrol perceiving , wheels 
about with his horſe, and falls upon them in the Rear, and withall receiveth 
two wounds with forked arrows, one in the arm, another in the foot; to help 
him, Huntley breaks in furiouſly with all his horſe upon the main body of 20 
Argiles Army, and puts them with Argile himſelf to flight z the fight con- 
tinued two hours: of Huntlies fide few were killed, but many wounded, and 
above two hundred horſe lain 5 of Argiles {ide ſome ſay ſeven hundred, others 
five hundred. The next five years fell out no memorable accident,but Gowries 
Treaſon, and not long after the birth of Prince Charles.

CHAP. XXXV. 


The Hiſtory of England and Scotland together, from the comming in of King 30 
James to be ſole Monarch of the whole Iſland, from the year 1602, till 
1625. 


Ueen Flizabet bh being dead about ten a clock in the morning, King 
(Dime the very ſame day ( Secretary Cecil reading his Title and Queen 
a F/iabeths W1ll) was proclaimed by ſound of Trumpet firſt at White- 
hall , then in Cheap-ſede, King of England, Scotland, ' France and Ireland. Sir 
Robert Cary , the Lord Hunſdons younger fon, poſted away unſent, to King 
James with thenews of the Queens death, who afterward was made a Baron : 
A few dayes after, the Lords of the Councel ſend Sir Charles Percy and Mr. 49 
Thomas Sommerſet, and after them Sir Thoxras Lake Clerk of the Signet, to ac- 
quaint the King of the peoples afteftions towards him, as likewiſe with the 
State of of the Kingdome. Fgertox Lord Chancellor , Buckhurſt Lord Trea- 
ſurer , Nottingham Lord Admiral , and Cecil chief Secretary are confirmed in 
their places : Thomas Howard the brother, and Henry Howard the ſon of Nor- 
folk who had ſuffered for the Kings mother, are advanced by him, though 
they were Catholicks, to let Pope Clement 8. ſee he wasno ſuch enemy to Pa- 
piſtsas ſome would have had him , and that his two Bulls fent out againſt his 
lucceſſion to the Crown were needlefle. 
King James having ſetled Scotland, on the fifth of April begins his journey 5? 
tor England,and comes to Theobals the third of 1May, where he was mer by the 


* Lords of the late Queens Privy-councel, and entertained with an Oration by 


the Lord Keeper : Here divers Lords of Scotland are made Privy-counſellors 
of England. The ſeventh of May he rode towards London, where by the way

The king alſo makes divers Barons and Earls : Divers Abaſfadors arrive to 
congratulate his happy comming to the Crown , namely fromthe Palſgrave, 
a the Hol/ander, the Arch-duke, the Spaniard, the Venetian, the 'Florentine, and 
the Frexch; for entertaining of whom a Maſter of the Ceremonies is ordained! 
There were alſo made this year fourteen Serjcants at Law. ' Valentine Thomgs 
for conſpiring againſt Queen Elizabeth, was drawn, hanged and quartered; 
The Lord 1gntjoy returns out of Ireland, bringing with him Tir-0ez whom 
the king pardoned, who ſends to his brother of Denmark the Earl of Rutland 
with the Garter,and to be god-father to his ſon. Chriſtianxs. The Lord Spencer 
alſo is ſent with the Garter to the Duke of 1irtinberg. 
T his year produced a plot againſt-the King and Prince Hezry, by the Lord 
Cobham, Sir Walter Rawleigh, and aivers others, upon ſome diſcontents; rhey 
z. knew not what 5 they are apprehended in July, and arraigned in Noverrber at 
Wincheſter, becauſe of the ficknelle rhen at Londd# , wherefore the Terme 
alſo was kept there. The Lord Grey 1s accuſed for railing two thouſand men 
to defend the Low-Conntries, but indeed to ſeiſe upon the king and Prince : 
Cobham and Rawleigh met in S.Martins,and confulted about railing ſedition,al- 
tering Religion, & ſetting up Lady Arabe//azit was proved that atſor the Prieſt 
was deſigned to be Lord Chancellor,and others for other offices: Kawleigh was 
. totreat with Count Aremberg for money , and Cobham with the Spaniard and 
Arch-duke for afliſting Arabe/a;theſe pleaded,the king not being yet crowned 
this could beno Treaſon, and that it was onely diſcourſe, and not matter of 
fact; but they were refuted and condemned, the Prieſts Watſor and Clerk, were 
30 executed, and Brook beheaded; Cobham , Grey and Markhazr, at the point of 
their Execution were reprieved by the Kings warrant, and carried back to the 
Tower. After this the King kept the feaſt of S.George at Windſor , where the 
Prince with ſome others are inſtalled; the Earl of Southampton is reſtored ; 
divers other honours are conferred, and on S. James day the King and Queen 
are crowned and anointed at Weſtminſter by Archbiſhop Whitegift ; command 
is given for obſervation of Gowrzes conſpiracy. The King calls in all letters of 
Mart againſt the Spaniard; and concludes a peace with hum , which was con- 
firmed by mutual oaths ſolemnly taken : the Spariſh Ambaſſador held the 
hes Kings hands between his, and in like manner the Englih Ambaſlador at Vale- 
40 Jolid held the King of Spains hands, when they tobk their oaths: Nottingham x 6 © A: 
Lord Admiral was Ambaſſador for England, and Yale/co Conſtable of Caſtile 
for Spain : by Nottingham the king ſent theſe preſents tothe Spaniard ; fix 
horſes with ſaddles and ſaddle-cloaths embroidered, whereof three for the 
King and three for the Queen, two croſſe-bows with ſheaffes of arrows, four 
fowling-peeces inlaid with plates of gold, and a couple of lyme-hounds: 
'TheEarl of Hartford is ſent Ambaſlador to Albert and 1/abella to take their 
oaths,who beſtowed on the Arch-dukes ſervants three thouſand. pounds;ſo the 
Arch-duke preſented him with a Jewel of nine hundred pounds value; and a 
50 ſuit of Arras worth three hundred pounds,and bare his charges all the time of

After this, the kings ſecond ſon Charles Duke of Albany is created Duke of 
York, being now four years old. Richard Haydock, a Phyſitian; pretending to 
preach at night in his ſleep, acknowledgeth his forgery to the king who had 
detected it.

| Londox, where divers Pageanrs were erected, Preſents given, and 
ſpeeches made. In the time of this'Parliament was diſcovered the Gun- 
powder-plot, contrived by Catesby, Percie and others, who hired a cellar under 
the Parliament-houſe , laying in 1t twenty barrels of powder which they had 
undep billets and faggots; their intent was to blow up the King and Prince, 
Nobles and Commons, to ſurpriſe the Duke of Tork, and to proclaim the 
Lady Elizabeth Queen z but the plot was detected by a letter ſent to the 
Lord Monteagle, which his foot-man received from an unknown man, the 10 
letter was to defire him to forbear being at Parliament , becauſe of a terrible 
blow that was to be given ; the letter was delivered to the Earl of Salizsbury 
by Monteagle, who could make no ſenſe of it; but the King when heread it, 
apprehended preſently, that by the word ( blow) was intimated a blowing up 
with Gunpowder, therefore command is given to ſearch all the rooms about 
theParliament-houſe , in the cellar under the faggots were found fix and 
thirty barrels of powders Fawks upon ſuſpition is apprehended, in whoſe 

ket is found a peece of touch-wood, a tinder-box, and a watch, to try the 
ſhort and long burning of the touch-wood:: the plot being diſcovered, ſome 
fled to Worceſterſhire,where Catesby & Pereie were ſlain by one ſhot of a musket, 
both the #rights John and Chriſtopher are likewiſe Jain, the reſt were publikly 
executed , except Treſham who died of the Strangury in the Tower, whither 
Northumberland upon ſuſpition 1s fent; great joy there was for this delive- 
rance, ſo that the Spaniſh and Arch-dukes Ambaſſadors made bone-fires, and 
threw money amongſt the people. 

About this time the King receives as a preſent from the Spaniard (ix Jennets

liverance, in memory whereof the fifth of November is appointed to be kept 
holy, and the Lord Morteagle is rewarded with two hundred pounds a year 
for ever, andfive hundred pounds befides for his life. Shortly after a rumor 
was ſpread that the king was {Jain at Ok7zg,which cauſed great fears inLoxdon, 
till within two hours after news came that he was ſafe, to the great comfort of 
all; ſothat the Spaniſh Ambaſlador gave Sir Lewis Lewkynor a chain of gold for 
bringing him-the news.

three thouſand and fix hundred-pounds given to good uſes by Mr. Patyr 
Grocer, of London, Camden-Hoſpital in Glocefterſhire founded by Sir Baptiſ# 
Hicks, five thouſand pounds given by Mr. Thomas Teaſdale for maintenance of 


ſeven Fellows and five Schollars in Ballyo] Colledge, three fair Hoſpitals 


founded by Herry Earl of Northampton,oneat Ryſing in Norfolk,a ſecond at Clun 
in Shropſhire, the third at Greenwich in Kent, 8000 li, given by William Jones of 39 
London for a Free-ſchool and Almſ-houſes in Wales,and a 100 /i.for ever yearly 
to a preacher in Lozdon.Not to ſpeak of Chelſey-Colledge,divers Churches and 
Chappels by private men, and other ſums of money left by charitable menz 
all which were the fruits of his peaceable government : and among the reſt, we 
may not omit the Plantations of 1reland, Virginia, Barmud as, and New-England, 
in Virginia, the firſt Town that ever was built there bare his name; for though 
this was diſcovered in the Queens time, yet it was not planted till the kings : 
thenext was the plantation. of the Barmndas, and the laſt of New-Fngland, 
the patent whereof was granted by king Janes to Briſtol, Exeter, and Plimonth. 
In his time alſodiyers, Schools, Churches and Hoſpitals were erefted in Scot- 4 
land, and aPlantation by the rages was thought on in the north part of 
Canada, which in king Charles his time was ſet on foot. This king James for 
his wiſdome was admired of foreign Princes, for learning by the Univer- 
ſitiess for his wiſe, juſt, and peaceable government, by his Abjocs. Proteſta- 
niſme had never a greater CHAmpens, as may be ſeen by his books, by his care 
in cauſing Conferences to be held in Scotland about uniformity of Diſcipline, 
and unity of Doctrine z about expelling Yorſtizs out of Leyden, and ſending 
Divines to the Synod of Dort, and his Jearned moderating of the Conference 
at Hampton-Court; fo that he was 7lato's Prince , a Philoſophical King, ora 
Kingly Philoſopher. He died the 27. of March, the 59. year of his age, having 59 
reigned over all Great-Britoin 22, years compleat. In his time fell out divers 
ſtrange accidents 3. the great Plague, whering died in Londox above 38000. in 
one year, the great Froſt,great inundations and fires,chiefly that vf Dorcheſter, 
the falling of the room at Black-Friars, a Whale within eight miles of Loxdor, 
the Blazing-ſtar, the killing of a may by Archbiſhop Abbet, 
CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXXVL 


A Continuation of the Hiſtory of Great-Britain, under King Charles, from ihe 
yeare 1625. till the yeare 164.1, 


Rince Charles being about the age of 25 yeares, is proclaimed King of 1625. 


P Great-Eritain, &*c. Who ſhortly after his Coronation was married to 
10. Henrieta Maria, younger daughter of King Herry 4. of France. The Match 
was made upon theſe conditions : That the Popes diſpenſatioh ſhould be pro- 
cured within the ſpace of three moneths before; That the free exerciſe of 
the Catholike Religion be permitted tothe Queen and her ſervants, and her 
Children 3 that therefore ſhe ſhould be allowed her Chappe], and Burial-place 
peculiar to herſelf and family, with 28 Prieſts and a Biſhop choſen by the 
French king, who ſhould be exempted from the Secular power; And that 
King Charles ſhould ſweare never to withdraw from, or per{wade her to im- 
brace any other Religion. Her Portion was 800000 Crowns; her Dowry 
| 18000 hb. ſterling; beſides ſo much Lands as ſhould maintain her and her 
20 Court, an{werable to her Greatnefſle. | 
Not long after the marriage was conſummated, all amity with Spar is re- 
jected, and Commerce vrohibited : a Fleet of 150 Sail, with 10co00 Foot and 
ſome Horſe, are ſent againſt Spazn ; they landed at Cadiz, but were beaten back 
into their ſhips with loſle, by Ferdinand Gironizs ; the ſhips by ſtorms in their 
return were much ſhattered , many of the paſſengers died with fickneſle and 
cold, ſo that few returned home. This unlucky Expedition hindred the 
League that was made between England, Denmark, Swethland, Venice and 
Holland, againſt the Houſe of Auſtria. ; 
The next yeare, King Lewjs of France falls out with King Charles of Great- 
30 Britain, becauſe he ſent back the French Prieſts into France, upon fome diſtaſte 
taken againſt them for injoining an unſeemly Penance on the Queen; and 
becauſe he entertained Monſieur Swbize, _ armed him againſt the French 
King : and however King Charles was content to allow the Queen twelve 
Prieſts and one Biſhop, twelye Women, one Chainberlain , one Secretary, 
one Phylitian, and three other Catholike ſervants; yet he could not be diſ- 
ſwaded from defending S#bize, and the Proteſtant cauſe ; which occaſioned a 
warre between them ; therefore the Engliſh ſhips and goods are arreſted in 
France, and the half of the Queens dower was retained : Upon this,an Engliſh 
Fleet is ſent to the I{le of Ahee, under the Duke of Euckingham , who took it 3 
40 but not long after it was loſt again, and the Engliſh driven to their ſhips, not 
without the loſle of many a brave man. Yet K.Charles being nothing diſmayed, 
prepare another Fleet againſt the next year, for relief of Kochelnow beſieged 
y the French King; but whilſt the Duke was ready to imbarque at Portſmonth 
where the Fleet lay, he was ſuddenly ſtabbed by one John Felton, which cauſed 
great diſcontent in the King, and a tumult in the Dukes lodgings; the French 
being accuſcd as actors in this murther 3 but Fe/tox confelling To he had kil- 
led the Duke, the tumult was appeaſed, and he apprehended, who confelled 
he could not be quiet in mind till he had acted that tragedy, being perſwaded 
that the Duke was no good Patriot, having exaſperated the King againſt the 
3© former Parliament which was aſſembled for giving aid tothe King 1n defence 
of the Proteſtant cauſe, which was then in great danger both in France and 
Germany, the King of Denmark being brought very low by the Emperor.. -, 
_ Notwithſtanding the Dukes death, the Fleet was diſpatched to the reliefe 
of Rochel, but could do no good, becauſe it came tov late; for the Town was 
begirt with impregnable Barracadoes and Circumvallations both by fea and 
land, fo that re-77fecta it returned home. The next year a Parliament 1s called;

In the year following, the King ſends to the Emperor for reſtitution of the 
Palatine into his inheritance, but nothing was effected. In the year 1633. the 


'King about May began his journey intro Scotland, where he was Crowned the 
18. of June, with great ſolemnity. Not long after, as he was croſſing the Ferty 


berween Leith and Brurt-Tſland, there aroſe fo ſudden a ſtorm, that he was mn 


danger to be caſt away z ſome of his ſervants were then drowned, and much Io 
of his Plate and'houſhold-ſtuffe was loft.

The next year following, King Charles for maintenance of his Navy, raiſed 
the Tax of Ship-mony, by which means che Sea-men were well paid, and for 26 
two years together the Kingdome was well guarded by the Royal Fleet. But 
this Tax was ſo uniequally laid by the Sheriffs and their Deputies, upon diyers 
of the meaner ſort, that it cauſed great diſcontent : (For Eknaw a Miniſter, 
whoſe Benefice was ſcarce 100.1. per annum, forced to pay 15.1. for his Tax the 
firſt year.)This Ship-mony was at laſt oppoled and voted down in Parliament, 
In the year ww the King ſends 4gaih to theEmperor in behalf of the Pal(- 
prave, in which Embaſſie mich motiy wasTpentto little purpoſe. In the year 
after, the Popes Nuntio's are recetved aridentertamed at the Queens Court. 
In Scotla#d fell out the great Tumult at Edinburgh, July 33. upon the reading 
of the New Setvice-book ini $.Giles Church, the Women beginning the fray 30 
by flinging their ſtools and Bibles at the Deans head, as he was reading; Who 
hardly eſcaped, with the Biſhop, Gut of the Church with their lives : But the 
tumult was appeaſed by the Privy-Councellors then preſent, and the Biſhop 
conveyed away by the Lord FW eems. 5:odhre\ remained quiet til) the next 
Spring, that new troubles arofe. A Generall Aſſembly, againſt the Kings 
command, is held at Glaſcow, in which the Biſhops are y Ls ed, EXCOMmMUni- 
cated,and abjured; the Articles of Pe#th, Service-book, and Canons are re- 
ietted by the Presbyterian Afſembly, who alſo impoſe an Oath and Covenant 
upon the people, the chief promoters whereof were three Miniſters, Hender- . 
ſon, Dickſor, and Cant; 'who comming to Aberden, received ſome ſtop by the 49 
learned Divines there, who would not condiſcend that the Covenant ſhould 
be propounded or recommended in their Pulpits to the People under their 
charge, till they were ſatisfied in theſe demands. 1. By what warrant os 
WOT they impoſed a Covenant on them; ſeeing they were not authoriſed 

y the King nor his Councel; nor any eſtabliſhed Judicatory or National 
Synod.

8. Whether the Kings perfon ought not tobe defended, though he preſerve 
not the rrue Religion. 9. Whether this can be contiſtent ; To{wearto main- 
rain the Ktngs authority,and yet ſwear difobedience tothe Articles eftabliſhed 
by his authority. 10. Whether the abjuration of Perth-Articles be not pre- 
jadicial tothe hberty of Voting m a National Aflembly. 11. Whether the 
ſubſcription to the Profeffion of Faith, regiſtred ax.1567. in Parliament, be 
not falfcient roſhew the ſincerity of their Profeffion. 12: Whether the lare 
practiſe of the Covenanters in contetnning Authority, and Gods fervice m 
his own houafe , on his own day, as to lay violent hands on the Prelates and 
Paſtors in time of Divine ſervice, whilſt they praQtiſe what the King and his 
Connce] commanded : I fay, whether theſe diſorders are tolerable, or is it fit 
that the Anticovenanters ſhould joyn with them.

Tothele 2rzre's the Covenanting Miniſters put mtheir Anſwers, but ſuch 
as were not ſatisfying to the Divines of Aberder, as may be ſeen in their Re- 
plies and Duplies. The Brhops alfo proteſted and declared againſt the A(- 
fembly at Glaſcow, as being alrogether unlawtull, becauſe it met without the 
Kings warrant ; becauſe it conſiſted of more Lay-men then Miniſtersz becauſe 
moſt of theſe Miniſters were ſcandalous either in their lives or-dotrine, or 
both becauſe they were enemies and perſecutors of the Bifhops, to whom 
they owed Canonical obedience, and thar it was unreaſonable they ſhould be 
both Judges and parties; and becauſe they are ſuch Miniſters as have not 
ſworn tothe Articlesof Religion, nor taken the oath of Allegiance, and uſurp 
more authority to themſelves then can ſtand with the freedome of an Afſem- 
bly; and as juſtly might the Biſhops excepr againſt this Aſſembly, which hath 
already precondemned Epiſcopacie, as Athanefizs, Hoſeus of Corduba, and 
Maximus Parritarch of Conftantinople, did except againſt ſome partial and pre- 
Judicating Councels, or Lather againſt the Councel of Trent, becauſe he was 


40 precondeinned by Pope Leo. But theſe Reaſons of the Biſhops were lighted, 


and the Aſſembly notwithſtanding proceeded; though the King ſends the 
Marquis Hamilton to diſſolve it : For the $45 ponder de prevails more and 
more; who made an Act againſt the Biſhops,and expelled them the kingdom ; 
whereat the King was ſo angry, that he cauſed the Scots ſhips here to be ſeiſed, 
and their Trading with Ezgland to be prohibired, 

| Mean while, the Queen-mother of France; King Henry the Fourths wid- 
dow, came to London, '0F0b.31. whom the King received courteouſly, and 
entertained royally. In November Proclamation is made againſtthe Aſſembly 
in Srotland, by the King : but it was ſoſlighted, that an Army is raiſed by the 


0 Presbyterian Scots 3 againſt whom the Biſhops contribute and raiſe wet 


the Clergie great ſums of mony, for maintaining of an Army againſt the Pre 

bytertans. The next year, about the 27. of March, the King begins hisjourny 
for Scotland, whom his Army followed underthe conduct of the Earl-of 4run- 
del, accompanied with moſt of the Engliſh Nobility z the two Armies pitched 


their Tents in view of each other, butthere was no reſolution or: defire in - 


either {ide to fight; therefore a Peace was:conclhuded the ſame year in June: 
Hhhh 2 but 
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An. Chriſti but when the King returned to London, the Articles of the Peace were pub- 
WWW likely burned, which again incenſed the Scots, ſo that the next year they raiſed 
1640 amber Army; upon which the King ſummons a Parliament in April, for 
railing of mony and new forces againſt the Scots; but finding his people a- 
verſe either to contribute men or mony, he diffolves the Parliament in May, 
which both diſcontented the Engliſh, and encouraged the Scots, on the 17. 
of Auguſt following, to enter England, and poſlette themſelves of Newcaſtle, 
Hereupon the King raiſeth new forces to reſiſt the Scots 3 but the new-raiſed 
Souldiers grew mutinous, killed divers of their Officers, and would neither 
march norfight : Yet the Clergie deliſted not to animate both the King and 
people againſt the Scots, and in their Convocation gave a great ſumine to 
maintain the war. The Lords are commanded to attend the King in this 
Northern expedition. | | 
About the midſt of 0Fober the former year, the Spaniſh Fleet, cloſe by the 
Engliſh ſhore, for want of powder and ammunition ( which they alleadged 
the King had promiſed them ) were defeated by the Hol/anders : There were 
in this Fleet 8000 Spaniards, which ſhould have been planted among the 
Wallons, and ſo many of them to be tranſported into Spain. About the ſame 
time alſo, a Bill 1s exhibited againſt the Londoners, for fome miſdemeanors 
committed by their Under-officers about Loxdon-Derry ; wheretfore in the 4g 
Star-chamber the Londoners are fined, and their Plantation forfeited to the 
King, whereupon the Citizens would not contribute or advance any ſums 
of mony towards this expedition againſt the Scots. When the King ſaw he 
could raiſe no mony,and that the common-ſouldiers would not engage; .upon 
theearneſt intreaties of the Lords,he ſummons a Parliament at Weſtminſter,the 
3. of Novemver, RE. | 
But before we conclude this Hiſtory, I will ſpeak a little more fully of theſe 
fatal begun troubles in Scotland. When the King underſtood what Forces 
were railing there, he ſends to Marquis Doxglaſſe, to the Earle of Nidſdale, to 
Traquair the Treaſurer, to Roxburgh and other Lords of his fide, to be ready 30 
with their Forces : but the Covenanters ſeiſe upon all the arms and ammuni- 
on in Sco:land, and ſend 1coco foot, with 4oco horſe, and 3o peeces of canon, 
againſt Aberdez, which held out for the King, and whither he meant to fend 
great forces. Of the Nobility that ſrood out for the King, were about twenty 
Lords and Earls, of the Covenanters about eight and twenty. When the King 
was COME to Barwick, he underſtood that the Scots Army. was divided into 
two bodies; one under Hume, of 8000. not far from Barwick; the orher of 
500C. under Johnſton neer Carliſ/e. To theſe the King ſends his Heralds with 
a Proclamation, commanding them not to come ueer the borders of England, 
for then he will conſtrue it as an invaſion : They on the other ſide ſend him 40 
a Petition, deſiring their complaints may be heard, and grievances redrefled. 
Upon this, Arandel with other Lords are named by the King to confer with 
the Scots Commiſhoners, and to know their grievances : They defire that 
the King would by Parliament ratifie the Articles of Glaſcow. 2. That all 
Church-affairs in Scotland may be determined by their Generall Aſſemblies, 
and that all Civil matters may be decided by Parliament, which they defire 
may be held every ſecond or third year. 3. That the King would withdraw 
both his Ships and Land-forces, and reſtore to the Scots their Ships again. 
4. That all the Incendiaries and ſeditious perſons who were fled into Exegland, 
may be ſcent home to be tryed and puniſhed. 5. That the King would. confirm 50 | 
their Lawes, Religion, and Priviledges., 
The King was not well pleaſed with theſe particulars; therefore the Lord 
Lewden defies him, that he would but confirm their Religion and Liberties 
according to the Eccleſiaſtical and Civil lawes of Scotlaxd,and that ſhould con- 
tcrt them : Upon this, the King declares, 'T hat he will confirm the Canons of 
the Atlembly of Glaſcow, concerning the abolition of the Liturgie , High- 
| Commithon, 
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 Commilſlion, Book of Canons, with the five Articles of Perth; That the Mini- Anchriſt 
fters ſha]l be bound to take noother Oath at their admiſſion, but what is pre- LY Yw7 


ſcribed in Parliament , and that the Biſhops ſhall ſtand ro the cenſure of the 
General Aliembly of Glaſcowz and that all things ſhall be determined by the 
Aflembly and Parliament which ſhall be held in Ed:#bargh the next Auguſt, in 
which an Act of Oblivion ſhall paſle, and at which he will be preſent himſelf; 
and withall he promiſeth to reſtore their ſhips and goods,and to recall his fleet, 
conditionally they will diſarm and x >< tows their Armies, and diflolve their 
tables and meetings, and that they will reſtore his Forts and Caſtles, with their 
10 Ammunition, as likewiſe the Crown, Scepter and Sword, with his other Royal 
ornaments; and beſides, that they will ſuffer his good ſubjefts to enjoy their 
tands and liberties, which have been detained from them ſince the laſt 
 Aſlembly. 

The peace being concluded, and the Armies disbanded, the King is received 
into Edingburgh with great ſolemnity, and his Caſtles are reſtored, on condi- 
tion that they ſhall not be victualled for above four and twenty hours at a 
time. But ſhortly after the King declared, that he would have the Biſhops ſit 
in the General Aſſembly, which was denied; and the Biſhops were excomuni- 
cated, and withal two hundred thouſand pounds is demanded to be raiſed up- 


. 20 on theBiſhops Jands-andeftaces, for ſatisfaction of the damages ſuſtained by 


the detention of the ſhips in England : the Parliament then fitting, rather fa- 
voured the Aſſembly then hindred it, ordiſcountenanced their proceedings, 
wheretore the King would have adjourned rhe Parliament till Juze the next 


year, which could not be aflented to; but four Deputies are ſent to the King to 
compole.all differences. In the interim, new forces are raiſed both in England 
and ireland, whillt the Scots Commiſſioners are kindly entertained at Court; 
but the Scors being jealous ( becauſe their Commiſſioners were ſo long de- 
tained 1n ſuſpence ) that the King meant to keep them as priſoners, when his 
Army was ready to march, they ſeized upon two Frghſb Lords, whom they 


30 meant to detain til] their Commiſſioners were returned. 


The Presbyterian Scots underſtanding that hoth the Armies of England 
and Trel:nd were ready to march, enter preſently intoa Covenant which they 
called National, and tax the tenth part of their eſtates toward maintenance 
ofthe war; ſixteen thouſand men are raiſed under the condu& of Argile, to 
guard the Sea-coaſt, and hinder the Irifh forces from landing : The like num-' 
ber 1s to be 1n readinefle againſt the King begins his march. They would not 
ſ\ufter Generall Kuver, governour then of Edinburgh-Caitle, to repair a part of 
the wall that was failen down; nor would they ſuffer the Garriſon-ſouldiers to 
g0 out and1n, but at their devotion; therefore they Place a guard of five 
40 hundred men before the Caſtle gate, and raiſed a Fortin the Town to keep the 

Caſtle in awe, and raifed a Rampart to keep off the bullets that might be ſhot 
againſt the City. 

Mean while the Fzgliſh Fleet puts to Sea ; and the Land-forces of England 
conſiſting of forty thouſand, are divided into three bodies, under Hamilton, 
Goring, and Northumberland, The Scots main body conliſted of thirty thou- 
ſand under General Leſ{y1n Lothjien, the reſt of their Army was employed to 
guard the borders and coaſts on all {ides, to wit, ſix thouſand under the Lord 
Leviſion nar Kelſos Lothien and Johnſon had the command of eight thouſand 
en the \Vcltern marches; Aothes and Lindſey commanded fifteen thouſand in 
50 Fij-, Montroſſe and the Earl Afarſhal encamped near Aberdex with twelve 
thouſand, bel:des they had a garriſon of two thouſand within the City. Argile 
guards the coaſt on the Iriſh-ſeas with ſixteen thouſand. In the interim the 
Lord Lewden one of the four Scots Commiſhoners, is ſent to the Tower, for 
having about him a copy of the Scots Declaration which had been burned. 
This mcenfed the Scots ſo much the more, complaining that the impriſoning 


vf their Commiſhoner was againſt the Law of Nations; the King ſends Com- 
miſhoners 
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An.Chriſti mifſioners to examine him in the Tewer,to whom he would not anſwer, being 
WYWwm. a ſubjet of Scotland; where he ought to be examined and triedby his Peers; 

and alſo told them,that what he was accufed of was atted before the Pacifica- 

tion 1639. when an Actof oblivion mn Hereupon he is enlarged and im- 

 ployed by the King in a new Commiſhon into Scotlard, to ſettle the troubles 

"there. | 

_ Whilſttheſethings are aCting, Edirbzrgh raifeth two Batteries apainſt the 

Caſtle, the great Ordnance play upon each other without any great hurt ; at 
length the Governour is fummoned to deliver up the Caſtle within fifteen 
dayesz which time being expired, andthe Caſttenor likely ro be ſurrendred, | 
the great Artillery from the batteries plaid ſo furioaſly on it, that a breach was 
made n the wall ; there were alſo two Mines ſprung which did great hurt, the 
Govyernours ſon loſt his arm by a canon-bullet; at laſt they come ro a parley,the 
Governour defires to acquaint the King with the ſtare of the Caſtlebefore he 
deliver it up, which was granted by the City, and ſo followed a ceſſation from 
hoſtility. The Scots in the interim (whoſe intention at firſt was onely to ſtand 
upon their own defence) to keep their ſonldiers from idtenefle, enter England 
with thirty thouſand; fifteen thouſand march into Camberland , and the 
other fifteen thouſand into Northumberland, with a Declaration that they 
come in as friends, not asenemies, for no other end but to have a ratification 26 
of the laſt years Treaty; they promiſe alfo to take norhing but what they ſhall 

ay for. | 
: The King being at Tork with ſix thouſand horſe, and eighteen thouſand 
foot , underſtood that the Scots were marching towards Newcaſile , therefore 
ſends fifteen hundred horſe, with a battalion of Infantryto diſpute the paſ- 
ſage over the Tize'z askirmiſh followed, m which fofir hundred of the Enelifþ 
were ſ]ain, and rwo hundred Scots, whoſe Army being far greater then the 
other, eaufed them to retreat. Then the Scots for 'two hours lay fiege to New- 
caſtle, which upon the firſt ſ\urmons opened their gates. Then the Scots make 
themſelves maſters of Hartpool, and of two Caſtles on the Tine. Upon this the ,, 
King fends'tothem toknow their demands , and withall diffwades them from 
advancing any further with their Army 5 the Scots return a petition to the 
King , wherem they defirea free Parlizment for ending of all differences, and 
ſerling of a folid peace; the Engl;ſþ Lords being aflembled at York, defire like- 
wiſe of the King that he would call a Parliament,which at laſt was affented to, 
and five and twenty thouſand pounds Sterling was affigned to the Scots 
towards the defraying of their charges; in the mean time the Caſtle of Edin- 
burgh 1s delivered up, and ſome Engliſh horſe, with five hundred of their foor, 
(which were ſent from Barwick to Dince, to carry away nine peeces of 
Ordnance left there by the Scots ) are defeated and {lain by the Lord Had- z5 
dington, |

wounded Defderius his brother whom he had made Czfar, and at laft kills himſelt; 
Decentius his other brother,and Czſar,hanged himtelf. Conſtantius being ſole Emperor, 
puts Gallus to death for his cruelty, and makes his brother Fulian Czar, who beat the 
Almans, and got divers vifories. Silvanys the [[ſurper is (lain. The Germans, Sar- 
matz#, and Perſians do much miſchict; but are fubdued. Sapores takes Amida. Fulian 
ſudyeth Magick ; and is ſaluted Emperor by the Army, but refuſcth it. 


In the Church, Licerius fate Pope 15 years : He is perſecuted for not condemning 4- 
thanaſius ; Felix is placed in his room, and again diſplaced, Liberius being recalled. 
Divers Synods and Conventicles were held about this time. The Acatian hereticks 
held, that Chriſt was like his Fither in will, not in ſubſtance.

are beat by them. Zoe is ſent into a Mondftery, and Remanus rules with the Emperor

The Emperor is beaten by the Duke of Merſpurg, Ratisbone taken from the Emperor 
by Arnulpb Duke of Bavaria, and loſt again. Conradus fickneth, and commends Henry 
Duke of Saxony to the Empire : This Henry reigned 17 years; He was firnamed the 
Falconer. In France, illiam Earl of Aquitain founded the Monaſtery of Clupny. Robert 
Earl of Paris rebels againſt the King tor his inſuffciencie, who is ſurpriſed and im- 

rifoned by Robert Farl of Vermendois. In Spain, the Moors are beaten again, and the 


ebels ſuppreſſed. The Navarrois are defeated by the Caſtilians. The Venetians ob- | 


tain leave of the Emperor to coyn mony. The Hungarians invade Ttaly. 


In the Church, Anaſtaſius ſate 2 years. John 10. ſucceeded 16 years: He falls out with 
Albericus Marquis of Tuſcia , and 1s expell;d the City ; whereupon he calls in &he 
Hungarians, who commit many outrages. Albericus is {lain by his. people. One 
Councel was hcld this Decad at Conftans, inhibiting marriage in the 7. 12:45 
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In the Eaſt, Romanus crowns his wife and ſon, and ſubſcribes before the Emperor ; he is 
overcome by the Bulgarians, whv take Hadrianople,but are expelled by Romanus.The Sa- 
racens at Lemnos are detcated by the Emperors fleet. Romanus makes two of his ſons Cx- 
ſar:,& another a Charch-man.In theWeſt, Burchard D. of Sweve is forced to acknowledg 
Henry Emperor, who gets Lorrain from Charles of France. Arnulph is forced to obedi- 
ence. The Hungarians being deteated by the Emperor, make peace for nine years, after 
which time they are expe}ied Germany. The Vandals ſubdued, and Brardeburgh taken 
by the Emperor; multitudes of Vandals killed neer the Baltic ſea. In France, Robert 
Earl of Paris 1s choſcn King, whom Charles aflifted by the Normans flew : then Raoul 
Duke of Burgundy is choſen , who leagueth with the Normans. Charles is releaſed, and 
again impritoned, then dyeth. In Spain, the rebtllions gf Caſtile, Navar-and Gallecia 
are ſuppreſſed by Ordonivs 3. who dyeth in his expedicion againſt theMoors. Elf-ed, an 
Englith Nobleman, who had contipircd to put out King Athelfans eyes, abjured him- 
ſelt at Rome, tell down and dycd 3 days after. Athelſtan overcomes the Welſh, and beats 
the Scots. Venice burnt by the Hungarians. Sifridthe Dane having waſted F landers, and 
raviſhed the Earls daughter, hanged himſelf. 


In the Church Anaſtaſius fits , who conſecrated a Boy of s years old Biſhop of Rbemes. 
Raoul King of Burgimdy is made King of Ttaly, to croſs Berengarius, who is expclled 


Ttaly, who therefore called in the Hungarians, that burn Papia. The Pope makes | 


Hugh, Earl of Arles, King againſt Raoul, who returned to France, Guy, this Hugh's 
brother, impriſoncth, and ſtrangleth the Pope, after he had killed his brother Peter. 
Leo 6. ſucceeds, whom Gry atter + moneths impriſoned ; hedyed, and Stephen $. ſuc- 
ceeded two years. Marozaa the ſtrumpet, was the death of theſe two Popes. 3 Coun- 
cels kept this Decad. Raoul King of Burgundy, bcſtows on the Emperour the Spear 
that wounded Chriſt, 
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In the Eaſt, the Ruſians waſte the country about Conſtantinople : divers Greeks gelded by 
the Beneventines. In the Wcſt, the Hungarians being denyed their tribute of the Em- 
perour, ſpoil Germany, but are at laſt defeated and expelled; Miſna made a Marquifſat, 
and Guelders an Earldom : Henry dieth, to him ſucceeds Otho the firſt his ſou 42 years. 
The Palatine for rebelling, is baniſhed, who being pardoned, conſpires with Henry the 
Emperours brother. In England, King Athelftan drives the Britains out of Devonſhire 
into the remote parts of Cornwall ; he takes JYeſtmerland and Cumberland from the Scots; 
to him was ſent out' of France, Conſtantine the Great his ſword, in the hilt of which 
was one of the nails of theCroſs. In Fretnce, Lewis ſon to Charles r:turns out of Eng- 
land, and reigneth 18 years. In Spain, Sancho King of Leon recovers his Kingdom, to 
whom Ferdinand of Caſtile ſelleth a horſe and a hawk, condicionz1l;; to double the pay- 
ment every day, after it ſhould become due : This Ferdinand is taken prifoner by the 
Navarrois, and releaſed; fo was the King of Navar taken and releaſed : Ferdinand 
eſcapes out of priſon by his wifes means, who exchanged apparel with him. Sancho 
makes Caſtilea Kingdom, ,in fatisfaftion for his harſe and hawke. About this time 
ſome Biſhopricks were founded in Denmark, The kftrians by ſurpriling ſome 
Venetian Virgins , as they preſented themſelves after their cuſtome 4 In : our 
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Lady Charch, (the memorial whereof 'is kept at Gandlemaſſe) are forced to pay a yeurly 
tribute to Venice. Comaculum refuſing to payyis taken and annexed to the Venetian Ter- 


| ritorics. The Saracens are beaten in,Caſtile and Germany : Genua is taken by them, and 


cruelly aſed. 


In the Church, Fobn 11. fate 6 years ; Marezia delivers Rome to Hugh , who impriſon- 
eth the Pope; whom Alberzcus treed , and expelled Hugh with Marozia. Leo 7. ſuc- 
ceeds 4 years. Two Councels held this Decad. The Audean Hereticks obtain now the 
name 4 Anthropomorphites. Komanus makes his ſon at 16 years, Patriarch of Conſtan- 
tinople , to whom he procuresa Pall from thePope. 
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In the Eaſt, Romanus hires the Turks to leave Thrace: hes ſent to a Coventby his ſonne 
Steven. Romanus having loſt two of his other ſons, dleth. Conſtantine reigned 12 years; 
he inviteth Schollars into Greece. In the Weſt, the Emperourand French King are re- 
conciled. Henry the Emperours Brother obtains pardon for his Rebellion. Otho be- 
Ing wounded in hunting, makes his ſon Ludpſphus his Colleague and ſucceffor, but 
afterward changed his mind : He makes his Brother Henry, Duke of Bavaria; who ex- 
pelled thence the Hungarians. Otho defeates the Danes. In Italy, Hugh made a league 
with the Saracens : his people upon this revolt ; he flies into France , and becomes a 
Monk. The Saracens beaten out of Calabria by the Greeks. Otho invades Flanders,and 
| is oppoſed by the Gauntois. Aquileia taken by Henry the Emperours Brother, St.}F/en. 
{ - celaws is made King in Bohemia by the Emperour ; he refuſed the Title, not the Govern- 
ment : heis murthered by his btother in the Church ; and his wicked mother the 
cauſe of this murther, was ſwallowed quick in the Earth. Otho beats the Danes, and 
waſtes their Country. In Spain, Zancho 1s poyſoned with an Apple by Gonſalvus the Re- 
bel, whom he had pardoned. Ferdinand loſeth many places in Caſtile to the Moores, 
and diecth for grief. Ramire defeats the Moors in Leon. In France, the D. of Normand 
is reconciled to the King, who takes Rohan , and makes Robert Earl of Paris. Hugh Ma- 
jor of the Palace, takes theKing in Miygland. Analph of Ireland intrudes into Northum- 
| berland, who is baniſhed by King Edmund, and Cumberland beſtowed on. the Scots. King 
Edmund is ſlain treacherouſly at a feaſt. Analph is recalled by the Northumbrians, and 
made King there. 


In the Church, Steven being dead of a wound received in a tumult , Martine the'3. fate 
3 years; to him ſucceeded Agapetys the 2. 9 years. In this Decad were called 5 
Councels. The Ruſſians perſecute the Chriſtians. Otho ſpreads Chriſtianity in Den- 
mark, Swethland and other northern parts. 
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In the Eaft, the Emperours Fleet is defeated by the Saracens at Candy. Bardus the Empe- 
rours General, taketh much from them. Komanus poyſoned his Father, who died not 

in two years after, ſome of thepoyſon being ſpilt. In the Weſt, Otho forceth Boleſlays 
the Bohemian to ſubmit: he adds Belgium and Burgundy to the Empire : divers rebel a- 
gainſt Otho, who at laſt ſubmit. The Biſhop of Saltzbury's eyes are put out for calling the 
Bavarians into Bavaria, where they were all ſlain. Otho ſubdueth the Vandals ; 0tho 
by marryingAdelheida becomsKing of Italy, which he leaves to Berenparius except Verona 
and Aquileia, which he gave to Henry his brother. Berengarius playcs the tyrant, and 
wars with the Pope for the Dutchy of Spoletum. Piedro of Venice 1s baniſhed, and turns 
Pyrat againſt the Venetian ſhips, the report of which killed the Duke his father with 
grief :* he is notwithſtanding recalled by the State. The Church of Grada is made Me- 
o_— of Venia and Tftria. Harold the Dane holdeth of the Emperour , and receiveth 
the Faith. Five of the Hungarian Kings hanged in Bavaria. In Spain, Garzias of Caſtile, 
invad th Leon: hepurſueth his wite with her Adulterer, and kibs them both in bed. 
The Moores mean while invade his Territorics. In France, Lewis is killed by a fall 
from his horſe; His ſon Letharius ſucceeds 32 years: Hugb by his death, leaveth his 
Dutchy of Paris to Hugh Capet, who is declared Duke of France and Earl of Poitou. The 
Northumbrians and Mercians revolt from Edwy king of England, tor his evil life, and 
{. t up his brother Edgar againſt him : The King hereupon dieth tor gricf. Edgar ratgned 


56 years; He rigs outa great Fleet to guard the Coaſts. Malcolne King of Scotland is 
murthered in Murrey. 


In the Church, 7obn 1 2. ſate $ years, he was the fiſt Pope (fay ſome) that changed his 
name from Oftavian to Fobn. 3 Councels held this Decad: St. Matthews reliques 
tranſlated from Ethiopia to Salernum. Helena Queen of 3 4 is baptized at Conſtar- 
tingple 3 the ſends to Oths for Prieſts to convert her Subjetts. 
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In the Eaft, Romanus 2. reigned 3 years; he beat the Saracens in Crete, by Nicephorus Phocas; 

he was forbidden to rettrny to Conſtantinople , becauſe there was a prophefie, that the 
Conquerour of Crete ſhould be Emperour : which fell otit true; for ke ſucceeded 6 
years: he beats the Saracens out of Cilicia : He is forry that his forces took Antioch; be- 
cauſe he was told , that if it were taken he ſhould miſcarry ; he becomes covetous 
and odious; he kils Otho's Ambaſſadours, who by his own order came to treate with 
him about a match, between young Otho, and his daughter Theophania:: He is killed by 


Fobn Zimiſces, and his own Empreſle. This Fohn ſucceeded 6 years z he thruſts the Em- 


preſſe into a Monaſtery and ſends Theophania to Otho : Inthe Weſt, Otho's aide is intrea- 
ted by the Pope againſt Berengarius, whom Otho defeats,a'1d cauſe th his ſon Otho to be 
crowned : He ſends the wite of Berengarius to him; he ſetleth Lombardy, and depoſeth 


the Pope for adhering to his enemy : Hebanifheth Berews with his wite and children | 


into Bavaria. Adelbert his 'enemy being defeated,the Pope is by him-reftored : then to re- 


venge the death of his Ambaſſadours , he cut off the Noſes of divers Calabrian and Apy- 


lian Greeks, and ſends them to Conſtantinople. The Saracens loſe Crete, Cyprus, with 
100 Cities, Cilicia, Tripol;s in Phenicia, Antioch, Calabria, and Apulia , all this within this 
Decad. Harold of Norway by ſacrificing his two ſons , obtained a Tempeſt which dil- 
perſed the Daniſh Fleet; that came to demand tribute. Meciſlaus King of Poland is Bap- 
tized; hebuilds many Churches, and eres two Archbiſhopricks. Edgar King of Eng- 
land, impoſeth a yearly tribute of 300 Wolves upon the Welch : He is cheated of his 
wite by his favourite Ethelwolde,whom he flew,and then married her. The Danes land in 
Scotland, and are forced to flie to their ſhips. 


In the Charch, Pope Ibn is depoſed for divers crimes. Leo the 8. is choſen, but upon 
the Emperours Srpneinee Fohn 1s reſtored again; Leo flieth to Otho; he is ſlain in the 
at of Adultery by thc womans husband. Bennet the 5. is choien. Otho returneth and 
ſetles Leo ; ſo Bennet is baniſhed to Hamburg. This makes the 17 Schiſme. John 13 
fucceeds 6 years ; he is impriſoned 11 moneths, and reſtored by the Emperour ; he 
was the firſt that conſecrated Bels; and gave them nahed. 6: Councels held thisDe- 
cad. Mieſco King of Poland ordereth, that every Knight at the reading of the Goſpel 
ſhould draw his ſword in defence thereof, and at the naming of it, to fay, [ Glory be to 
thee, O Lord. Hungary is converted, de 
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In the Eaſt Bards overcomes the Rebels in Aja : the Roſj expelled out of Bulgaria. Zimi- 
ſces is murthered by an Eunuch for complaining againſt the wealth of the Eunuchs. Ba- 
filius and Conſtantine ſons of Romanus ſacceed 50 years. Bardas rebelleth, and joyneth 
with the Saracens.The Imperialiſts beaten by the Bulgarians.In the Weſt, Otho marrieth 
with Theophania : Otho the father dieth,and Othothe fon ſucceeds 10 years. Henry Dake 
of Bavaria oppoſeth hima while, then deſiſteth ; Henry afterward rebelleth , andflieth 
into” Bohemia , which is waſted by the Emperour , and Henry with his ſon baniſhed: 
Otho makes peace with Lotharius. Elcain the Saracen Prince makes Alcair in Xyypt his 
Seat : they loſe Fraxinetum, and recover Conſentia. The Venetians drive them from 
Capug., Piedro Duke of Venice, for his tyrannies . is killed with his ſon : he ſet his Pa- 
lace,'S. Marks Church, and 300 houſes on fire : His ſucceſſor Pietro Urſulo repaired all 
again),” and beſtowed a Table of Gold on the High-Altar. The Iſle of Sembia in Ruſſia is 
ſubdued by Aquinus the King of Denmarks eldeſt ſon : his youngeſt ſon Syeno rebelleth 
 againſthim ; at laſt, this. Harold the father is ſlain, and Sueno ſucceeds. A part of Lorrain 
is given by Otho to the Biſhops of Liepe, Trevers, and Colen. S. Fames of Compoſtela over- 
thrown by the Moors ; they are defeated by king Pharemund.

In: theChurch, Dommes 2. ſate 3 moneths; Bennet 6. ſucceeded : he is ſtrangled in the 
Caſtle of Sr. Anyelo, by means of Boniface 7. which makes the 18 Schiſme : he ſeeing 
cheCity bent againſt him,flieth to Conſtantinople with all the Jewels of theVatican.To 
him ſucceeds Bennet the 7, 9 years. This Decad produced 5 Counccls. The Patrizrch 
of Conftantinople prohibits Zimiſces to enter the Church, tor murthering Nicepboras ; 
he layeth the fault on the Emprefſe, who is made a;Nun, and he an Emperour. A 
Wheelc-wrights ſon is made Archbiſhop of Mentz: hence a Cart-wheel was added to 
the Arms of that See. 
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In the Eaſt, Baſilius by the Saracens help recovereth Calabria and Apulia from Otho, whom

ceeds 17 years. Henry of Bavaria proclaims himſclfEmperour, ſeiſeth on Otbo, bur is 
forced to reftore him to the Biſhoprick of Mentz : Othe ſubjugates Bobemia , and infti- 

rates the Palatinat of the Rhene. In France, Lotharius invadeth Lorraine, takes Verdun 
with the Earl, and then reſtores them: to him ſucceeded his fon Lewis 5- whois pai- 
ſoned by his wife. Hugh Capel is choſen, and Charls of Lorrain the heir rejeQed ; he ta- 
Leth Leon and driveth Hugh from it. In England, the Danes doe much miſchief, but are 
beaten in the Weſt. Richard Earl of Normandy having invaded England, is perſwaded by 
thePope to return. Hay a plough-man in COT put the Danes to flight, after they 
had deteated the Kings forces. Great troubles between the Countries of Anguſe and 
Mernes. In Spain, to Pharemund ſucceedeth Allonſs 5- King of Leon 28 years. In Den- 
mark King Sueno Apoſtatiſeth z he is taken three times by the Futians,and redeems him- 
ſelf, r for his weight in Gold, 2. and twice his weight in Silver : the laſt time he is re- 
deemed by the Daniſh Ladies , who ſold their Jewels to free him ; therefore he made 
women capable to inherit: He is at laſt expelled his kingdome by Ericus King ot Swed- 
land Otho prohibiteth all Tta,from commercing with Venice : wherefore the houſes of 
the Caloprini are raſed , their wives and children impriſoned, for inccnſing Otho againſt 
Venice: the Duke becomes a Monk. 


In the Church, Fobn the 13 ſate $ moneths ; and is ſtarved by Boniface the 7. who after 
9 years returneth to Conſtantinople, and after 4, moneths died ſuddenly : his body 
was dragged through the ſtreets : ſucceeded Fobn 14. 11 years; he was expelled by 
Creſcentius the Conſul, and is by him again recalled. Two Synods held this Decad, 
Adelbert B. of Prague,preacheth to the Hungarians,and leaves Bobemia. 
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In the Eaſt, Samuel Prince of Bulgaria takes many Greek Commanders priſoners, whont 


the Emperours army redeemeth by ſeifing on his Tents. In the Weſt, Otho is crowned 
at Rome; he puts Creſcentiis. to death for rebelling, and reftores the Pope: he makes 
Creſcentius his widow his Concubine,whom he burned, for cauſing him execute an Earl - 
whom ſhe falſly accuſed, In France, Charls taketh Rhemes : he is betrayed and dieth in 
priſon. Hugh qergerh the office of Major of the Palace,and ereRteth a Conftableſhip: 
he excluded Baſtards from inheriting the Crown. To him facceeds Robert his ſon. In 
Spain, Sancho poyloned his mother with that poyſon ſhe had provided for him : Hence 
the cuſtome of Spain.is for the women to drink arſt. Barcelona ſpoiled by the Moores, 
and theEarl killed; * 70000 Moores are ſlain, and all recovered from them. In Eng- 
land the Danes are hired by Etheldred to depart; they enter the land again with divers 
fleets, and waſte many parts of the kingdome. Kenneth in Scotland poyſoned the Prince 
of Cmberland, thac his awn ſon might ſucceed; whom he declareth heir: he is affrighted 
in a Viſion for this murther ; viſits the Shrine of Palladius, and is murthered by a wo- 
mar. Conſtantine the Bald, affumeth the crown: Malcolme, Kenneth's ſon oppoſeth him in 
vain : Kenneth, Malcolme's baſe brother. and Conſtantine are ſlain ina battel. Grime,Ne- 
phew to Duffus makes himſelt King, Adelbert B. of Prague labouring to convert Boruſ- 
fea, is (lain there. In Hungary — Stephen eſtabliſheth Chriſtianity. In Denmark , Sueno 
by the Scots help, recovereth his kingdom. Olaus king of Norway is defeated at Sea,and 
drowned by Sens , who thereupon poſkſſed that kingdome. The Venetians take Cor- 
cyra, and deſtroy Pharos: they obtain of Otho, juriſdifion over their own Churches :

The Norwayans inyade 
Denmark, but are repulſed. The king of Swev4ia impriſoned by his brethren. Wenceſlaxs 
of Bohemia ſelleth Aſiſniato the Marquels of Branudebwrg : he is killed by a Ruſſian : in 
him endeth the male line, Herry Prince of Carinthia claims the kingdom in right of his 
wife : they are both driven by the Emperour into Bavaria.
